Introduction  in  which  I  have  endeavoured  to  present,  within  a 
moderate  compass,  a  connected  view  of  the  new  system  of  local 
self-government  established  by  those  enactments.

Explanatory  Introduction. 


PART    I. 


COUNTY   COUNCILS. 
E.— Establishment  of  County  Councils. 

"A  Council  shall  be  established  in  every  administrative  county, 
and  be  entrusted  with  the  management  of  the  administrative  and 
financial  business  of  that  county,  and  shall  consist  of  a  chairman 
and  Councillors"  (sec.  1). 

(1)  An  "administrative"  county  is  that  throughout  which 
the  County  Council  has  authority  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act 
(sec.  68,  sub-sec.  2).  It  is  not  necessarily  conterminous  in  every 
case  with  the  Parliamentary  County.  But,  with  a  few  excep- 
tions, the  administrative  and  Parliamentary  counties  are  actual fy 
conterminous. 

The  first  Councils  are  to  be  elected  for  the  counties  as  exist- 
ing at  the  passing  of  the  Act  (called  in  the  Act  "  existing  judicial 
counties,")  except  in  the  case  of  a  county  which,  for  Grand  Jury 
purposes,  has  been  divided  into  ridings,  each  of  which  is  to  have 
a  Council  for  itself  (sec.  68,  sub-sec.  1);  but  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  is  given  power,  within  six  months  after  the  passing  of 
the  Act,  to  alter  the  boundaries  of  any  existing  county  (sec.  68, 
3ub-sec.  1);  and  that  body  has,  accordingl}^  made  alterations  in 
the  boundaries  of  several  counties  (see  Appendix  III.  jpost). 

As  Tipperary  is  the  only  county  divided  into  ridings  for 
Grand  Jury  puiposes,  it  is  the  only  county,  therefore,  which  will 
have  two  County  Councils.  But  as  will  be  seen,  except  for 
County  Council  puri)oscs,  Tipperary  will  continue  one  county. 

(2)  As  to  what  is  "  the  administrative  and  financial  business  ' 
of  a  county,  see  "  Powers  and  Duties  of  County  Councils,"  post. 

(3)  As  to  "the  Chairman  and  Councillors"  of  a  County 
Council,  see  "  Constitution  of  County  Councils,"  jDOst. 

(4)  A  County  Council  is  a  corporate  body  by  the  name  of  the 
county,  and  has  a  perpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal  (Ordei 
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in  Council,  (Application  of  Enactments),  dated  22nd  day  of 
December,  1898,  Article  13,  sub-sec.  1).  It  may,  therefore,  sue 
and  be  sued  in  its  corporate  name;  and  where  any  land  used 
to  be  conveyed  or  gi-anted  to,  or  any  contract  or  agreement  made 
in  the  name  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Jury,  Clerk  of  the 
Peace,  or  other  person  or  body,  on  behalf  of  the  county  or  any 
part  of  it,  it  must  now  be  conveyed  to  or  made  with  the  Council 
of   the  county  concerned  (same  Order,  Article  12,  sub-sec.  2). 

It  may  be  added  that  the  Grand  Juries  were  not  incorporated 
bodies. 

II. — Constitution  of  County  Councils. 

A  County  Council  consists  of  a  chairman  and  councillors  (sec.  1). 
1. — The  Chaieman  and  Vice-Chairman. 

{a)  A  chairman  is  elected  annually  from  among  the  Coun- 
cillors, and  the  Council  may  also  elect  a  vice-chairman  annually, 
if  it  thinks  fit.  The  chairman,  by  virtue  of  his  ofiice,  becomes  a 
justice  of  the  peace  for  the  administrative  county,  but,  before 
acting  as  such,  must  take  the  oaths  required  by  law  to  be  taken 
by  a  justice  (sec.  3,  sub-sec.  4).  The  oaths  required  to  be  taken 
by  a  justice  are  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  the  judicial  oath  (31 
&  32  Vic,  c.  72,  s.  6 ;  34  &  35  Vic,  c  48).  If  a  person  is  re-elected 
chairman  "  on  the  expiration  or  other  determination  of  a  previous 
term  of  ofiice,"  he  need  not  take  the  oaths  afresh  (sec.  95). 

(6)  The  term  of  office  of  both  the  chairman  and  the  vice- 
chairman  is  one  year,  but  he  will  hold  office  till  his  successor  is 
appointed,  and  has  made  and  subscribed  the  required  declaration 
(Order  in  Council  (Application  of  Enactments),  dated  22nd 
day  of  December,  1898,  Article  37,  sub-sec  1).  The  election  of 
chairman  and  vice-chairman  must  be  the  first  business  transacted 
at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Council,  except  the  first  annual 
meeting  after  a  triennial  election  at  which  it  will  be  the  second 
business,  the  first  being  the  question  of  co-opting  additional 
members,  same  Order,  Article  35,  sub-sec  5  (a)  (h) ).  In  the  case 
of  an  equality  of  votes  at  the  election,  the  chairman  of  the 
meeting,  although  not  entitled  to  vote  in  the  first  instance, 
shall  have  the  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie  (same  Order  and 
Article,  sub-sec.  5  (c)  ). 

2. — The  Councillors. 

The  Councillors  for  each  county  will  be  ordinarily  of  three 
classes : — 

(a)  Elected  Councillors, 
(h)  Ex-officio, 
(c)  Co-opted. 
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For  the  First  Councillors  there  will  also  be  Nominated 
Councillors. 

(tt)  The  elected  Councillors  are  elected  for  the  county  electoral 
divisions,  in  the  proportion  of  one  for  each,  except  where  an 
urban  district  forming  one  such  division  returns  more  than  one 
Councillor ;  and  the  number  of  divisions  and  Councillors  are  to 
be  fixed  by  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  but  so  that 
the  divisions  shall  be  as  nearly  as  conveniently  may  be  equal 
as  regards  population,  and  that,  in  forming  them,  regard  shall 
be  had  to  a  proper  representation  of  the  rural  and  urban 
population  (sec.  2,  sub-sec.  3  (a)  and  (6)  ).  They  may  thus  be 
unequal  as  regards  area.  A  list  of  the  County  Electoral 
Divisions  for  each  of  the  33  administrative  counties,  and  of 
the  number  of  County  Councillors  fixed  for  each  urban  district 
forming  one  county  electoral  division  will  be  found  in  Appendix 
III.  post. 

(b)  The  ex-officio  Councillors  will  be  the  chairmen  of  the 
Rural  {not  Urban)  District  Councils  (as  to  which  see  post),  and, 
if  the  chairman  of  a  Rural  District  Council  is  already  a  member 
of  the  County  Council,  or  is  disqualified  (as  to  which  see  "Qualifi- 
cations and  Disqualifications  of  Councillors"  post),  then  some 
other  member  of  the  District  Council  may  be  chosen  in  his  stead 
by  the  District  Council  (sec.  3,  sub-sec.  1). 

(c)  The  co-opted  Councillors  may  number  one  or  two  who 
may  be  chosen  by  the  County  Council  itself  from  persons  quali- 
fied to  be  Councillors.  As  to  who  are  qualified  to  be  Councillors, 
see  post.  Those  additional  members  are  to  hold  oflEice  only  during 
the  term  of  ofiice  of  the  Council  by  whom  the  choice  is  made 
(sec.  3,  sub-sec.  2),  and  the  question  of  electing  such  additional 
inembers  is  the  first  business  to  be  considered  after  the  election 
of  a  Council  (sec.  3,  sub-sec.  3),  and  Order  in  council  (Application 
of  Enactments),  22nd  December,  1898,  Art.  35,  sub-sec.  5  {a)  ). 

(d)  The  nominated  Councillors  to  serve  only  on  the  County 
Councih  first  elected  are  to  number  three  in  each  case,  and  they 
are  to  be  selected  by  the  Grand  Juries,  or  by  a  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Grand  Jury  for  the  purpose  at  the  next  Spring 
Assizes,  and  in  the  case  of  the  County  of  Dublin,  at  the  next 
Easter  presenting  term.  The  persons  selected  must  bo  then 
serving,  or  have,  during  the  previous  three  years,  served  iis  Grand 
Jurors  (sec.  113,  sub-sec.  1). 

III.— Period   of  Existence   of  County 

Councils. 

The  term  of  office  of  all  classes  of  County  Councillors  is  three 
years,  at  the  end  of  which  period  all  must  retire  together,  and 
new  Councils  must  be  elected  (sec.  2,  sub-sec.  2). 
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IV.— EBectors   of  County  Councillors. 

The  elected  members  of  every  County  Council  are  elected  hy 
"the  Local  Government  electors"  for  the  county  (sec.  2,  sub-sec.  1). 
Those  electors  are  defined  to  be,  "as  respects  any  county,  or 
borough,  district,  electoral  division,  ward,  or  other  area,  the  persons 
for  the  time  being  registered  in  the  local  government  register  of 
electors  in  respect  of  qualifications  within  such  county,  district, 
borough,  ward  or  other  area"  (sec.  109);  and  the  expression  "local 
government  register  of  electors"  is  itself  defined  to  be,  "as  respects 
any  county,  borough,  district,  electoral  division,  ward,  or  other  area 
in  Ireland,  the  register  of  Parliamentary  electors,  or  the  portion  of 
that  register  which  relates  to  such  county,  or  borough,  district, 
electoral  division,  ward,  or  other  area,  together  with  the  local 
government  supplement"  (sec.  98,  sub-sec.  10).  " The  local  govern- 
ment supplement"  which  is  thus  made  part  of  "the  local  govern- 
ment register  of  electors,"  should  contain  the  name  of  every 
person  who  would,  but  for  being  a  peer  or  a  woman,  or  being 
registered  as  a  Parliamentary  elector  elsewhere,  be  entitled  to  be 
entered  in  the  list  of  Parliamentary  electors  (61  Vic.  c.  2,  Regis- 
tration (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  sec.  1,  sub-sec.  2). 

In  other  words,  the  local  government  electorate  will  consist  of 
all  Parliamentary  electors  and  of  all  peers  and  women  who,  but 
for  their  being  peers  or  women,  would  be  entitled  to  be  Parlia- 
mentary electors. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  qualifications  for  the  Parlia- 
mentary franchise : — 

1.  Actual  possession  or  receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits 
for  at  least  six  months  before  the  20th  July  in  the  current 
year,  of  a  freehold  estate  in  lands  or  tenements,  of  the  net 
annual  value  of  £50 ; 

2.  Ditto,  of  a  freehold  estate  of  the  net  annual  value  of 
£20; 

3.  Actual  possession,  or  receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits, 
for  at  least  twelve  months  before  the  20th  July  in  the 
current  year,  of  a  leasehold  estate  worth  £20  a  year,  less 
rates  and  taxes,  provided  the  lease  was  originally  for  a  term 
of  not  less  than  fourteen  years ; 

4.  Ditto,  of  a  leasehold  estate  worth  £10  a  year,  less 
rates  and  taxes,  provided  the  lease  was  originally  created  for 
not  less  than  60  years ; 

5.  Actual  possession,  or  receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits, 
for  six  months  before  the  20th  July  in  the  current  year,  of 
a  freehold  estate  rated  at  £5  or  upwards,  and  worth  £5  a 
year  at  least,  net,  less  taxes ; 
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6.  Occupying  and  being  rated  for,  during  twelve  months 
before  the  20th  July  in  the  current  year,  as  tenant  or  owner, 
premises  rated  at  £10  a  year — occupation  in  this  case  not 
meaning,  but  not  being  inconsistent  with  residence ; 

7.  Inhabiting,  as  owner,  tenant,  or  servant,  a  dwelling- 
house  of  any  valuation,  for  twelve  months  before  the  20th 
July  in  the  current  year,  provided  the  house  is  rated  in  some 
person's  name,  and  that  the  rates  are  paid  by  someone ; 

8.  Inhabiting  by  virtue  of  office,  service,  or  employment, 
for  a  similar  period,  a  dwelling-house  exempt  from  rating ; 

9.  Occupying  separately  as  lodger  and  as  sole  tenant,  for 
twelve  months  before  the  20th  July  in  the  current  year, 
apartments  worth  at  least  £10  a  year  unfurnished ; 

10.  Ditto,  as  joint  lodgers,  provided  that  the  apartments 
unfurnished  are  worth  £10  a  year  for  each  lodger  {two  joint 
lodgers  only  can  be  registered  out  of  the  same  premises) ; 

11.  Being  on  the  "  Freeman's  Roll "  of  a  city,  town,  or 
borough,  where  the  freemen  franchise  exists. 

(See  Hunt's  "Franchise  and  Registration  Law,"  pp.  76-81,  new 
and  revised  edition,  and  the  enactments  there  mentioned). 

Any  peer  or  woman,  as  well  as  any  other  person,  who  possesses 
any  of  the  foregoing  qualifications  is  entitled,  as  has  been  said, 
to  be  registered  as  "  a  local  government  elector,"  and  to  vote  for 
County  Councillors.  The  local  government  register  of  electors 
is  to  be  completed  and  on  sale  to  the  public,  and  is  to  come  into 
operation  on  the  same  day  as  the  Parliamentary  register  of 
electors,  that  is  on  the  1st  January  in  every  year,  and  is  to 
continue  in  force  for  the  same  period — that  is,  for  a  year  (sec.  98, 
sub-sec.  1). 

v.— Elections  of  County  Councillors. 

1. — The  Mode  of  Election. 

The  mode  of  election  of  County  Councillors  is  to  be  such  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  rules  to  be  made  by  the  Local  Goverment 
Board  (Order  in  Council  (Applied  Enactments),  Article  5 
sub-sec.  1).  But  it  will  be  the  same  except  in  a  few  respects 
as  that  for  Municipal  and  Parliamentary  elections — tliat  is  to 
say,  all  polls  will  bo  taken  by  ballot,  and  the  Ballot  Act,  1872, 
and  the  Municipal  Elections  (Corrupt  and  Illegal  Practices) 
Act,  1884,  and  other  enactments  regulating  municipal  elections 
will  apply  (Order  in  Council  (Applied  Enactments),  Article  5, 
sub-sec.  3> 
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The  law,  however,  regulating  county  council  elections  (same 
Order,  Article  5,  sub-sec.  1)  will  differ  in  some  respects  from  that 
regarding  Parliamentary  elections.  No  more  than  two  persons 
— one  as  proposer,  the  other  as  seconder — may  sign  a  nomination 
paper  (same  Order,  Article  5,  sub-sec.  2  (a) );  no  elector  may 
subscribe  a  nomination  paper  or  vote  in  more  than  one  electoral 
division,  nor  nominate  nor  vote  for  more  than  one  candidate, 
unless  in  an  urban  district  where  as  many  votes  may  be  given 
as  there  are  seats  to  be  filled  (sec.  2,  sub-sec.  4,  and  same  Order, 
Article  5,  sub-sec.  2  (6)  ) ;  the  Local  Government  Board,  by  rules,' 
may  fix,  or  enable  the  County  Council  to  fix,  the  days  and  hours 
of  polling,  so,  however,  that  the  poll  shall  always  be  open  between 
6  p.m.  and  8  p.m.  (same  Order,  Article  5,  sub-sec.  2  (c)) ;  may, 
if  convenient,  provide  for  the  polls  being  taken  simultaneously  in 
the  same  place  for  all  local  government  elections  held  at  the  same 
date  and  in  the  same  area  (same  Order,  Article  5,  sub-sec.  2  (c^)) ; 
and  may  provide  for  the  appointment  of  returning  ofiicers  (same 
Order,  Article  5,  sub-sec.  2  (e)  ).  If  the  same  person  is  elected  for 
more  than  one  electoral  division  he  must,  within  three  days  after 
notice  of  his  election,  declare,  in  writing,  to  be  delivered  to  the 
secretary  of  the  council,  for  which  division  he  will  sit,  or  if  he 
does  not  so  declare,  the  chairman  shall  within  three  days  after 
the  time  of  choice  has  expired,  declare  for  him  (same  Order, 
Article  5,  sub-sec.  5). 

The  returning  officer  may  use  for  nominations,  polls,  and 
counting  of  votes,  all  schools  receiving  grants  from  Parliament, 
or  any  room  the  expense  of  maintaining  which  is  payable  out  of 
a  local  rate,  except  one  adjoining  a  church  or  a  conventual  or 
other  religious  establishment  (same  Order),  Article  5,  sub- 
sec.  3  {a)  ). 


2. — Official  Expenses, 

The  ofiicial  expenses  of  a  County  Council  election  will  be 
borne  out  of  tlie  county  fund  as  county-at-large  charges— that 
is,  may  be  levied  off  the  whole  county  (same  Order,  Article  6, 
sub-sec.  2  (a)  ) ;  and  it  must  not  exceed  a  scale  to  be  fixed 
by  the  County  Council  with  the  approval  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  16  and  same  Order  in  Council, 
Article  6,  sub-sec.  1).  The  Council  must  advance  to  the 
returning  oflicer  for  such  expenses  such  sum,  not  exceeding  £10 
for  every  1,000  electors,  as  he  may  require  (same  Order, 
Article  6,  sub-sec.  8).  The  returning  ofiicer  must  make  a 
detailed  return  of  his  expenses  to  the  Council  within  twenty-one 
days  after  the  return  of  the  persons  elected  is  made  and  must 
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annex  to  his  account  a  notice  of  the  place  where  the  vouchers 
may  be  seen  by  the  Council  or  by  any  agent  of  the  Council,  and 
he  will  not  be  allowed  for  any  charges  not  included  in  his 
account  (same  Order,  Article  6,  sub-sees.  4  and  5).  The  Council 
may,  within  one  month  after  the  receipt  of  the  account,  apply  for 
a  taxation  of  it  to  the  County  Court,  and  that  Court  may, 
accordingly,  tax  it  or  depute  the  duty  to  the  registrar  or  other 
principal  officer  of  the  court  (same  Order,  Article  6,  sub-sees.  6 
and  7);  and,  if  the  returning  officer  has  not,  when  he  could 
have,  made  use  of  ballot  boxes  and  the  other  apparatus  for  a 
poll  belonging  to  any  other  public  authority,  the  fact  will  be 
taken  into  account  against  him  (sec.  99,  sub-sec.  2).  An 
appeal  from  the  County  Court  to  a  taxing  officer  of  the  High 
Court  is  allowed  to  either  party,  and  any  taxation  or  review  of 
taxation  is  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  High  Court  as  in  the  case 
of  any  ordinary  taxation  of  costs  (same  Order,  Article  6, 
sub-sees.  12,  13,  14).  Ballot  boxes  and  other  apparatus 
for  elections  must  be  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  its 
elections  at  the  expense  of  the  rates,  and  may  be  used  at  Parlia- 
mentary elections,  and  any  damage  caused  to  them  other  than 
reasonable  wear  and  tear  must  be  paid  as  part  of  the  expenses  of 
the  election  in  which  they  are  used  (sec  99,  sub-sec.  1). 

3. — Expenses  of  Candidates. 

As  to  the  Expenses  of  Candidates  at  elections,  it  is  provided 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Elections  (Corrupt  and 
Illegal  Practices)  Act,  1884,  shatt  not  apply  to  local  government 
elections  regulated  by  rules  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  as 
far  as  regards 

(a)  The  payment  of  any  money,  or  the  incurring  of  any 
expense,  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  on  account  of  the 
conduct  or  management  of  an  election ; 

(6)  The  time  for  sending  in  and  paying  claims  ; 

(c)  The  maximum  amount  of  expenses  allowed ;  and 

(d)  The  return  and  declaration  of  expenses. 

(same  Order,  Article  5,  sub-sec.  3  (b) ;  but  any  person  having  a 
claim  against  a  returning  officer  must  transmit  it  to  such 
officer  within  fourteen  days  after  the  election,  and  that  claim 
may  be  investigated  and  adjudicated  upon  by  the  County  Court 
where  application  is  made  for  taxation  (same  Order  in  Council, 
Article  6,  sub-sees.  8  and  10).  The  notice  of  any  election 
lield  under  the  Ballot  Act  must  contain  a  notilication  that  sucli 
claim  muy  be  made  within  the  time  mentioned  (same  Order  in 
Council,  Article  6,  sub-sec.  9). 
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It  would  thus  seem  that  there  is  no  limit  to  the  amount  that 
may  be  spent  by  a  candidate  at  a  County  Council  election  for  the 
purposes  of  the  election ;  that  he  need  make  no  return  and  no 
declaration  of  his  expenses ;  that  there  is  no  time  limited  for 
sending  in  claims  against  candidates,  nor  any  for  paying  them ; 
and  that  a  candidate  may,  subject  to  his  not  committing  bribery, 
or  treating,  or  any  other  corrupt  practice,  pay  anything  he  likes 
to  any  one  for  services  in  connection  with  the  election.  But  the 
amounts  paid  must  be  reasonable,  and  not  made  for  the  purpose 
of  influencing  voters,  which,  if  the  sum  were  too  large,  might  be 
implied. 

4. — Election  Petitions. 

County  Council  elections  may  be  questioned,  like  Parlia- 
mentary elections,  on  petition,  and  the  procedure  in  regard  to 
election  petitions  is  that  prescribed  by  Part  IV.  of  the  Municipal 
Corporations  Act,  1882,  as  amended  by  the  Municipal  Election 
(Corrupt  and  Illegal  Practices)  Act,  1884  (same  Order  in  Council 
Article  5,  sub-sec.  3).  In  accordance  with  that  procedure,  a 
petition  may  be  presented  on  any  one  or  more  of  four  specified 
grounds  by  any  four  or  more  voters  or  electors,  or  by  a  candidate  : 
the  Election  Court  will  be  a  barrister  of  at  least  fifteen  years'  stand- 
ing, selected  from  five  such  barristers  to  be  annually  appointed  for 
the  trial  of  election  petitions  by  the  judges  of  the  High  Court, 
who,  however,  will  have  no  appellate  jurisdiction  over  the  Election 
Court,  except  upon  a  question  of  law  reserved  by  that  court 
itself ;  and  the  remuneration  of  the  election  judge  and  his  staft' 
will,  in  the  first  instance,  be  borne  by  the  Treasury,  which  is  to 
be  recouped  out  of  the  county  fund,  unless  the  Election  Court 
orders  it  to  be  paid,  as  it  may  in  certain  cases,  by  either  the 
petitioner  or  the  resjDondent  (same  Order  and  Articles). 


5. — Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

Some   Miscellaneous   Provisions   regarding   County   Council 
Elections  remain  to  be  mentioned. 

(a)  The  ordinary  day  of  election,  in  the  case  of  a  Count}' 
Council  is  to  be  the  1st  June,  or  such  other  day,  a  week 
earlier  or  a  week  later,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  County 
Council  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  7) ;  each  district  electoral  division 
which  will  be  the  poor  law  electoral  division  (sec.  22,  sub- 
sec.  4),  shall  be  a  polling  district,  unless  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  on  the  representation  of  the  County  Council 
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otherwise  direct  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  6) ;  the  old  Councillors  will 
retire  the  day  after  the  election  of  their  successors,  and  on 
the  same  day  the  new  Councillors  will  come  into  office  (sec. 
94,  sub-sec.  8) ;  and  the  day  of  the  annual  meeting  and  of 
the  election  of  chairman  and  vice-chairman  shall  be  the 
twelfth  day  after  the  election  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  7). 

(h)  When  difficulties  arise  as  respects  the  election  of  any 
individual  Councillor,  and  there  is  no  provision  for  holding 
another  election,  or  when  difficulties  arise  as  to  any  election 
of  councillors,  or  as  to  the  first  meeting  after  any  triennial 
election,  or  as  to  any  Council  not  being  properly  constituted 
or  being  unable  to  act,  the  Local  Government  Board  may 
solve  them,  and  for  the  purpose  of  doing  so,  may  go  to  the 
extent  of  modifying  not  only  their  own  rules,  but  the  Act 
itself  and  any  applied  enactments ;  and  when  similar  diffi- 
culties occur  in  the  case  of  any  other  Council  or  body,  the 
County  Council,  acting  either  by  itself  or  by  a  Committee, 
shall  have  similar  powers.  (Local  Government  (Application 
of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  Article  7.) 

(c)  Casual  vacancies  in  any  County  Council  are  to  be  filled 
by  the  Council  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  4) ;  a  person  appointed  to 
casual  vacancy  shall  hold  office  until  the  time  when  the 
person  in  whose  place  he  is  appointed  would  regularly  have 
gone  out  of  office  (same  Order,  Article  11,  sub-sec.  2). 
Casual  vacancies  may  be  created  by  non-acceptance  of  office, 
as  well  as  in  other  ways  (same  Order  in  Council,  Article  11, 
sub-sec.  3). 

(d)  As  to  the  special  provisions  regarding  first  elections 
see  post. 


VI.— Qualifications  &  Disqualifications 
of  County  Councillors. 

1 . — Qualifications. 

"  A  person  shall  not  be  qualified  to  be  elected  or  to  be  a 

Councillor  for  a  County,  unless  he  is  a  local  government 

elector  for  such  county  "  (sec.  2,  sub-sec.  5). 

This  provision  makes  every  local  government  elector  eligible 

for   the   position  of  County   Councillor;   and,   consequently,  a 

person  registered  in  one  county  electoral  division  may  be  elected 

for  that  or  any  other  division. 
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2. — DiSQU  ALI FIC  ATIONS. 

The  following  classes  of  persons,  however,  are  disqualij&ed 
for  being  elected  or  being  County  Councillors,  although  they 
may  be  local  government  electors  : — 

(a)  A  County  Coroner  in  the  county  for  which  he  is 
coroner  (sec.  14,  sub-sec.  5) ; 

(6)  Clergymen  and  regular  ministers  of  any  religious 
denomination  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  1)  ; 

(c)  Women  (Local  Government  (Application  of  Enact- 
ments) Order,  1898,  Article  12,  sub-sec.  1) ; 

(d)  An  infant  or  an  alien  ; 

(e)  Anyone  who  has  received  union  relief  since  his  election 
or  within  twelve  months  before  ; 

(/)  Anyone  who,  within  five  years  before  his  election,  oi 
since  his  election,  has  been  convicted  of  any  crime  and  has 
been  sentenced  to  imprisonment  with  hard  labour  without 
the  option  of  a  fine,  or  to  any  greater  punishment,  and  han 
not  been  pardoned ; 

(g)  Anyone  who,  within  or  during  the  same  time,  has 
been  adjudged  bankrupt,  or  has  made  a  composition  or 
arrangement  with  his  creditors,  unless  his  bankruptcy  is 
annulled,  or  he  obtains  a  certificate  that  it  was  due  to 
misfortune,  or  unless,  in  the  case  of  a  composition  or  arrange- 
ment, he  pays  his  debts  in  full ; 

(h)  Anyone  who  holds  any  paid  ofiice  or  place  of  profit 
under  the  Council ; 

(i)  Anyone  who,  by  himself  or  his  partner  in  business 
enters  into  or  participates  in  the  profit  of  a  contract  with 
the  Council,  except  in  the  following  cases — that  is,  unless  he 
is  a  person  interested  in  a  newspaper  publishing  advertise- 
ments of  the  Council,  or  in  the  sale  or  lease  of  any  land  to 
the  Council,  or  in  supplying,  for  public  works,  stone,  gravel, 
or  other  such  materials  from  his  own  land,  or  in  the  trans- 
sport  of  such  materials  for  the  repair  of  public  works  in  his 
own  immediate  neighbourhood,  or  in  a  contract  between  the 
Council  and  a  joint  stock  company  in  which  he  is  a  share- 
holder. (Same  Order  in  Council,  Article  12,  sub-sees.  4, 
5,  6,  7.) 

In  addition  to  the  classes  of  persons  disqualified  by  the  Act 
or  Order  in  Council,  all  paid  officers  in  the  service  of  the  Boards 
of  Guardians  have  been  disqualified  by  an  Older  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  (Appendix  III.,  post),  made  by  virtue  of  the 
general  powers  vested  in  that  body  to  regulate  the  conditions 
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under  which  such  officers  may  hold  office;  and,  of  course,  any 
other  public  department  having  a  similar  power  may  exercise  it 
in  a  similar  way  in  regard  to  its  own  employes. 

As  to  the  general  principle  to  be  taken  account  of  in  deter- 
mining whether  a  person  has  a  disqualifying  interest  in  a  contract 
or  other  dealings  with  a  public  body  such  as  a  County  Council, 
the  case  of  Nutton  v.  Wilson  (20  Q.  8.D.)  may  be  referred  to. 

3. — Absence. 

Absence  on  the  part  of  any  Councillor  from  the  meetings  of 
the  Council  for  twelve  months  makes  his  seat  vacant,  unless  it  be 
due  to  illness  or  some  reason  approved  by  the  Council ;  and  any 
vacancy  created  by  disqualification  or  absence  must  be  notified 
by  three  members  of  the  Council  and  the  Secretary  in  sucli 
manner  as  the  Council  may  direct.  (Same  Order  in  Council, 
Article  12,  sub-sees.  9,  10.) 

4. — Outgoing  Chairman  and  Councillors. 

An  outgoing  Councillor  will  not  be  disqualified  from  remain- 
ing in  office  till  the  ordinary  day  of  retirement,  even  though  he 
may  have  ceased  to  be  a  local  government  elector  on  the  previous 
1st  January  (when  the  new  register  of  electors  came  into  force), 
and  under  similar  circumstances  an  outgoing  chairman  may  con- 
tinue in  office  till  his  successor  has  made  a  declaration  accepting 
office  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  14). 

5. — Penalty  for  Acting  when  Disqualified. 

Any  Councillor  who  acts  as  such  when  disqualified  is  liable 
on  summary  conviction,  to  a  fine  of  £20  for  each  ofience  (Ordei 
in  Council  (Applied  Enactments),  Article  12,  sub-sec.  10) ;  and, 
when  convicted,  will  bo  inelio'ible  for  beinof  elected  or  bcingr  .i 
member  of  the  same  or  any  other  council,  board,  or  body  of  com- 
missioners for  seven  years  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  3).  But  a  person 
who  is  dis(][ualified  by  reason  only  of  the  fact  that  he  v/as  not 
entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  local  government  elector,  shall  not 
be  liable  to  a  fine  for  acting  when  disqualified,  if  he  was  in  fact 
registered  (same  order,  Article  12,  sub-sec.  5). 

VII.— Acceptance  and  Resig^nation  of 
Office  by  County  Councillors. 

1. — Mode  of  Acceptance. 

Acceptance  of  office  by  a  County  Councillor  must  be  signi- 
fiied  by  making  and  subscribing,  within  three  months  after 
notice  of  the  election,  before  any  Justice  of  tlie  Peace  or 
Commissioner  for  taking  Oaths,  or  before  any  two  members  of 
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the  Council,  or  the  Secretary,  the  prescribed  declaration,  and, 
except  to  take  such  a  declaration,  no  Councillor  can  act  as  such 
till  he  has  made  and  subscribed  the  declaration  in  the  manner 
mentioned.     (Same  Order,  Article  9,  sub-sees.  1,  5). 

Every  person  elected  Councillor,  or  chairman,  or  vice-chair- 
man, must  either  accept  office  by  making  the  prescribed  declara- 
tion within  three  months,  or  pay  a  fine  to  the  Council ;  and  the 
line,  in  the  case  of  a  chairman  or  vice-chairman,  is  such  a  sum 
not  exceeding  £100  as  the  County  Council  by  bye-law  may 
determine,  and  in  the  case  of  a  Councillor  a  sum  not  exceeding 
£50,  to  be  paid  in  each  case  to  the  Council  (same  Order, 
Article  9,  sub-sec.  2);  but,  if  there  is  no  bye-law  regulating 
the  matter,  the  penalties  will  be  £50  and  £25  respectively  (same 
Order,  Article  9,  sub-sec.  2). 

Persons  disabled  by  lunacy  or  imbecility  of  mind,  or  deafness, 
or  blindness,  or  other  permanent  infirmity  of  body  are  exempt 
from  this  penalty;  and  so  is  any  person  who  is  either  over 
sixty-five  years  of  age,  or  has,  within  five  years,  either 
already  served  in  office,  or  paid  a  fine  for  non-acceptance,  and 
claims  exemption  (same  Order,  Article  9,  sub-sec.  3).  The  fine  is 
recoverable  on  summary  conviction  (same  Order,  Article  9,  sub- 
sec.  4).  When  a  Councillor  or  chairman  becomes  disqualified  by 
absence  he  is  liable  to  the  same  fine  as  for  non-acceptance  of 
office  (same  Order,  Article  10,  sub-sec.  3). 

2. — Resignation. 

A  person  elected  Councillor  or  chosen  (that  is,  presumably 
co-opted),  may  resign  by  writing  to  be  delivered  to  the  secre- 
tary, on  payment  of  the  fine  prescribed  for  non-acceptance  of 
office  (Fame  Order,  Article  10,  sub-sec.  1).  On  his  so  resigning, 
the  fact  must  be  notified  in  the  same  manner  as  the  creation  of 
a  vacancy  by  absence  (same  Order,  Article  10,  sub-sees.  2,  3). 


—Powers  and  Duties  of  the  County 

Councils. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  County  Councils  may  be  treated 
of  under  five  heads — viz. : 

1.  Those  transferred  from  the  Grand  Jury, 

2.  „  „  „     the  Boards  of  Guardians, 

3.  „  „  ,\  -justices, 

4.  „  „       wholly  or  partly  from  other  bodies,  and 

5.  „  specially  assigned  by  the  Act. 
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1. — Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Grand  Jury  Transferred. 
All  the  business  of  the  Grand  Jury,  not  excepted  (as  to  which 
ste  infra),  and  all  the  business  of  the  County  at  large  present- 
ment sessions  are  transferred  to  the  County  Councils,  with  all 
the  powers  and  the  duties  of  the  jury  and  the  sessions  and 
without  the  necessity  of  obtaining  for  the  acts  of  the  Council  any 
fiat  or  other  sanction  of  a  judge  (sec.  4,  sub-sec.  1),  but  subject  to 
any  provisions  or  limitations  affecting  those  powers  and  duties, 
whether  contained  in  the  Act  or  in  any  Order  in  Council  made 
under  Part  VI.  of  the  Act  (sec.  72,  sub-sec.  1);  and  with  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  bodies  from  which  the  business  is  trans- 
ferred there  are  also  transferred  to  the  Councils  the  powers  and 
duties  of  all  the  officers  of  the  superseded  bodies  except  tlie 
treasurers  (sec.  -72,  sub-sec.  2).  All  the  property  of  the  Grand 
Juries,  in  whatever  name  or  names  held,  which  is  for  the  public 
uses  and  purposes  of  a  county  or  any  division  of  a  county,  is 
vested  in  the  County  Councils,  but  subject  to  all  debts  and 
liabilities  affecting  it  (Local  Government  (Applied  Enact- 
ments) Order,  1898,  art.  15,  sub-sec.  1) ;  but  the  existing 
records  of,  or  in  the  custody  of,  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions 
shall  continue  to  remain  in  the  same  custody  as  at  the  pass- 
ing of  the  Act,  and  so  will  the  records  of  the  Court  of 
Assize,  so  far  as  they  do  not  relate  to  the  business  trans- 
ferred to  the  county,  or  unless  the  court  otherAvise  orders 
(same  Order,  sec.  15,  sub-sec.  1  (a)  ),  and  the  Grand  Jury  m;iy 
retain  any  property  or  chattels  presented  to  it  or  bought  witli 
the  private  funds  of  its  members,  and  not  held  for  public  ptn-- 
poses,  and  any  differences  on  this  subject  between  the  Councils 
and  the  Grand  Juries  are  to  be  referred  to  and  settled  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  (same  Order,  art.  15,  sub-sec.  1  (6)  ). 
There  are  also  transferred  to  tlie  Councils  the  debts  and  liabilities 
of  the  Grand  Juries  (same  Order,  art.  15,  sub-sec.  2). 

The  principal  business  of  the  Grand  Jury  transferred  may 
be  summarised  under  the  following  heads : 

(a)  The  construction  and  repair,  maintenance,  enlarge- 
ment, and  improvement  of  roads,  bridges,  pipes,  arches, 
gullets,  railings,  fences,  walls,  and  any  other  public  work, 
such  as  the  erection  and  repair  of  court  and  sessions  houses 
for  which  presentments  might  have  been  made  by  any 
county  at  large  presentment  sessions,  or  any  Grand  Jury 
under  the  Grand  Juries'  Acts,  1816  to  1895  (sec.  lO'-*),  except 
the  business  of  the  Grand  Jury  in  relation  to  public  works 
in  urban  districts  which  are  not  maintained  wholly  or 
partly  at  the  expense  of  the  county  at  large,  this  latter 
business  being  transferred  to  the  Urban  District  Councils 
(sec.  27,  sub-sec.  1  {])). 
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(6)  Making  contributions  to  the  maintenance  of  Lunatic 
Asylums,  County  Infirmaries,  and  Fever  Hospitals,  under 
6  &  7  William  IV.  c.  116,  as  to  which,  however,  changes  are 
made  by  the  Act  (see  infra). 

(c)  Making  contributions  (under  7  &  8  Vic,  c.  106,  31  & 
32  Vic.  c.  59,  31  Vic.  c.  25,  44  &  45  Vic.  c.  29,  and  48  &  49 
Vic.  c.  19),  to  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  Refor- 
matory and  Industrial  Schools. 

{d)  Paying  the  salaries  and  fees  of  county  officers  under 
the  Grand  Juries'  Acts,  1816  to  1895; 

(e)  Exercising  under  the  Public  Works  Act,  1853  (14  &  15 
Vic.  c.  90),  the  power  of  borrowing  money  from  private 
sources  for  public  works,  and  taking  over  public  works 
constructed  wholly  or  partly  with  public  money  (but  see  as 
to  borrowing  powers  of  County  Councils,  ^wst). 

(f)  Giving  guarantees  under  the  Tramways  Acts  and 
Light  Railways  Acts,  the  Irish  Loans  Act,  1880,  and  guar- 
anteeino^  harbour  loans  under  50  &  51  Vic.  c.  37. 

(g)  Repaying  under  37  &  38  Vic.  c.  70  the  sum  therein 
fixed  as  the  proportion  of  the  counties  for  revising  the 
valuation ; 

(h)  Providing  local  standards  of  weights  and  measures 
under  41  &  42  Vic.  c.  49,  and  52  &  53  Vic.  c.  21 ; 

(i)  Administering  the  Food  and  Drugs'  Act  of  1875 
(38  &  39  Vic.  c.  63),  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs'  Act 
Amendment  Act,  1879  (42  &  43  Vic.  c.  30),  the  Margarine 
Act,  1881,  and  the  Fertilizing  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1893 ; 

(j)  Making  imperative  presentments  for  extra  police, 
repayment  of  loans,  and  payment  of  debts  to  the  Crown 
and  Government  departments,  as  to  which  see  the  new  pro- 
visions made  by  sec.  80,  infra. 

(k)  Appointing,  under  19  &  20  Vic.  c.  62,  trustees  for  the 
management  of  the  navigation  of  the  districts  of  Ballina- 
more  and  Ballyconnel,  the  Corrib,  and  the  upper  and  lower 
Bann  (the  only  persons,  however,  who  are  qualified  to  be 
trustees  being  such  as  have  a  leasehold  or  a  freehold 
property  of  £100  a  year,  or  are  agents  to  an  estate  of  £2,000 
a  year). 

2. — The  Business  of  the  Presentment  Sessions. 

The  business  of  the  county  at  large  presentment  sessions  was 
to  initiate  the  presentments  for  public  works,  the  expense  of 
which  was  to  be  levied  off"  the  county  at  large.  This  business 
wiU  now  be  discharged  in  the  manner  described  infra. 
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3. — The  Business  of  the  Grand  Jury  not  Transferred. 

The  business  of  the  Grand  Jury  not  transferred,  is  of  three 
classes,  viz. — 

(a)  Criminal  business ; 

(6)  Business  relating  to  compensation  for  malicious  injuries 
(which  is  transferred  to  the  County  Court,  see  post) ; 

(c)  The  business  of  appointing  Visiting  Committees  for 
prisons  (sec.  4,  sub-sec.  2). 

4. — Powers  and  Duties  Transferred  from  the  Boards 

OF  Guardians. 

The  business  transferred  to  the  County  Councils  from  the 
Boards  of  Guardians  is  the  following  : — 

(a)  The  business  of  making,  levying,  collecting,  and 
recovering  the  poor  rate  in  the  rural  districts  of  the  county 
(sec.  6  (a)  ) ;  as  to  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  regard  to 
which  see  infra ; 

(6)  The  business  of  administering  the  Destructive  Insects 
Act  of  1877  (40  &  41  Vic.  c.  68)— that  is,  assessing  and 
paying  compensation  for  the  destruction  of  crops  ordered  by 
the  Privy  Council  to  be  destroyed  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
venting the  spread  of  the  Colorado  beetle  (sec.  6  (6)  ) ; 

(c)  The  business  of  the  Guardians  under  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  Act,  1894  (57  &  58  Vic.  c.  58)  (sec.  6  (6)  ); 

(d)  Appointing  under  the  Military  Manoeuvres  Act,  1897 
(60  &  61  Vic.  c.  43),  members  of  Military  Manoeuvres  Com- 
missions, to  determine  what  lands,  roads,  and  sources  of 
water  supply  are  to  be  used  for  military  manoeuvres,  and  to 
determine  the  mode  in  which  compensation  for  any  injury 
done  in  execution  of  the  Act  is  to  be  claimed  and  paid  (sec. 
73). 

5. — The  Business  Transferred  from  Justices. 

The  business  transferred  from  the  justices  in  petty  sessions  is 
that  transacted  under  the  Explosives  Act,  1875  (38  &  39  Vic.  c. 
17),  except  the  power  of  appointing  officers  which  shall  cease 
(sec.  6  (c)  ).  Under  this  Act,  in  places  where  no  Corporation 
existed,  or  where  there  was  no  urban  authority  exercising  Grand 
Jury  powers,  the  justices  in  petty  sessions  were  entitled  to  license 
the  erection  of  firework  factories  and  gunpowder  stores,  to  charge 
fees  for  such  licenses,  and  to  obtain  a  licence  for  the  erection  by 
themselves  of  magazines  for  any  explosives  at  the  cost  of  the 
poor  rates,  to  acquire  land  for  that  purpose,  and  to  let  such 
magazines  at  a  rent  to  others. 
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6 -The  Business  Transfeeeed  Wholly  or  Partly  from 

OTHER  Bodies. 

The  business  transferred  wholly  or  partly  to  the  County 
Council  from  other  bodies  relates  to  the  Lunatic  Asylums  and 
the  County  Infirmaries  and  Fever  Hospitals. 

(a)  Lunatic  Asylums  : — 

1.  As  regards  Lunatic  Asylums,  the  powers  of  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  and  the  Inspectors  of  Lunatics  as  to  the  officers 
of  asylums,  the  expenditure,  land  and  buildings,  and  appoint- 
ment of  governors,  cease,  and  the  Board  of  Control  is 
abolished  (sec.  9,  sub-sec.  5).  Instead  of  these  authorities, 
the  County  Councils  are  henceforth  to  provide  for  and 
manage  the  asylums,  and  to  appoint  and  remove  the  officers 
and  regulate  the  expenditure  (sec.  9,  sub-sec.  1  and  5),  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  as  to  plans  and  con- 
tracts for  buildings  and  land  (sec.  9,  sub-sec.  4). 

2.  The  County  Council,  however,  must  act  in  this  matter 
through  a  Committee,  the  number  of  which  may  be  fixed  by 
the  Lord  Lieutenant,  if  he  pleases,  and  the  Committee  may 
consist  either  wholly  or  in  part  of  members  of  the  Council, 
but  no  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  entire  number  may 
be  persons  who  are  not  members  of  the  Council  (sec.  9, 
sub-sec.  2). 

3.  Where  a  Lunatic  Asylum  District  comprises  two  or 
more  counties,  the  Committee  is  to  be  a  Joint  Committee, 
representing  the  diffijrent  counties  in  the  proportion  of  the 
expenses  to  be  defrayed  by  each,  and  the  expenses  are  to  be 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  lunatics  for  each  county  in 
the  asylum  according  to  the  average  of  the  three  local 
financial  years  before  each  triennial  election  (sec.  9,sub-sec.  7); 
and  such  Joint  Committees  may  sue  or  be  sued  in  the  names 
of  the  Councils  represented  (sec.  9,  sub-sec.  9).  The  Com- 
mittee of  a  single  county  is  capable  of  suing  or  being  sued  in 
the  name  of  the  Council  representing  that  council. 

4.  The  County  Council,  and,  in  the  case  of.  two  or  more 
CO -mties  being  represented  in  an  asylum  district,  the  Councils 
of  these  counties,  may  also  provide  an  auxiliary  lunatic 
asylum  for  chronic  and  harmless  lunatics,  and  may  take 
over,  and  use  for  that  purpose,  a  workhouse  (if  an  amalga- 
mation of  unions  takes  place)  or  any  other  building  of  the 
Guardians,  on  paying  for  it  (sec.  76,  sub-sec.  1,  2,  4);  and,  if 
this  power  is  exercised  in  ^ny  county,  lunatics  in  that 
county  can  no  longer  be  sent  to  a  workhouse  (sec.  76, 
sub-sec.  3). 
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5.  In  aid  of  the  expenses  of  ordinary  lunatic  asylums,  the 
grant  from  the  Local  Taxation  (Ireland)  Account  will  hence- 
forth be  one-half  of  the  net  charge  for  each  lunatic,  or  4s.  a 
week,  whichever  is  least,  provided,  however,  that  the  net 
charge  is  itself  equal  to  or  over  4s.  a  week  (sec.  58,  sub-sec. 
2  (c)).  The  grant  in  aid  from  the  same  source  in  the  case  of 
an  auxiliary  asylum  for  chronic  and  harmless  lunatics  is  to 
be  half  the  net  charge  for  each  lunatic  when  that  charge 
equals  or  exceeds  3s.  6d.  a  week,  but  is  not  to  exceed  2s.  a 
week  for  each  lunatic  (sec.  76,  sub-sec.  1). 

6.  The  County  Council,  acting  through  the  Committee, 
inust  appoint  for  each  lunatic  asylum  a  resident  medical 
superintendent  and  at  least  one  assistant  medical  officer,  and 
Tnay  appoint  any  other  officers  whom  it  considers  necessary 
(sec.  84,  sub-sec.  1);  but,  in  the  case  of  the  medical  superin- 
tendents and  medical  officers,  the  appointment  is  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  (sec.  84,  sub-sec.  4). 
The  salaries  of  the  medical  superintendents  and  medical 
officers  may  be  fixed  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  (sec.  84,  sub-sec.  4  (b)  )  ;  in  every  other  case  they 
may  be  fixed  by  the  County  Council  alone,  acting  througli 
its  Committee  (sec.  84,  sub-sec.  1  (h)  ).  The  medical  superin- 
tendents and  medical  officers  may  be  removed  only  with  the 
consent  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  (sec.  84,  sub-sec.  4);  every 
other  officer  may  be  removed  by  the  Council,  acting  through 
its  Committee  (sec.  83,  sub-sec  6) ;  and  the  Council,  without 
waiting  for  the  approval  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  of  the 
Inspectors  of  Lunatics,  may  grant  superannuation  to  any 
asylum  officer  or  servant  who  has  become  incapable  from 
confirmed  sickness,  age,  or  infirmity,  or  has  served  fifteen 
years,  and  is  sixty  years  of  age  (sec.  84,  sub-sec.  3,  and  53 
and  54  Vic,  c  31). 

(6)  County  Infirmaries  and  Fever  Hospitals  : — 

As  to  these  it  is  provided  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  County  Councils  must  henceforward  contribute 
annually  to  such  of  these  institutions  and  their  officers  as 
the  Grand  Juries  were  empowered  to  contribute  to,  the 
Waterford  City  and  County  Infirmary  excepted  (sec.  15, 
sub-sec  12),  a  sum  not  less  than  was  contributed  by  the 
Grand  Juries  in  the  standard  financial  year — that  is,  1896-7 — 
or  any  less  minimum  fixed  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
(sec.  15,  sub-sec.  1);  but  it  may  contribute  up  to  £1,400  per 
annum  in  any  case  (sec.  15,  sub-sec  9,  and  6  and  7  Wm.  IV., 
c.  116,  sec.  88),  and  the  power  to  contribute  to  fever  liospitals 
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established  by  private  subscriptions  and  donations,  and  the 
power  of  the  Grand  Juries  to  appoint  Boards  of  Superinten- 
dence for  charitable  institutions  supported  by  presentments 
(2  and  3  Wm.  IV.,  c.  85),  are  both  abolished  (sec.  15,  sub- 
sec.  13). 

2.  The  control  and  management  of  both  infirmaries  and 
fever  hospitals  so  supported  are  to  be  in  the  hands  of  a  Joint 
Committee,  composed  of  a  certain  number  of  Governors 
elected  by  the  governing  bodies  existing  at  the  passing  of 
the  Act,  and  of  a  certain  number  of  persons  appointed  by  the 
County  Council,  the  number  in  each  case  to  be  determined 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  from  time  to  time,  regard 
being  had,  inter  alia,  to  the  sum  contributed  out  of  the 
county-cess  and  the  poor-rate  to  the  building  and  mainten- 
tenance  of  the  institutions  (sec.  15 ,  sub-sees.  2  and  4) ;  when 
more  than  one  county  supports  one  such  institution,  each 
shall  be  represented  on  the  Committee  (sec.  15,  sub-sec.  8); 
and  where  any  ecclesiastical  person  has  been  an  ex-officio 
governor  of  any  infirmary  or  fever  hospital,  he  shall  cease  to 
be  so  (sec.  15,  sub-sec.  11). 

3.  A  County  Council  onay  contribute  to  the  rebuilding, 
enlargement,  or  erection  on  a  new  site  of  any  county 
infirmary,  or  to  the  re-opening  of  a  closed  infirmary,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one-third  of  the  sums  received  from  private 
sources  for  such  purposes  (sec.  15,  sub-sec.  6). 

7. — ^Application  of  Acts  Relating  to  Business  Transferred. 

As  to  all  business  transferred  from  any  authority  to  the 
County  Council  it  is  provided  that  all  Acts  relating  to  such 
business  shall  be  applicable  to  the  County  Council  as  the  authority 
for  the  execution  of  those  Acts  and  to  the  committees,  members, 
and  ofiicers  of  the  County  Councils.  (Order  in  Council  (Appli- 
cation of  Enactments),  Article  33). 

8. — New  Powers  and  Duties. 

The  new  powers  and  duties  assigned  to  the  County  Councils 
are  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Technical  Instruction: — 

Administering  either  by  itself,  or  in  conjunction  with  any 
other  local  authority  already  having  jurisdiction  in  the 
matter,  the  Technical  Instruction  Acts  1889  and  1891 
(52  &  53  Vic.  c.  76,  and  54  Vic.  c.  4),  under  which  a  local 
authority  may  supply  or  aid  the  supply  of  instruction  in 
the  principles  of  science  and  art  applicable  to  industries,  the 
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expenditure  not  to  exceed  what  would  be  produced,  by  a  ratr 
of  Id.  in  the  £  (sec.  7).  The  rate,  except  in  the  case  of  a 
county  borough,  must  be  the  poor  rate,  and  the  amount 
expended  is  to  be  treated  as  county  at  large  or  district- 
expenses — that  is,  must  be  levied  over  the  county  at  lai-ge, 
or  on  a  particular  district,  according  as  the  County  Council 
directs  (sec.  74,  sub-sec.  2) ;  the  rate  levied  by  any  other 
authority  than  a  County  Council  must  not,  together  with 
the  rate  levied  by  the  County  Council,  exceed  the  limit 
mentioned  ;  but  existing  schemes  are  not  affected  (sec.  7  (a) 
and  (6)) 

(6)  Sudden  Damage: — 

Arranging  for  the  repair  of  sudden  damage  to  any 
"  public  work  "  (see  definition,  section  109),  maintained  at 
the  cost  of  the  county  or  any  rural  district ;  but,  if  the  cost 
is  to  be  borne  by  a  district  and  not  by  the  county,  it  must 
not  exceed  £50,  unless  the  district  does  not  object  within 
the  prescribed  time  (sec.  11,  sub-sec.  1),  and  the  county 
surveyor  must  certify  that  the  execution  of  the  work 
cannot  bo  delayed  without  prejudice  to  the  public  (sec.  11, 
sub-sec.  2). 

(c)  Exceptional  Distress  : — 

Relieving  exceptional  distress  out  of  the  workhouse,  if  tlie 
(Vjuncil  chooses  to  (!xercise  the  power,  and  if  the  Local 
Government  Board  consents  to  the  borrowing  of  the  necessar}' 
money,  half  the  expense  (which  is  not  to  exceed  3d.  in  the  £)  to 
be  levied  oil"  the  county  at  large,  the  other  half  off  the  district 
electoral  division  in  Avhich  the  poor  persons  relieved  reside 
(sec.  13,  sub-sees.  1  and  3).  Persons  holding  more  than  a 
([uarter  of  an  acre  of  land  are  not  to  be  excluded  from  relief 
under  the  section  (sub-sec.  2),  and  the  County  Council  is 
enabled  to  appoint  a  member  of  its  body  to  act  as  an  addi- 
tional guardian  of  the  Union  concerned  for  the  period  for 
which  the  relief  is  to  be  given  (sub-sec.  3). 

{d)  County  Coroners-. — 

The  election  of  county  coroners  (sec.  14,  sub-sec.  1),  the 
alteration  of  coroners'  districts  (sec.  14,  sub-sec.  2),  and 
fixing  the  salaries  of  coroners  (sec.  14,  sub-sec.  6),  but  not 
the  removal  of  a  coroner  (sec.  14,  sub-sees.  3  and  4). 

(e)  Bye-Laws: — 

Making  bye-laws  for  the  good  order  and  government  of 
the  county,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof  except  a  borough, 
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and  fop  the  prevention  of  nuisances,  in  the  same  way  and  tc 
the  same  extent  as  is  enacted  for  corporations  by  sections  125 
to  127  of  the  Municipal  Corporations  (Ireland)  Act,  184G 
(3  &  4  Vic,  c.  108),  to  which  bye-laws  section  224  of  the 
Public  Health  (Ireland)  Act,  1878  (41  &  42  Vic,  c.  52),  shall 
apply  (sec  16).  The  effect  of  this  last-mentioned  provision 
is  to  make  confirmation  of  all  such  bye-laws  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  necessary.  In  determining  the  validity 
of  such  bye-laws  the  courts  will  be  slow  to  hold  that  a 
bye- law  is  void  for  unreasonableness,  or  that  it  ought  not  to 
be  supported,  unless  it  is  manifestly  partial,  or  unequal  in 
its  operation  between  different  classes,  or  unjust,  or  made  in 
bad  faith,  or  clearly  involving  an  unjustifiable  interference 
with  the  liberty  of  those  subject  to  it  (Kruse  v.  Johnson, 
1898,  2  Q.  B.  91).  A  County  Council  cannot  make  bye-laws 
for  a  borough  which  is  part  of  the  administratire  county 
(sec.  IG,  sub-sec  2).  But,  apparently,  it  may  do  so  for  any 
other  urban  district. 

(/)  Legal  Proceedings: — 

The  same  power  of  opposing  (but  not  promotMig)  Bills 
in  Parliament,  and  of  prosecuting  and  defending  legal  pro- 
ceedings as  is  conferred  on  municipal  bodies  by  the  Borough 
Funds  (Ireland)  Act,  1888,  for  the  exercise  of  which  power 
no  approval  of  voters  shall  be  required  (sec  17). 

(g)  Marine  Works  : — 

Power,  with  the  consent  of  the  Congested  Districts 
Board  and  the  Board  of  Works  respectively,  to  take  over 
any  "  marine  work  " — that  is,  any  harbour,  dock,  pier,  quay, 
wharf,  beacon,  light,  and  any  similar  work,  including  the 
approaches  thereto  —  constructed  or  acquired  by  those 
Boards,  and  to  maintain  or  reconstruct  such  works,  subject 
to  making  compensation  for  same  to  any  person  other  than 
the  Congested  Districts  Board,  all  the  powers  of  the  Board 
of  Works  or  Congested  Districts  Board  as  to  tolls,  rates, 
and  regulations  in  relation  to  such  works,  being  also  given 
to  the  Councils  (sec  18). 

(h)  Expenses: — 

Supplying  Rural  District  Councils  and  Boards  of  Guar- 
dians (as  to  which  see  'post),  with  their  respective  expenses 
(sec.  51,  sub-sec  1) ;  apportioning  the  amounts  to  be  raised 
for  county -at-large  charges  and  union  charges  between  any 
urban  districts  in  the  countv  or  union  and  the  rest  of  the 
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county  or  union,  and  also  apportioning  every  amount  to  be 
raised  for  county -at -large  charges,  partly  between  any 
urban  district  and  partly  between  any  rural  district  in  the 
county  (sec.  51,  sub-sec.  2). 

(i)  Courthouses: — 

Power  to  manage,  alter,  and  enlarge,  and,  with  tlie  con- 
sent of  the  Local  Government  Board,  to  sell  any  of  its  land 
or  buildings,  including  courthouses  [Local  Government 
(Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  Art.  15,  (1)  (3)], 
and,  subject  to  the  use  of  any  courthouse  or  sessions  house 
for  the  administration  of  justice,  to  use  the  same  for  its 
purposes  as  a  Council  (sec.  72,  sub-sec.  3). 

(j)  Officers: — 

The  power  of  appointing,  paying,  and  removing  the 
officers  of  the  Council. 

A  County  Council  must  appoint  a  secretary,  a  treasurer, 
and  a  county  surveyor;  and  riiay  appoint  such  assistant 
surveyors  and  such  further  officers  as  it  thinks  necessary  for 
the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  Council  (sec.  83, 
sub-sec.  1),  but  the  appointment  of  a  secretary  and  a  county 
surveyor,  and  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  surveyor,  if 
made,  must  be  approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
(sec.  83,  sub-sec.  4). 

It  may  provide  for  a  deputy  for  any  of  its  officers  in  case 
of  illness,  absence,  or  incapacity  (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  2). 

It  TYiay  take  from  a  treasurer  when  a  banking  company, 
and  must  take  from  any  other  officer  who  receives  or  pays 
money  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  such  security  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board  (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  3). 

In  the  case  of  the  secretary,  county  surveyor,  and 
assistant  surveyor  (if  appointed),  the  salaries  can  only  bo 
fixed  or  altered  with  the  concurrence  of  tlio  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  4),  while  in  all  other  cases  the 
County  Council  may  fix  any  salaries  it  pleases,  subject  to 
any  existing  statutory  limitations  (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  1). 

The  Council  may  not  remove  the  secretary,  the  county 
surveyor,  or  the  assistant  surveyor  (if  appointed)  without 
the  concurrence  of  the  Local  Government  Board  (sec.  83, 
sub-sec.  4),  but  it  may  remove  any  other  of  its  officers 
without  that  concurrence  (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  6),  except  the 
Coroner  as  mentioned  suj)va,  p.  19. 

Finally,  the  County  Council  possesses  the  same  powers  of 
superannuating  any  of  its  officers  but  the  county  surveyor. 
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as  is  conferred  on  Boards  of  Guardians  by  the  28  &  29  Vic. 
c.  26  (sec.  83,  sub-see.  11),  the  existing  law  regarding  the 
superannuation  of  county  surveyors  remaining  untouched ; 
and  section  83  and  the  law  relatinof  to  treasurers  of  counties 
are  applied  to  the  County  of  Dublin  (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  12), 
which  hitherto  had  been  exempt  from  the  operation  of  that 
law. 

(k)  Stage  Plays: — 

The  County  Council  of  Dublin  may  apply  to  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  for,  and  the  Lord  Lieutenant  may  grant,  an 
occasional  license  for  the  performance  of  any  stage  play  in 
any  theatre,  room,  or  building,  if  the  profits  arising  from  the 
performance  are  to  be  applied  to  charitable  objects,  or  in  aid 
of  the  funds  of  any  scientific  or  literary  society  (sec.  89),  this 
power  being  necessary  in  the  City  and  County  of  Dublin, 
because  of  the  provisions  of  the  26  Geo.  III.,  c.  57,  which 
prohibit  any  dramatic  performance  there  in  any  but  a  licensed 
theatre,  and  being  unnecessary  in  any  other  county  where 
there  is  no  restriction  in  such  matters. 

(l)  Voters*  and  Jueoes'  Lists  : — 

The  County  Council,  through  its  Secretary,  shall  have  the 
preparation  of  the  lists  of  voters  and  jurors  as  far  as  respects 
rural  districts  (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  7),  except  during  the  lives  of 
existing  clerks  of  unions,  or  unless  such  clerks  agree  not  to 
perform  the  duties  in  relation  thereto  (sec.  121);  and  the 
Council  shall  arrange  by  contract,  as  in  the  case  of  works 
leviable  ofif  the  county  at  large,  for  the  printing  of  such  lists, 
whether  such  printing  is  required  by  the  Secretary,  the  Clerk 
of  the  Peace,  the  Clerk  of  the  Union,  or  Town  Clerk  (sec.  96, 
sub-sec.  2  and  3). 

(m)  Difficulties  in  the  Case  of  other  Bodies  : — 

Powers  to  remove  difficulties  arising  as  respects  the  elec- 
tions to  other  local  bodies,  or  as  to  the  first  meetings  of  such 
other  bodies  after  a  triennial  election,  or  as  to  any  Council 
not  being  properly  constituted,  or  being  unable  to  act  (see 
infra,  p.  220). 

(n)  Committees: — 

Power  to  delegate  to  Committees,  either  general  or  special, 
any  business  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  would  bo 
better  regulated  and  managed  bv  a  Committee,  the  acts  of 
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such  Committees,  however,  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Council 
(Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898, 
Article  36,  sub-sec.  4). 

(o)  Oaths  :— 

Power  to  administer  oaths  in  the  administration  of  such 
business  as  the  examination  of  tenders  and  the  makincr  of 
contracts,  that  power  having  been  possessed  by  the  Grand 
Jury,  and  not  having  been  reserved  from  the  Councils  when 
the  transfer  of  the  business  was  made  from  the  one  set  of 
bodies  to  the  other. 

{p)  Tramways  and  Railways: — 

Power,  with  the  approval  of  the  Privy  Council,  to  enter 
into  an  arrangement  with  any  railway  or  tramway  company, 
with  any  of  whose  railways  or  tramways  an  undertaking 
which  becomes  or  has  become  the  property  of  the  Council 
under  the  Tramway  Acts  is  connected,  for  the  working  of 
such  undertaking  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
(sec.  92). 

(g)  Main  Roads: — 

Power  to  regulate  the  expenditure  on  main  roads,  as  to 
which,  whether  situate  in  a  rural  or  urban  county  district  or 
not  (sec.  8,  sub-sec.  11),  the  following  are  the  provisions: — 

(1.)  Main  roads  are  roads  which,  at  the  passing  of  the 
Act,  were  maintainable  partly  or  wholly  at  the  expense 
of  the  county  at  large  (sec  8,  sub-sec.  2). 

(2.)  One-half  the  cost  of  maintaining  such  roads  is  to 
be  borne  by  the  administrative  county  at  large,  and 
one-half  by  the  districts  through  which  it  runs  (sec.  8, 
sub-sec.  1). 

(3.)  Where  a  road  has  been  wholly  maintained  at  the 
cost  of  the  county  at  large,  or  where  more  than  half  the 
cost  of  a  road  has  been  borne  by  the  county  at  large 
that  arrangement  may  continue,  whether  the  road  is  a 
main  road  or  not,  and  this  provision  applies  to  a  bridge 
(sub-sec.  12). 

(4.)  The  County  Council  may,  on  the  report  of  the 
County  Surveyor,  declare  what  roads  are  main  roads, 
and  may  make  new  declarations,  at  intervals  of  not  less 
than  five  years  (sub-sec.  3),  and  make  and  declare  a  new 
road  a  main  road,  and  after  that  declaration  at  like 
intervals  (sub-sec.  4) ;  but  such  declarations  shall  be 
provisional   till  the  District  Councils  concerned  have 
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considered  them,  and  made  representations  to  the 
County  Councils  concerning  them,  after  whict  they  may, 
modified  or  unmodified,  be  finally  adopted  (sub-sees.  5, 
6).  A  District  Council  may  appeal  to  the.  Local 
Government  Board  against  such  a  declaration,  and  that 
body,  in  that  case,  will  finally  decide  (sub-sec.  8),  and 
till  the  appeal  is  decided  the  declaration  is  suspended 
(sub-sec.  7) ;  but  if  the  declaration  is  eventually  con- 
firmed it  will  operate  from  the  date  on  which  it  was 
originally  made,  or  from  such  later  date  as  the  Local 
Government  Board  fix  (sub-sec.  10). 

(5.)  The  County  Council,  for  the  purpose  of  main- 
taining roads,  may  purchase  or  take  on  lease  land 
where  road  materials  exist,  and  may  purchase  or  take 
on  hire  any  machines  (such  as  steam  rollers)  for  the 
repair  of  roads,  and  may  place  both  materials  and 
machines  at  the  disposal  of  road  contractors  (sec.  12, 
sub-sec.  1),  and  the  power  to  obtain  materials  (6  and  7 
Wm.  IV.,  c.  116,  s.  162)  is  extended  to  taking  such 
materials  out  of  a  river  or  brook  at  a  distance  of  at 
least  150  feet  above  or  below  any  bridge,  dam,  or 
weir,  provided  no  injury  is  done  thereby  (sec.  12, 
sub-sec.  2). 

(6.)  The  County  Council  may,  by  resolution,  stop  up 
or  abandon  an  old  road  or  work,  subject  to  objection  by 
any  ratepayer,  in  which  latter  case  the  resolution  of  the 
Council  must  be  confirmed  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  (sec.  82,  sub.  sec.  2),  and  Local  Government  (Pro- 
cedure of  Councils)  Order,  1899,  Art.  30  (1). 

(7.)  Fresh  expenditure  on  roads  proposed  by  Rural 
District  Councils  cannot  exceed  one-fourth  the  average 
amount  of  the  expenditure  for  the  last  three  years, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
which  may  fix  a  new  limit  for  any  particular  road  or 
any  particular  year  (sec.7,  sub-sec.  2). 

(r)  Taking  of  Lands: — 

Power,  for  the  purpose  of  any  of  the  powers  or  duties  of 
a  County  Council,  to  acquire,  purchase,  take  on  lease,  or 
exchange  any  land,  or  any  rights  or  easements  in  or  over 
land,  including  rights  to  water,  within  or  without  the  county, 
and  to  acquire,  hire,  erect,  and  furnish  such  halls,  buildings, 
and  offices  as  are  required  within  or  without  the  county 
(sec.  10,  sub-sec.  1,  2) ;  and  where  a  County  Council  wishes 
to  take  land,  or  any  easement  or  right  over  land  com- 
pulsorily  for  widening  an  old  road  or  making  a  new  one,  it 
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may  do  so,  provided  it  be  not  demesne  land,  or  a  pleasure 
ground,  or  land  situate  in  a  borough  or  town,  and  provided 
the  judge  of  assize,  and,  on  appeal,  the  Privy  Council,  thinks 
the  proposed  work  of  public  utility,  an  elaborate  procedure 
in  this  matter  being  prescribed  by  the  Act  (sec.  10,  sub- 
sec.  3). 

(s)  Obligation  to  Maintain  Works: — 

The  obligation  to  keep  all  public  works  maintainable  at 
the  cost  of  the  county  in  good  condition  and  repair  (sec.  82, 
sub-sec.  1). 

(t)  Compulsory  Education: — 

The  same  power  as  is  possessed  by  urban  authorities 
under  the  Irish  Education  Act,  1892,  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  children  at  school,  and  to  appoint  members  of  School 
Attendance  Committees ;  such  power  to  be  exercised,  how- 
ever, only  on  the  application  of  a  Rural  District  Council, 
and  the  expenses  to  be  borne  by  the  rate  out  of  which  the 
expenses  incurred  in  the  execution  of  the  Act  by  the  County 
Council  are  to  be  borne  (sec.  74,  s.s.  1,  and  see  Irish  Education 
Act,  1892,  sec.  15,  sub-sec.  2). 

IX.— Procedure  of  the  County  Councils. 

♦  The  proceedings  of  County  Councils  and  committees  thereof 
are  regulated  by  Articles  35  to  38,  of  the  Local  Government 
(Application  of  Enactments)  Order  1898,  and  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment (Procedure  of  Councils)  Order,  1899.  The  principal  points 
to  be  noted  as  to  procedure  as  so  regulated  are  the  following : — 

1.  The  County  Council  must  hold  an  annual  meeting  on 
the  twelfth  day  after  the  day  of  election  (s.  94  (7)  of  Act 
and  Act  35  (4)  of  Application  of  Enactments  Order),  four 
quarterly  meetings  on  such  days  between  the  annual  meeting 
and  the  1st  June  next  following  as  it  may  fix  by  standing 
order,  and  such  other  meetings  as  it  may  consider  necessary 
for  the  transaction  of  its  business. 

2.  At  the  annual  meeting  (after  a  triennial  election)  the 
order  of  business  will  be : — 

(a)  Election  of  additional  Councillors ; 

(b)  Election  of  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman ; 

(c)  Election  of  members  of  a  joint  committee  or  board ; 

(d)  Other  business. 

3.  The  quorum  shall  be  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number 
of  the  Council. 

4.  The  Council  may  appoint  committees  for  any  purpose 
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except  to  make  a  rate  or  borrow  money,  and  fix  the 
quorum,  proceedings,  and  place  or  places  of  meetings  of 
such  committees. 

5.  Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  every  meeting  of  a 
Council  or  a  committee  must  be  kept  and  signed  in  the 
usual  way. 

6.  The  chairman  may  call  a  meeting  of  his  own  motion  or 
in  obedience  to  a  requisition  of  five  members  of  the  Council, 
and  if  he  refuses  to  obey  such  requisition,  or  does  not  act  on 
it  within  seven  days  without  actually  refusing,  any  five 
members  may  call  a  meeting. 

7.  Three  days'  notice  of  the  meeting  and  of  the  business 
to  be  done  must  be  given  to  every  member,  and  no  other 
business  can  be  transacted,  except  that  of  which  notice  has 
been  given. 

8.  The  name  of  every  member  present  at  a  meeting,  and 
his  vote  on  any  question,  must  be  recorded. 

9.  The  chairman  is  to  have  a  castincr  vote. 

10.  For  the  county  at  large  presentment  sessions  there  is 
substituted  a  Proposal  Committee  of  the  County  Council, 
and  instead  of  the  Baronial  Sessions  the  Rural  District 
Councils  are  to  be  substituted ;  and  all  applications  for 
county  at  large  works  must  be  made  to  the  Proposal  Com- 
mittee, and  all  applications  for  district  works  in  rural 
districts  to  the  Rural  District  Councils.  ^ 

11.  The  Proposal  Committees  and  the  Rural  District 
Councils  may  either  reject  the  applications  made  to  them 
respectively,  in  which  case  there  will  be  an  end  of  them ;  or 
they  may  adopt  them  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  which  case 
they  will  send  on  proposals  in  regard  to  them  to  the  County 
Councils. 

12.  The  County  Councils  will  then  either  reject  the  pro- 
posals or  adopt  them,  or  send  them  back  to  be  modified,  and, 
on  their  being  modified  to  their  satisfaction,  may  then  adopt 
them; 

13.  Every  work  must  be  done  by  contract,  and  tenders  are 
invited  and  adopted  by  the  Proposal  Committees  and  the 
Rural  District  Councils  before  the  proposals  are  submitted  to 
the  County  Councils ;  and,  if  no  tenders  have  been  received 
after  having  been  invited,  the  County  Council  may  give  the 
work  into  the  charge  of  the  County  Surveyor ; 

14.  Payments  are  to  be  made  to  contractors  only  on  the 
certificate  of  the  County  Surveyor ; 

15.  The  regulations  relating  to  Proposal  Committees, 
Rural  District  Council  proposals,  contracts,  and  tenders,  apply 
only  to  the  business  transferred  from  th.i  Grand  Juries  and 
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Presentment  Sessions,  unless  the  standing  orders  of  the 
Council  apply  them  to  any  other  business ;  so  that,  except 
in  that  event,  the  County  Council  may  act,  as  regards  all 
other  than  Grand  Jury  business,  without  the  intervention  of 
the  Proposal  Committee  and  the  Rural  District  Council ; 

16.  All  printing  must  be  done  by  contract ; 

17.  Every  meeting  of  the  County  Council,  Proposal  Com- 
mittee and  Rural  District  Council  must  be  open  to  the  pubhc 
during  the  consideration  of  proposals  and  applications. 

It  will  thus  be  observed  that  the  old  distinction  between  the 
Presentment  Sessions  and  the  Grand  Jury — namely,  that  the 
tormer  initiated  expenditure,  and  the  latter  merely  sanctioned  or 
rejected  it — is  preserved  as  between  the  Proposal  Committees 
and  the  Rural  District  Councils  on  the  one  hand  and  the  County 
Councils  on  the  other. 

PART    IL 

COUNTY    BOROUGHS. 

I^List  of  County  Boroughs : — 

"  Each  of  the  boroughs  mentioned  in  the  Second  Schedule 
to  this  Act  shall  be  an  administrative  county  of  itself,  and  be 
called  a  county  borough  "  (sec.  21,  sub-sec.  1). 

The  boroughs  which  are  mentioned  in  the  Second  Schedule, 
and,  therefore,  become  county  boroughs,  are : — 

1.  Dublin  4.  Limerick. 

2.  Belfast.  5.  Londonderry. 

3.  Cork.  6.  Waterford. 

These  boroughs  being  made  counties,  their  Corporations  will 
have  the  powers  and  duties  of  a  County  Council  (sec.  21,  sub-sec. 
2),  but  will  retain  their  present  name  or  title  (sec.  22,  sub-sec.  1). 

II.— County  Council  Provisions  which  do 
not  apply  to  County  Boroughs. 

The  provisions  regarding  County  Councils  apply  to  the 
Councils  of  County  Boroughs,  with  the  following  exceptions, 
viz.,  the  provisions  relating  to 

1.  Main  roads ; 

2.  Coroners  (except  in  one  particular  noticed  post) ; 

3.  Bye-laws ; 

4.  The  Borough  Funds  (Ireland)  Act,  1888  ; 

sec.  21,  sub-sec.  2  (6). 

5.  The  constitution,  number,  and  duration  of  office  of  the 
corporations,  and  the  office  of  Lord  Mayor,  or  Mayor, 
section  21,  sub-sec.  2  (a) ; 

6.  Casual  vacancies  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  4),  casual  vacancies 
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in  the  corporations  of  the  six  county  boroughs  being  thus 
filled  up  as  in  the  past — namely  by  an  ordinary  election ; 

7.  The  time  of  election  of  members  of  the  Corporations, 
which  is  to  be  the  15th  day  of  January  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  10). 

8.  The  procedure  of  County  Councils  as  regulated  by 
Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898, 
except  as  regards  business  transferred  from  the  Grand  Jury 
or  Presentment  Sessions. 

9.  The  keeping  of  accounts  so  as  to  charge  expenditure 
to  proper  area  (Local  Government  (Application  of  Enact- 
ments) Order,  Article  17,  sub-sec.  3). 

10.  Payments  out  of  funds  of  Councils,  when  acting  as 
County  Councils  (same  Order,  Article  18,  sub-sec.  4) ; 

11.  Borrowing,  except  when  Corporations  act  otherwise 
tlian  as  County  Councils  (same  Order,  Article  22,  sub-sec.  12)  ; 

12.  Meetings  and  proceedings  of  Councils  and  appoint- 
ment of  Committees  and  keeping  of  Minutes  (same  Order, 
Article  36,  sub-sec.  1.)  ' 

13.  The  annual  budget,  except  as  regards  the  receipts 
and  expenses  of  a  Corporation  as  a  County  Council.  (Same 
Order,  and  Article  21,  s.s.  4.) 

III. — County   Council    provisions    which 
do  apply  to  County  Boroug^hs. 

As  the  enactments  regarding  County  Councils  apply  to  the 
Councils  of  County  boroughs  with  the  foregoing  exceptions,  it 
follows  that  the  following  amongst  others  do  apply,  viz.,  the 
provisions  relating  to 

1.  Election  petitions ; 

2.  The  electorate,  of  which  qualified  women  and  peers 
shall  henceforth  be  a  portion  (sec.  21,  sub-sec.  2  (a) ; 

3.  The  qualification  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors  (sec.  21 
sub-sec.  2  (a),  sec.  94,  sub-sec.  2) ; 

4.  The  mode  of  election  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
(sec.  21,  sub-sec.  2  (a)  ); 

5.  The  expenses  of  elections  as  regulated  by  Local 
Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  Art.  6; 

6.  Making  up  and  audit  of  accounts  (as  to  which  see  post) ; 

7.  Future  alterations  of  certain  boundaries  (Local 
Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order  1898, 
Article  25); 

8.  Appointment  of  joint  committees  (Local  Government 
(Application  of  Enactments)  Order  1898,  Article  38). 

County  Boroughs  retain  the  power  to  appoint  by  resolution 
of  Council  a  Banking  Company  to  receive  moneys  on  receivable 
orders  issued  by  the  Borough  Treasurers  and  in  such  cases  the 
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receipts  given  on  behalf  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  a  good 
discharge  to  the  person  paying  the  amount,  and  similarly  to  appoint 
the  Chief  Officer  of  the  Dublin  Rates  Department  to  receive  rates 
and  give  a  good  discharge  for  same.  Section  47  does  not 
diminish  or  limit  the  previous  powers  of  the  Council  to  make, 
such  regulations,  but  provides  that  all  receipts  shall  be  accounted 
for  to  the  Treasurer. 

IV.— New  Provisions  as  to  County 

Boroug^hs. 

The  following  are  the  new  provisions  enacted  as  regards 
County  Boroughs  in  addition  to  any  that  may  be  involved  in 
the  conversion  of  Corporations  into  County  Councils  with  the 
powers  and  duties  thereof  : — 

1.  The  Dublin  Corporation  obtains  the  collection  of  the 
non-municipal  rates,  the  collection  of  which  has  hitherto 
been  in  the  hands  of  the  Collector-General  and  his  staff  (sec. 
66,  and  as  to  which  see  further  post) ; 

2.  A  general  revaluation  of  property  in  the  county 
boroughs  may  be  made  on  the  application  of  the  Corpora- 
tions, which  is  to  bear  such  portion  of  the  cost,  not  exceeding 
one-half,  as  the  Treasury  direct,  and  on  such  revaluation 
the  land  in  county  boroughs  is  to  be  valued  as  houses  and 
buildings  are  valued  under  sec.  11  of  the  Valuation  (Ireland) 
Act,  1852  (sec.  65,  and  as  to  which  see  further  post) ; 

3.  The  Corporations  lose  the  power  of  assessing  compen- 
sation for  malicious  injuries  (sec.  21,  s.s.  2  (e),  and  sec.  5); 

4.  The  Dublin  Corporation  obtains  the  duties  paid  b}- 
pawnbrokers  under  sec.  66  of  the  Dublin  Police  Magistrates 
Act  of  1808,  in  the  city  (sec.  67); 

5.  The  qualification  for  jurors  in  all  county  boroughs  i;-. 
henceforth  to  be  the  same  as  in  Dublin  and  Cork — that  is, 
£20  valuation  for  common,  and  £50  for  special  jurors,  and 
separate  jurors'  books  must  be  made  out  for  such  boroughs 
(sec.  69,  s.s.  7) ; 

6.  No  person  can  be  appointed  to  any  paid  office,  except 
that  of  mayor  or  sheriff,  under  a  Council  who  is  a  member  of 
the  Council,  or  has  been  such  within  six  months  prior  to  his 
appointment,  and  this  di.s(|ualification  extends  to  tlie  partm-i- 
in  business  of  any  such  person  (Local  Government  (A})plica- 
tion  of  Enactments)  Order  1898,  Art.  12  (8)  (4)  ); 

7.  A  Corporation  may  make  regulations  respecting  the 
use  and  speed  of  bicycles  and  similar  machines  (sec.  88) ; 

8.  The  Corporation  of  Dublin  will  have  the  same  power 
as  the  County  Dublin  Council  and  the  Urban  District 
Councils  of  that  county  to  apply  for  licences  for  the 
performance  of  stage  plays  (sec.  89). 
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V.-Special  Provisions  as  regards 
Belfast  and  Londonderry. 

Some  special  provisions  are  enacted  regarding  Belfast  and 
Londonderry : —  * 

(1)  A  sheriff  and  lieutenant  are  to  be  appointed  for 
those  two  county  boroughs  as  for  the  other  counties  of  cities 
mentioned  in  section  4  of  the  Municipal  Privileges  (Ireland) 
Act,  1676,  the  sheriff  to  be  elected,  as  in  those  counties  of 
cities,  by  the  Corporations  (sec.  69,  s.s.  1); 

(2).  The  offices  of  Clerk  of  the  CroAvn  and  Clerk  of  the 
Peace  for  the  County  of  Antrim  and  for  the  City  of  Belfast 
are  to  be  held  by  the  same  person,  and  a  similar  provision  is 
made  regarding  the  County  and  City  of  Londonderry  (sec. 
69,  S.S.  5). 

VK-Special  Provisions  as   reg^ards 
IVlayors  and  Sheriffs. 

The  Mayors  in  the  County  Boroughs  are  to  be  elected  and  to 
come  into  office  on  the  23rd  January,  and  the  outgoing  Mayor  is 
to  continue  in  office  till  his  successor  has  made  a  declaration 
accepting  office ;  but  the  Council  may,  by  resolution,  fix  the  23rd 
February  as  the  ordinary  day  of  retirement  of  the  Mayor,  in 
which  case  that  day  will  be  the  ordinary  day  for  the  retirement 
of  the  Mayor  (sec.  94,  s.s.  11). 

As  respects  the  sheriffs  of  counties  of  cities  or  towns,  the 
selection  of  three  persons  to  fill  the  office  of  sheriff  is  to  take 
place  at  the  quarterly  meeting  in  January  (sec.  94,  s.s.  12).  The 
outgoing  sheriff  remains  in  office  till  his  successor  is  appointed 
(39  and  40  Vic.  c.  76). 

Vll.-Opposing:  Bills  in  Parliament. 

A  council  of  a  county  borough  may  henceforth  oppose  a  Bill  in 
Parliament  without  any  approval  of  voters  (sec.  21,  s.s.  2  (c)  ). 

PART    III. 

BISTEICT  COUNCILS,  BOAUDS  OF  GUARDIANS 

AND  TOWN  BOARDS. 

I.— Establishment  of  X>istrict  Councils 

Two  kinds  of   District    Councils   are    established — namely 
"Urban  District  Councils  and  Rural  District  Councils. 
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(a.) — Urban  District  Councils: — 

All  Corporations  and  all  Town  Boards  which,  at  the  passing 
of  the  Act,  were  urban  sanitary  authorities,  became  Urban 
District  Councils,  and  the  area  in  which  they  will  have 
authority  become  Urban  Districts  ;  but  a  corporation  will  not 
lose  that  title  by  becoming  an  Urban  District  Council  (sec.  22, 
8ub-sec.  1). 

Excluding  County  Boroughs,  those  places  in  which  urban 
sanitary  authorities  have  hitherto  existed,  and  in  which,  conse- 
quently, Urban  District  Councils  will  now  exist  by  virtue  of  the 
Act,  are  the  following : — 

(1)  Towns  Corporate — that  is,  those  having  Corporations 
(Public  Health  (Ireland)  Act,  1878,  sec.  4). 

(2)  Towns  with  Town  Boards  under  9  Geo.  IV.,  c.  82,  the 
Towns  Improvement  Act,  1854,  and  the  3  &  4  Vic,  c.  108, 
and  with  a  population  exceeding  6,000  (P.  H.  (I.)  Act,  1878, 
sec.  4; 

(3)  Towns  with  Town  Boards  created  under  Local  Acts 
(see  same  sec.  of  Public  Health  Act,  1878) ; 

(4)  Towns  which,  having  town  or  township  Commissioners 
and  a  population  of  less  than  6,000,  have  been  constituted 
urban  sanitary  districts  by  a  provisional  order  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  (Public  Healtli  (Ireland)  Act,  1878, 
sec.  7). 

(For  a  list  of  all  urban  districts  in  Ireland,  County  Boroughs 
included,  with  the  Acts  under  which  they  are  so  constituted,  see 
Appendix  V.,  post). 

In  addition  to  those  places  wliich  were  urban  sanitary 
districts  at  the  passing  of  the  Act,  and  which  will  now  in  conse- 
quence possess  Urban  District  Councils,  any  town  having  a 
population  of  over  1,. 500,  and  not  being  an  urban  sanitary  district, 
may  become  an  urban  district  and  have  an  Urban  District 
Council  by  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  if  a  petition  is 
not  presented  against  such  order  within  three  months  by  (1),  if 
the  petition  is  presented  before  the  first  election  of  Rural  District 
Councils,  at  least  one-fourth  of  the  Parliainentary  electors  of 
the  town  or  the  guardians  of  the  union  in  which  the  town  is 
situate,  and,  (2)  if  the  petition  is  after  the  first  election  of  Rural 
District  Councils,  by  at  least  one-fourth  of  the  local  government 
electors  mthin  the  town  or  the  Board  of  Guardians  or  the  Rural 
District  Council  of  the  district  (sec.  42,  sub-sec.  1).  This  process 
is  called  "urbanising."  The  Local  Government  Board  has  had 
power  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1878,  sec.  7,  to  add  to  an 
urban  sanitary  district,  or  to  create  a  new  one,  but  only  by  pro- 
visional order,  which  required  confirmation  by  Parliament,  and 
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the  cost  of  which  to  the  local  authority  might  be  considerable, 
The  change  now  made  is  to  dispense  with  Parliamentay  sanction 
if  there  is  no  petition,  and  if  the  population  is  over  1,500.  Ae 
to  the  financial  effect  of  "  Urbanising,"  see  post. 

(&.) — Rural  District  Councils, 

Rural  District  Councils  are  established  for  all  rural  sanitary 
districts  (sec.  22,  sub-sec.  2),  which  includes  all  areas  not  com- 
prised in  urban  sanitary  districts  (sec.  6  P.  H.  (I.)  Act,  1878).  It 
may  be  added  that  a  rural  district  comprises  the  Union  if  such 
Union  be  situated  wholly  in  one  county,  but  if  the  Union  extends 
into  two  or  more  counties  the  portion  in  each  county  becomes 
a  rural  district.  In  both  cases  urban  sanitary  districts  are 
excluded. 

But,  just  as  a  town  may  become  "urbanised,"  so  it  may 
become  "  disurbanised" — that  is,  may  cease  to  be  an  urban  district, 
and  may  become  part  of  a  rural  district.  This  process  is  called 
"  Disurbanising,"  as  to  the  financial  effect  of  which  see  post^  The 
town,  however,  must  be  one  having  less  than  5,000  inhabitants,. 
and  the  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  constituting  it  part 
of  a  rural  sanitary  district  must  have  been  made  within  six  months 
after  the  passing  of  the  Act,  and  before  the  powers  of  the  Grand 
Jury  in  respect  of  roads  have  been  transferred  to  the  town  (by 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  in  relation  thereto  being  declared  to  be 
in  force).  If  there  is  no  petition  from  either  one-fourth  of  the 
Parliamentary  electors  or  from  the  Board  of  Guardians  against 
such  an  Order  within  three  months  after  it  is  published,  th€ 
Order  will  take  eflfect  without  the  authority  of  Parliament 
Once  a  town  has  become  disurbanised  it  cannot  be  urbanised 
again  for  ten  years  (sec.  42,  sub-sec.  2).  As  a  matter  of  fact  no 
such  Order  was  made  by  the  Local  Government  Board  within 
the  six  months,  nor  was  there  any  application  for  such  an  Order. 

(c.) — ^Incorporation  of  District  Councils. 

All  District  Councils,  except  the  Council  of  a  borough,  become 
like  County  Councils,  bodies  corporate  by  the  name  of  the 
Councils,  with  the  addition  of  the  names  of  the  districts ;  they 
have  each  a  common  seal  and  perpetual  succession;  and  they 
may  hold  land  for  the  purposes  of  their  powers  and  duties  (Local 
Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  Article 
13,  sub-section  1);  but  any  District  Council,  with  the  sanction  of 
the  County  Council,  may  change  its  name  and  the  name  of  its 
district  (same  order,  Article  14,  sub-sec.  1).  The  Councils  of 
boroughs  were  bodies  corporate  before  the  Act. 
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II.— Constitution  of  District  Councils. 

(a.)  As  to  Urban  District  Councils.  : — 

As  to  Urban  District  Councils,  the  Act  makes  no  chanofe  in  the 

(1)  Constitution  of  the  existing  urban  authorities, 

(2)  Number  of  their  members, 

(8)     Duration  of  office  of  the  members, 
(4)     Mayor  or  chairman 

(sec.  23,  sub-sec.  1);  but,  if  an  Urban  District  Council  in  any- 
place where  previous  to  the  passing  of  the  Act  one-third  of  the 
Corporation  or  Town  Board  was  elected  annually,  pass  a  resolu- 
tion, by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting,  for  the 
extension  to  that  District  Council  of  the  provision  by  which  all 
the  members  of  County  Councils  are  elected  triennially,  an  order 
carrying  out  that  resolution  may  be  made  by  the  Local  Govern' 
ment  Board  (sec.  23,  sub-sec.  1). 

In  every  case  the  quorum  of  an  Urban  District  Council  must 
be  one-fourth  of  the  total  number  of  the  Council  (sec.  23,  sub- 
sec.  2). 

In  an  urban  district  which  contains  more  than  5,000  popula- 
tion the  Chairman  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  and  in  a  borough 
which  has  not  a  separate  Cominission  of  the  Peace,  the  Mayor 
will  be  ex-officio  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  during  his 
term  of  office  on  taking  the  oaths,  unless,  in  the  former  case, 
the  chairman  is  a  woman  or  personally  disqualified  by  any  Act, 
or  unless,  in  the  latter  case,  the  Mayor  is  personally  disqualified 
(sec.  26).  In  boroughs  having  a  separate  Commission  of  the 
Peace  there  will  be  no  change.  The  Mayor  will  be  a  justice  of 
the  peace  ex-ojjicio. 

(b)  As  to  Rural  District  Councils. 

(1)  Each  Council  is  to  consist  of  a  chairman  and  Councillor? 
(sec.  23,  sub-sec.  3  (a)  ) ;  the  district  electoral  divisions,  which  are 
to  be  the  same  as  the  existing  Poor  Law  Electoi-al  Divisions  (sec. 

22,  sub-sec.  4),  are  each  to  elect  two  Councillors,  unless  where  the 
Local  Government  Board  assign  more  than  two  Councillors  to  a 
town  or  part  of  a  town  which  forms  one  electoral  division  (sec. 

23,  sub-sec.  3  (h)  )  (see  Local  Government  Board  Order,  Appendix 
III.,  fixing  the  number  for  such  places)  ;  and  every  elector  may 
vote  for  as  many  Councillors  as  there  are  seats  to  be  filled, 
and  no  more  (sec.  23,  sub-sec.  3  (c));  and  all  rural  district 
Councillors  will  continue  in  office,  like  County  Councillors,  for 
three  years,  and  will  then  retire  together,  when  there  will  be 
a  new  election  (sec.  23,  sub-sec.  3  (d),  and  sec.  94,  sub-sec.  8). 
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(2)  In  addition  to  the  elected  District  Councillors  there  may 
be  three  co-opted  Councillors,  who  may  be  chosen  from  persons 
qualified  to  be  Councillors — that  is,  persons  who  are  Local 
Government  electors  or  resident  in  the  district  (see  post  p.  35) — 
who  will  hold  office  during  the  term  of  office  of  the  Council  by 
whom  they  are  co-opted,  and  the  consideration  of  whose  election 
shall  be  the  first  business  after  every  triennial  election  (sec.  25, 
sub-sees.  1  (a)  and  2). 

(3)  The  chairman  is  to  be  chosen  annually,  and,  if  the  Council 
think  fit,  a  vice-chairman  (sec.  25,  sub-sec.  1(b));  and  such  chair- 
man, if  the  rural  district  over  which  he  presides  has  a  population 
exceeding  5,000,  shall  be  a  justice  of  the  peace  during  his  term  of 
office,  unless  the  chairman  be  a  woman  or  a  person  personally 
disqualified  by  any  Act  (sec.  26,  sub-sec.  1)  on  taking  the  oaths 
(sec.  26,  sub-sec.  3,  and  see  supra  p.  2). 

IBI.— Electors  of  District  Councillors. 

The  electorate  for  all  District  Council  elections,  urban  and 
rural,  is  the  same  as  for  County  Council  elections  (sec.  23,  sub- 
sees.  1  and  3  (6)  ). 

IV.— Elections  for  District  Councils. 

(a)  The  provisions  regarding  the  mode  of  elections  (sec.  23,  sub- 
sec.  1),  the  expenses  at  elections,  and  election  petitions,  which  are 
enacted  for  County  Councils,  apply  to  all  district  Council 
elections  (sec.  23,  sub-sec.  1). 

(6)  Casual  vacancies  in  urban  district  Councils  are  to  be  filled 
as  hitherto  in  boroughs  and  towns,  the  Act  making  no  change  in 
that  respect ;  but  casual  vacancies  in  rural  district  Councils  are  to 
be  filled  by  those  Councils  themselves  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  4). 

(c)  The  ordinary  day  of  election  and  the  day  of  the  annual 
meeting  for  urban  district  Councils  are  to  be  the  15th  January  and 
the  23rd  January  respectively  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  9);  in  rural  districts 
the  Councils  will  be  elected  on  the  same  day  (supra  p.  8),  as 
the  County  Council  elections,  and  the  two  sets  of  elections  shall 
be  held  together  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  6),  and  the  day  of  the  annual 
meeting,  and  the  ordinary  day  of  election  of  chairman  and  vice- 
chairman  shall  be  the  fifth  day  after  the  day  of  election  (sec.  94, 
sub-sec.  7). 

v.— Qualifications  and  Disqualifications 
of  District  Councillors. 

(a)  In  an  urban  district,  the  qualifications  for  a  Councillor 
shall  be  either  the  same  as  that  for  a  County  Councillor,  that  is,  he 
need  only  be  registered  as  a  local  government  elector;  or  he  must 
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have  resided  in  the  district  for  twelve  months  before  the  election, 
and  continue  to  reside  there  (sec.  23,  sub-sec.  4,  and  sec.  94,  sub- 
sec.  2),  and  this  provision  applies  to  an  alderman  as  well  as  to  a 
Councillor  (sec.  23,  sub-sec.  1);  and  a  woman,  married  or  smgle, 
■may  be  a  Councillor  for  any  urban  district  except  a  borough 
(Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898, 
Article,  12,  sub-sec.  2).  A  "borough"  by  section  109  is  defined 
to  mean  a  municipal  borough  having  a  Town  Council.  Aa 
neither  the  Act  nor  any  Order  in  Council  made  under  it 
removes  the  ineligibility  of  women  for  the  urban  district  council 
of  a  borough,  they  remain  excluded  from  Town  Councils  or  Cor- 
porations. 

(6)  In  a  rural  district  the  qualification  for  a  Councillor  is  the 
same  as  that  in  an  urban  district  which  is  not  a  borough  (sec.  23, 
sub-sec.  4). 

(c)  The  disqualifications  for  County  Councillors  exist  also  for 
urban  and  rural  district  Councillors  {siijpra  p.  10  and  the  Orders 
in  Council  there  quoted) ;  and  a  person  disqualified  for  being  a 
poor  law  guardian  shall  also  be  disqualified  for  being  a  rural  dis- 
trict Councillor  (Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments) 
Order,  1898,  Article  12,  sub-sec.  8;  and  see  also  section  23  (4)  of 
Act.). 

(cZ)  If  a  person  is  a  local  government  elector  for  a  rural  dis- 
trict, or  has  resided  therein  for  the  twelve  months  preceding  the 
election,  he  is  qualified  for  being  elected  a  rural  district  Coun- 
cillor for  any  poor  law  electoral  division  comprised  in  such  rural 
district.     The  same  principle  applies  to  wards  in  urban  districts. 

VI. — Acceptance     and    Resignation     of 
Office  by  District  Councillors. 

The  provisions  relating  to  both  these  matters  are  generally 
the  same  for  urban  and  rural  district  Councillors  as  for  County 
Councillors  (see  supra,  p.  11,  and  the  enactments  and  orders  in 
Council  there  quoted),  except  that  the  fine  for  non-accept.ance  of 
ofiice,  in  the  event  of  there  being  no  bye-law  regulating  the 
matter,  shall  be  £25  in  the  case  oi"  a  Councillor  and  £50  in  the 
case  of  a  chairman  or  vice-chairman  (Local  Government  (Ap- 
plication of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  Article  9,  sub-sec.  2).  and  a 
rural  district  Councillor  shall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  any  fine  on 
resignation  of  ofiice  (same  Order,  Article  10,  sub-sec.  1).  The 
proceedings  consequent  on  vacancies  occurring  from  any  cause 
are  also  practiciilly  the  same  in  the  case  of  district  Councils  as 
in  that  of  County  Councils.  These  provisions  do  not  apply  to 
boroughs  to  which  3  and  4  Vic,  c.  108,  still  applies  (same  Order, 
Article  8). 
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VII.— Business  of  District  Councils. 

(a)  As  to  Urban  District  Councils. 

(a)  The  business  of  the  Urban  District  Councils  is  the  follow- 
ing:— 

(1)  The  business  of  the  baronial  presentment  sessions  so- 
far  as  respects  the  various  districts,  that  is,  the  business  of 
initiating  in  each  urban  district,  such  public  works  and  ex- 
penditure as  were  dealt  with  at  baronial  sessions;  the 
assignment  of  this  business  operating  only  so  far  as  the  new 
bodies,  as  the  representatives  of  the  old  urban  sanitary 
authorities,  are  not  concerned  with  that  business  already 
(sec.  27,  sub-sec.  1  (a) ; 

(2)  The  business  of  the  Grand  Jury  in  relation  to  public 
works  which  are  maintained  exclusively  at  the  cost  of  the 
district — that  is,  the  business  of  finally  deciding  on  present- 
ments or  proposals  in  reference  to  such  works,  so  far  as  it  is 
not  already  their  business  (sec.  27,  sub-sec.  1  (6)  ) ; 

The  reference  in  the  expression  "  so  far  as  the  business  is  not 
already  the  business  of  the  District  Council "  is  to  the  fact  that 
several  urban  authorities  managed  their  own  roads  before  the 
passing  of  the  Act,  and,  in  fact,  were  totally  disconnected  with 
the  Grand  Jury.  Now  such  urban  authorities  as  have  not  hitherto 
managed  their  own  roads  are  given  the  power  to  do  so ;  but,  as:- 
regards  roads  in  urban  districts,  the  cost  of  the  maintenance  of 
which  is  partly  leviable  off  the  county  at  large  and  partly  off  the 
urban  district,  the  Urban  District  Council  will  have  only  the  same 
power  as  the  Rural  District  Councils — that  is,  the  power  of 
making  proposals  to  the  County  Council  (Local  Government 
(Procedure  of  Councils)  Order,  1899,  Article  29,  made  under  sec. 
106  (1). 

(3)  An  Urban  District  Council  may,  if  it  pleases,  under- 
take the  whole  cost  of  any  road  hitherto  maintainable  partly 
at  the  expense  of  the  county  at  large,  on  such  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  or,  in  default  of  agreement,  on  such  terms  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  (sec.  27,  sub- 
sec.  6),  but  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  dealing 
with  that  matter  will  be  provisional  only  if  a  petition  against 
it  is  presented  by  either  the  County  Council  or  the  District 
Council  concerned,  or  by  at  least  a  fourth  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment electors  of  the  county  or  district  concerned  (sec.  27, 
sub-sec.  7) ;  but  if  any  arrangement  has  been  made  by  any 
local  Act  or  provisional  order  confirmed  by  an  Act  respecting 
the  maintenance  of  any  road  in  an  urban  district  or  the 
liability  of  such  a  district  to  contribute  to  the  maintenance 
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•of  any  road  outside  the  district,  it  will  not  be  disturbed  (sec. 
27,  sub-sec.  8),  unless  after  the  expiration  of  15  years  the 
Local  Government  Board  alter  them  (sec.  71); 

(4)  The   business   of    making,   levying,   collecting,    and 
recovering  the  poor  rate  in  Urban  Districts  (sec.  28) ; 

(5)  The  business  of  the  Poor  Law  Guardians  as  Burial 
Boards  in  those  towns  which  because  they  have  Town 
Boards  under  Local  Acts,  and  not  under  any  general  Act,  are 
-excluded  from  sec.  160  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1878,  which 
constitutes  the  sanitary  authority  in  each  sanitary  District, 
the  District  Burial  Board  (sec.  29) ; 

(6)  The  business  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  in  the  case 
■of  the  execution  of  regulations  for  preventing  the  spread  of 
epidemic  and  infectious  diseases  (sec.  32) ; 

(7)  Their   own  proper  business  as  sanitary    authorities 
^(sec.  22),  which  mainly  consists  of  the  following  matters : — 

(a)  Drainage ; 

(h)  Sewerage ; 

(c)  New  buildings ; 

(d)  Scavenging  and  cleansing ; 

(e)  Water  and  gas  supply  ; 
(/)  Cellar  dwellings ; 

(g)  Common  lodging  houses; 

(/<-)  Houses  let  in  lodgings ; 

(i)  Markets  and  slaughter  houses  ; 

(j)  Nuisances,  offensive  trades,  and  unsound  meat; 

(/t)  Infectious  diseases ; 

(l)  Burials ; 

(7)1)  Locomotives  on  roads  ; 

(n)  Baths  and  wash-houses; 

(o)  Artizans'  dwellings ; 

(jy)  Explosives; 

(q)  Alkali,  etc.,  works; 

('/•)  Factories,  workshops,  and  bakehouses,  dairies,  and 
'Cowsheds ; 

(s)  Infectious  diseases  notification ; 

(t)  Open  spaces ; 

(u)  Certain  matters  in  relation  to  railway  and  canal 
traffic ; 

(v)  Sale  of  horseflesh ; 

(w)  Technical  instruction; 

(x)  Cleansing  of  persons ; 

(y)  Electric  lighting;  and 

(z)  Rivers  pollution.

(8)  ^  The  powers  of  a  County  Council  in  reference  to  thfr 
acquisition  of  lands  or  rights  in  or  over  land  for  any  purposea- 
transferred  to  Urban  District  Councils  from  the  Grand  Jury 
(sec.  27,  sub-sec.  4) ; 

(9)  Power  to  establish  recreation  grounds  or  public- 
walks,  or  contribute  towards  the  cost  of,  and  make  regula- 
tions for,  the  same  (sec.  36) ; 

(10)  Power,  in  addition  to  the  power  to  purchase  markets 
from  a  market  company  (Public  Health  Act,  1878,  sec.  104), 
to  purchase  from  anyone  any  market  rights  (sec.  31) ; 

(11)  Power  to  contribute  towards  the  funds  of  the  con- 
servators of  Fisheries  in  their  several  districts  at  the  request 
of  the  conservators,  a  sum  not  more  in  any  year  than  the

(13)  Power  to  guarantee  any  loss  sustained  by  the 
establishment  or  maintenance  of  any  post  or  telegraph 
office  or  provision  of  additional  facilities  (postal  or  other)  by 
the  Postmaster-General  in  an  urban  district  which  the 
Council  think  would  be  beneficial  (sec.  75) ; 

(15)  The  duty  of  maintaining  all  public  works  within  the 
district  in  good  condition  and  repair  (sec.  82,  sub-sec.  1),  and 
the  power  to  propose  to  the  County  Council  to  stop  up  or 
abandon  an  old  road  in  the  district  which  is  useless  (sec. 
82,  sub-sec.  2);  and  the  power  to  appeal  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  against  the  refusal  of  a  County  Council 
so  to  act  (sec.  82,  sub-sec.  3)  ; 

(16)  Power  to  the  Urban  District  Councils  of  the  County 
of  Dublin  to  apply  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  to  license  a 
place  for  the  performance  of  stage  plays  (sec.  89,  and  see 
supra,  p.  22) ; 

(17)  Duty  to  send,  through  the  clerk  of  the  Council,  to 
every  Board  of  Guardians,  without  payment  and  within  such 
time  after  the  making  of  the  poor  rate  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  a  copy  of  so  much  of  the- 
rate-book  as  relates  to  the  Union  (sec.  96,  sub-sec.  1) ;  and. 
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to  provide   and  keep  ballot  boxes  and  other  apparatus  foi 
holding  elections  in   each  urban  district  (sec.  99,  sub-sec.  1.) 

(18)  Power  to  Urban  District  Councils  which  are  the  Cor- 
porations of  Boroughs,  to  elect  a  coroner  as  heretofore  (sub- 
sec.  40,  sub-sec.  3)  from  which  it  follows  that  a  borough  like 
Gal  way,  where  the  coroner  is  elected  not  by  any  council  iDut  by 
the  electors  of  the  borough,  does  not  come  within  the  provision 
(see  also  sec.  117  (2) ). 

(19)  Power  to  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Carrickfergus 
as  successors  of  the  Municipal  Commissioners  of  that  town, 
to  take  over  the  business  and  property  of  the  Carrickfergus 
Municipal  Commissioners  (sec.  41,  sub-sec.  3), 

(6)  As  to  Rural  District  Councils. 
The  business  of  Rural  District  Councils  is  the  followinff : — 

(1)  The  business  of  the  baronial  presentment  sessions  for 
each  district  (sec.  27,  sub-sec.  1  (a)  ). 

(2)  The  business  of  the  rural  sanitary  authority  in  each 
district  (sec.  33,  sub-sec.  1),  and  see  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1878,  and  amending  and  extending  Acts,  the  Labourers'  Acts, 
1893  to  1896,  and  the  list  of  powers  and  duties  of  urban 
district  Councils  all  of  which  are  assigned  to  rural  as  ivell 
as  urban  district  Councils  except  those  relating  to  the 
following  matters : — 

(a)  Baths  and  wash-houses ; 
(h)  Labourers'  lodging-houses ; 

(c)  Artizans'  dwellings ; 

(d)  Explosives. 

(3)  Such  business  of  the  urban  sanitary  authorities  under 
the  Public  Health  Acts,  or  any  other  Act,  as  the  Local  Go- 
vernment Board  may  direct  by  general  order,  jyrovided  the 
County  Council  makes  the  application  (sec.  33,  sub-sec.  2,  3). 

(4)  Power  to  purchase  by  agreement  lessors'  interest  in 
lands  already  held  by  the  sanitary  authority  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Labourers'  (Ireland)  Acts,  1883  to  1896  (sec. 
34); 

(5)  Power,  if  authorised  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
to  provide  public  walks  and  recreation  grounds  and  making 
bye-laws  for  the  regulation  thereof,  and  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses thereof  as  if  they  were  expenses  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1878  (sec.  36) ; 

(6)  The  same  power  as  an  urban  district  Council  has  to 
contribute  to  the  funds  of  a  Board  of  Conservators  of 
Fisheries,  with  the  same  right  to  representation  on  such 
Board  (sec.  37); 
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(7)  Power  to  appoint,  for  any  purpose  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts,  for  a  dispensary  district  or  other  part  of  their  district, 
a  committee  composed  either  of  members  of  the  Rural  Dis- 
trict Council,  representing  the  particular  place,  or  partly  of 
such  persons  and  partly  of  persons  resident  or  interested 
therein,  with  power  to  the  Committee  to  do  anything  which 
the  Council  itself  might  have  done  for  the  said  purpose,  ex- 
cept to  raise  or  spend  any  money  beyond  the  limit  fixed  by 
the  Council,  or  to  appoint,  remove,  or  alter  the  remuneration 
of  any  officer  ;  and  the  appointing  body  may  revoke,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  its  appointment  or  authority ;  and,  on  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Committee  (if  appointed),  a  District  Council  may 
authorise  any  expenditure  by  the  Committee  which  would  be 
general  expenses  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  on  the  con- 
dition that  it  be  levied  as  special  expenses  off  the  particular 
area  in  which  the  money  is  spent  (sec.  39)  ; 

(8)  The  business  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  under  sec. 
150  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1878,  in  reference  to  epidemic 
diseases,  in  respect  of  which  sec.  3  of  the  Epidemic  Diseases 
Prevention  Act,  1883,  is  repealed  (sec.  32) ; 

(9)  The  same  power  as  is  given  to  an  Urban  District 
Council  to  recommend  the  stopping  up  or  abandonment  of  an 
old  road  which  has  become  useless  (sec.  82,  sub-sec.  2)  ; 

(10)  Appointment  and  payment  of  its  officers,  subject 
to  certain  restrictions ; 

(11)  Power  to  fill  up  casual  vacancies  (see.  94,  sub-sec.  4)  ; 

(12)  The  same  power  as  is  possessed  by  towns,  under  the 
Towns  Improvement  (Ireland)  Act,  1854,  as  amended  by 
the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1872,  to  make  bye- 
laws  in  relation  to  boats  plying  for  hire  (sec.  35)  ; 

(13)  The  same  duty  as  is  imposed  on  Urban  District 
Councils  to  provide  ballot  boxes  and  other  apparatus  for 
Rural  District  Council  elections  (sec.  99,  sub-sec.  1). 

(14)  The  power  to  apply  to  the  County  Council,  to  put 
in  force  in  the  district  the  compulsory  provisions  of  the 
Irish  Education  Act,  1892,  with  which  application  the 
County  Council  must  comply  (sec.  74  sub-sec.  1  and  55  and 
56  Vic,  c.  42,  sec.  15  (2)  ). 

VIII.— Priced y re    of  District    CoLsncils. 

The  following  are  the  principal  provisions   relating  to  the 
procedure  of  District  Councils  : — 

(a)  As  to  Urban  District  Councils. 

(1)  All  such  Councils,  whether  the  Councils  of  Boroughs 
or  not,  must    transact  the  business    transferred   to    them 
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from  the  baronial  presentment  sessions,  and  the  Grand  Jury- 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  general  rules  of  the  Local  Go- 
vernment Board  (sec.  27,  sub-sec.  3,  and  Local  Govern- 
ment (Procedure  of  Councils)  Order,  1899,  Article  19)  ;  as  to 
which  see  supra  under  head  of  "  Procedure  of  County- 
Councils." 

(2)  Urban  District  Councils  which  are  not  the  Councils 
or  Corporations  of  Boroughs,  must  hold  an  annual  meeting, 
and  one  each  month  at  least,  and  as  many  more  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  their  business  (Local 
Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order  1898, 
Art.  35(1); 

(3)  The  annual  meeting  of  Urban  District  Councils  shall 
be  held  on  the  23rd  January  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  9)  ; 

(4)  The  procedure  of  the  Councils  of  Boroughs,  so  far  as 
they  are  unaffected  by  the  aforesaid  regulations,  will,  of 
course,  continue  in  force. 


(6)  As  to  Rural  District  Councils. 

(1)  The  rules  regulating  for  County  Councils  the  meetings, 
annual  and  other,  of  the  Council,  the  election  of  chairman 
and  vice-chairman,  the  co-option  of  additional  Councillors, 
the  quorum,  the  appointment  of  special  and  general  Com- 
mittees, minutes  of  proceedings,  the  calling  of  meetings,  and 
the  procedure  at  meetings,  apply  to  Rural  District  Councils, 
except  that  the  ordinary  day  of  the  annual  meeting  and 
election  of  chairman  and  vice-chairman  of  a  Rural  District 
Council  is  to  be  the  fifth,  and  not  the  twelfth  day  after  the 
election  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  7) ; 

(2)  As  to  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  the  case  of  busi- 
ness transferred  to  the  Rural  District  Councils  from  the 
baronial  presentment  sessions  (see  sujyra  and  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Order  in  Council  there  referred  to). 

The  several  kinds  of  representation  which  may  be  made  by 
a  County  Council  to  the  Local  Government  Board  to  enable  that 
body  to  exercise  its  power  regarding  boundaries  are  set  out 
in  the  Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order  1898, 
Article  25,  which  provision,  however,  seems  to  give_  the  Board 
An  absolute  discretion  as  to  whether  it  will  entertain  a  repre- 
sentation or  not  (see  also  Articles  26-31  of  the  same  Order). 
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IX.— Place  of  Meeting's  of  Rural 
District    Coyncils. 

(a)  Where  a  rural  district  is  co-extensive  with  a  union^ 
the  meetincr  and  business  of  the  Rural  District  Council  and 
of  the  Board  of  Guardians  may  be  held  and  transacted  at 
the  same  place  (sec.  79,  sub-sec.  1(c)); 

(b)  Where  a  rural  district  is  comprised  in,  but  not  co-ex- 
tensive with,  a  union,  the  District  Council  will  be  entitled,  under 
conditions  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  ta 
use  the  board-room  and  the  offices  of  the  Guardians,  and,  if  such 
board-room  and  offices  are  outside  its  district,  to  hire  a  board -room 
and  offices  within  it  (sec.  79,  sub-sec.  2).  The  meeting  of  a 
Rural  District  Council  may  be  held  at  such  place  either  within  or 
without  their  district  as  the  council  from  time  to  time  direct 
(Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,. 
Article  36  (3)  ). 

X. — Boards   of  Guardians. 

Poor  Law  Unions  continue  to  exist  and  to  embrace  the  same 
areas  as  heretofore  (except  where  their  boundaries  are  altered 
as  mentioned  post) ;  and  for  those  Unions  Boards  of  Guardians- 
will  continue  to  be  appointed,  but  in  a  different  manner,  and 
with  diminished  powers. 

(a)  Constitution  of  Boards  of  Guardians. 

The  provisions  relating  to  the  constitution  of  Boards  of 
Guardians  are  the  following : — 

(1)  In  a  rural  district  the  Rural  District  Councillors 
shall,  without  fui'ther  election,  be  the  guardians  for  the 
electoral  divisions  which  they  represent  (sec.  24  (a)  ) ; 

(2)  In  an  urban  district  each  district  electoral  division 
will  elect,  separately,  a  guardian  or  guardians  to  repre- 
sent it  on  the  Board  of  the  Union  (sec.  24  (b)  ;  and  see  Local 
Government  Board's  Order,  fixing  the  number  of  guardians 
for  urban  districts,  Appendix  III.,  post). 

(3)  There  shall  be  no  ex-ojfficio  guardians  after  the 
commencement  of  the  Act  (sec.  24),  but  each  rural  district 
Council  may,  if  it  pleases,  co-opt  three  persons  who  shall  be 
additional  guardians  as  well  as  councillors  (sec.  25,  sub-sec.  1 
(a)  and  8). 

(4)  The  Local  Government  Board  are  authorised  to  con- 
stitute an  urban  district,  or  a  part  of  such  a  district,  or  a 
part  of  a  county  borough,  a  district  electoi'al  division,  and 
to  assign  to  such  new  district  two  or  more  members  (sec. 
24  (c)  );  and  that  body  has,  accordingly,  constituted  every 
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municipal  ward  a  district  electoral  division,  except  in  the 
case  of  Dungannon  (see  Orders  of  Local  Government  Board, 
Appendix  III.,  post). 

(5)  The  elections  of  guardians  for  urban  districts  will 
take  place  at  the  same  time  as  those  for  rural  district 
Councillors — that  is,  the  1st  June  (sec.  24  (h)  and  sec.  94, 
sub-sec.  7) — unless  the  County  Council  fix  a  day  seven  days 
earlier  or  seven  days  later  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  7) ; 

(6)  Period  of   Existence,   Electorate,   and    Elections    of 

Guardians. 

The  provisions  for  County  and  Rural  District  Councils 
repecting  all  those  matters  apply  to  Boards  of  Guardians 
(sec.  24  (6),  sec.  23,  sub-sec.  3  (6),  (c),  {d) ).  A  person  elected 
both  a  guardian  and  a  district  Councillor  in  the  same  union 
must  elect  which  he  will  be  (Local  Government  (Application 
of  Enactments)  Order,  Article  5  (5)  ). 

^c)  Casual  Vacancies  in  Boards  of  Guardians. 

Casual  vacancies  amongst  the  guardians  elected  separately 
as  such — that  is,  amongst  the  urban  guardians — may  be  filled 
by  the  Board  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  5) ;  those  amongst  the  guar- 
dians who  are  guardians  because  they  are  also  rural  district 
Councillors  will  be  filled  by  the  rural  district  Council  or 
Councils  (see  supra,  as  to  casual  vacancies  in  Rural  District 
Councils). 

{d)  Qualifications  of  Guardians. 

The  provisions  enacted  in  respect  of  those  matters  for 
Rural  District  Councillors,  apply  to  poor  law  guardians  who 
have  to  be  separately  elected — that  is,  to  the  guardians  for 
urban  districts  (sec.  24  (h)  ). 

(e)  Acceptance  and  Resignation  of  Office  by  Guardians. 

The  provisions  in  respect  of  those  matters  enacted  for 
county  and  district  Council  elections  (regarding  which  see 
supra)  apply  to  poor  law  guardians  except  that  the 
fine  for  non-acceptance  of  office  (if  there  is  no  bye-law  on 
the  subject)  is  to  be  £25  for  a  guardian  and  £50  for  a  chair- 
man or  vice-chairman  of  a  board  of  guardians,  and  that  there 
is  to  be  no  fine  for  resigning  office  in  the  case  of  a  guardian 
or  of  a  chairman  or  a  vice-chairman  of  a  Board  of  guardians 
or  district  councillors  (Local  Government  (Application  of 
Enactments)  Order,  1898,  Articles,  9  (2)  and  10  (1)  ). 

(/)  Business  of  Boards  of  Guardians. 

The   following   will   henceforth   be   the  business  of   the 
Bottxds  of  Guardians : — 
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(1)  Their  primary  business  of  administering  the  laws 
for  the  relief  of  the  poor  which,  as  it  is  not  transferred  to 
any  other  bodies  by  the  Act,  remains  with  them ; 

(2)  Any  other  business  of  the  Boards  which  is  not 
expressly  taken  away  from  them ; 

(3)  The  business  of  the  dispensary  committees  which 
will  cease  to  be  appointed  (sec.  30) ;  and  a  lease  to  a 
Board  of  guardians  made  under  the  Dispensary  Houses 
(Ireland)  Act,  1879,  may  be  for  any  term  not  less  than 
sixty  years  which  the  lessor  has  power  to  grant  (sec.  91). 

(4)  Power  to  appoint  a  committee  of  members  or  non- 
members  resident  or  interested  in  the  district  for  the 
admission  of  paupers  to  the  union  workhouse  (sec.  39) ;  to 
fix  a  limit  of  expenditure,  and  to  revoke  the  appointment. 

(5)  Power  to  convert  the  workhouse  hospitals  into 
district  hospitals,  to  transfer  their  powers  over  them  to 
a  committee  of  hospital  governors  to  be  appointed  by 
them,  and  to  arrange  the  payment  and  accommodation 
under  which  private  patients  may  be  admitted  into  such 
hospitals  (sec.  90). 

\g)  Procedure  of  Boards  of  Guardians. 

Neither  the  Act  nor  the  Orders  in  Council  made  under  it 
provide  for  any  change  in  the  mode  of  carrying  on  the  business 
of  the  Boards  ;  and  it  is  expressly  provided  that  the  power  of  a 
Board  of  Guardians  to  choose  its  chairman  and  vice-chairman 
shall  remain  unaltered  (sec.  25,  sub-sec.  4). 

(h)  Powers  of  Local  Government  over  Guardians. 

Nothing  in  the  Act  is  to  affect  the  powers  of  the  Local 
Government  with  respect  to  guardians  and  their  ofiicers  (sec.  101. 
sub-sec.  1). 

XL— Town   Boards  (not   Urban  District 

CounciSs). 

The  following  are  the  changes  made  in  reference  to  Town 
Boards  which  do  not  become  Urban  District  Councils  : — 

(a)  The  electorate  is  enlarged  and  made  the  same  as  that  for 

County  and  District  Council  elections  (sec.  97.  sub-sec.  1) ; 
(6)  The  same  electorate  is  to  be  electorate  for 

(1)  Petitioning  for  a  provisional  order  in  relation  to 
the  government  of  the  town  or  for  a  charter,  or 

(2)  Petitioning,  presenting  a  memorial,  or  voting  for 
the  adoption  of  any  enactment  capable  of  being  applied 
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to  the  town  unless  the  persons  entitled  to  petition  or  vote 
are  a  Council  elected  under  the  Act  (sec.  97.  sub-sec.  1) ; 
(c)  The  qualification  for  a  member  of  such  Town  Board  is 
either  to  be  a  local  crovernment  elector,  or  to  be  a  resident  in 
the  township  area  for  12  months  before  the  election,  and  to 
continue  such  (sec.  97,  sub-sec.  3,  and  sec.  94,   sub-sec.  2) 
women,  consequently,  being  qualified  (see  also  Local  Govern- 
ment (Application  of  Enactments)  Order  1898,  Article  12(2) 
and  Article  4). 
{(l)  When  a  poll  of  the  electorate  is  taken  with  reference  to 
the  adoption  of  any  Act,  it  must  be  by  ballot  (sec.  97,  sub- 
sec.  2) ; 
(e)  The  power  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  under  sec.  29  of  the 
Towns'  Improvement  (Ireland)  Act,  1854,  to  appoint  a  Town 
Commissioner  to  act  as  justice  of  the  peace  is  abolished 
(sec.  2G,  sub-sec.  4),  but  the  chairman  of  the  Town  Board, 
unless  the  chairman  be  a  woman  or  be  personally  disqualified 
by  any  Act,  shall  be  a  justice  of  the  peace,  just  as  if  he  had 
been  appointed  under  the  enactment  just  quoted  by  the  Lord 
Chancellor  (sec.  26.  sub-sec.  2),  and  a  person  so  becoming  a 
justice  must  take  the  oaths  required  by  law  (sec.  26,  sub- 
sec.  3),  and  as  to  what  the  oaths  required  by  law  are  (see 
supra,  p.  2). 
(/)  The  Towns'  Improvement  (Ireland)  Act,  1854,  is  applied 
to  the  town  of  Carrickfergus  and  to  the  towns  (eight  in 
number)  having  Commissioners  under  the  9  Geo.  IV.,  c.  82 
(sec.  41,  sub-sec.  1).      The  number  of  Commissioners  shall 
be  the  same  as  at  present,  but  the  Local  Government  Board 
may,  if  it  think  fit,  divide  any  of  those  towns  into  wards,, 
apportion    the  commissioners,  and   vary  their   number,  so- 
as   to  be   in   accordance  with  sec.  15  of   the    Towns   Im- 
provement Act,  1854  (sec.  41,  sub-sec.  2). 


PART   IV. 

THE  COUNTY   COURT. 

I.— Compensation  for  Crimmal  Injuries. 

The  only  business  of  the  Presentment  Sessions  and  the  Grand 
Jury  (except  its  criminal  business),  which  is  not  transferred  to 
the  County  Councils,  is  tliat  of  dealing  with,  and  assessing  com- 
pensation for,  criminal  injuries.  This  business  is  transferred  by 
the  Act  to  the  County  Court,  and  its  jurisdiction  in  the  matter  m 
extended  somewhat  in  respect  of  the  injuries  for  which  compen- 
sation may  be  given  (sec.  5,  sub-sec.  1). 
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I. — Procedure  in  Applications  for  Compensation  for 

Criminal  Injuries. 

The  provisions  regarding  the  procedure  in  applications  for 
compensation  for  malicious  injuries  are  the  following: — 

1.  The  person  or  persons  applying  for  compensation  for 
malicious  injuries  are  to  apply  to  the  County  Court  (sec.  5,  sub- 
sec.  3) ; 

2.  When  the  application  is  made,  the  Council  of  the  County, 
or  the  Council  of  the  district,  in  or  within  one  mile  of  which  the 
injury  is  committed,  and  also  any  ratepayer  may  appear  and  be 
heard  by  the  County  Court  in  relation  to  the  application  (sec.  5, 
sub-sec.  3); 

3.  The  County  Court  may  either  refuse  the  application  or 
make  such  decree  as  the  Presentment  Sessions  might  have  pro- 
posed, and  the  Grand  Jury  sanctioned  (sec.  5,  sub-sec.  1,  2),  and 
where  the  Judge  of  Assize  has  had  power  to  apportion  the  com- 
pensation between  two  or  more  counties  under  sec.  140  of  the 
6  and  7  Vic,  c.  116 — that  is,  when  the  injury  is  committed  on  the 
verge,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  boundary,  of  any  two  or  more 
counties,  the  County  Court  will  have  a  similar  power  of  appor- 
tionment (sec.  5,  sub-sec.  2) ;  quere  whether  it  will  have  that 
power  where  the  injury  is  committed  on  the  verge  of  a  county 
and  a  county  borough  ; 

4.  When  the  decree  is  made  or  the  application  is  refused,  the 
applicant  or  the  County  Council,  or  any  one  who  appeared  or 
might  have  appeared  before  the  County  Court  Judge,  or,  where 
the  area  to  be  assessed  is  less  than  the  whole  county,  the  Council 
of  the  district  which  comprises  that  area  may  appeal  to  the  Judge 
of  Assize,  and  any  such  appeal  will  be  tried  like  any  other  appeal 
from  the  County  Courts  (sec.  5,  sub-sec  4)  ;  the  judge  in  the  case 
of  Dublin  City  and  County  being  any  Judge  of  the  High  Court 
(sec.  109) ; 

5.  The  Judge  of  Assize  on  the  appeal  will  have  power  to 
vary  the  decree  (sec.  5,  sub-sec.  4),  and  he  may,  if  he  thinks  fit, 
empanel  a  jury  to  try  any  question  of  fact,  and,  if  any  party  to 
the  proceedings  so  requires,  the  jury,  if  the  judge  allows  a  jury, 
must  be  a  special  jury  (sec.  5,  sub-sec.  5) ; 

6.  Rules  of  court  will  prescribe  the  procedure  in  all  such 
cases,  but  the  County  Court  and  the  judge  will,  nevertheless, 
have  a  large  discretionary  power  in  matters  of  procedure  (sec.  5, 
sub-sec.  7),  and  to  give  costs  to  or  against  any  party  (see.  5,  sub- 
sec.  6) ; 

7.  Except  the  fees  allowed  to  be  taken  by  an  existing  Clerk 
of  the  Peace,  no  court  fees  will  be  payable  in  such  proceedings 
{sec.  5,  sub-sec.  8). 
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8.  The  enactments  relating  to  compensation  for  criminal  in- 
juries will  apply  to  Belfast  and  to  the  County  of  Dublin,  as  well 
aa  to  the  rest  of  Ireland  (sec.  5,  sub-sec.  9,  and  sec.  21,  sub-sec.  2 

II, — Alterations  of  the  Law  Relating  to  Compensation  for 

Criminal  Injuries. 

The   law  regarding    compensation    for    criminal    injuries   is 
-altered  in  two  respects  : — 

(a)  Hitherto  where  a  presentment  for  a  criminal  injury 
was  disallowed  and  the  judge  gave  leave  to  traverse,  there 
should  be  a  jury  (see  Brett's  Grand  Jury  Law,  2nd  Edn.,  p. 
56) ;  now  there  need  not  be  a  jury  in  any  case  unless  the 
judge  thinks  fit  to  have  one  (sec.  5,  sub-sec.  5)  ; 

(b)  Hitherto  compensation  could  only  be  obtained  for 
maliciously  setting  fire  to,  destroying,  or  injuring  the  par- 
ticular kinds  of  property  mentioned  in  sec.  135  of  the  6  and 
Y,  Wm.  IV.,  c.  116  ;  henceforth  compensation  may  be  ob- 
tained for  maliciously  setting  fire,  destroying  or  injuring 
property  of  any  description,  real  or  personal,  provided  that 
the  malicious  act  done  was  a  crime  punishable  on  indictment 
under  the  Malicious  Damage  Act,  1861  (sec.  5,  sub-sec.  1, 
and  24  &  25  Vic,  c.  97). 

III. — Taxation  of  Costs. 
The  County  Court  are  also  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  taxing 
costs  incurred  at  Local  Government  elections  (see  supra,  pp.  6,  7). 

PART   V. 
BOUNDARIES. 
I.— Alteration  of  Boundaries. 

I. — Powers  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

(a)  The  first  County  Councils  elected  under  the  Act  will  be 
-elected  for  the  existing  judicial  counties — that  is,  the  counties  as 
bounded  at  the  passing  of  the  Act  for  Grand  Jury  purposes,  as 
already  mentioned  (supra,  p.  1).  The  Local  Government  Board, 
however,  has  power  not  only  to  alter  the  boundaries  of  such  counties 
for  the  purposes  of  the  first  elections  (sec.  68,  sub-sec.  1),  but  to 
alter  permanently  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  not  only  the  bound- 
aries of  counties,  but  also  those  of  all  other  areas  dealt  with  by  the 
Act,  on  the  representiition  of  the  Council  of  any  county  or 
borough  (Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order 
1898, "Article  25.      See  also  Articles  26-31  on  same  subjects); 
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Dut  any  orders  it  may  make  in  respect  of  such  matters  must 
be  confirmed  by  Parliament  (same  Order  and  Article,  sub-sec.  2). 
(h)  The  discretion  of  the  Board,  however,  in  altering  boun- 
daries is  not  unlimited.  They  are  bound  to  have  regard  to  the 
following  considerations : — 

(1)  The  existing  boundaries  of  counties  at  large  are  to  be 
preserved  unless  their  preservati  n  would  cause  substantial 
inconvenience  (sec.  68,  sub-sec.  3  (a) ) ; 

(2)  The  same  rule  applies  to  the  boundaries  of  unions, 
with  the  addition  that  unions  shall  not,  if  it  is  conveniently 
possible  to  avoid  it,  be  divided  between  more  than  two 
counties,  and  shall  not  in  any  case  be  divided  amongst  more 
than  three  counties  (sec.  68,  sub-sec.  3  (h)  ),  and  that  where 
a  union  is  divided  between  two  counties  or  more,  the  area  of 
each  part  outside  an  urban  district  shall  be  of  sufficient  size 
and  rateable  value  to  constitute  a  suitable  rural  sanitary  dis- 
trict (sec.  68,  sub-sec.  3  (c)  ) ;  and  such  an  area  when  separated 
from  the  union  to  which  it  belonged,  shall  be  a  separate  rural 
sanitary  district  (sec.  68,  sub-sec.  4  ) ; 

(3)  A  district  electoral  division  must  be  situated  wholly 
in  one  district  (sec.  68,  sub-sec.  3  (d)  ) ; 

(4)  A  county  disti'ict  must  be  wholly  situate  in  one  county 
(sec.  68,  sub-sec.  3  (c)  ). 

(c)  The  Local  Government  Board  have  long  had  the  power 
to  amalgamate  unions.  In  future,  when  they  exercise  that  power, 
they  may,  after  communication  with  the  County  Council  and  the 
I'ural  District  Councils  concerned,  either  amalgamate  the  rural 
districts  in  the  same  county  which  may  be  comprised  in  the 
amalgamated  unions,  or  direct  that  those  districts  shall  continue 
as  separate  rural  districts,  with  protection  for  the  interests  of  ex- 
isting officers  (sec.  68,  sub-sec.  5). 

(cl)  The  power  of  the  Local  Government  Board  to  divide  a 
poor  law  electoral  division  into  wards  or  to  combine  such  divi- 
sions, for  the  purpose  of  elections  only,  will  cease,  but  the  Board 
will  retain  the  power  in  reference  to  the  alteration  of  sanitary 
districts  under  section  7  of  the  Public  Health  (Ireland), 
1878,  and  its  general  power  to  combine,  divide,  or  otherwise  alter 
district  electoral  divisions,  and,  in  exercising  that  power,  will  have 
the  further  power  of  dividing  any  townland,  which  it  has  not 
had  up  to  the  present  (sec.  68,  sub-sec.  6). 

(e)  When  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  alters  the 
boundary  of  a  borough,  it  may  also  increase  or  decrease  the  num- 
ber of  the  wards  of  the  borough,  and  alter  their  boundaries,  and 
alter  the  proportion  of  Councillors  for  each  ward,  and  their  total 
number  (Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order 
1898,  Article  25,  sub-sec.  3). 
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II. — Powers  of  the  County  Councils. 

Besides  the  Local  Governiiieafc  Board  the  County  Councils 
also  have  certain  powers  in  the  matter  of  the  future  alteration 
of  bounderies  of  urban  districts  (other  than  boroughs),  rural  dis- 
tricts, the  establishment  of  urban  districts,  and  the  creation  or 
alteration  of  wards  in  urban  districts. 

Whenever  a  County  Council,  as  respects  any  county  district 
iwt  a  borough,  is  satisfied  that  a  proposal  is  made  out  for 

(1)  The  alteration  or  definition  of  the  boundary 
thereof ; 

(2)  The  division  of  an  urban  county  district  into  wards  ; 
and 

(3)  The  alteration  of  the  number  of  wards,  or  of  their 
boundaries,  or  of  the  members  of  any  Urban  District  Coun- 
cil, or  of  the  apportionments  of  such  members  among  the 
boards, 

the  County  Council  may,  after  inquiry,  and  if  satisfied  that  such 
proposal  is  desirable,  make  an  order  accordingly  (Local  Govern- 
ment (Application  of  Enactment)  Order,  1898,  Article  26,  sub- 
sec.  1) ;  and  any  such  Order  must  be  confirmed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  if  no  petition  is  presented  against  it,  or,  being 
presented,  is  withdrawn  (same  Order  and  Article  sub-sec.  4) ;  if  a 
petition  is  presented  against  it,  and  is  not  withdrawn,  the  Local 
Government  Board  is  to  determine,  after  inquiry,  whether  the 
Order  is  to  be  confirmed  or  not  (same  Order  and  Article,  sub- 
sec.  3);  and  whatever  order  is  finally  made  must  be  forthwith 
laid  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament  (same  Order  and  Article, 
sub-sec.  6). 

III. — Powers  of  Privy  Council. 

See  for  powers  of  Lord  Lieutenant  in  Council  in  relation  to 
Division  of  Borough  into  wards,  &c.,  (Local  Government  (Applica 
tion  of  Enactments)  Order,  Article  31.) 

III.— Purposes  of  County  Boundaries. 

The  purposes  for  which  county  boundaries  exist  are  not  those 
only  relating  to  County  Councils,  the  elections  therefor,  and  the 
business  tlicreof.  They  relate  also  to  the  administration  of 
justice — that  is,  the  holding  of  assizes  and  of  ((uartcr  and  petty 
sessions,  the  preparation  of  jury  lists,  police,  militia,  regis- 
tration of  electors,  coroners,  clerks  of  tlie  peace,  and  other 
county  officers,  and  any  other  matter  (with  one  exception  only) 
in  reference  to  which  the  "  County  "  is  mad*'  the  area  of  adminis- 
tration. 

Consequently,  if  any  place  or  district  is  taken  by  an  altera- 
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tion  of  the  boundaries  of  administrative  counties,  from  the  county 
as  it  has  hitherto  existed,  and  added  to  another,  it  is  to  be  for 
the  future  a  part  of  the  latter  county  for  all  the  purposes  men- 
tioned, with  one  exception,  as  mentioned  (sec.  69,  sub-sec.  1),  and 
as  Belfast  and  Londonderry  are  added  to  the  number  of  counties 
of  cities  and  are  made  county  boroughs,  and  as  those  two  places 
have  not  hitherto  had  separate  lieutenants  and  separate  sheriffs, 
such  ofScers  are  henceforth  to  be  appointed  for  each  of  them  by 
their  respective  Corporations  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  the  counties  of  cities  (sec.  69,  sub-sec.  1.) 

it  would  follow,  therefore,  if  tliere  were  no  express  provision 
to  the  contrary,  that  as  the  County  of  Tipperary  is  to  have  a 
County  Council  for  each  of  its  two  ridings  (supra,  j).  1),  it  would 
consist  for  all  the  purposes  mentioned  of  two  separate  counties. 
It  is,  however,  expressly  enacted  that,  subject  to  the  variation  of 
boundaries,  it  shall  continue  to  be  one  county  for  all  purposes 
(but  one)  so  far  as  it  was  one  county  at  the  passing  of  the  Act 
(sec.  69,  sub-sec.  2  (a)  ).  Tipperary,  at  the  passing  of  the  Act, 
was  one  county  in  everything  except  that  it  had  two  grand  juries 
and  two  courts  of  assize.  It  will,  consequently,  have  two 
County  Councils,  and  will  continue  to  have  two  courts  of  assize, 
but  it  will  have  only  one  sheriff  and  one  lieutenant,  and  one 
County  Court.  The  one  purpose  in  respect  of  which  the  boun- 
daries of  counties  (and  boroughs  also)  are  not  to  be  changed  is 
that  of  electing  members  of  Parliament.  As  regards  both  the 
areas  for  which,  and  the  persons  by  whom,  members  of  Parlia- 
ment are  to  be  elected,  the  law  remains  unaltered  (sec.  69,  sub- 
sec.  2  (b)  ). 

Neither  the  County  of  Cork  nor  the  County  of  Galway  will 
be  divided  into  two  counties  for  any  purpose,  for,  though  each 
has  an  East  and  West  Riding,  it  is  only  for  the  appointment 
of  county  surveyors  and  the  disposition  and  management  of  its 
police  force,  and  in  the  case  of  Cork,  for  the  purposes  of  the 
County  Court. 

The  courthouse  of  a  county,  if  situate  in  the  county  of  a  city 
or  town,  is  deemed  for  the  trials  of  prisoners  and  causes  to  be 
part  of  the  county,  and  it  is  deemed  to  be  part  of  such  city  or 
town  when  it  is  used  as  a  city  or  town  courthouse  (sec.  69,  sub- 
sec.  3). 

IV.— Position  of  Cities  and  Towns  (not 
County  Borougfhs.) 

It  will  be  convenient  here  to  state  the  effect  of  the  creation  of 
"  administrative  counties  "  on  all  towns  and  boroughs  which  are 
not  made  "  county  boroughs." 
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Any  such  town  or  borough  will  be  merged,  for  county  pur- 
poses, in  the  county  in  which  it  is  situate  or  which  it  adjoins,  or 
if  it  adjoins  more  than  one  such  county,  then  it  will  merge  in 
such  one  of  those  counties  as  the  Local  Government  Board  order 
(sec.  40,  sub-sec.  1.)  In  all  county  matters  it  will  be  governed 
by  the  county  to  which,  as  a  county  district,  it  will  send  repre- 
sentatives ;  but  if  it  is  an  urban  district  it  will  govern  itself  by 
means  of  its  urban  district  council  in  all  district  affairs  (sec.  40 
sub-sec.  2),  and,  if  it  has  a  Corporation,  that  body  will,  as  has 
been  already  mentioned,  retain  its  present  name  (sec.  22,  sub-sec. 

It  follows  that  any  town  or  city,  which  does  not  now  become 
a  county  borough,  and  which  has  hitherto  been  a  county  of  a 
city  or  a  county  of  a  town,  and,  as  such,  has  had  a  separate  lieu- 
tenant, a  separate  sheriff,  a  separate  commission  of  the  peace,  a 
separate  court  of  assize  or  quarter  sessions,  a  separate  coroner, 
and  soforth,  will  now  lose  those  marks  of  local  distinctness  and 
be  treated,  in  respect  of  them,  like  any  other  district  of  a 
county.  Thus,  the  Corporations  of  Drogheda  and  Kilkenny 
will  no  longer  elect  sheriffs  (sec.  69,  sub-sec.  1).  Those 
towns  will  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  their  respective 
county  sheriffs.  Gal  way  loses  its  sheriff,  its  Clerk  of  the  Crown 
and  Peace,  its  local  justices,  and  its  coroner,  the  right,  however, 
of  the  existing  Clerk  of  the  Crown  and  Peace  and  Coroner  being 
preserved  (sec.  117,  sub-sec.  1,  2),  and  the  local  justices  being 
made  county  justices  for  the  town  district  (sec.  117,  sub-sec.  3); 
and  Carrickfergus,  Drogheda,  Kilkenny,  and  Galway,  shall  no 
longer  have  separate  assizes. 

The  following  provisions,  however,  which  are  in  the  nature 
of  exceptions  to  the  general  rule  as  to  the  consequences  of  merging 
a  county  of  a  city  or  town  in  an  administrative  county  are  to  be 
noted : — 

(1)  Wherever  a  municipal  borough  having  a  town  council 
has  hitherto,  through  that  council,  elected  its  own  coroner, 
it  will  continue  to  do  so  (sec.  40,  sub-sec.  3  and  sec.  109), 
a  provision  which  does  not  apply  to  Galway,  as  Galway  is 
not  a  borough ; 

(2)  Drogheda  and  Kilkenny  will  continue  to  have  their 
separate  Civil  Bill  Courts  (sec.  69,  sub-sec.  6.) 

v.— Proceedings  Consequent  on  Altera- 
tions of  Boundaries. 

Inaamuch  as  the  Act  pro\ddes  that  the  administrative  county 
shall  be  the  county  for  all  purposes  except  that  of  the  election  of 
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members  of  Parliament,  when  the  boundaries  of  any  area  are 
altered  provisions  are  made  for  all  necessary  administrative  and 
judicial  changes  of  a  consequential  character  (Local  Government 
(Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  Article  27),  and  for 
adjustment  of  property  and  liabilities  (same  Order,  Article  80) ; 
but  unless  an  order  under  the  Act  altering  boundaries,  or  the 
Act  itself,  or  the  Registration  (Ireland)  Act,  1898  otherwise  pro- 
vides, the  same  local  authorities — that  is  to  say,  the  sheriff,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and  the  County  Council — as  would  have 
had  authority  in  any  place  if  there  were  no  alteration  of  boun- 
daries affecting  that  place,  shall  continue  to  have  authority  in 
that  place  for  the  purpose  of  Parliamentary  elections  and  th& 
registration  of  Parliamentary  voters,  in  the  event  of  such  altera- 
tion being  made  (same  Order,  Article  27,  sub-sec.  3.) 

Where  any  county  of  a  city  or  town  becomes  a  part  of  a 
county  at  large,  any  urban  or  rural  district  council  may  apply, 
within  a  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  for  a 
financial  adjustment  by  the  Board  between  the  area  which  it 
represents,  or  any  part  of  it,  and  the  county,  in  respect  of  county 
at  large  charges  and  main  roads  (sec.  70,  sub-sec.  1) ;  but  any 
such  adjustment  shall  be  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Appeal 
(Boundary)  Commission  (sec.  70,  sub-sec.  2.) 

VI.— General  Provision  as  to  Alteration 

of  Boundaries. 

In  every  alteration  of  boundaries  care  must  be  taken  that, 
so  far  as  practicable,  the  boundaries  of  any  area  shall  not  inter- 
sect any  other  areas  (Local  Government  (Application  of  Enact- 
ments) Order,  1898,  Article  28). 

VII.— Appeal   in   Boundary  Matters. 

If  within  six  months  after  an  Order  effecting  an  alteration  of 
county  boundaries  is  made  a  petition  against  the  order,  so  far  as  it 
affects  any  county,  is  presented  to  the  Local  Government  by  the 
Council  or  the  Grand  Jury  Board,  or  by  any  District  Council, 
sanitary  authority,  or  guardians,  or  by  not  less  than  100  Parlia- 
mentary electors  for  the  county,  such  petition  is  to  be  referred 
to  the  Appeal  Commission  for  determination  (sec.  103.)  As  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Appeal  Commission,  see  the  same  section. 
But  an  order  of  the  Appeal  Commission  shall  not  have  effect  till 
after  the  first  election  unless  it  otherwise  provides  (sec.  103,  sub- 
sec.  2).  The  Commission  has  thus  no  jurisdiction  to  deal  with 
any  alterations  but  those  of  County  boundaries. 
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Vlll— Effect  of  Alteration  of  Boundaries 

on  Elections  and  Re^^istration 

of  Electors. 

Whenever  any  electoral  districts  are  combined,  divided,  or 
dtered,  the  alteration,  if  made  after  1st  May  in  any  year,  is  not 
to  take  effect  as  regards  registration  of  electors  or  elections  till 
the  following  year  (sec.  68,  sub-sec.  6). 

PART    VI. 

FINANCE. 

I.— Area  of  Rating. 

{a)  The  Union: — 

1.  Before  the  passing  of  the  Act  the  area  of  rating  in  Poor- 
Law  Unions  was  the  whole  union  or  each  electoral  division  com- 
prised within  the  union,  according  as  an  equal  rate  was  made  or 
was  not  made  upon  the  whole  union ;  and  as  the  expenses  in  a 
great  many  cases  were  chargeable  against  the  electoral  divisions 
and  not  against  the  unions,  and  as  the  electoral  division  charges 
varied  greatly  from  year  to  year,  so,  therefore,  did  the  rates 
levied  in  those  districts,  the  towns  nearly  always  being  taxed 
more  heavily  than  the  country  districts. 

Now  there  is  to  be  union  rating  for  all  the  expenses  of  the 
Poor-Law  Guardians — that  is,  the  expenses  of  administering  the 
Acts  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor ;  and  all  those  expenses  are  to 
be  called  union  charges,  and  this  enactment  is  to  apply  whether 
the  union  be  divided  between  more  than  one  county  or  not,  the 
divided  parts  (in  case  of  division)  being  treated  as  separate 
unions,  and  the  total  amount  to  be  levied  being  apportioned 
amongst  the  several  parts  in  proportion  to  the  rateable  value 
(see.  43). 

2.  When  any  amount  to  be  raised  for  union  charges  has 
to  be  apportioned  between  an  urban  district  and  the  rest  of  the 
the  county,  the  apportionment  is  to  be  made  by  the  County 
Council  in  proportion  to  rateable  value  (sec.  51,  sub-sec.  2), 
which,  moreover,  is  to  divide  the  amount  apportioned  to  a  rural 
listrict  between  the  airricultural  land  and  the  other  heredita- 
ments  (that  is,  the  buildings)  in  that  district  (sec.  51,  sub-sec.  3). 

J))  The  County: — 

1.  Hitherto  in  counties  the  area  of  rating  and  taxation  has 
been,  according  to  chargeabilitv,  the  county  at  large,  the  barony 
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or  half  barony,  and  the  townland.  Now  all  the  expenses  of  a 
County  Council  are  to  be  raised  equally  over  the  whole  county, 
and  are  to  be  called  county  at  large  charges,  unless  they  are — 

(1)  Union  charges,  or 

(2)  District  charges  (as  to  what  are  such,  see  post), 

(3)  Excluded  charges  (as  to  which  see  post),  or 

(4)  Unless  it  is  provided  in  any  case  that  a  particular 
charge  shall  be  made  on  a  district  and  not  on  the  county  at 
large  (sec.  45,  sub-sec.  1,  and  sec.  5,  sub-sec.  2). 

2.  Wherever  any  particular  charge  may  be  levied  oft  » 
particular  portion  of  a  county,  it  rests  with  the  County  Council 
to  say  on  what  area  it  will  be  levied,  but,  whatever  the  area  may 
be,  it  must  be  raised  equally  over  the  whole  of  that  area  (sec.  45. 
sub-sec.  3). 

3.  If  any  expenses  incurred  by  a  County  Council  may  be 
levied  off  an  urban  district,  they  are  to  be  called  urban  charges 
(sec.  45,  sub-sec.  2). 

4.  Whenever  any  amount  to  be  raised  for  county  at  large 
charges,  or  for  union  charges,  has  to  be  apportioned  between  any 
urban  district  and  the  rest  of  the  county  or  union  respectively, 
the  apportionment  is  to  be  made  by  the  County  Council  in  pro- 
portion to  rateable  value,  and  it  is  to  perform  the  same  duty  in 
the  case  of  any  amount  to  be  raised  partly  off  any  urban  and 
partly  off  any  rural  district  (sec.  51,  sub-sec.  2) ;  and  whenever 
any  division  has  to  be  made  of  any  amount  to  be  raised  for 
county  at  large  charges  or  for  union  charges,  between  agri- 
cultural land  and  other  hereditaments  in  the  county,  and  when 
no  portion  of  the  amount  is  apportioned  to  any  url3an  district 
that  division  is  to  be  made  by  the  County  Council  also,  in  pro- 
portion to  rateable  value  (sec.  51,  sub-sec.  3). 

(c)  The  Rural  District: — 

1.  Rural  District  Councils  being  entrusted  with  all  the 
business  of  the  Boards  of  Guardians  (except  the  relief  of  the 
poor  and  the  portion  of  that  business  which  is  transferred  to  the 
County  Councils,  and  also  with  the  business  of  the  Baronial 
Presentment  Sessions,  the  areas  of  rating  for  all  those  purposes 
would  be  so  different  if  the  law  regarding  that  subject  remained 
as  it  was  before  the  passing  of  the  Act  that  the  work  of  assess- 
ment would  be  very  difficult. 

Accordingly,  all  the  expenses  of  the  Rural  District  Councils 
(with  one  exception),  are  now  to  be  levied  equally  over  the  whole 
district,  and  are  to  be  called  DISTRICT  charges  (sec.  44);  and 
amongst  the  charges  which  are  to  be  so  levied  are  the  expenses 
incurred  after  the  passing  of  the  Act)  of  building  labourers' 
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cottages,  whether  the  transactions  in  respect  of  those  buildincrs 
were  coTnmenced  before  or  after  the  passing  of  the  Act  (sec.  57, 
sub-sec.  4).  The  exception  is  the  group  of  "excluded  charges" 
(mentioned  post),  which  may  be  raised  as  heretofore  off  any 
area  less  than  a  district  or  union  (sec.  56,  sub-sec.  2,  and  sec. 
57,  sub-sec.  2). 

2.  As  to  the  charges  to  which  rural  districts  are  subject  in 
common  with  other  areas  and  the  apportionment  thereof,  see 
supra,  under  heading  "  The  County." 

(d)  The  County  Borough  and  other  Urban  Districts: — 

The  area  of  rating  and  levy  in  urban  districts  before  the 
passing  of  the  Act  was  the  whole  county  of  a  city  or  town,  or 
other  district,  and  the  law  in  that  respect  remains  unchanged, 
the  Act  not  touching  the  point. 

(e)  General  Result: — 

It  thus  appears  that  there  is  to  be,  speaking  broadly,  union 
rating  for  union  charges;  county  rating  for  county  at  large 
charges ;  district  rating  for  rural  district  charges ;  town  or  city 
rating  for  all  urban  (including  county  borough)  charges. 

II. — Raising:  of  Expenses. 

The  area  of  rating  being  determined,  the  next  question  is  how 
and  by  what  rate  are  the  expenses  of  the  bodies  created  or  dealt 
with  by  the  Act  to  be  raised. 

1.  As  regards  Rural  Districts  : — 

The  County  Council  is  to  raise  by  means  of  the  poor  rate 
such  an  amount  of  money  as  after  allowing  for  the  agricultural 
grant  (see  post),  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  (a)  its  own  county  at 
large  charges  for  the  rural  districts  in  the  county ;  (h)  the  union 
charges  or  expenses  of  the  Boards  of  Guardians  for  the  rural 
districts;  (c)  and  the  district  charges  or  the  expenses  of  the 
Rural  District  Councils  (sec.  51,  sub-sec.  5) ;  and  such  poor  rate 
is  to  be  made  twice  a  year — namely,  at  the  beginning  of  or  prior 
to  the  first  and  the  second  six  months  of  the  year  respectively 
(sec.  51,  sub-sec.  6). 

2.  As  regards  Urban  Districts  : — 

(a)  In  the  case  of  Urban  District  Councils,  the  expenses 
incurred  in  meeting  the  demands  of  the  respective  County 
Councils — that  is,  tbe  sums  to  be  contributed  by  the  districts  of 
these  Councils  for  union  charges,  county  at  large  charges,  and 
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their  proportion  of  charges  leviable  partly  off  urban  districts 
and  partly  off  rural  districts  (sec.  51,  sub-sec.  2)  and  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  poor  rate,  are  to  be  met  out  of  the  poor  rate 
(sec.  46,  sub-sec.  1),  and  that  poor  rate  is  to  be  raised  by  the 
Urban  District  Councils  twice  a  year,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
County  Councils  (sec.  51,  sub-sec.  9  (a)  ) ;  while  the  expenses  of 
the  Urban  District  Councils,  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  business 
transferred  to  them  by  the  Act — that  is,  the  business  of  the 
baronial  presentment  sessions  and  of  the  Grand  Jury  as  regards 
their  respective  districts  only  (sec.  27,  sub-sec.  1) — are  to  be 
defrayed  out  of  the  same  rate  or  fund  out  of  which  the  cost  of 
paving  and  cleansing  the  streets  are  or  can  be  defrayed  (sec.  46, 
sub-sec.  2) ;  and  those  charges  are  not  to  be  taken  into  account 
in  considering  whether  or  not  the  limit  imposed  by  law  upon 
such  rate  has  been  exceeded  or  not  (sec.  46,  sub-sec.  2).  Such 
a  limit  is  imposed  by  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1840,  the 
Towns  Improvement  (Ireland)  Act,  1854,  and  Local  Improvement 
Acts. 

(6)  In  the  case  of  the  Council  of  a  county  borough,  the  ex- 
penses incurred  for  union  charges  or  in  connection  with  poor- 
rate,  are  to  be  defrayed  out  of  the  poor-rate,  and  so  also  are  the 
expenses  incurred  in  relation  to  any  business  transferred  to  such 
Councils  by  or  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  or  done  by  them  as 
County  Councils,  unless  such  expenses  have  been  hitherto 
defrayed  out  of  any  rate  other  than  the  Grand  Jury  cess, 
in  which  case  they  shall  continue  to  be  so  defrayed  (sec.  46, 
sub-sec.  3) ;  and  the  poor-rate  is  to  be  made  for  those  purposes 
by  the  Council  of  the  County  borough  as  if  it  were  the  County 
Council  of  an  ordinary  county,  but,  while  it  may  may  make  the 
poor-rate  twice  a  year  like  the  ordinary  County  Councils,  it  may 
also  make  it  once  a  year  and  collect  it  in  two  moieties  (sec.  51 
sub-sec.  9). 

(c)  Two  important  consequences  follow  from  those  provisions : — 

First,  the  Poor-Bate,  which  is  a  personal  tax  payable  (with 
certain  exceptions)  by  the  person  in  actual  occupation  of  the 
rateable  property  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  rate,  and,  on 
his  default,  by  the  person  subsequently  in  occupation  (Guardians 
of  Midleton  Union  v.  M'Donnell  (1896),  2  I.  R.  228),  and  which 
is  regarded  as  a  specialty  debt,  and  may,  therefore,  be  recovered 
within  twenty  years  (Magherafelt  Guardians  v.  Gribben,  24 
L.  R.  I.,  520),  is  substituted  for  the  Grand  Jury  cess,  which 
was  a  charge  on  land  or  premises. 

Secondly  it  would  seem  that,  in  boroughs  and  all  urban 
localities  where  municipal  rates  are  levied,  all  persons  may 
qualify  for  the  franchise  for  local  government  elections  therein 
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by  paying  only  the  rate  known  as  poor-rate,  which  in  those 
places  will  be  more  than  the  poor-rate,  as  it  has  existed  in  the 
past,  but  which  will  not  include  the  principal  municipal  impost — 
namely,  the  borough  or  town  rate ;  for,  to  be  enabled  to  vote  at 
local  government  elections,  it  is  only  necessary  to  be  registered 
as  a  Parliamentary  elector,  and,  to  qualify  for  the  Parliamentary 
franchise,  it  is  only  necessary  to  pay  the  poor-rate.  It  may  be 
otherwise,  if  the  rates  are  consolidated. 

IBI.— Payment  of  Expenses. 

1.  The  money  to  meet  the  expenses  of  Rural  District  Councils 
is  to  be  supplied  by  the  County  Councils  (sec.  51,  sub-sec.  1), 
these  latter  being  the  sole  rate-collecting  authority  in  rural 
districts. 

2.  The  money  to  meet  expenses  of  the  Boards  of  Guardians 
are  also  to  be  supplied  by  the  County  Councils  (sec.  51,  sub- 
sec.  1),  they  first  receiving  from  the  Urban  District  Councils 
what  is  leviable  upon  their  districts  for  those  expenses,  and  the 
Councils  of  county  boroughs,  by  virtue  of  their  being  County 
Councils,  have  the  same  duty  towards  the  Guardians  in  respect 
of  the  portions  of  Poor-Law  Unions  within  their  jurisdiction. 

3.  The  money  to  meet  county  at  large  expenses  is  also,  of 
course,  to  be  supplied  by  the  County  Councils,  those  Councils 
first  receiving  from  the  Urban  District  Councils  the  amount  due 
for  such  expenses  for  their  respective  districts  (sec.  51,  sub-sec.  2). 

4.  The  money  to  meet  charges  leviable  in  urban  districts 
only  are  to  be  supplied  by  the  Councils  of  Urban  Districts  and 
county  boroughs  respectively,  they  being  the  rate-collecting 
authorities  within  their  respective  districts. 

IV.— The  Agrricultural  Grant. 

It  has  been  stated  that  the  amount  of  money  which  the 
County  Councils  are  to  raise  to  meet  the  various  charges  imposed 
on  the  rural  districts  is  to  be  the  amount  required  less  by  the 
amount  of  the  Agricultural  Grant  given  in  each  case.  It  is  now 
necessary  to  explain  the  provisions  regarding  that  subvention, 
and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  to  be  distributed. 

1.  The  Local  Government  Board  is  to  certify  how  much  poor- 
rate  and  how  much  county  cess  may  be  taken  as  having  been 
raised  in  each  administrative  county  off*  agricultural  laud  (whicli 
does  not  include  land  in  urban  districts),  (sec.  48,  sub-sec.  4),  and 
off"  other  hereditaments  respectively,  in  tlie  financial  year,  1806-7, 
in  respect  of  county  at  large,  union,  urban,  and  rural  district 
charges  respectively,  on  the  assumption  that  equal  rating  pre- 
vailed over  the  county,  the  union,  and  the  district  in  that  year, 
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and  that  an  average  sum  was  raised  in  that  year  in  each  case 
(sec.  49,  sub-sees.  1,2);  each  part  of  a  union  which  is  divided 
between  more  than  one  county  being  for  this  purpose  treated  as 
a  separate  union  (sec.  49,  sub-sec.  2),  and  the  expenses  incurred  in 
the  standard  year,  1896-7,  in  building  labourers'  cottages  bsing 
deemed  for  the  same  purposes  not  to  have  been  special  expenses 
within  the  meaning  of  the  "  Excluded  Charges,"  (sec.  67),  but 
district  charges  (sec.  57,  sub-sec.  4). 

2.  The  sums  raised  off  agricultural  land — that  is,  agricultural 
land  in  rural  sanitary  districts — for  county  at  large,  union,  and 
rural  district  charges  respectively  having  been  thus  determined, 
there  is  to  be  paid  every  year  to  the  County  Council  of  each 
county,  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund,  half  the  amounts  so  deter- 
mined in  respect  of  such  county  (sec.  48,  sub-sees.  1,  2,  and  sec. 
49,  sub-sec.  3),  the  first  payments  to  be  made  in  the  half-year 
ending  31st  March,  1899,  for  the  service  of  the  ensuing  six 
months  (sec.  48,  sub-sec.  3). 

In  other  words,  and  broadly  speaking,  half  the  average 
county  cess  and  half  the  average  poor-rate  levied  off  land 
as  distinguished  from  buildings,  in  rural  and  not  in 
urban  districts  in  1896-7,  will  be  paid  each  year  out  of  Imperial 
Funds  in  relief  of  local  taxation,  the  total  annual  amount  to 
be  paid  being  estimated  at  about  £730,000. 

3.  Each  County  Council  having  received  its  share  of  the 
Agricultural  Grant,  is  to  apply  it  to  the  relief  of  agricultural 
land  in  rural,  not  urban,  districts,  as  follows: — It  is  to  deduct 
from  the  amount  of  the  rates  on  such  agricultural  land  for 
county  at  large,  union,  and  rural  district  charges,  the  amount 
of  the  Agricultural  Grant  made  in  respect  of  those  charges 
respectively;  and  the  balance  will  be  the  amount  to  be  levied 
off  such  agricultural  lands  (sec.  51,  sub-sec.  4). 

4.  As  has  been  already  mentioned,  a  place  which,  before  the 
passing  of  the  Act,  was  situated  in  a  rural  sanitary  district,  may 
become  urbanised — that  is,  may  be  added  to  or  erected  into 
an  urban  district.  Such  a  place  will  not  thereby  lose  the  benefit 
of  the  Agricultural  Grant.  The  portion  of  that  grant  which 
would,  if  the  place  had  remained  part  of  a  rural  district,  have 
been  applied  in  relief  of  the  poor-rate  and  the  county  cess,  will, 
in  the  event  of  the  place  becoming  urbanised,  still  be  devoted  to 
the  reduction,  pro  tanto,  of  the  local  rates  levied  in  such  place  or 
otherwise  spent  for  the  benefit  of  such  place  (sec.  50,  sub-sec.  1), 
and  this  provision  will  apply  in  the  event  of  the  boundaries  of  a 
county  borough  being  extended  into  a  rural  district,  the  portion 
of  the  Agricultural  Grant  available  in  that  case  for  the  council 
of  the  county  borough  being  paid  direct  to  that  Council,  and  not 
to  the  Council  of  the  county  at  large  (sec.  50,  sub-sec.  2). 
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5.  Any  adjustments  that  may  be  made  (in  consequence  of 
alterations  of  boundaries)  for  the  purpose  of  determining  eacli 
county's  share  of  the  Agricultural  Grant  are  to  be  made  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  on  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Valuation  (sec.  49,  sub-sec.  4);  that  body  may  also  amend  or  vary 
its  certificates  as  to  the  share  of  each  county  (sec.  49,  sub-sec.  6) ; 
and  it  may,  if  necessary,  issue  provisional  certificates  for  enabling 
the  first  payments  to  be  made  out  of  that  grant  (sec.  49,  sub- 
sec.  7). 

v.— Chang^e  in   Incidence  of  Rating. 

One  of  the  principal  objects  of  the  Act  was  to  sweep  away 
the  landlord's  liability  to  local  rates. 

(a)  Accordingly,  it  is  now  provided  that  the  poor-rate  shall 
for  the  future  be  made  on  the  occUpier  and  not  on  the  landlord 
of  a  hereditament  (sec.  52,  sub-sec.  1),  except  in  two  cases,  viz.: — 

(a)  Where  the  landlord  is  the  immediate  landlord  of  a 
house  let  in  separate  tenements  or  lodgings; 

(b)  When  under  sec.  63  of  the  Poor  Relief  (Ireland;  Act, 
1838,  and  sec.  10  of  the  Poor  Relief  (Ireland)  Act,  1849,  a 
person  is  in  receipt  of  rent  from  property  which  is  exempt 
from  taxation  because  of  its  being  of  a  public  or  chai-itable 
nature,  but  where,  nevertheless,  such  person  is  liable  for  half 
the  rates  made  in  respect  of  such  rent. 

In  those  two  cases  the  poor-rate  is  to  continue  to  be  levied  as 
heretofore  (sec.  52,  sub-sec.  1). 

(6)  A  consequent  provision  is  that  the  occupier  or  tenant 
shall  not,  for  the  future,  be  entitled  to  deduct  from  his  rent  any 
part  of  the  poor-rate,  notwithstanding  any  contract  to  tlie 
contrary  (sec.  52,  sub-sec.  2)  ;  but  special  provision  is  made  as  to 
existing  tenancies.     (See  post.) 

(c)  It  is  important  to  note  that  those  provisions  regarding 
the  poor-rate,  together  with  the  substitution  of  the  poor-rate  for 
the  Grand  Jury  cess,  involve  the  repeal  of  the  provisionsof  the  Land 
Act  of  1870,  which  in  tlie  case  of  tenancies  created  after  the 
passing  of  that  Act  made  the  landlord  liable  for  half  the  county 
cess  and,  where  the  holding  was  valued  under  £4,  to  the  whole  of 
the  county  cess ;  and  accordingly,  those  provisions  are  expressly 
repealed  (sec.  110,  sub-sec.  2,  6th  schedule,  part  VI.). 

(d)  It  is  important  also  to  note  that  the  provisions  exempting 
landlords  from  liability  to  the  poor-rate  apply  to  buildings  in 
rural  districts  and  to  houses  in  towns  (sec.  52,  sub-sec.  1), 
although  in  neither  case  is  any  part  of  the  poor-rate  paid  out  of 
the  Agricultural  Grant  (sec.  48,  sub-sees.  1 ,  4). 
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(e)  In  cases  in  which  the  net  annual  value  of  any  holding  in 
a  town  was  not  more  than  £4,  the  assessment,  under  sec.  64  of 
the  Towns  Improvement  (Ireland)  Act,  1854,  was  to  be  made  on 
the  immediate  landlord,  and  not  on  the  tenant.  In  these  cases, 
and  in  any  other  cases  in  any  city,  urban  district,  or  town,  in 
which  the  local  authority  can,  independently  of  this  Act,  make  a 
rate  on  the  landlord  or  the  immediate  lessor,  and  not  on  the 
occupier,  the  latter  alone  is  to  be  liable  henceforth  for  all  such 
rates,  except  in  the  case  of  apartments  or  lodgings  or  a  half  rate 
mentioned  above  (supra,  p.  59 ),  but  this  enactment  is  not  to 
apply  to  a  rate  under  any  local  Act  in  any  county  borough — such 
a  rate,  for  instance,  exists  in  Belfast — unless  the  Council  of  the 
borough,  by  a  majority  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  present  at  a 
meeting  specially  summoned  for  the  purpose,  so  resolve  (sec.  53, 
sub-sec.  1). 

(/)  An  urban  District  Council  which,  before  the  Act,  could 
make  a  rate  on  the  same  basis  as  the  poor-rate,  may  now,  if  it 
pleases,  raise  that  rate  as  poor-rate,  but  as  a  separate  item,  and 
any  right  to  deduct  any  part  of  such  separate  item  from  rent 
shall  continue  (sec.  53,  sub-sec.  2  (a)  ). 

(g)  An  urban  District  Council  may  also  consolidate  and 
collect  together  as  one  rate  any  rates  which  it  could,  before  the 
Act,  raise  on  the  same  basis,  provided  that  basis  was  different 
from  the  basis  of  the  poor-rate  (sec.  53,  sub-sec.  2  (h) ). 

(h)  "  The  same  basis  "  means  "  the  same  property,  the  same 
rateable  value,  and  subject  to  the  same  exemptions  "  (sec.  53, 
sub-sec.  3). 

VL— Adjustment  of  Rents. 

The  removal  from  the  landlord  of  all  liability  to  rates,  and 
making  the  tenant  alone  liable  to  them  (except  in  the  cases  men- 
tioned above),  necessitated,  of  course,  an  adjustment  of  rent  as 
regards  existivg  tenancies.  Accordingly,  the  following  provisions 
are  to  have  effect  as  from  the  gale  day  next  after  the  1st  April, 
1899,  unless,  after  the  election  of  the  first  County  Councils,  th<; 
County  Council  of  any  county  apply  that  a  date,  twelve  monthf; 
earlier  or  twelve  months  later,  be  fixed,  and  unless  the  Local 
Government  Board  accede  to  such  application  (sec.  54,  sub-sec.  1, 
and  sec.  124,  sub-sec.  1): — 

I. — Where  and  What  Alterations  of  Rent  Made. 
1.    If    an   occupier   has   been   entitled    by   law   or   contract 
(sec.  54,  sub-sec.  3)  to  deduct  from  his  rent  either 
(a)  The  whole  cess,  or 
(h)  The  half  of  it,  or 

(c)  Less  than   half   (as  where  his  rent  is  less  than  the 
valuation), 
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his  rent  will  be  reduced  by  a  correspondincr  amount  of  cess  for 
1896-7  of  the  standard  amount  (as  to  which  see  post) ;  and  a 
person  who  has  not  been  liable  to  any  cess  will  be  in  the  same 
position  as  if  he  were  entitled  to  deduct  the  whole — that  is,  his 
rent  will  be  reduced  by  the  whole  of  the  standard  amount 
(sec.  54,  sub-sec.  3). 

2.  If  any  occupier  has  been  entitled  to  deduct  from  his  rent 
either 

(a)  The  whole  of  the  p>oor-rate,  or 

(6)  The  half  of  it,  or 

(c)  Less  than  half, 

his  rent  will  be  reduced,  in  the  first  case,  by  the  whole  of  the 
standard  amount  of  the  poor-rate  on  the  buildings,  and  by  half 
the  standard  amount  of  the  poor-rate  on  the  land ;  in  the  second 
case,  his  rent  will  be  reduced  by  half  the  standard  amount  of  the 
rates  on  the  buildings,  but  will  not  be  reduced  at  all  in  respect 
of  the  rates  on  the  land  ;  and,  in  the  third  case,  his  rent  will  be 
reduced  by  an  amount  proportionate  to  half  the  standard  amount 
of  the  rates  on  the  building,  but  will  not  be  reduced  in  respect  of 
the  rates  on  the  land  (sec.  54,  sub-sec.  2). 

In  order  to  understand  the  provisions  of  sec.  54,  the  following 
considerations  must  be  borne  in  mind  : — 

{a)  Wherever  a  liability  is  noAv  cast  by  laAV  or  contract 
(sec.  54,  sub-sec.  3)  on  the  landlord,  it  is  transferred  by  the 
Act  to  the  tenant  (sec.  52),  the  poor-rate  in  that  section 
meaning  the  county  cess  as  well  as  what  has  hitherto  been 
known  as  the  poor-rate  ; 

(b)  The  payment  out  of  the  Agricultural  Grant  in  respect 
of  cess  is  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  tenant ; 

(c)  The  payment  out  of  the  Agricultural  Grant  in  respect 
of  the  poor-rate  is  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  landlord ; 

{d)  The  payment  out  of  the  Agricultural  Grant  extends 
only  to  agricultural  land — tliat  is,  land  in  rural,  not  urban, 
districts,  and  does  not  extend  to  buildings,  either  in  urban 
or  in  rural  districts. 
All  this  being  presupposed,  the  adjustment  of  Rent  Section, 
80  far  as  it  concerns  all  agricultural  holdings,  consisting  of  both 
land  and  buildings,  outside  urban  districts,  may  be  explained  in 
a  more  detailed  manner  as  follows : — 
(a)  As  regards  cess  (where  the  tenant  benefits)  : — 

1.  If  the  tenant  is  entitled,  by  law  or  contract,  to  deduct  the 
whole  of  the  cess  from  his  rent — that  is,  if  he  in  reality  pays 
none  of  it — his  rent,  now  that  he  is  to  be  liable  for  the  whole  of 
it,  will  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  the  whole — that  is  of  the 
appropriate  standai'd  amount  on  the  entire  holding — which 
change  will  place  the  landlord  and  the  tenant  in  practically  the 
same  position  as  each  was  in  before  the  Act,  the  benefit  to  the 
tenant  coming  to  him  when  half  the  cess  will  be  paid  out  of 
the  Agricultural  Grant,  and  thus  will  not  be  levied; 
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2.  If  the  tenant  is  entitled,  whether  by  law  or  contract,  to 
deduct  half  the  cess — that  is,  if  he  pays  only  half  of  it — his  rent, 
now  that  he  is  to  pay  the  whole,  will  be  reduced  by  the  amount 
of  half  the  cess  of  the  standard  year,  which  will  place  both 
parties  in  the  same  position  as  before,  the  benefit  to  the  tenant 
coming  to  him  when  half  of  the  whole  cess  is  paid  out  of  the 
Agricultural  Grant  and  thus  will  not  be  levied ; 

3.  If  the  tenant  is  entitled  to  deduct  less  than  half — that  is, 
if  he  pays  in  reality  more  than  half — his  rent  will  be  reduced  by 
the  proportionate  standard  amount,  whatever  it  is,  of  the 
additional  burden  thrown  upon  him,  the  benefit  arising  to  him 
when  half  of  the  whole  cess  is  paid  out  of  the  Agricultural 
Grant,  and  is  thus  not  levied ; 

4. — If  the  tenant  is  not  entitled  to  deduct  any  part  of  the  cess 
— that  is,  if  he  in  reality  pays  the  whole  of  it  (which  is  the 
common  case) — there  will  be  no  change  in  the  rent,  because 
there  will  be  no  change  in  the  incidence  of  the  rate,  the  benefit 
to  the  tenant  arising  when  he  gets  half  of  the  whole  cess  which 
he  alone  has  hitherto  paid  out  of  the  Agricultural  Grant,  and 
half  of  which  will  thus  not  be  levied. 


(6)  As  regards  poor-rate  (where  the  landlord  benefits) : — 

1.  If  the  tenant  is  at  present  entitled  to  deduct  from  his  rent 
the  whole  of  the  poor-rate — ^that  is,  if  he  pays  none  of  it — ^his 
rent  will  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  the  whole  of  the  poor-rate 
on  the  buildings  (the  landlord  and  the  tenant  being  thus  placed 
in  the  same  position  as  before,  so  far  as  regards  the  buildings), 
and  by  half  of  the  amount  of  the  poor-rate  on  the  land  the  land- 
lord thus  benefiting  to  that  extent,  while  the  tenant  does  not 
sufier,  because  half  is  paid  out  of  the  Agricultural  Grant,  and 
will  not  be  levied  ; 

2.  If  the  occupier  is  entitled  to  deduct  half  of  the  poor-rate — 
that  is,  pays  only  half  of  it  (which  is  the  common  case) — his  rent 
will  be  reduced  by  half  of  the  poor-rate  on  the  buildings,  the 
tenant  and  the  landlord  being  placed  in  the  same  position  as 
before  as  regards  the  buildings,  but  will  not  be  reduced  as 
respects  the  additional  poor  rate  on  the  land,  the  landlord  thus 
benefiting  to  the  extent  of  half  the  poor-rate  on  the  land,  while 
the  tenant  will  not  suffer,  because  that  half  will  be  paid  out  of 
the  Agricultural  Grant  and  will  not  be  levied ; 

3.  If  the  occupier  is  entitled  to  deduct  less  than  half  the 
poor-rate — that  is,  if  he  pays  more  than  half  (as  where  his  valua- 
tion is  less  than  his  rent) — his  rent  will  be  reduced  by  a  propor- 
tionate amount  of  the  additional  poor-rate  on  the  buildings, 
which  he  will  now  have  to  pay,  the  tenant  and  the  landlord 
being  thus  placed  in   the  same  position   as   before   as  regards 
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the  buildings,  but  there  will  be  no  change  in  the  rent  as  respects 
the  additional  poor-rate  in  the  land ;  the  result  being  that  the 
landlord  will  gain  to  the  extent  of  the  appropriate  standard 
amount  hitherto  deducted  for  poor-rate  on  the  land,  while 
the  tenant  will  be  in  the  same  position  as  before,  as  half  the 
Avhole  poor-rate  on  the  land  will  be  paid  out  of  the  Agricultural 
Grant,  and  will  not  be  levied ; 

4.  If  the  occupier  is  not  entitled  to  deduct  any  part  of  the 
poor-rate — that  is  if  he  pays  the  whole  of  it — his  rent  will  remain 
as  it  is  so  far  as  regards  the  buildings,  because  there  is  no 
additional  burden  thrown  upon  him,  and  it  is  not  intended  that, 
as  regards  buildings,  the  landlord  shall  benefit  by  the  Agricultural 
Grant ;  but,  as  regards  the  land,  his  rent  will  be  increased  by  the 
amount  of  half  the  poor-rate  on  the  land,  the  landlord  thus 
benefiting  to  that  extent,  while  the  tenant  will  be  no  worse  off 
than  before,  because  half  the  poor-rate  will  be  paid  out  of  the 
Agi"icultural  Grant  and  will  not  be  levied. 

The  poor-rate  and  cess  referred  to  in  all  cases  is  that  of  the 
"  standard  "  year,  and,  of  course,  the  observation  that  the  tenant 
will  not,  in  certain  cases,  be  "  worse  off  than  before  "  applies  only 
where  the  rates  are  not  increased  beyond  those  of  the  standard 
year. 

2.  Two  Excepted  Cases. 

There  are  two  exceptions  to  the  foregoing  rules  : — 

(1)  Whatever  deduction  any  tenant  has  hitherto  been 
entitled  to  make  from  his  rent  in  respect  of  any  railway, 
harbour,  navigation,  or  public  health  charge,  he  will  be 
entitled  to  make  till  his  tenancy  is  determined  or  till  a  now 
statutory  term  (in  the  case  of  an  agricultural  holding)  begins 
(sec.  54,  sub-sec.  9),  because,  as  will  be  seen  post,  there  is  to 
be  no  relief  given  to  either  party  out  of  the  Agricultural 
Grant  in  respect  of  those  charges ; 

(2)  If  a  holding  in  an  urban  district,  consisting  of  land 
or  buildings,  is  held  under  a  lease  for  lives  or  for  a  term  of 
years  of  which  five  years  at  least  will  be  unexpired  when 
the  provisions  respecting  this  matter  come  into  force  (as  to 
which  see  ivfra,  p.  97),  there  shall  not  be  any  alteration  of 
rent,  and  the  tenant  shall  be  entitled  to  make  from  liis  rent 
the  same  deductions  in  respect  of  cess  and  poor-rate  as  he 
was  entitled  to  make  before  the  Act,  till  a  new  tenancy 
arises  (sec.  54,  sub-sec.  11). 

3.  The  Case  of  Middlemen. 

Where,  in  the  case  of  a  non-agricultural  holding,  the  rent 
received  by  a  middleman  from  his  tenant  is  reduced  in  conse- 
quence of  a  readjustment  of  rent  following  on  a  change  in  the 
incidence  of  rating,  there  is  to  be  a  I'eduction  in  the  rent  he  pays 
to  the  head  landlord  bearing  the  same  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  that  reduction  as  the  rent  he  pays  bears  to  the  rent  he  re- 
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ceives,  unless  by  the  terms  of  his  contract  he  is  precluded  from 
making  any  deductions  in  respect  of  rates  (sec.  54,  sub-sec.  4). 

4.  Town  Holdings. 

Where  a  tenant  of  a  holding  in  an  urban  district,  consisting 
of  land  or  buildings,  becomes  liable  to  pay  any  rate  other  than 
the  poor-rate,  and  where  that  rate  was  previously  made  on  the 
landlord,  a  proportionate  reduction  from  the  rent  will  be  allowed 
until  the  existing  tenancy  determines,  unless  the  terms  of  the 
contract  forbid  it  (sec.  54,  sub-sec.  12). 

01.  How  Fixing  of  Rents  is  Affected. 

In  fixing  fair  rents  the  Land  Commission  has  hitherto  been 
bound  to  take  into  consideration  the  rights  and  liabilities  of  the 
parties  in  relation  to  cess  and  rates  (Bruce  v.  Steen,  14  L.R.L, 
408).  In  fixing  rents  after  this  Act  comes  into  operation  that 
body  is  to  assume  that  the  poor-rate  is  equal  to  the  combined 
poor-rate  and  cess  of  the  standard  year  1896-7.  It  is,  further- 
more, not  to  increase  the  tenant's  rent  because  half  the  old  cess 
is  paid  for  him  out  of  the  Agricultural  Grant,  nor  to  cut  it  down 
because  the  landlord  is  benefiting  in  every  case  out  of  the  same 
funds  to  the  amount  of  half  the  old  poor-rate ;  but  this  provision 
does  not  apply  to  fixing  rents  on  holdings  in  urban  districts,  for 
in  the  case  of  those  holdings  no  relief  is  given  to  either  party  out 
of  the  Agricultural  Grant  (sec.  55). 

6.  How  Occupying  Owners  are  Affected. 

Owners  of  agricultural  land — that  is,  of  land  to  which  the 
Agricultural  Grant  extends — and  who  occupy  that  land  them- 
selves, will  derive  the  double  benefit  from  the  Agricultural  Grant. 
As  owners,  they  will  have  half  the  poor-rate  paid  for  them,  and 
as  occupiers  they  will  be  relieved  of  half  the  cess.  Amongst  such 
owners,  of  course,  are  tenants  who  have  purchased  under  the 
Land  Purchase  Acts. 

7.  Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

Some  miscellaneous  provisions  relating  to  readjustment  of 
rents  remain  to  be  noticed. 

(1)  The  "standard  amount"  of  cess  or  poor-rate  by  com- 
parison with  which  the  amount  of  the  Agricultural  Grant  is 
to  be  ascertained  means  the  amount  which  would  be  pro- 
duced in  1896-7  by  a  rate  equal  to  "the  standard  rate"  (sec. 
54,  sub-sec.  6);  and  that  "standard  rate"  is  to  be  ascertained 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  at  the  same  time  as  they 
ascertain  the  amount  of  poor-rate  and  county  cess  raised  in 
the  standard  year  1896-7  or  taken  to  have  been  then  raised, 
and  it  is  defined  to  be  "the  rate  in  the  pound  at  which 
poor-rate  and  county  cess  is  respectively  to  be  taken  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Act  as  having  been  levied  oft'  agricul- 
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tural  and  off  other  hereditaments  respectively,  in  each  union 
or  district,  in  respect  of  county  at  large  and  union  and 
urban  or  district  charges  added  together"  (sec.  49,  sub- 
sec.  1  (c)  ) ; 

(2)  When  any  change  of  rent  under  the  readjustment  of 
rent  section  of  the  Act  would  amount  to  less  tlian  sixpence, 
no  change  is  to  be  made,  and  where  it  would  amount  to 
more  than  sixpence  and  a  fraction  of  sixpence,  if  the 
fraction  is  under  threepence,  the  fraction  will  not  count, 
and,  if  it  be  threepence  or  over,  the  fraction  will  count  as 
a  full  sixpence  (sec.  54,  sub-sec.  7) ;  and  any  difference  which 
may  arise  as  to  any  amount  to  be  deducted  or  paid  will  be 
finally  decided  by  the  Commissioner  of  Valuation  (sec.  54, 
sub-sec.  8) ; 

(3)  The  secretary  of  the  County  Council  for  the  county  at 
large  and  the  town  clerk  for  a  county  borough  are  to  give, 
when  asked  either  by  landlord  or  tenant,  certificates  of  the 
rateable  value  of  any  holding,  and  of  the  standard  rate  for 
the  proper  union  or  district  (sec.  54,  sub-sec.  10). 


VB I.  -Excluded  Charg^es. 

In  estimating  the  sums  raised  or  taken  to  have  been  raised 
for  county  cess  and  poor  rate  in  the  standard  year,  and,  there- 
fore, in  determining  the  amount  of  the  Agricultural  Grant, 
certain  special  charges  are  to  be  excluded  from  tlic  calculation 
(sees.  56  &  57),  and  the  cliargcs  so  excluded  are  called  excluded 
CHARGES  (sec.  57,  sub-sec.  1). 

Those  charges  are  defined  by  sees.  56  and  57  to  be  the 
following : — 

1.  Cliarges  for  extra  police  ; 

2.  Compensation  for  malicious  injuries ; 

3.  Railway  and  harbour  charges; 

4.  Charges  for  drainage  and  navigation  works ; 

5.  Special  Public  Health  Charges,  which  are  to  be  distin- 
guished from  Cioneral  Public  Health  Expenses,  and  the  most 
important  of  which  are  those  incurred  for  sewers,  water 
supply,  lighting,  labourers'  cottages  in  towns  (not  in  rural 
districts), 

all  which  charges  are  henceforth  to  be  raised  as  a  part,  but  as  a 
separate  part,  of  the  poor-rate,  and  may  be  charged  to  any 
particular  area  as  hitherto,  but  levied  equally  oft"  that  area ;  and 
no  relief  will  be  given  in  respect  of  them  to  either  landlord  or 
tenant.     As  to  items  3,  4,  and  5,  an  increase  or  decrease  in  them 
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is  to  be  taken  into  account  as  usual  in  fixing  rents  under  the 
Land  Acts  (sec.  57,  s.-s.  3),  while  items  1  and  2  are  not  to  be  so 
treated,  there  being  no  provision  that  they  shall  be. 


VIII.— License  Duties  and  Local  Grants. 

According  to  the  precedent  set  in  England,  certain  gi-ants  in 
aid  for  local  purposes  which  have  hitherto  been  made  annually 
are  to  cease,  and  instead  there  are  to  be  given  for  similar  purposes 
the  produce  of  certain  "  Local  License  Duties"  and  a  sum  of 
£79,000  a  year  (sec.  58,  sub-sec.  1). 

The  Grants  withdrawn  are  the  following,  the  items  being 
taken  from  the  Estimates  for  the  current  financial  year,  1898-9: —

The  Local  License  Duties,  the  produce  of  which  is  to  be 
henceforth  given  in  aid  of  local  taxation,  are  set  forth  in  the 
Third  Schedule  to  the  Act. 

The  Pawnbrokers'  License  Duties,  payable  in  the  Dublin 
Metropolitan  Police  District,  is  the  subject  of  a  special  enactment. 
Those  duties,  levied  under  the  Dublin  Police  Magistrates  Act, 
1808,  sec.  66.  and  the  local  Act  therein  mentioned  (44  Geo.  IIL, 
c.  xxii.),  amounting  to  £100  (Irish)  on  each  pawnbroker,  are 
henceforth  to  be  payable  to,  and  collected  by,  the  Council  of  the 
county  borough  or  by  the  Council  of  the  urban  or  rural  district 
in  which  the  place  of  business  of  the  pawnbroker  is  situate 
(sec.  67). 
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Instead  thereof  there  are  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Local  License 
Duties  and  out  of  the  sum  of  £79,000  a  year  (which  is  added, 
the  following  sums : — 

1.  To  each  County  Council  (on  behalf  of  the  Poor  Law  Guar- 
dians) : — 

(a)  One-half  the  salaries  of  medical  officers  of  workhouses 
and  dispensaries ; 

(b)  One-half  the  salary  of  a  trained  nurse  for  each  work- 
house ; 

(c)  The  whole  of  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  in  work- 
houses ; 

(d)  One-half  the  cost  of  medicines  and  medical  and 
surgical  appliances ; 

2.  To  the  County   Councils   (on   behalf   of   the   Rural  District 
Councils)  : — 

One-half  the  salaries  of  sanitary  officers  in  rural  districts; 

3.  To  Urban  District  Councils  : — 

One-half  the  salaries  of  sanitary  authorities  in  urban  dis- 
tricts ; 

4.  To  the  County  Councils  (for  the  Lunatic  Asylums) : — 

One-half  the  net  charge  (or  four  shillings  a  week,  which- 
ever is  least)  for  each  lunatic  in  lunatic  asylums,  pi-ovided 
the  net  charge  amounts  to  or  exceeds  four  shillings  a 
week; 

5.  To  the  County  Councils  (for  the  counties  concerned) : — 

A  sum  i'((ual  to  one-half  of  the  excess  over  6d.  in  the 
pound  of  any  railway,  tramway,  or  harbour  charge  con- 
nected with  any  guarantee  given  before  the  passing  of  the 
Act,  wherever  such  charge  at  pressnt  exceeds  6d.  in  the 
pound. 

(Sec.  58,  sub-sec.  2,  3,  4.) 
If  the  money  available  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  those  charges, 
the  payments  in  respect  to  them  are  to  be  abated;  if  it  should  be 
more  than  sufficient,  the  unused  balance  will  be  hung  to  meet 
future  deficiencies  as  Parliament  may  direct  (sec.  58,  sub-sec.  5) ; 
but  it  is  all  hypothecated  in  the  first  instance  to  meet  possible 
deficiencies  in  the  repayment  of  advances  by  purchasers  under 
the  Land  Purchase  Act  (sec.  58,  sub-sec.  6). 


IX.— Other  Grants  in  Aid. 

1.  As  some  misapprehension  seems  to  have  existed  on  the 
point,  it  may  here  be  mentioned  that  the  other  parts  in  aid  of 
local  rates  which  are  not  given  in  the  list  of  gi*ants  withdrawn 
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will  continue  to  be  made,  with  one  exception.  Amongst  them' 
may  be  mentioned  particularly  "  the  Exchequer  Contribution '" 
under  the  Land  Purchase  Act  of  1891,  the  Estate  (or  Probate) 
Duty  Grant  of  1888,  and  the  Local  Taxation  Duties  Grant  of 
1890. 

1. — The  Exchequer  Contribution. 

The  Exchequer  Conntribution  amounts  to  £40,000  a  year.  It 
is  intended  in  the  first  place  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  losses 
by  defaulting  purchasers  under  the  Land  Purchase  Acts, 
and  it  was  provided  by  the  Land  Purchase  Act  of  1891, 
that  it  should  be  carried  every  year  to  a  reserve  fund  till  it 
reached  the  sum  of  £200,000,  after  which,  if  it  was  not  required 
for  the  purpose  mentioned,  it  was  to  be  divided  between  the 
municipal  boroughs  of  Dublin,  Belfast,  Cork,  Limerick,  London- 
derry, and  Waterford,  and  the  counties  of  Ireland  in  the  propor- 
tions in  which  they  were  to  share  in  the  first  Probate  Duty 
Grant,  the  share  of  the  counties  to  be  spent  on  labourers'  cottages 
(see  Purchase  of  Land  (Ireland)  Act,  1891, sec.  5, Land  Law  (Ireland) 
Act,  1896,  sec.  89).  Accordingly,  for  five  years  after  the  passing 
of  the  Act  of  1891  no  benefit  was  derived  by  any  local  authority 
in  Ireland  from  the  Exchequer  Contribution.  Last  year  it  was 
made  available  for  the  first  time,  and  paid  in  the  prescribed 
proportions  to  the  authorities  entitled.  Henceforward  the  share 
of  the  counties  will  be  paid  to  the  County  Councils  on  behalf  of 
the  Rural  District  Councils  which,  for  the  future,  are  to  have  the 
administration  of  the  Labourers'  Acts. 

2. — The  Probate  Duty  Grant  of  1888. 

The  Probate  Duty  Grant  of  1888  is  not  to  be  confounded 
with  the  Estate  Duty  of  1896  (as  to  which  see  ])ost).  This  grant 
was  at  first  9  per  cent,  of  one-third — afterwards  9  per  cent,  of 
one-half — the  total  amount  of  the  produce  of  the  Probate  Duties 
of  the  United  Kingdom.  By  the  Finance  Act  of  1894,  the  Estate 
Duty  was  substituted  for  Probate  Duty,  and  a  different  method 
of  calculating  the  amount  to  be  paid  out  of  the  duty  in  aid  of 
local  rates  was  adopted,  but  the  amount  remained  practically  the 
same.     The  sum  payable  was  originally  divided  as  follows : — 

(a)  £5,000  a  year  to  the  Royal  Dublin  Society  for  im- 
provements in  the  breed  of  horses  and  cattle ; 

(h)  One-half  of  the  balance  amongst  Boards  of  Guar- 
dians in  proportion  to  the  sums  expended  hy  them  during 
the  financial  year  ending  29th  September,  1887,  in  the 
salaries,  remuneration,  and  superannuation  allowances  of 
imion  oflEicers  in  connection  with  the  relief  of  the  poor  or 
under  the  Poor  Relief  (Ireland)  Act,  1851,  the  mone}^  to  be 
applied  in  aid  of  the  poor-rate  ; 
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(c)  The  remaining  half  of  the  balance  amongst  the  Road 
Authorities  in  Ireland  in  proportion  to  the  sums  expended 
by  them  out  of  any  cess  or  rate  on  roads  and  bridges  during 
the  year  ending  the  31st  December,  1887,  the  mone}-'  to  be 
applied  in  aid  of  the  cost  of  roads  and  bridges. 

Those  payments  are  to  be  made  in  future  as  follows : — 

(a)  £5,000   a  year   to    the    Royal    Dublin   Society,    as 

hitherto ; 

(h)  Half  the  balance  to   the    County    Councils   for   the 

Boards  of  Guardians  ; 

(c)  The   other   half   of    the   balance   to   the   new    road 

authorities,  viz. : — the  County  Councils  in  all  rural  districts, 

and  the  Urban  District  Councils  in  all  urban  districts,  to  be 

used  as  hitherto. 

3. — The  Local  Taxation  Duties  of  1890. 

The  Local  Taxation  (Customs  and  Excise)  Duties  Grant  of 
1890  was  a  grant  to  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  of  certain 
additional  duties  on  beer  and  spirits.  Ireland's  proportion  then 
was  fixed  at  9  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  and  it  was  set  apart  for 
educational  purposes,  £78,000  going  to  the  support  of  the 
National  Schools,  and  the  rest  to  the  Intermediate  Education 
Board  for  fees  to  schools  and  prizes  to  pupils.  Part  of  the 
£78,000  has  been  paid  to  the  Boards  of  Guardians  of  Unions 
which  have  contributed  to  the  payment  of  salaries  of  National 
School  Teachers  in  workhouses,  and  has  been  applied  in  the 
reduction  of  the  poor-rate.  Henceforth  these  sums  will  be  paid 
to  the  County  Councils,  and  will  be  used  in  the  same  way. 

4. — The  Estate  Duty  Grant  of  1896. 

The  one  grant,  in  addition  to  these  specified  as  to  be  with- 
drawn, which  will  cease  to  be  made,  is  the  Agricultural  Grant 
originally  made  under  the  Local  Taxation  (Ireland)  Estate  Duty 
Act,  1896,  which  amounted  to  about  £180,000  a  year  (sec.  48, 
sub-sec.  1).  No  part  of  this  sum  has  yet  been  paid  out  of  the 
Treasury,  but  the  present  Act  creates  two  charges  on  the  fund. 
Half  the  gratuities  paid  to  existing  officers  who  may  cease  to  be 
employed  are  to  be  paid  out  of  it  (sec.  115,  sub-sec.  13),  and  so 
are  the  rcnnnieration  and  expenses  of  all  officers  appointed  to 
make  adjustincnts  under  the  Act,  or  to  do  any  other  work  to 
^arry  the  Act  into  effect,  provided  the  adjustment  is  made  or  the 
work  dont'  within  twelve  months  after  the  passing  of  the  Act 
(sec.  122,  sub-sec.  1).  The  balance  remaining  stands  to  tlie  credit 
of  the  Local  Taxation  (Ireland)  Account,  and  is  to  be  disposed  of 
in  manner  to  be  hereafter  provided  by  Parliament  (59  &  60  Vic, 
c.  41,  s.  2). 
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X.^Borrowing  Powers. 

1.  As  to  County  Councils  : — 

(a)  County  Councils  may  borrow,  on  the  security  of  their 
county  fund  or  revenues,  such  sums  as  may  be  required 
for — 

(1)  Consolidating  the  debts  of  the  county  ; 

(2)  Purchasing  any  land  or  erecting  buildings  ; 

(3)  Any  permanent  work  or  any  other  thing  which 
they  are  authorised  to  do,  and  the  cost  of  which  ought,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  to  be  spread 
over  a  number  of  years  ;  and 

(4)  Any  purpose  for  which  the  County  Councils  are 
authorised  by  any  Act  to  borrow,  or  the  cost  of  which  the 
Grand  Jury  were  authorised  by  any  Act  to  spread  over  a 
number  of  years ; 

in  all  which  cases  the  consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
must  be  obtained  ;  and,  before  giving  that  consent,  the  Board 
are  to  take  into  consideration  any  representation  made  on  the 
subject  by  any  ratepayer  (Local  Government  (Application  of 
Enactments)  Order,  1898,  Article  22,  sub-sec.  1)  ; 

(5)  Paying  off  prior  loans  ;  and 

(6)  Re-borrowing  a  part  of  a  loan  paid  off  otherwise 
than  out  of  capital  money ; 

in  both  which  cases  the  consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
shall  not  be  necessary ;  and,  for  the  purpose  of  this  provision, 
capital  money  includes  any  instalments,  annual  appropriations, 
sinking  fund,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  any  property,  but 
not  money  borrowed  for  the  purpose  of  repaying  a  loan  (same 
Order  and  Article,  sub-sec.  3). 

(h)  The  limit  of  borrowing  is  one-tenth  of  the  rateable 
property  in  the  county,  excluding  sinking  fund,  and  any 
debt  or  capital  liability  incurred  on  account  of  lunatic 
asylums ;  but  that  limit  may  be  extended  by  a  Provisional 
Order  made  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  confirmed 
by  Parliament,  where  the  proposed  loan  is  for  the  purpose  of 
a  lunatic  asylum  (same  Order  and  Article,  sub-sec.  2). 

(c)  The  means  of  borrowing  by  County  Councils  shall  be 
either  by  the  issue  of  stock  {x>(M),  or  by  mortgage  which 
must  be  by  deed,  truly  stating  the  date,  consideration,  and 
the  time  and  place  of  payment,  and  signed  with  the  seal  of 
the  Council,  and  of  which  a  register  must  be  kept,  open  to 
public  inspection,  without  fee  or  reward,  in  the  ofl&ce  of  the 
Council  (same  Order  and  Article,  sub-sec.  9) ;  but  where  a 
County  Council  has  borrowed  by  means  of  stock,  they  are 
not  to  borrow  by  means  of  mortgage  for  more  than  fiv& 
years  (same  Order  and  Article,  sub-sec.  10). 
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(d)  Loans  to  County  Councils  may  be  repaid  within  a 
period  of  60  years,  the  exact  time  in  each  case  to  be  deter- 
mined  by   the  Councils,  with   the  approval   of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  regard  being  had  to  the  duration  of  the 
work  or  object  for  which  the   loan  is   required  (sec.   60). 
Loans,  liowever,  incurred  to  pay  off  prior  loans  must  be  paid 
within  the  time  originally  fixed  in  each  case  (Local  Govern- 
ment (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  Article  22, 
sub-sec.  4). 
The  foregoing  provisions  do  not  apply  to  county  boroughs, 
except  where  they  are  acting  as  a  County  Council,  and  does  not 
authorise  the  Council  of  a  County  Borough  to  raise  any  loan  by 
stock  issued  under  the  Local  Government  Act  (same  Order  and 
Article,  sub-sec.  12). 

2.  As  to  Boards  of  Guardians: — 

(a)  Money  may  be  borrowed,  as  usual,  by  Boards  of 
Guardians,  under  the  Poor  Relief  Acts  and  the  Medical 
Charities  Acts,  the  Act  containing  no  provision  affecting  that 
matter.. 

(h)  But  some  alterations  are  made  as  to  the  time  for 
repayment : — 

In  the  case  of  Boards  of  Guardians,  loans  may  be  repaid 
either  by  equal  j'early,  or  equal  half-yearly  payments  of 
principal,  or  of  principal  and  interest,  or  by  means  of  a 
sinking  fund  (sec.  61,  sub-sec.  1);  and  where  the  sinking 
fund  method  is  adopted,  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1878,  sec.  238,  as  regards  the  sinking  fund,  will  apply 
(sec.  61,  sub-sec.  2) — that  is,  the  Guardians  must  every  year 
invest  in  government  securities  at  compound  interest  such 
sum  as  will,  with  such  interest,  suffice,  after  pa3'mcnt  of  all 
expenses,  to  pay  the  sum  borrowed  within  the  time  fixed. 

It  may  be  here  mentioned  that  the  difference  between 
those  two  methods  of  repayment  is  that,  in  the  case  of  the 
former,  known  as  the  annuity  system,  the  principal  and 
interest  are  combined  and  paid  off  by  equal  half-yearly 
instalments,  coii.s'to'J?^  in  amount  for  the  iv hole  period  for 
which  the  loan  is  Tiuide,  while  in  the  latter  case  the  pay- 
ments are  hirger  at  first,  being  composed  of  e(]ual  instal- 
ments of  the  principal,  together  with  interest  on  the  portion 
of  the  principal  outstanding  at  the  time  of  each  payment. 
Labourers'  Acts  loans  have  hitherto  been  on  the  former 
plan,  sanitary  loans  on  the  latter,  and  the  repayments  of 
both  have  been  half-yearly. 

(h)  Outstanding  loans  obtained  by  Boards  of  Guardians 
under  the  Poor  Relief  Acts  and  the  Medical  Charities  Acts, 
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may  be  repaid  by  fresh  loans  (see.  61,  sub-sec.  3) ;  outstand- 
ing loans,  meaning  loans  which  cannot  be  repaid  on  either 
of  the  two  systems  mentioned,  or  by  means  of  a  sinking  fund, 
or  out  of  capital  money  other  than  money  borrowed  for  the 
purpose  (sec.  61,  sub-sec.  5);  but  the  repayment  of  the  first 
loan — that  is,  of  re-borrowed  money — must  be  made  within 
the  time  originally  fixed,  unless  the  Local  Government  agree 
to  extend  the  time  to  any  period  not  exceeding  sixty  years 
(sec.  61,  sub-sec.  4).  The  advantage  of  this  provision  lies  in 
the  smaller  interest  which  will  be  chargeable  under  recent 
legislation. 

(c)  The  limit  to  which  Boards  of  Guardians  may  borrow 
under  the  Poor  Relief  Acts  and  the  Medical  Charities'  Acts 
must  not,  together  with  the  other  debts  under  the  same 
Acts,  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  total  rateable  value  of  the 
Union,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  which  may  extend  it  to  one-half  by  means  of  a  Pro- 
visional Order  (sec.  61,  sub-sec.  6).  Hitherto  they  could 
not  borrow  more  than  £400  to  be  expended  on  workhouses, 
except  on  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  majority  of  the 
Guardians. 


XI.— Issue    of    Stock   by   County 

Councils. 

County  stock  may  be  created,  issued,  transferred,  dealt  with, 
and  redeemed  in  such  manner  as  the  Local  Government  Board 
may  prescribe ;  but  the  regulations  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  in  reference  to  this  matter  must  be  laid  before  Parliament, 
and,  if  disapproved  of  by  either  House,  will  be  of  no  avail  (Local 
Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  Article  23). 

Xli.— Accounts  and  Audits. 

1. — Accounts  of  County  and  District  Councils. 

(a)  The  accounts  of  all  county  and  district  councils,  and  of 
their  committee  and  officers  are  to  be  audited  by  the  auditors 
appointed  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Poor  Law  Unions.  Such 
audit  is  to  take  place  once  every  year,  except  in  the  case  of  the 
County  Councils  and  their  committees  and  ofl^icers,  whose 
accounts  must  be  audited  half-yearly,  as  must  also  accounts  of 
receipts  from  and  expenditure  out  of  the  poor-rate — that  is,  in 
the  case  of  Urban  District  Councils,  as  well  as  County  Councils 
(Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  Article 
19,  sub-sec.  2). 
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Hitherto  the  boroughs  of  Cork,  Kilkenny,  and  Waterford  have 
been  exempt  from  the  general  law  regarding  the  auditing  of 
accounts  of  public  bodies  in  Ireland  (Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1871  (34  &  35  Vic,  c.  109,  sub-sec.  11).  The  provision  of  the 
Order  in  Council  just  quoted,  together  with  the  repeal  of  the 
exemption  in  s.  11  of  the  34  &  35  Vic,  c.  109  (Sixth  Schedule, 
Part  II.  of  Act),  now  put  those  three  municipalities  on  the  same 
level  in  respect  of  this  matter  as  all  other  municipalities. 

(b)  The  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act, 
1871,  as  to  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  the  auditing  of  the 
accounts  of  public  bodies — that  is,  the  sections  from  12  to  18 
(both  inclusive)  of  that  Act — are  to  apply  to  the  auditing  of  the 
accounts  of  County  and  District  Councils  (Local  Government 
(Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  Article  19,  sub-sec.  2). 
The  provisions  referred  to  relate  to  the  recovery  of  sums  dis- 
allowed by  the  auditors,  the  power  of  auditors  to  call  for  books 
and  accounts,  and  to  summon  and  examine  witnesses,  the  imposi- 
tion of  penalties  for  giving  false  evidence  and  other  offences,  the 
notice  to  be  given  by  the  local  body  of  the  holding  of  an  audit, 
the  pul)lication  of  the  accounts  as  audited,  the  remuneration  of 
the  auditors,  and  the  procedure  in  cases  in  which  persons  dis- 
pute a  decision  of  an  auditor ;  but  the  Local  Government  Board 
have  power  to  make  rules  modifying  the  provisions  relating  to 
notices,  abstracts  of  accounts,  and  reports  of  auditors  (Local 
Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  Article  19, 
sub-sec.  3).  The  procedure  in  disputing  an  auditor's  lulings 
is  for  the  person  or  persons  aggrieved  to  oVjtain  a  writ  of 
certiorari,  removing  the  (question  involved  in  any  particular 
allowance,  disallowance,  or  surcharge  into  the  Queen's  Bench 
Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  in  Ireland,  which  has  full 
power  to  vary  or  reverse  the  decision  of  the  auditor  and  to  award 
costs.  An  alternative  course  is  to  appeal  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  (34  &  35  Vic,  c  109,  sub-sec  12).  (See  further  powers 
to  Local  Government  Board  in  sec.  C3  (2)  ). 

2. — Accounts  of  Boakds  of  Guardians. 

As  to  the  audit  of  the  accounts  of  Boards  of  Guardians,  there 
^re  some  alterations  of  the  law. 

(1)  Hitherto  an  expenditure  authorised  by  a  Board  of 
Guardians  must  have  been  first  declared  illegal  by  the  Court 
of  Queen's  Bench  before  it  could  be  disallow(Ml  by  the 
auditor  (1  &  2  Vic  c  56,  sub-sec  114).  Now  it  may  be 
([uestioned  by  the  .auditor,  like  the  expenditure  of  any  other 
public  body,  and  the  like  appeal  lies,  as  the  case  of  the  accounts 
of  a  town,  to  the  Queen's  Bench  Division  (sec.  63,  sul)-sec  1). 

(2)  An  appeal  will  lie  to  the  Lociil  Govci'nment  Board; 
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which  is  empowered  to    decide   according  to  the  common 

sense  of  the  case  and  on  equitable  principles,  and  the  decision 

of  which  shall  be  final  (sec.  63,  sub-sec.  2  (a)  (h)  ). 

(c)  The  cost  of  auditing  the  accounts  of  a  County  Council 

in  any  year  is  limited  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  £100  (sec.  64), 

which  is  to  be  paid  by  the  Council  as  the  successor  of  the  Grand 

Jury. 

3. — Annual  Budget. 

At  the  beginning  of  every  local  financial  year — that  is,  in 
April  (Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898, 
Article  19,  sub-sec.  1),  there  must  be  presented  to  every  County 
Council  an  estimate  of  all  its  probable  receipts  and  expenditure, 
whereupon  it  will  determine  what  amount  of  money  is  to  be 
raised  by  rates ;  but  if  that  estimate  should  prove  too  large  or 
insufiicient  at  the  end  of  the  first  half  of  the  year,  it  may  be 
revised  (Order  in  Council,  Oct. — 1898,  Article  20) ;  but  this  pro- 
vision does  not  apply  to  the  Council  of  a  county  borough,  except 
as  regards  its  receipts  and  expenses  as  a  County  Council  (same 
Order,  Article  21). 

4. — Making  Up  of  Accounts. 

(a)  All  accounts  of  County  and  District  Councils  must  be 
made  up  to  the  31st  March  in  each  year,  except  where  by  law 
they  are  to  be  audited  half-yearly,  in  which  case  they  are  to  be 
made  up  to  the  30th  September  and  31st  March  every  year,  and 
the  accounts  must  be  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  (Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments) 
Order,  1898,  Article  19,  sub-sec.  1) ; 

(h)  The  accounts  of  Boards  of  Guardians  are  to  be  made  up 
as  hitherto,  not  being  dealt  with  by  the  Act  or  the  Order  in 
Council ; 

(c)  Any  local  government  elector  may  inspect  and  take  copies 
of  any  accounts,  or  of  the  books  and  documents  relating  thereto 
(same  Order  and  Article,  sub-sec.  4). 

XIII.— Remission  of  Rates  in  Certain 

Cases. 

Under  the  Poor  Law  Acts  (Ireland)  Amendment  Act,  1890, 
the  Boards  of  Guardians  have  had  power  to  forgive  a  person, 
rated  for  any  premises,  who  ceases  to  be  the  owner  or  occupier 
of  the  premises  before  the  termination  of  the  period  for  which 
the  rate  is  made,  a  portion  of  the  rates  due  by  him  proportionate 
to  the  period  during  which  he  does  not  occupy  or  own  them,  and 
to  require  any  successor  in  ownership  or  occupation  to  pay  only 
the  poor-rate  for  the  period  during  which  that  successor  has  been 
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in  occupation  ;  and  the  same  Act  f urtlier  provides  that,  in  recover- 
incr  the  rates  due  by  the  person  who  has  quitted  or  ceased  to  own 
the  premises  as  mentioned,  the  Guardians  are  not  to  distrain  or 
sell  any  goods  or  chattels  except  the  goods  or  chattels  of  such 
person. 

The  present  Act  provides  that  the  power  to  charge  only  the 
abated  sum  from  the  person  who  succeeds  another  as  mentioned 
shall  not  exist,  unless  the  County  Council  or  Urban  District 
Council,  as  the  case  may  be,  determine  to  charge  his  predecessor 
with  the  abated  sum  mentioned.  In  other  words,  they  must 
forgive  the  one  portion  of  the  rate  before  they  can  take  less 
than  the  whole  from  the  other  (sec.  62).  This  provision  applies 
to  the  city  portions  of  the  North  or  South  Dublin  Union,  sec.  3 
of  the  Act  of  1890  being  repealed  by  the  Act  of  1898.  The 
reason  of  the  change  made  by  the  latter  Act  is  probably  to  be 
found  in  the  case  of  Riddall  v.  Quigley  [1894],  2  Ir.  Rep.  144. 

XIV.    Re-vaSuation  of  County  Boroughs. 

(a)  It  has  hitherto  been  held  by  the  Valuation  Department 
that  it  had  no  power  to  undertake  a  general  re- valuation  in 
cities  and  towns  ;  in  consequence  of  which  many  inequalities  of 
rating  now  exist  in  places  like  Dublin,  many  houses  which  are 
let  out  in  offices  or  shops  or  stores  being  rated  at  sums  far  below 
the  rents  received  in  respect  of  such  lettings. 

(h)  It  is  now  provided  that  in  any  of  the  six  cities  of  Dublin, 
Belfast,  Cork,  Limerick,  Waterford,  and  Derry,  a  general 
re-valuation  may  be  made  of  rateable  hereditaments,  if  the 
Council  or  Corporation  of  the  city  applies  for  it.  Such  re- 
valuation is  to  be  made  on  the  principle  of  estimating  the 
annual  value,  whether  of  land  or  buildings,  at  the  rent  which 
the  particular  hereditament  might  reasonably  be  expected  to 
bring,  one  year  with  another,  in  its  actual  state,  on  the  sup- 
position that  the  tenant  paid  all  taxes,  rates,  and  necessary  out- 
goings. One-half,  at  mo.st,  of  the  cost  of  such  a  re-valuation  is 
to  be  l)orne  by  the  Council  (sec.  65,  sub-sec.  1). 

(c)  When  j)art  of  a  union  is  within  and  part  without  a 
county  borougli,  tlie  amount  to  be  raised  for  union  charges  is 
to  be  apportioned  between  the  two  parts  according  to  the  re- 
vised valuation  of  the  former  part ;  Init  the  apportionment  may 
be  revised  if,  five  years  afterwards,  no  general  revision  has  taken 
place,  and  if  the  Council  of  the  boiough,  or  the  Guardians  of 
that  portion  of  the  union  outside  the  borough,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  satisfy  the  Commissioner  of  Valuation  that  the  existing 
apportionment  has  become  inequitable  by  reason  of  changes  in 
the  vahie  of  any  hereditaments  in  the  union  (sec.  65,  sub-sec.  2). 
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(d)  The  provisions  just  noted  regarding  apportionment  after 
re- valuation  are  to  apply,  mutatis  Tnutandis,  to  the  apportion- 
ment of  police  and  bridge-tax  charges  between  the  municipal 
and  extra-municipal  parts  of  the  Dublin  Metropolitan  Police 
District  and  the  municipal  and  extra-municipal  parts  of  the 
Dublin  Bridge  Area  respectively  (sec.  65,  sub-sec.  2). 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  Dublin  Metropolitan  Police 
District,  exclusive  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  consists  of  the  town- 
ships of  Blackrock,  Dalkey,  Drumcondra,  Killiney  and  Bally- 
brack,  Kilmainham  (New),  Kingstown,  and  Rathmines,  and  a 
small  portion  of  the  County  of  Dublin.  The  Bridge  Area  con- 
sists of — (1)  the  whole  Dublin  Metropolitan  Police  District ; 
(2)  the  portion  of  New  Kilmainham  not  included  in  the  Metro- 
politan Police  District ;  (3)  the  Township  of  Clontarf ,  and 
(4)  a  portion  of  the  County  of  Dublin  lying  between  Clontarf 
and  the  boundaries  of  the  Dublin  Metropolitan  Police  District. 


XV.— Rates  in  Dybiin. 

Hitherto — since  the  passing  of  the  Dublin  Improvement  Act, 
1890 — the  collection  of  the  municipal  rates  in  Dublin  has  been 
performed  by  the  Corporation  through  its  Rates  Department ; 
after  the  1st  October,  1899,  the  collection  of  the  non-municipal 
rates — that  is,  the  poor-rate,  the  police-rate,  the  bridge-tax,  and 
the  bridge-rate — will  be  transferred  to  the  same  body  (sec.  66), 
and  the  offices  of  the  Collector-General  and  his  staff,  who  have 
up  to  the  present  collected  these  latter  rates,  will  be  abolished 
(sec.  66,(10)). 

Special  arrangements,  however,  are  made  as  to  each  of  the 
four  rates  mentioned. 

1. — The  Poor-Rate. 

The  poor-rate  is  to  be  "  levied  in  Dublin  in  like  manner 
-as  in  the  rest  of  Ireland,"  and  the  enactments  with  respect  to 
making,  levying,  collecting,  and  recovering  the  poor-rate  shall 
apply  accordingly  (sec.  66  (1) ).  As  in  every  other  urban  district 
in  Ireland  the  authorities  which  are  to  make,  levy,  collect,  and 
recover  the  poor-rate  are  the  Urban  District  Councils  or  Cor- 
porations (where  the  latter  exist),  the  authority  in  Dublin 
must,  therefore,  be  the  Corporation  also;  but,  as  has  been 
already  explained,  not  much  discretion  is  left  in  the  matter  to 
the  levying  and  collecting  authorities  in  any  case,  because  they 
must  supply  the  money  required  by  the  Boards  of  Guardians 
on  the  demand  of  the  latter  (sec.  51,  sub-sec.  1).  As  the  Cor- 
poration of  Dublin  will  not  be  a  District  Council,  but  a  County 
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Council,  it  will  pay  the  amount  levied  for  poor-rate  in  the  city 
to  the  two  Dublin  Boards  of  Guardians  direct  (sec.  51,  sub- 
sec.  1,  2,  &  9). 

2.  The  Police  Rate. 

(a)  The  amount  required  for  police  purposes  in  the  Metro- 
politan Police  District — (that  is,  in  the  city  of  Dublin,  and  in 
the  townships  of  Pembroke,  Blackrock,  Kingstown,  Dalkey, 
and  Rathmines,  and  in  parts  of  the  Township  of  Killiney  and 
Bally  brack,  New  Kilmainham  and  Drumcondra,  and  in  a  por- 
tion of  the  County  of  Dublin) — is  to  be  estimated  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Police  before  the  beginning  of  each  local  financial 
year,  such  amount  not  to  exceed  what  he  is  entitled  to  raise 
under  the  Dublin  Police  Acts  (for  list  of  which  see  First 
Schedule,  Part  V.)  (sec.  QQ  (2));  he  is  then  to  apportion  the 
amount  between  the  city  and  the  portions  of  the  County  of 
Dublin  within  the  Metropolitan  Police  District  according  to 
rateable  \'aluc,  and  send  a  demand  for  each  portion  to  the  Cor- 
poration and  the  County  Council  of  Dublin  County,  respectively ; 
whereupon  those  two  bodies  are  to  pay  the  respective  amounts 
by  half-yearly  payments,  less  five  per  cent,  for  cost  of  collection, 
irrecoverable  rates,  and  office  expenses,  and  also  less  such  portion 
of  the  superannuation  allowances  and  gratuities,  payable,  as 
hereafter  mentioned,  to  the  Collector-General  and  his  staff 
(sec.  m  (4)  (13)  ). 

(h)  The  amount  so  payable  to  the  Commissioner  of  Police 
may,  in  the  case  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  be  raised  by  the  Cor- 
poration either  by  a  separate  rate  on  the  same  basis  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  poor-rate  or  by  means  of  the  poor-rate 
itself,  but,  if  by  the  poor-rate,  as  a  separate  item  thereof  (sec. 
06  (5)  (7) ) ;  in  the  County  of  Du1)lin,  by  either  the  poor-rate, 
but  as  a  separate  item  thereof,  like  a  railway  or  harbour  charge 
(sec.  Q'o  (6) ),  or  by  a  separate  rate  raised  like  the  poor-rate  raised 
on  the  same  basis  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  poor-rate  (sec. 
66  (6)  (7)).  Payment  of  such  a  separate  rate  will  not  be  uecessar}- 
to  (lujilit'y  either  for  the  Parliamentary  or  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Franchise  (sec.  Q^  (7));  and  any  property  which  Ix'Tore  the 
Act  was  liable  to  the  police  rate  will  also  be  liable  now,  ua 
matter  whether  the  rate  be  raised  by  means  of  the  poor-rate  or 
a  separate  rate  (sec.  66  (8)). 

This  last-mentioned  provision  points  to  tenements  and 
hereditaments  of  a  "  public  nature  "  wliich,  but  for  this  provision,, 
would  be  exeni])t  Irom  the  rate,  if  they  were  raised  as  a 
poor-rate  or  as  a  separate  rate,  levied  on  the  same  basis  as  tlie 
poor-rate,    but   which    were  not    exempt    from   the    police  rate

(Moylan  v.  Dublin  Port  and  Docks  Board,  I.  R.  6,  C.  L.,  299, 
and  I.  R.  9,  C.  L.,  457). 

2, — The  Bridge  Tax  and  Bridge  Rate. 

The  foregoing^  provisions  relating  to  the  Police  Tax  apply 
to  those  two  rates,  the  Dublin  Port  and  Docks  Board  being 
substituted  for  the  Commissioner  of  Police,  and  "  the  Bridge 
Area"  being  substituted,  in  the  case  of  the  Bridge  Rate,  for 
the  Dublin  Metropolitan  Police  District.  The  Bridge  Area  is 
defined  in  the  Dublin  Port  and  Docks  Board  and  Bridges  Act, 
1876,  (39  &  40  Vic,  c.  Ixxxv.)  as  (1)  the  Dublin  MetropoHtan 
Police  District;  (2)  the  portion  of  the  township  of  New  Kil- 
mainham  not  included  in  that  district ;  (3)  the  township  of 
Clontarf  ;  (4)  so  much  of  the  County  Dublin  lying  intermediately 
between  Clontarf  township  and  the  boundaries  of  the  police 
district.  The  area  of  the  Bridge  or  Quay  Wall  Tax  is  the 
Metropolitan  Police  District. 

4. — Cost  of  Compensating  Collector-General  and  Staff. 

The  amount  required  to  pay  the  superannuation  allowances 
to  the  Collector-General  and  his  staif,  which  are  referred  to 
(post),  must  be  raised  as  an  addition  to  the  Police  Tax,  the  poor- 
rate,  the  Bridge  Tax,  and  the  Bridge  Rate  (sec.  66  (15)  ).  It 
will  be  apportioned  between  the  City  of  Dublin  and  the  portions 
of  the  County  of  Dublin  in  which  the  rates  menti(med  are 
levied  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Dublin  Corporation  Act, 
1890,  sec.  71,  sub-sec.  2  (sec.  66  (11)),  and  the  amounts  so 
apportioned  will  be  paid  by  the  Corporation  and  the  Council  of 
Dublin  County,  respectively,  to  the  Local  Government  Board, 
and  so  will  the  similar  sums  payable  by  the  Corporation  under 
the  Act  of  1890,  which  have  hitherto  been  payable  to  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  (sec.  66  (12)  (13));  and,  if  there  be  a  surplus  on 
the  occasion  of  any  payment,  it  must  be  refunded  to  the  body 
which  has  overpaid  (sec.  66  (16) ). 


PART  VII. 

OFFICERS. 
I. — Coroners. 

(a)  All  Coroners  are  henceforth  to  be  elected  in  counties  by 
the  County  Councils ;  if  a  county  has  been  divided  into  districts, 
a  Coroner  may  be  assigned  a  district  by  the  Council,  and  any 
Tacancy  in  the  office  of  Coroner  for  a  county  must  be  filled 
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Tvithin  one  month  after  the  vacancy,  or  within  such  further 
time,  not  more  than  three  months,  as  the  Lord  Chancellor  may- 
allow  (sec.  14,  sub-sec.  1). 

Coroners  for  any  town  which  is  not  a  borough  will  cease  to 
be  appointed,  the  town  being  merged  in  the  administrative 
county  of  which  it  forms  a  part.  The  Council  of  a  borough  will 
continue  to  elect  its  Coroner  as  heretofore  (sec.  14,  sub-sec.  1, 
sec.  ,40,  sub-sec.  1,  2,  3,  and  sec.  69,  sub-sec.  1). 

The  rights  of  the  existing  Coroners  for  the  towns  of  Galway 
and  Carrickfergus  are  preserved  (sec.  117,  sub-sec.  2). 

[h)  The  County  Council  may  alter  Coroners'  districts,  and  the 
powers  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  the  Justices  and  Clerk  of 
the  Peace  in  relation  to  that  matter  cease  (sec.  14,  sub-sec.  2). 

(c)  A  Coroner  cannot  be  removed  except  for  proved  inability 
or  misbehaviour  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  that  only  after 
a  public  investigation  (sec.  14,  sub-sec.  3,  4  and  5,  and  s.  42  of  9 
&  10  Vic,  c.  37). 

{d)  The  remuneration  of  every  Coroner  of  a  county  and 
borough,  is  to  be  by  salary,  which  will  be  in  lieu  of  all  money, 
for  fees,  mileage,  and  alloAvances,  and  that  salaiy  is  to  fixed  with 
the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  shall  not  be 
increased  or  diminished  during  his  tenure  of  office  (sec.  14, 
sub-sec.  6) ;  but  a  Coroner  must  still  be  repaid  such  expenses 
and  disbursements  as  may  be  lawfully  paid  by  him  on  the  hold- 
ing of  an  inquest  (sec.  14,  sub-sec.  0  (a-) ).  As  to  the  salaries 
of  existing  Coroners,  see  post. 

{e)  The  property  qualification  required  for  the  office  of 
Coroner  for  the  City  of  Dublin,  and  othei-  boroughs,  is  abolished 
(sec.  14,  sub-sec.  7j  and  sec.  21,  sub-sec.  2  (h)  ). 

(/")  A  County  Coroner  is  not  eligible  for  the  office  of  county 
or  district  Councillor  in  the  county  for  which  he  is  Coroner 
(sec.  14,   sub-sec.   5). 


II.— Officers  of  Lunatic  Asylums. 

[ci)  As  to  the  appointment,  removal,  and  salaries  of  those 
Officers,  see  supra. 

(h)  As  to  their  superannuation,  the  Pauper  Lunatic  Asvlums 
(Ireland)  Superanuation  Act,  1890  (53  &  54  Vic,  c  31), 
shall  apply  in  every  case,  except  that  no  grant  of  a  superannua- 
tion allowance  by  the  County  Council  shall  require  the  apj)roval 
of  the  Inspectors  of  Lunatics,,  or  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  (sec. 
84,  sub-sec.  3).  The  enactment  referred  to  empowered  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  Lunatic  Asylums  to  give  a  superannua- 
tion allowance  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of  his  or  her  annual 
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salary  and  two-thirds  of  the  annual  value  of  his  or  her  lodgings, 
rations,  and  other  allowances  to  any  servant  of  a  District 
Asylum,  and  any  officer  of  an  Asylum  coming  within  the  defini- 
tion of  that  word  in  the  30  &  31  Vic,  c.  118,  provided  the  follow- 
ing conditions  were  fulfilled,  viz. :   that 

(1)  The  officer  or  sei-vant  became  incapable  from  sick- 
ness, age,  or  infirmity ;   or 

(2)  The  officer  or  servant  was  not  less  than  50  years  of 
age,  and  had  served  for  not  less  than'15  years. 

An  exception  as  to  the  age  limit  was  made  in  the  case  of  a 
matron  whose  husband  was  a  superintendent  and  was  super- 
annuated. It  was  competent  for  the  Asylum  Boards  to  give  such 
a  woman  superanimation  before  she  attained  the  age  of  fifty 
years,  provided  she  had  served  twenty  years.  All  this  continues 
to  apply  to  all  officers  and  servants  in  the  District  Asylums. 

If  a  resident  medical  superintendent  or  assistant  medical 
officer  of  an  asylum  who  is  appointed  by  a  County  Council  after 
the  passing  of  this  Act,  holds  at  the  time  of  the  appointment  a 
similar  office  in  another  asylum,  he  shall  be  entitled  in  calculat- 
ing the  amount  of  his  superannuation  on  retirement  to  reckon 
his  previous  service  in  such  other  asylum' (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  13). 

In  addition  to  any  qualifications  which  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  Local  Government  Board  (sec.  84,  sub-sec.  4,  and  sec.  109), 
a  person  to  be  qualified  to  hold  the  office  of  resident  medical 
superintendent  of  an  asylum  must  be  a  registered  medical 
practitioner  of  not  less  than  seven  years'  standing,  and  have 
served  for  not  les)-;  than  five  years  as  a  medical  officer,  or  assistant 
medical  officer,  in  a  Lunatic  Asylum  (sec.  84,  sub-sec.  2).  In 
addition  to  any  ({ualification  that  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  (sec.  84,  sub-sec.  4),  the  qualification 
for  an  assistant  medical  officer  in  an  asylum  is  that  he  shall 
be  a  registered  medical  practitioner  (sec,   84,   sub-sec.  2). 

Ill.—Other  County  Officers. 

{a)  As  to  the  appointment,  salary,  superannuation,  and  power 
of  removal  of  County  Officers,  see  supra,  12,  et  seq.,  udder  head  of 
"  Powers  and  Duties  of  County  Councils." 

(h)  As  to  the  first  Secretaries,  and  other  first  Officers  of  the 
County  Councils,  see  j^ost,  under  head  of  "  Existing  Officers," 

(c)  The  qualifications  of  County  Surveyors  may  be  certified 
by  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  who  may  also  direct  the  Assistant 
Surveyors  to  be  examined,  and  their  qualifications  to  be  certi- 
fied by  the  Examiners  (sec.  83,  s.s.  4,  9). 

(d)  The  Secretaries  of  the  County  Councils  and  of  the  Clerks. 
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of  the  Councils  of  county  boroughs  and  Urban  District  Councils 
respectively  are  to  discharge  the  duties  hitherto  imposed  on  the 
Clerks  of  Unions  in  relation  to  the  registration  of  voters  and 
the  revision  of  the  lists  of  jurors  in  rural  districts  and  urban 
districts  respectively  (sec.  8-],  sub-sec.  7),  except  during  the  lives 
of  existing  Clerks  of  Unions  who,  however,  may  otherwise  agree 
with  the  County  Councils  and  the  Urban  District  Councils  con- 
cerned (sec.  121).  The  Secretaries  of  County  Councils  and  the 
Town  Clerks  of  County  Boroughs,  are  also  bound  to  send  to  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  or  the  Local  Government  Board  such  returns 
and  information  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  either 
by  Parliament  or  that  Board  (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  8). 

(e)  A  paid  officer,  permanently  employed  by  a  County 
Council,  and  devoting  his  whole  time  to  his  duties,  is  not 
eligible  to  serve  in  Parliament  (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  10). 

(/")  The  superannuation  of  all  County  and  Rural  District 
C)fficers,  except  the  County  Svii'veyor  and  any  officer  of  a  County 
Borough  is  to  be  regvdated  by  the  law  relating  to  the  superan- 
nuation of  officers  of  Boards  of  Guardians  (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  11). 
The  Act  referred  to  is  the  28  &  29  Vic,  c.  2(),  under  which  an 
officer  who  is  (50  years  of  age  and  has  served  20  years  in  the 
Union,  and  has  devoted  his  whole  time  to  the  service  of  the 
Union  may  be  superannuated  on  the  ground  of  old  age,  or,  if 
he  has  devoted  his  whole  time  to  the  sei-A'ice  of  the  Union,  .he 
may  be  superannuated  on  the  ground  only  of  being  permanently 
disabled  by  reason  of  bodily  or  mental  infirmity.  The  consent 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  is  necessary,  and  the  su])er- 
annuation  allowance  cannot  exceed  two-thirds  of  his  salary  at 
the  time  of  his  retirement. 

County  Surveyors  stand  in  the  same  position  as  before  the 
passing  of  the  Act  in  respect  of  superannuati'on,  as  has  been 
mentioned  ;  but  if  a  County  Surveyor  or  a  resident  Medical 
Superintendent,  or  an  assistant  Medical  Officer  of  a  Lunatic 
Asylum  is  appointed  by  a  County  Council,  and  if  he  has 
previously  held  a  similar  office  in  another  countj'^  or  asylum, 
he  will  be  entitled,  for  the  purpose  of  superannuation,  to  reckon 
such  previous  service  in  estimating  the  amount  of  superannua- 
tion which  he  is  to  get  (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  13).  'Ihis  ])rovision 
will  probably  prevent  promotions  from  one  county  or  iis^lum 
to  another. 

IV.— Officers  of  Rural  district  Councils 

and  Guardians. 

{a)  Subject  to  the  provisicuis  to  be  noted,  jwst,  the  same 
officers  shall  be  a|)])ointed  by  a  Rural  Distiict  Council  and  the 
Guardians  of  the  Union  comprising  the  district,   if  the  Ijocal 
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Government  Board  make  rules  to  that  effect  (sec.  85,  sub-sec. 
3) ;  and,  in  so  far  as  the  Local  Authorities  to  the  whole  or  part 
of  whose  business  the  Rural  District  Councils  will  succeed  have 
had  the  power  of  fixing  and  paying  salaries,  to  that  extent 
the  Rural  District  Council  will  possess  the  same  power  (sec. 
33,  sub-sec.  1). 

{h)  Special  provision  is  made  as  to  clerks  and  treasurers  of 
unions. 

The  clerk  or  treasurer  of  every  Board  of  Guardians  is  to  be 
the  clerk  or  treasurer  of  the  council  of  every  rural  district  com- 
prised in  the  Union,  unless  a  District  Council,  with  the  authority 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  appoints  a  separate  clerk  or 
treasurer  of  its  own.  In  case  a  separate  clerk  is  so  appointed, 
his  salary  must  be  fixed  with  the  consent  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  (sec.  85,  sub-sec.  1).  It  would  thus  appear  that, 
if  there  are  two  or  more  rural  districts  wholly  comprised  in  one 
union — the  clerk  of  the  union  may  be  clerk  of  two  or  more 
District  Councils  as  well. 

(c)  The  portion  of  the  salary  of  any  clerk  of  union  Avhich  is 
to  be  paid  by  a  District  Council  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  the  same  provision  applies  to  any  other 
officer  of  a  Board  of  Guardians  who  becomes  also  an  officer  of  a 
Rural  District  Council  (sec.  85,  sub-sec.  2).  If  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  directs  that  the  same  officers  be  employed  by  the 
District  Council  and  the  Guardians,  this  provision,  it  is  sub- 
mitted, will  apply  to  all  officers  employed  under  such  orders. 

(d)  The  additional  salary  paid  to  a  dispensary  medical  officer 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  to  be  paid  by  the  new  sanitary 
authority — that  is,  the  proper  District  Council  (sec.  85,  siib- 
sec.  4). 

(e)  The  law  regarding  the  superannuation  of  the  officers  of 
Boards  of  Guardians  is  unchanged,  and  it  applies  to  the  officers 
of  Rural  District  Councils  (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  11).  As  to  what  it 
provides,  see  supra.    ' 


v.— Officers    under-   the    Diseases    of 

Animals  Act. 

The  power  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Privy  Council,  or  of 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  alone,  under  the  68th  and  69th  sections 
of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1894,  remain  unaffected  by  the 
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Act  (sec.  83,  sub-sec.  14).     Under  these  enactments  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  and  Privy  Council  are  invested  with  power  to 

1.  Define    the    number,   qualifications,   duties,    powers'  of 

remuneration,  and  period  of  service,  of  inspectors  and 
valuers,  and  other  officers  of  local  authorities,  and  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  their  appointment ; 

2.  Unite  two  or  more  Poor  Law  Unions  in  a  district  for  the 
purpose  of  inspection ;    and 

o.  Authorise  or  direct  the  local  authorities  of  those  Unions 
to  appoint  a  veterinary  inspector  for  the  united  district, 
and  determine  the  mode  of  contribution  of  each  Union 
to  the  cost. 

As  to  an  alternative  to  the  power  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and 
Privy  Council  to  authorise  or  direct  the  appointment  of  an 
inspector  over  an  area  of  two  or  more  united  districts,  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  is  himself  empowered  to  appoint  such  an  officer  over 
such  an  area. 

VI.— Officers  of  Urban  Authorities. 

Except  as  regards  existing  officers  (as  to  whom,  see  post),  the 
law  regulating"  the  appointment,  removals,  salaries,  and  super- 
annuation of  the  officers  of  the  Councils  of  County  Boroughs, 
Urban  District  Councils,  and  Town  Boards,  remains  unchanged. 
The  enactment  regarding  their  superannuation  is  thi-  Local 
Officers  Supeianniuition  (Ireland)  Act,  18()9.  Under  this  Act 
any  such  officer  who  has  devoted  his  whole  time  to  his  duties 
may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  be  granted  a 
superannuation  allowance  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of  his  salary, 
it'  lie  is  sufierino-  from  permanent  infirmity,  or  is  60  years  of  age 
and  has  served  20  years. 


VII.    IVIiscellaneous  Provisions  as  to 

Officers. 

[a)  A  fine  of  40s.  or,  in  the  case  of  a  continuing  offence,  a 
fine  of  40s.  a  day  may  be  inflicted  on  any  ofHcer  ])aid  out  of 
local  rates  for  wilfiilly  failing  or  refusing  to  do  anything  he 
is  bound  to  do.  and  the  fine  may  be  recovered  as  a  Crown  debt ; 
and,  if  it  does  not  amount  to  nioie  tlian  £100,  it  may  be  re- 
covered in  a  Court  of  Summarv  Turisdirtion  (sec.  80). 
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(5)  An  officer  holding  any  pensionable  office  (who  is,  of  course, 
required  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  his  duties),  is  not  to  be 
disqualified  for  superannuation  by  reason  only  of  having  also 
acted,  whether  before  or  after  the  passing  of  the  Act,  as  an 
officer  of  a  School  Attendance  Committee  under  the  Irish 
Education  Act,  1892  (sec.  87). 

(c)  The  secretary  of  eveiy  County  Council  and  the  clerk  of 
every  Urban  District  Council  must  send,  within  a  time  to  be 
prescribed  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  to  every  Board  of 
Guardians  for  a  Union,  wholly  or  partially  in  the  county  or 
district,  a  co-pj  of  so  much  of  the  poor  rate  book  as  relates  to 
the  county  or  district,  and  every  ratepayer  concerned  shall  have 
a  right  to  take  a  copy  of,  or  to  make  extracts  from,  such  copy 
(sec.  96,  sub-sec.  1). 

(d)  Clerks  of  the  Peace  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid  for  their 
work  under  the  Act,  and  under  the  Registration  (Ireland)  Act, 
1898,  as^or  ordinary  registration  work  (sec.  98,  sub-sec.  8). 

(e)  If  the  Local  Government  Board  amalgamate  unions,  and, 
as  a  consequential  step,  either  amalgamate  the  rural  districts 
in  the  same  county  v/liich  are  comprised  in  the  amalgamated 
unions,  or  direct  that  such  districts  shall  remain  separate  rural 
districts,  they  may  make,  at  the  same  time,  arrangements  for 
protecting  the  interests  of  the  officers  of  the  District  Coimcils 
holding  office  at  the  time  of  the  amalgamation,  and  for  that 
purpose  the  Union  Officers'  (Ireland)  Act,  1885,  is  to  apply  to 
such  officers  as  if  they  Avere  officers  of  Boards  of  Guardians  (sec. 
08,  sub-sec.  5). 

The  enactment  mentioned  provides  that  a  Board  of  Guardians 
may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  give  to 
a  person,  retiring  or  removed  from  his  office  because  of  its 
abolition,  an  annual  allowance,  as  if  he  were  retiring  through 
permanent  ill-health  or  infirmity  of  mind  or  body,  provided 
he  be  a  person  to  whom  such  a  superannuation  might  be  granted 
under  the  28  &  29  Vic,  c.  26,  Union  Officers'  Superannuation 
Act,  1865— that  is,  provided  he  (1)  has  given  his  whole  time 
to  the  service  of  the  Union,  and  (2)  has  either  become  incap- 
able of  discharging  his  duties  through  permanent  mhrmity  ot 
mind  and  body  or  (3)  is  sixty  years  of  age,  and  has  served 
for  twenty  years  in  the  Union;  the  allowance  not  to  exceed 
two-thirds  of  his  salary  at  the  time  of  retirement. 
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PART   VIII. 

TEMPORARY    PROVISIONS. 

I.— First  Elections.      Date  of  First 

Elections- 

The  first  elections  of 

(1)  County     Councillors     (except     the     Councillor?     of 
County  Boroughs), 

(2)  Rural  District  Councillors,  and 

(3)  Poor  Law  Guardians, 

are  to  take  place  on  the  25th  March,  1899,  or  on  such  day  within 
fourteen  days  before  or  after  that  day  as  the  Local  Government 
Board  may  determine  (sec.  Ill,  sub-sec.  1,  2) ;  for  the  day 
actually  appointed,  see  Local  Government  Board  First  Elections 
Order,  Appendix  III. 

The  first  election  of 

(1)  County  Borough  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

(2)  Urban  District  Councillors,  and 
(-3)     Town  Commissioners; 

took  place  on  the  15th  January,  1899,  and  except  in  the 
cases  of  Belfast  and  Derry,  the  whole  number  of  Aldermen, 
Councillors,  and  Town  Commissioners  were  then  elected, 
and  the  persons  elected  came  into  office  on  the  day  after, 
(sec.  112).  The  outgoing  Aldermen,  Councillors,  and  ToM-n 
Commissioners  remained  in  office  till  the  KJth  January, 
which  is  the  ordinary  day  of  retirement  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  13). 

II.— Additional    Councillors    and 
Com  mitteemen. 

(a)  Additional  Councillors  may  be  chosen  for  the  first  County 
Councils  (except  the  Councils  of  county  boroughs),  to  the 
number  of  three  for  each,  by  the  Grand  Juries.  Such  choice 
must  be  made  by  the  Grand  Jury  or  by  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Grand  Jury  at  the  Spring  Assizes  and,  in  the 
case  of  the  County  of  Dublin,  at  the  Easter  presenting  term  of 
1899,  and  the  choice  is  limited  to  persons  who  either  are  then 
serving  as  Grand  Jurors  or  have  done  so  within  the  previous 
three  years   (si'c.    113,   sub-sec.   1); 

(6)  TIdcc  additional  Councillors  shall  be  chosen  for  each  of  the 
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first  rural  district  Councils  by  those  Councils  at  their  first  meeting, 
or,  if  they  fail  so  to  choose,  by  the  County  Councils  as  soon  as  may 
be  ;  and  in  this  case  the  choice  is  limited  to  persons  who  have 
actually  served  as  ex-officio  guardians  at  any  time  during  the 
preceding  three  years  (sec.  llo,  sub-sec.  3). 

(c)  Additional  Committeemen  may  be  nominated  by  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  for  the  first  committees  of  management  of  lunatic 
asylums,  the  number  so  appointed  not  to  exceed  one-fourth  of 
the  committee  (sec.  113,  sub-sec.  2). 

All  such  additional  Councillors  and  Committeemen  are  to 
hold  office  for  three  years  only  (sec.  113,  sub-sec.  4). 


III.— Electoral    Districts,  Reg^isters   and 
Returning:  Officers. 

{a)  Electoral  Districts. 

The  poor  law  electoral  divisions  adopted  for  registration 
purposes  in  1898  are  to  be  the  district  electoral  divisions  for  the 
first  election  of  County  Councillors,  rural  district  Councillors, 
and  guardians  for  urban  districts,  unless  the  Local  Government 
Board  otherwise  direct  (sec.  Ill,  sub-sec.  4)  ;  and  if  that  Board 
thinks  that  any  such  division  ought  to  be  divided,  it  may  allow 
more  than  two  Councillors  to  be  elected  for  that  division  not- 
withstanding that  no  representation  on  the  subject  is  made  by 
a  County  Council  (see  supra),  in  which  case  each  elector 
may  give  one  vote  for  each  Councillor  to  be  elected  (sec.  Ill, 
sub-sec.  3  (h) ).     For  an  Order  under  this  provision,  see  p.  385. 

(b)  Eegisters. 

The  registers  made  up  in  1898  (which  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  January,  1899),  are  not  to  be  invalidated  by  reason  of  any 
error  or  omission,  or  by  reason  of  anything  relating  to  them 
not  having  been  completed  in  time  (sec.  114,  sub-sec.  2),  and 
the  time  for  doing  anything  in  relation  thereto  was  extended 
for  1898  by  one  week  in  each  case  (sec.  114,  sub-sec.  1). 

(c)  Returning   Officers. 

The  Local  Government  Board  may  appoint  for  the  first 
elections  the  returning  officers,  where  none  such  exist  at  the  first 
elections,  and  do  any  other  thing  necessary  for  carrying  out 
the  first  elections  which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  (Local 
Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  Article 
39). 

For  the  Eules  made  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  see 
Appendix  IIL 
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IV.— First  Councils  and  Boards. 

1.  As  to  First  County  Councils:  — 

The  first  meeting;  of  each  Council  is  to  be  held  on  the  twelfth  ' 
day  next  after  the  day  of  the  first  elections  (see  swpra,  for  da}' 
of  first  elections),  and  such  first  meeting  is  to  be  convened  by 
the  returning  ofiicer  in  the  same  manner  as  ordinary  meetings 
{supra,  p.  26),  and  as  if  the  returning  officer  were  the  chairman 
of  the  Council  (Local  Government  (Transitory  Provisions)  No.  2 
Order,  1898,  Article  9,  sub-sec.  1).  It  may  be  held  at  the  County 
Court-house  or  in  such  other  place  as  the  returning  officer  may 
fix. 

The  proceedings  at  such  first  meeting  are  regulated  by  the 
other  sub-sections  of  the  same  Article  and  Order,  'ilie  members 
of  the  Council  are  first  to  select  a  chairman  of  the  meeting,  the 
(juestion  to  be  determined,  in  the  case  of  a  tie,  by  lot  •,  the 
choosing  of  additional  councillors  will  be  the  next  business,  and 
the  chairman  of  the  Council  is  then  to  be  elected,  the  chairman 
of  the  meeting  having,  in  the  case  of  a  tie,  a  second  or  casting 
^ote ;  the  chairman  so  elected,  if  present,  is  to  make  the 
declaration  accepting  office,  to  take  the  chair  immediately,  and 
to  continue  to  act  as  chairman  till  the  day  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing in  the  year  1900. 

2.  As  to  First  Rural  District  Councils  :  — 

The  first  meeting  of  each  such  body  is  to  be  convened  also  by 
the  returning  officer,  and  held  on  the  fifth  day  next  after  the  day 
of  the  first  election  (as  to  which  see  supra,  p.  85) ;  and  the 
proceedings  thereat  are  to  be  the  same  as  those  at  the  first  meet- 
ings of  the  County  Councils  which  have  just  been  mentioned 
(same  Order,  Article  (>).  The  chairman  and  vice-chainnan 
then  elected  are  to  hold  office  till  the  day  of  the  annual  meeting 
in  the  year  1900  (same  Order,  Article  10,  sub-sec.  7). 

2 .  As  to  First  Guardians  :  — 

The  first  meetings  of  the  first  Boards  of  Guardians  arc  also  to 
be  convened  by  the  returning  officer,  and  are  to  be  held  on  the 
same  day  as  th(^  fii'st  meeting  of  tlie  Rural  District  Council 
in  the  Union,  but  after  the  conclusion  of  that  meeting,  or  on 
such  day  not  more  than  four  days  later,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
retiu'ning  officer  (Local  Government  Transitoiy  Provisions 
(No.  2)  Order,  1898,  Article  11). 

v.— Retirement  of  First  Councillors. 

1.  As  to  County  Councils  and  Rural  District  Councils:  — 
In  both  cases  the  Councillors  first  elected  will  retire  on  the 
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ordinaiy  day  of  retirement  in  the  year  1902,  Local  Government 
(Transitory  Provisions)  No.  2  Order,  1898,  Article  15   (1). 

The  ordinary  day  of  retirement  for  County  Councillors  and 
for  Rural  District  Councillors  is  the  day  next  after  election — 
that  is,  the  1st  June  or  such  day  seven  days  earlier  or  later  as 
the  County  Council  may  fix  (sec.  94,  sub-sec.  7,8). 

2.  As  to  Urban  Guardians  :  — 

In  this  case  the  day  of  retirement  shall  be  the  same  as  for 
Rural  District  Councillors  {Ibid). 

3.  As  to  Urban  District  Councils  and  Town  Commissioners  : 

(a)  "Where  the  Urban  District  Councillors  are  all  elected 
together,  and  all  retire  together,  the  first  Councillors  will  retire 
on  the  ordinary  day  of  retirement,  in  the  year  1902  (same  Order 
and  Article,  sub-sec.  4). 

(b)  Where  the  system  continues  of  electing  one-third  annually, 
one-third  of  the  Councillors  are  to  retire  on  the  ordinary  day  of 
retirement  in  the  year  1900 ;  one-third  on  the  same  day  in  the 
year  1901 ;  and  the  remaining  third  on  the  same  day  in  the  year 
1902  ;  where  a  borough  or  district  is  divided  into  wards,  those 
regulations  will  apply  separately  to  each  ward ;  and  the  order  m 
which  the  Councillors  are  to  go  out  of  office  is  to  be  determined, 
in  the  case  of  Councillors  elected  after  a  poll,  by  the  nu'iiber 
of  votes  they  received,  those  receiving  the  smallest  going  first, 
and,  in  the  case  of  those  elected  without  a  contest,  the  question 
being  determined  by  the  majority  of  the  whole  Council. 

As  to  the  aldermen  in  boroughs,  except  in  Belfast  and 
Londonderry,  one  half  are  to  go  out  on  the  ordinary  day  of 
retirement  in  the  year  1902,  and  the  other  half  in  the  year 
1905  (same  Order  and  Article,  sub-sec.  2). 

4.  As  to  the  Councils  of  County  Boroughs:  — 

Tlie  forgoing  provisions  regarding  Urban  District  Councils 
for  boroughs,  apply  in  the  case  of  the  Councils  for  county 
boroughs  (same  Order  and  Article,  sub-sec.  2). 

VI. — Temporary  Financial   Arrange- 
ments and  Adjustments. 

1.  The  Grand  Juries  at  Spring  Assizes,  1899,  and  their  officers 
are  to  proceed,  as  usual,  to  make  arrangements  for  carrying  on 
their  business  up  to  the  30th  September,  1899,  and  they  are  not 
to  take  into  account  possible  receipts  from  the  agricultural 
grant  (Local  Government  (Transitory  Provisions)  (No.  2)  Order, 
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1898,  Article  3) ;  but  after  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  County 
Councils,  all  receipts  in  respect  of  county  cess  applotted  bt'f(jre 
the  assizes  of  1899  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  fund  (same 
Order  and  Article,  sub-sec.  7),  and  after  that  all  sums  required 
to  meet  payments  for  county  purposes  shall  be  raised  by  the 
councils  (same  Order  and  Article,  sub-sec.  9). 

2.  The  Boards  of  Guardians  will  continue  to  make  and  levy 
the  poor  rate,  but  only  for  a  period  (>nding  the  31st  ^Earch,  1899 
(same  Order,  Article  4,  sub-sec.  1) ;  and  this  provision  will  apply 
to  the  parts  of  the  two  Dublin  Unions  which  are  outside  the  city 
(sub-sec.  2).  As  regards  the  portions  of  those  unions  within  the 
city,  the  Boards  will  act  as  follows :  — 

(a)  In  the  case  of  the  sum  required  by  tnem  for  the 
period  ending  the  31st  March,  1899  (up  to  which  they  will 
I'etain  all  their  powers),  they  will  estimate  it  according 
to  the  law  existing  at  the  passing  of  the  Act;    and 

(b)  In  the  case  of  the  amount  required  by  them  for  the 
period  from  the  31st  March,  1899  to  the  30tli  September 
following,  they  will  estimate  it  according  to  the  law  as 
altered  by  the  Act  (under  which  they  will  only  have,  after 
the  31st  March,  the  expenditure  of  what  is  required  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor). 

Having  so  estimated  those  amounts,  they  will  send  their 
estimates  to  the  Collector-General,  who  will  make  and  levy 
the  rates  for  those  periods  respectively  (same  Order  and  Article, 
sub-sec.  2). 

3.  Any  adjustment  of  financial  relations,  conseciuont  on 
alterations  of  boundaries,  or  on  alterations  in  the  method  of 
assessing  the  poor-rate  or  of  raising  the  charges  heretofore 
levied  oif  any  area,  or  on  other  things  done  by  virtue  of  the 
Act,  may  be  made  by  th(>  Local  Government  lioard  after  com- 
munication with  the  various  authorities  concerned  (same  Order, 
Article  18) ;  and  the  power  of  the  Board  in  this  matter  extends 
to  the  adjustment  of  any  guarantee  affecting  any  barony  or 
any  other  area,  wliich  is  divided  between  two  or  more  counti(>s  or 
distiicts  (same  Order  and  Article,  sub-sec.  '•'>),  and  to  the  transfer 
of  any  duties  to  be  pei-formed  by  any  Council  or  Officer  (same 
Order  and  Article,  sub-sec.  5). 


VII.     Existing:  Officers. 

1.  Transfer  of  Officers. 

(«)  The  existing  officers  of  any  authority  whose  business  is 
transferred  to  any  County  or  ,Distiict  Council  become  the  officers 
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of  the  Council  to  which  that  business  is  transferred,  provided 
they  are  employed  in  that  business  and  not  in  any  other  busi- 
ness of  the  old  authority,  and  for  the  purpose  of  this  enactment, 
the  following  are  deemed  to  be  existing  officers,  viz.:  — 

(a)  Grand  Jury  Secretaries ; 

(b)  County  Treasurers ; 

(c)  County  Surveyors ; 
{d)  Assistant  Surveyors ; 

(e)  County   Solicitors; 

(f)  County  Analysts ; 

{(/)  Barony  Constables  or  Cess  Collectors ; 

(A)  Deputy  Cess  Collectors  duly  appointed  under  sec. 
148  of  Grand  Jury  Act,  1836  (under  which  Deputies  as 
well  as  principals  were  obliged  to  give  security) ; 

(i)  Deputy  County  Treasurers  and  Secretaries  who  were 
appointed  with  the  approval  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and 
have  devoted  their  whole  time  to  their  duties ; 

(j)  Medical  Sui)erintendents  and  other  officers  in  lunatic 
asylums ; 

all  of  whom  but  the  last  class  are  deemed  to  be  existing  officers 
of  the  Grand  Jury,  the  last  class  being  deemed  to  be  existing 
officers  of  the  Boards  of  Governors  of  the  various  asylums  (sec. 
115,  sub-sec.  1)  ;  and  all  are  transferred,  accordingly  to  the 
County  Councils,  and  that,  too,  in  the  case  of  the  Grand  Jury 
officers,  whether  the}^  served  in  a  county  or  in  a  county  of  a  city 
or  town  (not  a  county  borough),  such  counties  of  cities  and 
towns  being  merged  in  thier  respective  counties  (sec.  115, 
sub-sec.  2). 

Poor-rate  collectors  in  rural  districts  are  transferred  to  the 
County  Councils :  poor-rate  collectors  in  urban  districts  to  the 
Urban  District  Councils  (sec.  115,  sub-sec.  1) ;  and  it  is  sub- 
mitted that  these  latter  officers  do  not  come  within  the  terms 
of  sec.  115,.  sub-sec.  10,  under  which  County  Councils  are  to 
choose  between  poor  rate  collectors  and  cess  collectors. 

It  will  be  seen  that  certain  existing  officers  may  be  excluded 
from  the  benefits  of  this  enactment — namely,  all  officers  who 
have  been  employed  by  any  of  the  old  authorities  in  any  busi- 
ness additional  to  that  transferred.  Dispensaiy  doctors  who  will 
remain  the  medical  officers  of  the  Boards  of  Guardians,  are  not 
affected  by  this  provision,  in  respect  of  their  being  also  sanitary 
officers,  because  they  must,  in  any  case,  be  employed  as  sanitary 
officers  in  their  respective  districts  (sec.  11,  Public  Health  Act, 
1878) ;  but  Clerks  of  Unions,  who  also  are  sanitaiy  officers  as 
well  as  Clerks  of  Unions,  would  not  necessarily  retain  both 
positions.    It  is,  however,  expressly  provided  that  those  officers 
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and  the  treasurers  of  unions  shall  be  the  clerks  and  treasurers 
respectively  of  the  councils  of  the  rural  districts  comprised  in 
the    respective  unions,    unless  the    Local   Government    Board  ^ 
authorise  the  appointment  of  separate  clerks  and  treasurers  by 
those  Councils  (sec.  85,  sub-sec.  1). 

(b)  Existing  Clerks  of  Unions  are. to  continue  to  perform  their 
work  under  the  Registration  Acts  and  Jurors'  Acts,  unless  they 
otherwise  arrange  with  the  County  Councils  (sec.  121). 

(c)  Special  provisions  is  made  regarding  existing  secretaries 
of  Grand  Juries.  Those  officers,  unless  they  resign  or  are  re- 
moved with  the  concurrence  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
will  be  the  secretaries  of  the  County  Councils  till  the  31st  March, 
1900,  and  any  of  them  may  then,  if  they  have  given  three 
months'  notice  in  writing,  retire  on  an  allowance  as  if  his  office 
were  abolished  (sec.  115,  sub-sec.  4,  and  see  post),  or  he  may 
then  be  removed,  on  three  months'  notice  beforehand,  and  if 
he  is  so  removed  without  the  concurrence  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  he  will  be  entitled  to  a  similar  allow- 
ance (sec.  115,  sub-sec.  5) ;  and  the  secretary  of  the  Grand 
Juiy  of  Tipperary  will  become  the  secretary  of  the  Council  for 
each  riding  of  that  county,  with  the  same  right  to  retire  on  the 
31st  March,  1900,  and  the  right  to  an  allowance  m  the  event 
of  his  being  removed  on  or  after  that  date  as  all  other  existing 
secretaries  (sec.  115,  sub-sec.  8). 

(d)  Special  provision  is  also  made  for  the  existing  Clerks  of 
the  Crown  and  Peace  for  Kilkenny  city  and  Galway  town,  who 
are  to  continue  to  perform  the  same  duties  in  the  same  areas 
as  heretofore  (sec.  117,  sub-sec.  1). 

{e)  Special  provision  is  also  made  for  the  Coroners  for  the 
borough  of  Galway  and  Carrickfergus.  Those  towns  being 
merged  in  the  counties  of  Galway  and  Antrim  respectively, 
their  existing  Coroners  will  continiie  to  act  for  the  same  districts 
as  hitherto,  as  if  their  areas  were  districts  of  those  counties 
(sec.  IIT,  sub-sec.  2). 

if)  County  Cess  Collectors  are  to  continue  the  collection  of 
the  cess  which  they  had  in  liand  on  the  day  when  the  Act  came 
into  oj)eration,  as  respects  their  business  (sec.  120,  and  see  also 
sec.  124). 

2.  Conditions  of  Service. 

As  to  tenure  and  salary,  every  existing  officer  who  is  trans- 
ferred from  any  local  authority  to  any  other  will  hold  his  office 
by  the  same  tenure,  and  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as 
heretofore,  and  while  he  ])erfornis  the  same  or  analagous  duties 
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as  heretofore  will  receive  the  same  salary  (sec.  11-5,  sub-sec.  18), 
and  this  provision  applies  to  all  existing  officers  of  any  urban 
district  Council,  or  town  board,  other  than  a  town  clerk  (sec. 
119),  and  any  such  officers  as  have  hitherto  been  elected  annually, 
need  not  be  so  elected  in  future    (sec.  119). 

Officers  of  Municipal  Authorities,  such  as  a  Town  Clerk  of  a 
Borough,  or  of  a  Town  Board,  and  wdio  have  hitherto  been 
permanent  officers,  remain  permanent,  and  are  to  be  paid  as 
hitherto  (sec.  116);  and  the  same  provision  applies  to  ail  other 
existing  officers  of  an  Urban  District  Council  or  Town  Board, 
even  though  they  have  been  hitherto  annually  re-appointed 
(sec.  119). 

The  same  provision  as  to  salary  applies  to  the  Clerks  of  the 
Crown  and  Peace  for  Kilkenny  and  Gal  way  (sec.  117,  sub-sec.  1). 

But,  inasmuch  as  the  areas,  in  which  existing  officers  dis- 
charge their  duties  may  be  altered,  and  the  duties  of  some  exist- 
ing officers  will  thus  be  increased,  while  those  of  others  will  be 
diminished,  and  inasmuch  also  as  the  County  Councils  must 
select  between  the  cess  collectors  and  the  poor-rate  collectors, 
as  to  whom  they  will  in  future  employ  as  poor-rate  collectors 
(sec.  115,  sub-sec.  10),  and  as  some  officers  will  thus  lose  their 
employment,  while  others  may  have  additional  duties  to  dis- 
charge, it  is  provided,  first,  that  the  various  officers  must  per- 
form their  duties  in  the  altered  areas  (sec.  115,  sub-sec.  16),  and, 
second,  must  receive  a  proportionately  increased  or  diminished 
remuneration  (sec.  115,  sub-sec.  18),  it  being  in  the 
power  of  the  County  Council,  however,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Local  Government  Board,  to  make  a  special  agreement 
with  any  existing  officer  (sec.  115,  sub-sec.  18).  The  obligation 
of  choosing  between  the  cess  collectors  and  tae  poor-rate 
collectors,  as  the  future  poor-rate  collectors,  which  is  thrown  on 
the  County  Councils  (sec.  115,  sub-sec.  10),  does  not  seem  to 
rest  on  the  Urban  District  Councils,  which  are  not  mentioned 
in  sec.  115,  sub-sec.  10 ;  and  it  would,  therefore,  seem  to  follow 
that  poor-rate  collectors  in  Urban  Districts  must  continue  to 
be  employed  by  the  Urban  District  Councils,  concurrently  with 
the  cess  collectors,  subject  to  their  remuneration  being  increased 
or  diminished,  according  as  their  duties  are  increased  or 
diminished,  and  to  their  being  entitled,  if  those  duties  are 
diminished,  to  compensation. 

The  provision  as  to  receiving  the  same  remuneration  for  the 
performance  of  the  same  duties  and  increased  remuneration 
for  increased  duties,  applies  to  Town  Clerks  of  boroughs  and 
Commissioners  (sec.  116).     In  regard  to  the  Secretary'  of  the 
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Uvo  Councils  of  Tipperary,  his  reniiineration  is  to  be  Lome  by 
the  two  Councils  in  proportions  to  be  agreed  upon,  or  in  default 
of  agreement,  to  be  decided  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
(sec.  115,  sub-sec.  8). 

3.  Superannuation  Allowances. 

As  to  superannuation  allowances  and  gratuities,  the  following 
are  the  provisions  as  regards  existing  othcers  : 

(1)  A  Secretary  of  a  County  Council  if  he  retires  after  31st 
March,  1900,  voluntarily,  is  to  get  a  pension  on  the  Civil  Service 
scale  (sec.  115,  sub-sec.  6),  if  he  retires  on  that  day,  after  three 
months'  notice,  or  if  the  County  Council  gets  rid  of  him  on 
that  day  by  three  months'  notice  given  beforehand,  or  if  before  that 
da}'  he  satisfies  the  Local  Government  Board  that  he  is  unable, 
through  age  or  infirmity,  to  discharge  his  duties  and  then 
retires,  he  will  be  entitled  to  an  allowance  as  if  his  office  were 
abolished  (sec.  115,  sub-sec.  4,  5,  G,  7,  and  see  post,  as  to  mean- 
ing of  "  abolition  of  office.") 

(2)  Town  Clerks,  if  removed  from  office  for  any  other  cause 
than  misconduct  or  incapacity,  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other 
rights  they  may  have,  be  entitled  to  a  superannuation  on  the 
('ivil  Service  scale,  if  already  qualified  for  a  superannuation 
under  the  Local  Officers'  Superannuation  (Ireland)  Act,  1869; 
and  if  not  so  qualified,  to  a  gratuity  amounting  to  one  year's 
net  emoluments  together  with  one  quarter's  net  emoluments 
for  each  half-year  served,  the  total  amount,  however,  not  to 
exceed  five  years'  net  emoluments  (sec.  IKi,  and  Tth  scliedule, 
Part  I). 

(3)  All  other  existing  officers  who  aie  transferred  to  any 
county  or  district  Council,  or  who  are  officers  of  any  board  of 
guardians,  and  who  would  be  (jualified  for  superannuation  on 
the  day  the  Act  came  into  operation,  shall  be  entitled  on 
retirement  at  any  time  in  the  future,  as  a  matter  of  right,  to  a 
superannuation  on  the  Civil  Service  scale,  without  prejudice  to 
any  existing  rights,  which  he  may  have,  (sec.  118,  sub-sec.  1) ; 
and  the  qualification  for  s\iperannuation  referred  to  means 
being  of  the  necessaiy  age  where  that  is  required,  having  s.>rvefl 
the  necessary  time,  and  (except  in  the  case  of  medical  officers) 
having  devoted  their  whole  time  to  their  duties  (sec.  118,  sub- 
sec.  2).  Those  provisions,  in  other  words,  make  it  ronimilsory 
on  the  new  authorities  to  grant  pensions,  on  the  Civil  Service 
scale,  to  existing  officers  at  any  time  they  retire,  provided  they 
were  qualified  for  pensions  when  the  Act  came  into  operation. 

(4)  The  foregoing  provision  applies  also  to  certain  officers 
vf  Municipal    Authorities— namely,  to  any  v'xistini,^  officers  of 
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any  Urban  District  Council  or  Town  Commissioners  who  coiil<l 
get  superannuation  if  the  authorities  whom  they  served  wished 
to  give  it  to  them,  s,nd  provided  they  were  qualified  for  super- 
annuation when  thv    Act  came  into  operation  (sec.  119). 

(5)  In  estimating  the  amount  of  superannuation  to  be  given 
in  any  case,  the  service  already  given  by  any  officer  is  to  be 
taken  into  account,  and  this  provision  applies  to  the  case  of 
a  secretary  of  a  County  Council  who  has  served  part  of  his 
time  as  assistant  or  deputy  secretary  (sec.  115,  sub-sec.   3). 

(6)  Cess  Collectors  and  deputy  cess  collectors  are  specially 
provided  for,  it  being  enacted  that  in  case  their  services  are 
dispensed  with,  they  are  to  get  compensation  on  the  scale 
applying  to  Town  Clerks  not  qualified  for  a  superannuation 
allovrance  (sec.  120). 

4.  Compensation  as  for  Abolition  of  Office. 

(a)  Any  officer  of  a  County  or  District  Council  such,  for 
instance,  as  a  poor-rate  collector  or  cess  collector,  who  is  not 
continued  in  office,  who  could  have  got  a  pension,  and  who  has 
expressed  his  willingness  to  continue  to  serve,  is  to  receive 
compensation  as  if  his  office  were  abolished  (sec.  115,  sub- 
sec.  12). 

(b)  The  same  provision  applies  to  any  dispensary  doctor, 
whose  office  is  declared,  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  within 
six  months  after  the  passing  of  the  Act  to  be  unnecessary  (sec. 
115,  sub-sec.   17). 

(c)  The  same  rule  applies  to  any  other  officer,  whether  men- 
tioned in  sec.  115  or  not,  who  is  remunerated  out  of  anv  cess 
or  rate,  and  loses  his  employment  or  suffers  any  direct  pecuniary 
loss  in  consequence  of  the  Act,  or  who,  on  being  transferred 
to  a  Council  is  dismissed  within  five  years,  from  any  other  cause 
than  misconduct  or  incapacity,  provided  he  can  be  removed 
without  the  concurrence  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  is  not  a  banking  company  (sec.  115, 
sub-sec.   19). 

The  compensation  given  "  on  abolition  of  office,"  or  for  loss 
or  diminution  of  fees  or  salaiy,  and  the  circumstances  under 
which  it  is  given  are  regulated  by  sec.  120  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment (England  and  Wales)  Act,  1888  (sec.  115,  sub-sec.  19). 
According  to  the  provision  of  that  enactment,  compensation  may 
be  given  to  existing  officers  who  suffVr  any  direct  pecuniary 
loss  by  either  (1)  alDolition  of  office,  or  (2)  diminution  of  fees 
or  salary,  but  in  estimating  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be 
given  the  following  circumstances  and  matters  are  to  be  taken 
into  account :  — 
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1.  The  conditions  of  the  appointment — that  is,  whether 
it  was  permanent  or  terminable  at  the  discretion  of  the 
appointing  body ; 

2.  The  natui'e  of  the  oiiice  or  employment — that  is, 
whether  it  was  an  important  office  or  the  reverse; 

'i.  The  length  of  the  service  rendered ; 

4.  Whether  the  officer  has  received  any  and,  if  any,  what 
additional  emoluments  under  or  owing  to  the  working  of 
the  Act,  and  what  (if  any)  emoluments  he  might  have 
obtained  if  he  had  not  refused  to  accept  office  undei-  any 
Council ; 

5.  All  the  other  circumstances  of  the  case.  (See  Mac- 
moran's  "  Local  Government  Act,  1888,"  p.  195.) 

(').  The  compensation  awarded  is  not  to  exceed  the  Civil 
Service  scale  allowed  in  the  case  of  a  person  whose  office 
is  abolished. 

'").  Gratuities. 

Gratuities  may  be  given  in  the  following  cases :  — 

(a)  To  existing  Town  Clerks  who  may  not  be  entitled, 
in  consequence  of  not  having  served  a  sufficiently  long 
time,  to  superannuation,  and  who  are  removed  from  office 
for  any  other  cause  than  misconduct  or  incapacity  (sec.  IIG) ; 

(b)  To  existing  collectors  who,  if  they  hold  a  pension- 
able office,  do  not  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Local 
Government  lioard,  express  their  willingness  to  continue  to 
serve,  and  are  not  continued  in  office  (sec.  115,  sub-sec. 
12  (b) ) ;   and 

(c)  To  existing  officers  who,  do  not  hold  a  pensionable 
office,  and  express  their  unwillingness  to  serve,  or  are  not 
continued  in  office  (sec.  115,  sub-sec.  12  (r)  ). 

The  scale  on  Avhich  gratuities  may  be  calculated  is  that 
]U'esci'ibed  for  high  constables,  and  barony  collectors,  by  Part  I. 
of  the  7 til  schedule  of  the  Act. 

G.  The  Civil  Service  Scale. 

Tlie  inter])retation  put  by  the  Local  Government  Board  upon 
the  ex|)ression  "  Civil  Service  Scale,"  may  b«>  gathered  from  the 
following  extract  ivoni  a  circular  issued  by  tln^  Board  the  25th 
November,  1881  :— 

"  The  Board,  therefore,  tliiiik  it  cxiHMJient  to  state,  for  tlie  iiifonna- 
tion  of  Hoards  (tf  (iuardiaiis,  that  in  gi\ing  their  consent  in  future  to 
Superannuation  Allowances  pioposed  to  he  gi-anted  to  Union  Officers 
they  will  he  governed,  as  far  as  oinunistances  may  peimit,  by  the  rules 
applicable  to  the  Superannuation  of  the  Civil  Scixaiits  of  the  Crown 
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under  the  Superannuation  Act  of  1859  :  following,  then,  the  scale  of 
allowances  prescribed  by  that  Act,  the  amount  which  may,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  be  projDerly  awarded  to  an  Officer  who  has  served 
with  efficiency  for  ten  years  and  upwards,  and  under  eleven  years,  will 
be  an  annual  sum  equal  to  ten-sixtieths  of  his  salary  and  emoluments, 
and  an  addition  of  one-sixtieth  in  respect  of  each  additional  year  of 
service  until  a  maximum  of  forty-sixtieths,  or  two-thirds,  be  reached, 
which  is  the  highest  amount  authorised  by  the  Union  Officers  Super- 
annuation Acts.  In  cases  where,  for  the  due  and  efficient  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  any  office,  professional  or  other  special  qualifications  are 
required,  a  number  of  years  not  exceeding  ten,  may,  for  the  purpose  of 
the  computation,  be  added  to  the  number  of  years  during  which  the 
Officer  has  served,  provided  such  addition  does  not  raise  the  amount  to 
be  awarded  above  the  maximum  amount  of  two-thirds  of  his  salary  and 
emoluments.' 

7.  Protection  for  Pensions  and  other  Compensation. 

No  ])ension,  allowance,  or  compensation  granted  to  any  exist- 
ing officer  can  be  assigned,  nor  can  it  be  changed  with  liis  debts 
(sec.  115,  sub-sec.  2-i). 

8.  Salaries  of  Existing  Coroners. 

While  the  salary  of  every  Coroner  may  be  fixed  at  any  sum, 
the  County  Council  may  fix  and  the  Local  Government  Board 
may  sanction,  the  salary  of  an  existing  Coroner  shall  not  be  less 
than  his  a^'erage  annual  net  receipts  as  Coroner,  during  the  five 
years  next  before  the  passing  of  the  Act  (sec.  14,  sub-sec.  ()(&)). 

9.  Auditing  of  County  Treasurer's  Accounts. 

The  officers  employed  in  auditing  County  Treasurer's  ac- 
counts, who  were  formerly  officers  under  the  Receiver  Master, 
and  were  subsequently  transferred  to  the  Local  Government 
Board,  are  made  officers  of  that  Board  at  the  same  remunera- 
tion as  heretofore.  They  are  qualified  to  receive  a  superannua- 
tion, such  as  is  provided  under  the  Local  Ojficers'  (Ireland) 
Superannuation  Act,  18(j9  ;  in  calculating  the  amount  of  the 
superannuation  they  are  entitled  to  reckon  their  future  service, 
as  well  as  their  past  service ;  and  the  superannuation  is  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  Fee  Fund  mentioned  in  the  said  Act  of  1869 
(sec.  122,  sub-sec.  2). 

10.  The  Collector-General  of  Dublin  and  his  Staff. 

The  Collector-General  and  such  persons  as  were  officers  of 
his  on  the  31st  March,  1898,  are -to  hold  their  offices  till  the  1st 
October,  1899,  and,  unless  they  are  then  taken  over  by  the  Cor- 
poration, are  to  be  entitled  to  superannuation  allowance,  in 
accordance  with  sec.  TO  (A)  of  the  Dublin  Improvement  Act, 
1890  (sec.  60  (10) ). 
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PART    IX. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

I.— The  Appointed  Day. 

The  Act  comes  into  operation  for :  — 

(a)  Rural  District  Councils  and  Boards  of  Guardians  on 
the  25th  March,  1899; 

(&)  County  Councils  and  Urban  District  Councils  on  the 
1st  April,   1899;    and 

(c)  As  to  all  other  matters  on  the  1st  April,  1899  ; 
but,  before  the  election  of  the  County  Councils,  the  Local 
Government  Board  may  order  that  different  dates  be  fixed,  and 
then  different  days  may  be  fixed  for  different  purposes  (sec. 
124,  sub-sec.  1),  except  that  the  provisions  regarding  the 
registration  of  electors,  elections,  and  any  matters  that  must 
be  done  to  bring  the  Act  into  force,  took  effect  on  the  passing 
of  the  Act  (sec.  124,  sub-sec.  2). 

General  Orders  of  the  Local  Government  Board  under  tliis 
section  will  be  found  in  Appendix  III.  After  the  election  of 
the  County  Councils  the  dates  can  be  fixed  only  on  the  applica- 
tion of  those  bodies  (sec.  124,  sub-sec.  1). 

II.— Orders  in  CounciB  and  Rules. 

(a)  The  Lord  Lieutenant  in  Council  may  make  orders  apply- 
ing to  Ireland,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act,  certain  provisions 
of  the  English  and  Scotch  Local  Government  Acts  (sec.  104) ; 
may  adapt  the  (irand  Jury  Acts,  the  Valuation  Acts,  and  other 
Irish  Acts,  to  the  new  system  of  local  government  in  Ireland 
(sec.  105) ;  and  may  regulate  the  procedure  of  the  Count}'  and 
District  Councils  in  reference  to  the  business  transferred  to 
them  from  th(>  Grand  Juries  and  Presentment  Sessions  and 
make  all  such  transitaiy  provisions  regarding  the  business  and 
officers  of  Councils  and  Guardians,  first  elections  and  retire- 
ment of  Councillors,  and  other  matters,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  bringing  the  Act  into  operation  (sec.  106).  All  such  orders 
must  be  laid  before  Parliament  and  are  subject  to  being  annulled 
by  a  vote  ol"  either  house  within  forty  days  after  either  house 
has  becjun  to  sit  (sec.  107,  sub-sec.  2). 

(h)  The  Local  Governn\ent  Board  may  make  rules  for  carry- 
ing into  effect  th(>  financial  ])rovisions  of  tli(>  Act,  and  for 
regulating  any  matter  authorised  to  be  regulated  by  lules,  and 
geneially  foi' 'carrying  the  Act  into  eft'ect,  so  far  as  the  Lord 
Lieiitenant  in  Council  is  not  invested  with  that  power  (sec. 
108,  sub-sec.  1).    It  may  also  make  provisional  orders  for  adapt- 
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ing  any  Local  Act  to  tlie  new  state  of  things  (sec.  108,  sub-sec. 
2) ;  but  such  orders  must  be  confirmed  by  Parliament  and 
sections  214  and  215  of  the  Public  Health  (Ireland)  Act,  1878, 
which  provide  for  local  inquiries  being  held  before  the  orders 
are  made,  apply  where  they  are  applicable  (sec.  101,  sub-sec.  4) 


III— Existing  Powers  of  Local   Govern- 
ment Board. 

The  existing  powers  of  the  Local  Government  Board  over 
the  Boards  of  Guardians  and  their  officers  remain,  and,  if  any 
of  the  new  Councils  so  wish  and  apply,  the  Board  may  exercise 
in  relation  to  that  Council  and  its  officers  the  powers  of  holding 
inquiries,  and  deputing  inspectors  to  attend  its  meetings,  as  it 
possesses  in  the  case  of  Boards  of  Guardians  (sec.  101,  sub-sec. 
1).  It  may  also  decide  any  difference  which  under  any  applied 
enactment  can  be  referred  to  the  High  Court,  provided  the 
parties  differing  agree  to  that  course  (sec.   101,  sub-sec.  3). 


IV.— Additional  SVIembers  of  Local 
Government  Board. 

The  President  of  the  Local  Government — that  is,  the  Chief 
Secretary  for  Ireland — may  appoint  an  additional  member  of 
the  Board  to  hold  office  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  for 
the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  work  of  bringing  the  Act  into 
operation,  at  such  salary  as  the  Treasury  fix  (sec.  102,  sub-sec. 
5,6). 

v.— Imperative  Presentments  and 

Mandamus. 

Where  a  judge  orders  a  sum  to  be  paid  by  any  Council  or  by 
an  officer  of  any  Coiincil  under  the  Act — as,  for  instance,  in 
an  appeal  in  a  case  of  compensation  for  malicious  injuries ;  !or 
where  a  judgment  of  a  court  has  to  be  satisfied ;  or  in  the  case 
of  a  fixed  imperative  presentment,  such  as  that  for  extra  police, 
the  treasurer  must  pay  the  money  reqiiired  out  of  the  first 
moneys  coming  to  his  hands  and,  if  he  fails,  may  be  compelled 
to  pay  by  mandamus  (sec.  80,  sub-sec.  1) ;  and  where  a  man- 
damus is  issued  by  the  High  Court  to  any  County  or  District 
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Council,  and  the  Council  fail  to  comply  with  it,  the  Court  may 
appoint  an  officer  with  all  the  powers  of  the  Council  to  cany 
the  order  into  effect  (.sec.  81).  Moreover,  in  the  case  of  a  debt 
due  to  the  Crown,  the  amount  may,  in  case  of  default,  be 
deducted  from  the  portion  of  the  agricultural  or  other  grant 
payable  to  the  Council  (sec.  80,  sub-sec.  2). 


VI. ^Licensed    Premises   and    IVBeeting^s 

of  Councils. 

If  there  is  no  other  suitable  place  available,  a  County  or 
District  Council,  or  any  committee  thereof,  may  meet  in  licensed 
premises ;  but  not  otherwise,  and  in  this  connection  licensed 
premises  includes  a  club  at  which  any  intoxicating  liquor  is 
sold  (sec.  77). 


VII.    Reg^ist ration  of  Electors. 

(a)  The  register  of  electors  for  local  government  purposes  is 
to  be  completed  and  on  sale  to  the  public,  and  is  to  come  into 
operation,  on  the  1st  January  in  each  year,  and  is  to  continue 
in  force  for  one  j^ear  from  that  date  (sec.  98,  sub-sec.  1). 

[h)  Freeholders  and  leaseholders  in  a  district  electoral  divi- 
sion which  is  now  comprised  in  a  Parliamentary  borougli,  if 
before  the  Act  they  voted  in  a  Parliamentary  county  and  not 
in  a  Parliamentary  borough,  are  to  be  entered  in  a  sejiarate  list ; 
but  the  entry  of  their  names  in  a  separate  list  will  not  alter  the 
place  where  they  may  vote  at  a  Parliamentarv  election  (sec. 
98,  sub-sec.  2).  "     . 

(c)  Freemen,  if  resident  in  a  Parliamentary  borough,  are  to 
vote  at  local  irovernment  (>lections  in  the  (dectoral  division  in 
wliich  they  live;  ii"  non-resident,  in  tlie  divisions  to  wliicli  they  are 
allotted  by  the  revising  barrister,  who  will  allot  such  freeman 
as  they  are  at  jjresent  allotivd  ini-  I'aiTiamentary  pui-poses  (sec. 
98,  sub-sees.  .'5,  4). 

{(/)  Yov  the  purposes  of  Hie  registration  of  voters  in  the  year 
1898,  the  time  for  doing  anything  in  July  or  August,  was  ex- 
tended by  one  week  in  each  case  (sec.  114,  sub-sec.  1),  and  no 
(Jection  is  to  be  questioned  by  reason  of  any  eri'or  or  infor- 
mality in  the  lists  in  the  year  1898  (sec.  114,  sub-sec.  2).

VIII.— Ecclesiastial    Dignitaries    arsd 
County    Infirmaries. 

The  right  of  any  ecclesiastical  person,  by  virtue  of  his  dignity 
or  office,  to  be  a  governor  or  trustee  of  any  county  infirmary  or 
fever  hospital  is  abolished  (sec.  15,  sub-sec.  11). 


IX.— Future    transfer   of  Additional 
Powers  to  County  Councils. 

If  any  drainage  board  or  other  public  body,  corporate  or 
unincorporate  (except  a  District  Council,  or  a  Town,  Board,  or 
a  Board  of  Guardians),  consents,  its  business  may  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  County  Council  by  a  provisional  order  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  where  a  drainage  board  or  other  such 
body  has  ceased  to  exist,  the  transfer  may  be  effected  without 
the  consent  of  the  body  effected  (sec.  20,  sub-sec.  1).  The  busi- 
ness so  transferred,  if  it  arises  in  two  or  more  counties,  may 
be  transferred  to  the  Councils  of  these  counties  jointly,  and 
be  managed  by  a  joint  Committee  of  these  Councils  (sec.  20, 
sub-sec.  2). 


X.— Trackways  in  Navig^able  FSivers 

A  trackway  on  the  bank  of  any  navigable  river  on  which  boats 
have  been  accustomed  to  be  towed  by  horses,  shall,  while  the 
canal  continues  to  be  used  for  navigation,  be  a  public  highway, 
and  shall  continue  to  be  maintained  as  hitherto — that  is,  it  may 
be  kept  in  repair  and  M'idened,  if  necessary,  to  an  extent  not 
exceeding  15  feet,  by  the  County  Council,  at  the  expense  of  the 
portion  of  the  county  through  which  it  passes  (sec.  78,  and  36 
&  37  Vic,  c.  34,  s.  1). 

XI.— Amendment  of  Tramway  Law] 

The  requirement  (23  &  24  Vic,  c  152,  s.  38,  (1) )  that  the 
approval  or  disapproval  of  a  tramway  undertaking  by  a  munici- 
pal, corporate,  or  other  municipal  body  shall  be  signified  by  a 
majority  of  two-thirds  has  been  repealed.  A  mere  majority  will 
henceforth  be  sufficient  '(sec  93). 
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XII.— Leases  of  Dispensary  Houses. 

Hitherto  such  h^ases  could  not  be  made  to  a  Board  of 
Ouardians  for  a  longer  period  than  60  years  (42  &  43  Yic,  c. 
25,  s.  11).  Henceforward  they  may  be  made  for  any  term  not 
less  than  60  3-ears  which  the  o^^^ler  has  power  to  grant  (sec.  91, 
and  see  Order  of  Local  Gcjvernment  Board  under  this  section, 
p.  276  post). 

XIII.— Ballot    Boxes    and    Fittingfs    at 
Local  and  Parliamentary  Elections. 

Ballot-boxes,  fittings,  and  eoni])artments  for  voting  at  elec- 
tions are  to  be  provided  and  kept  for  each  county,  each  urban 
and  each  rural  district,  and  for  each  '^electoral  division  of  a 
union  in  an  urban  district,  at  the  expense  of  the  countv,  the 
district  and  the  union  respectively,  and  they  may  be  used  free 
of  charge  at  Parliamentary  elections  (sec.  99,  sub-sec.  1) ;  and 
if  returning  officers  do  not  use  such  ballot-boxes,  fittings  and 
compartments  at  Parliamentaiy  elections,  they  will  not  be 
allowed  the  cost  of  any  others  (sec.  99,  sub-sec.  2).

5. — (1.)  There  shall  be  transferred  to  the  county  court  the 
business  of  any  presentment  sessions  and  grand  jury  in  relation  to 
compensation  for  criminal  injurieSj  that  is  to  say,  compensation 
under  the  enactments  mentioned  in  Part  One  of  the  First  Schedule 
to  this  Act,  3nd  of  those  enactments  section  one  hundred  and 
thirty-five  and  the  following  sections  of  the  Grand  Juries  Act,  1836, 
so  far  as  unrepealed,  shall  extend  to  the  case  of  maliciously  setting 
fire  to,  destroying,  or  injuring  propert}^  of  any  description,  whether

refusal  or  decree  of  the  county  court,  appeal  to  the  judge  of 
assize,  and,  subject  to  this  Act  and  to  rules  of  court,  the  County 
Courts  (Ireland)  Acts,  1851  to  1889,  shall,  except  in  so  far  as 
they  require  security  to  be  given,  apply  in  like  manner  as  in  the 
case  of  any  other  appeal ;  and  the  judge  may  vary  the  decree  in 
respect  of  the  area  ofi^  which  the  compensation  is  levied  as  well  as 
in  respect  of  other  matters.

«(c)  Any  person  interested  in  the  said  land  on  whom  the  said 
notice  is  required  as  aforesaid  to  be  served  and  who  objects 
to  the  land  being  acquired  by  the  county  council,  and  any 
owner  or  reputed  owner,  lessee  or  reputed  lessee,  or  occupier, 
of  any  land  who  alleges  that  such  land  will  be  injuriously 
affected  by  the  said  worl;,  and  also  any  ratepayer  in  the 
county  may  within  such  time  after  the  publication  of  the 
said  notices  as  is  fixed  by  rules  of  court,  apply  to  the  judge 
of  assize  to  refuse  the  order  upon  the  said  petition,  and  the 
judge  shall  hear  such  application  and  determine  all  questions 
of  law  and  fact  arising  thereon,  and  in  particular  the 
question  whether  the  said  work  is  of  public  utility,  and  of 
such  importance  to  the  public  as  to  justify  the  compulsory 
acr{uisition  of  the  land  ;

Every  such  county  infirmaiy  shall  l^e  managed,  and  the 
admission  of  patients  thereto  controlled,  by  a  joint  committee 
appointed  triennially,  consisting  of  such  number  of  members  of  the 
corporation  of  the  '-governor  or  governesses  of  the  infirmary" 
appointed  by  the  corporation,  and  of  such  number  of  members  of 
the  county  council  or  other  persons  appointed  by  the  council,  as 
the  Local  Government  Board  from  time  to  time  fix  in  the  case  of 
each  infirmary,  having  regard  as  well  as  to  the  proportion  of  the 
contribution  out  of  the  county  cess  or  the  poor  rate  towards  the 
building  and  maintenance  of  the  infirmary  as  to  all  the  other 
circumstances  of  the  case ;  and  all  powers  vested  in  the  cor- 
poration in  relation  to  the  infirmary  shall  be  exercised  only  by  the 
said  committee ;  and  every  member  of  the  committee  shall  have 
the  same  pov\er  of  recommendation  as  a  governor. 

(3.)  Where  the  councils  of  two  or  more  counties  contribute  to^ 
the  same  county  infirmary,  each  of  those  councils  shall  be 
represented  on  the  said  committee.

Where  the  boundary  of  a  county  for  which  an  infirmary  or 
hospital  has  been  provided  is  altered  by  or  in  pursuance  of  this 
Act,  or  where  pirt  of  any  such  county  is  constituted  a  county 
borough,  the  contribution  to  be  made  to  such  infirmary  or  hospital 
shall  be  a  subject  of  adjustment,  and  the  Local  Government 
Board  in  making  such  adjustment  ma}"^  provide  for  the  representa- 
tion of  the  council  of  any  contributing  county  upon  the  said 
committee. 

(8.)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  dej)rive  any  existing  officer  of

the  order  has  taken  effect,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  those 
facts. 

(2.)  An  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  under  section 
seven  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1878,  for  adding  any  town  4i  &  42  vic, 
having  a  population  according  to  the  last  census  of  less  than  five  '^-  ^'■ 
thousand,  and  being  an  urban  sanitary  district  to  a  rural  sanitary 
district,  if  made  before  the  end  of  six  months  after  the  passing  of 
this  Act,  and  if  the  powers  of  the  grand  jury  in  respect  of  roads 
have  not  been  previously  transferred  to  the  sanitary  authority  of 
the  district,  shall,  unless  within  three  months  after  the  order  is 
published,  the  board  receive  a  petition  against  it  from  at  least 
one-fourth  of  the  parliamentary  electors  registered  in  respect  of 
qualifications  within  the  town,  or  from  the  guardians  of  the 
union  comprising  the  town  or  any  part  thereof,  take  effect  with- 
out the  authority  of  Parliament ;  and  a  certificate  of  the  board 
that  no  such  petition  has  been  received,  and  that  the  order  has 
taken  effect,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  those  facts ;  provided 
that  until  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  said  year,  an  order 
shall  not  be  made  constituting  such  town  an  urban  sanitary 
district. 

(3.)  An  order  made  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  for  consti- 
tuting a  town  an  urban  sanitary  district,  or  for  adding  an  urban 
sanitary  district  to  a  rural  sanitary  district,  or  for  enlargmg  the 
boundaries  of  an  urban  county  district,  shall  contain  such  provi- 
sions as  may  seem  necessary  or  expedient  for  adapting  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  in  respect  to  public  works,  and  making  an 
adjustment  of  property,  rights,  and  liabilities.

Incidence  of  Hates  as  regards  Areas  and  establishment  of 
County,  etc..

large,  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  with  respect 
to  excluded  charges,  be  raised  equally  over  the  whole  district, 
and  shall  be  called  district  charges. 

45. — (1.)  The  expenses  incurred  by  the  council  of  a  county  at 
large  in  the  execution  of  this  Act,  or  otherwise  in  relation  to 
their  business,  which  are  not  union  or  district  charges,  nor  the 
excluded  charges  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall,  where  no  provision 
is  otherwise  made  by  law,  be  raised  equally  over  the  whole 
county,  and  shall  be  called  county  at  large  charges.

Provided  that  the  enactments  relating  to  the  registration 
of  local  government  electors,  or  to  the  elections,  or  to  any  matter 
required  to  be  done  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  this  Act  into 
operation  on  the  appointed  day,  shall  come  into  effect  on  the 
passing  of  this  Act. 

(3.)  A  i-eference  in  any  enactment  of  this  Act  to  the  appointed 
day  shall  mean  the  day  upon  which  such  enactment  comes  into 
operation.

>  Scale  of  Compensation. 

The  compensation  payable  to  any  high  constable  or  collector  of 
a  barony  or  to  his  deputy  duly  appointed  under  section  one 
liundred  and  forty-eight  of  the  Grand  Juries  Act,  1836,  shall  be 
-according  to  the  following  scale  : — 

(a)  If  his  service  has  not  exceeded  two  grand  jury  half-years, 
one  year's  net  emoluments  ; 

{h)  If  his  service  has  exceeded  two  grandjury  half-years,  oneyear's 
net  emoluments  together  with  one  quarter  of  one  year's  net 
emoluments  for  each  grand  jury  half-year  which  he  has  served 
above  the  two  first,  but  not  exceeding  in  any  ca>e  five  years' 
net  emoluments ; 

(c)  The  net  emoluments  shall  be  ascertained  according  to  the 
average  for  the  six  grand  jury  half-years  next  before  the 
summer  assizes,  1898,  or  if  the  officer  has  served  for  less 
than  that  period,  then  for  the  period  of  his  service  ; 

{d)  The  gross  emoluments  of  a  deputy  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
deducted  in  respect  thereof  in  ascertaining  the  net  emoluments 
of  the  high  constable  or  collector  whose  deputy  he  was  ; 

(i?)  The  expression  "  grand  jury  half-j'ear  "  means  the  period 
between  any  assizes  and  the  next  assize. 

In  the  A  pplication  of  this  Part  of  this  Schedule  to  a  person  who 
is  not  a  high  constable  or  collector  of  a  barony  or  his  deputy,  the

not  refused  to  accept  any  office  oflered  by  any  council  or  other 
body  acting  under  this  Act,  and  to  all  the  other  circiunstiinces  of 
the  case,  and  the  compensation  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  wliich. 

4,  under  the  Acts  and  rules  relating  to  Her  Majesty's  Civil  Service^ 
is  paid  to  a  person  on  abolition  of  office. 

(2.)  Every  person  who  is  entitled  to  compensation,  as  above 
mentioned,  shall  deliver  to  the  county  council  a  claim  under  his 
hand  setting  forth  the  whole  amount  received  and  expended  by 
him  or  his  predecessors  in  office,  in  every  year  during  the  period 
of  five  years  next  before  the  passing  of  this  Act,  on  accovmt  of 
the  emoluments  for  which  he  claims  compensation,  distinguishing 
the  offices  in  respect  of  which  the  same  have  been  received,  and 
accompanied  by  a  statutory  declaration  under  the  Statutory 
Declarations  Act,  1835,  that  the  same  is  a  true  statement 
according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  information,  and  belief. 

(3.)  Such  statement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  county  council, 
who  sliall  forthwith  take  the  same  into  consideration,  and  assess 
the  just  amount  of  compensation  (if  any),  and  shall  forthwith 
inform  the  claimant  of  their  decision. 

(4.)  If  a  claimant  is  aggrieved  by  the  refusal  of  the  county 
council  to  grant  any  compensation,  or  by  the  amount  of  com- 
pensation assessed,  or  if  not  less  than  one  third  of  the  members  of 
such  council  subscribe  a  protest  against  the  amount  of  the  com- 
pensation as  being  excessive,  the  claimant  or  any  subscriber  to 
such  protest  (as  the  case  may  be),  may,  within  three  months  after 
the  decision  of  the  council,  appeal  to  the  Treasury,  who  shall 
consider  the  case  and  determine  whether  any  compensation,  and 
if  so,  what  amount,  ought  to  be  granted  to  the  claimant,  and 
such  determination  shall  be  final. 

(5.)  Any  claimant  under  this  section,  if  so  required  by  any 
member  of  the  county  council,  shall  attend  at  a  meeting  of  the 
council  and  answer  upon  oath,  which  any  justice  present  may 
administer,  all  questions  asked  by  any  member  of  the  council 
touching  the  matters  set  forth  in  his  claim,  and  shall  further 
produce  all  books,  papers,  and  documents  in  his  possession  or 
under  his  control  relating  to  such  claim. 

(G.)  The  sum  payable  as  compensation  to  any  person  in 
pui'suance  of  this  section  shall  commence  to  be  payable  at  the 
date  fixed  by  the  council  on  granting  the  compensation,  or,  in  case 
of  appeal,  by  the  Treasury,  and  shall  be  a  specialty  debt  due  to 
him  irom  the  county  council,  and  may  be  enforced  accordingly  in 
like  mannerasif  theconncilhad  entered  into  a  bond  to  pay  the  same. 
(7.)  If  a  pei^son  receiving  compensation  in  pursuance  of  this 
section  is  appointed  to  any  office  under  the  same  or  any  other 
county  council,  or  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  or  any  tiling  done  in 
pursuance  of  or  in  consequence  of  this  Act,  receives  any  increase 
of  emoluments  of  the  office  held  by  him,  he  shall  not,  while

ENACTMENTS)  ORDER,  1898. 


By  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Privy  Council  of  Ireland. 

Cadogan, 

Whereas  it  i«t  enacted  bv  section  one  hundred  and  four 
of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  that  there 
shall  apply  to  Ireland  so  much  as  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  by 
Order  in  Council,  declares  applicable  of  the  English  and 
Scotch  enactments  specified  in  tlie  Fourth  Schedule  to  that 
Act,  and  the  enactments  amending  the  same,  being  enact- 
ments relating,  among  other  matters,  to  matters  in  the  said 
section  mentioned,  and  that  an  Order  in  Council  undei-  the 
said  section  may — 

(a)  apply  any  of  the  said  enactments  to  both  county 
and  district  councils  and  guardians  and  town  com- 
missioners, and  committees  appointed  by  or  comprising 
members  of  any  of  such  councils,  guardians,  or  com- 
missioners, or  to  any  of  them,  notwithstanding  that 
they  relate  to  county  councils  only  or  to  district  councils 
only  or  to  guardians  only  ;  and 

(b)  provide  for  the  transfer  to  county  councils  of 
lunatic  asylums  and  all  property  and  liabilities  con- 
nected therewith  and  for  the  exception  of  any  debt 
incurred  (whether  before  or  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act)  on  account  of  lunatic  asylums  from  being  reckoned 
in  the  limitation  of  amount  imposed  by  any  of  the  said 
enactments  upon  the  borrowing  by  county  councils, 
and  for  the  joint  committee  of  the  counties  comprised 
in  a  lunatic  asylum  district  exercising  jointly  for  the 
purpose  of  the  lunatic  asylum  the  powers  of  those 
councils  relating  to  borrowing  ;  and 

(c)  make  such  adaptations  of  the  said  enactments  as 
appear  necessary  or  expedient  for  carrying  into  eficct 
the  application  thereof  to  Ireland  ;  and 

(d)  make  such  adaptations  of  local  Acts  as  appeal 
required  lu  bring  uieia  into  conformity  with  any  of  the 
said  enactments.

And  whereas  it  appears  to  us  expedient  that  so  much  of 
the  said  enactments,  as  is  set  out  in  the  schedule  to  this 
Order  with  the  adaptations  and  applications  therein  appear- 
ing should  apply  to  Ireland,  and  that  such  provisions  should 
be  made  with  respect  to  lunatic  asylums  and  the  adapta- 
tion of  local  Acts  as  appear  in  the  said  Schedule. 

Now  therefore,  We,  the  Lord  Lieutenant-General  and 
General  Governor  of  Ireland,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  vested 
in  us  for  that  purpose  as  aforesaid,  and  of  all  other  powers 
enabling  us  on  that  behalf,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her 
Majesty's  Privy  Council  in  Ireland,  do  declare,  and  it  is 
hereby  declared  that — 

(1.)  So  much  of  each  of  the  English  and  Scotch  enact- 
ments specified  in  the  Fourth  Schedule  to  the  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  the  enactments  amend- 
ing the  same,  as  is  set  out  in  the  schedule  to  this  Order,  is 
apphcable  to  Ireland  and  is  hereby  applied  accordingly, 
with  such  adaptations  and  applications  as  appear  in  that 
schedule. 

(2.)  Such  provisions  shall  be  made  with  respect  to  lunatic 
asylums  and  the  adaptation  of  local  A.cts  as  appear  in  the 
schedule  to  this  Order. 

(3.)  The  appUcation  of  each  of  the  said  enactments  to 
Ireland  shall  come  into  force  on  the  day  (if  any)  in  that

Accounts,  Audit,  and  Annual  Budget. 

19. — (1.)  The  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  pajTnents  of  county 
and  district  councils  in  respect  of  the  poor  rate  or  otherwise  of 
their  duties  under  the  Act,  and  of  the  committees  and  officers  of 
those  councils,  shall  be  made  up  yearly  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
March  (in  this  Order  referred  to  as  the  local  financial  year),  or 
in  the  case  of  accounts  which  are  required  to  be  audited  half- 
yearly,  then  half-yearly  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  and 
the  thirty-first  day  of  March  in  each  year,  and  in  such  form  as 
the  Local  Government  Board  prescribe. 

(2.)  The  accounts  of  all  the  receipts  and  payments  of  every 
county  and  district  council,  and  their  committtees  and  officers^ 
shall  be  audited  by  an  auditor  of  poor  law  unions,  and  sections 
eleven  to  eighteen  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1871, 
as  amended  by  section  six  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)- 
Act,  1872,  or  any  subsequent  enactment  (including  the  provisions 
of  those  sections  which  impose  penalties,  or  provide  for  the  re- 
covery of  sums)  shall  apply  accordingly,  except  that  in  the  case 
of  the  accounts  of  receipts  or  payments  in  respect  of  the  poor 
rate,  or  money  raised  by  the  poor  rate,  and  of  all  receipts  and 
payments  of  the  council  of  a  county  at  large  and  their  com- 
mittees and  officers,  the  audit  shall  be  half  yearly  instead  of 
yearly. 

(3.)  The  Local  Government  Board  may,  with  respect  to  any 
audit  to  which  this  article  applies,  make  rules  modifying  the  en- 
actments as  to  publication  of  the  audit  and  of  the  abstract  of 
accounts  and  the  report  of  the  auditor. 

(4.)  Every  local  government  elector  in  a  county  or  county 
district  may,  at  all  reasonable  times,  without  payment,  inspect 
and  take  copies  of  and  extracts  from  all  books,  accounts,  and 
documents  belonging  to  or  under  the  control  of  the  council  of  the 
county  or  district. 

(5.)  The  treasure!',  or  where  a  banking  company  is  treasurer, 
the  secretary  or  other  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  the  accounts 
of  the  council,  shall  within  one  month  from  the  date  to  which  he 
is  required  to  make  up  his  accounts  in  each  year  or  half  year, 
submit  them  with  the  necessary  vouchers  and  papers  to  the 
auditors  and  they  shall  audit  them.

The  council  shall  estimate  the  amount  which  will  require 
to  be  raised  in  the  first  six  months  and  in  the  second  six  months 
•of  the  said  financial  year  by  means  of  rates. 

(3.)  If  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  six  months  of  such  financial 
year  it  appears  to  the  council  that  the  amount  of  the  rate  esti- 
mated at  the  commencemeut  of  the  year  will  be  larger  than  is 
necessary  or  will  be  insuflicient,  the  council  may  revise  the  esti- 
mate and  alter  accordingly  the  amount  of  the  rate. 

(4.)  This  Article  does  not  apply  to  the  council  of  a  county 
borough  except  as  regards  their  receipts  and  expenses  as  a  county 
council. 

Borrowing  by  County  Council. 

22. — (1.)  The  county  council  may  from  time  to  time,  Avith  the  Bonowins:  iiy 
consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  borrow,  on  the  security  of  l.  o.  Act,  isss 
the  county  fund,  and  of  any  revenues  of  the  council,  or  on  either  such  ®-  ^^  ^^^ '°  ^^^ 
fund  or  revenues,  or  any  part  of  the  revenues,  such  sums  as  may 
be  required  for  the  following  purposes,  or  any  of   them ;    that  is 
-to  say, — 

(n)  for  consolidating  the  debts  of  the  county ;  and 

(h)  for  purchasing  any  land  or  building  any  building  which 
the  council  are  authorised  by  any  Act  to  purchase  or 
build ;  and 

(c)  for  any  permanent  work  or  other  thing  which  the 
county  council  are  authorised  to  execute  or  do,  and  the  cost 
of  which  ought,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Ix)cal  Government 
Board,  to  be  spread  over  a  term  of  years  ;  and 

(r/)  for  any  purpose  for  which  the  county  council  are 
authorised  by  any  Act  to  borrow  or  the  cost  of  which  the 
grand  jury  were  authorised  by  any  Act  to  spread  over  » 
period  of  years ; 
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but  neither  the  transfer  of  powers  by  the  Act,  nor  anything  else- 
in  the  Act  shall  confer  on  the  county  council  any  power  to  borrow 
without  the  consent  above-mentioned,  and  that  consent  shall  dis- 
pense with  the  necessity  of  obtaining  any  other  consent  which 
may  be  required  by  the  Acts  relating  to  such  borrowing,  and  the 
Local  Government  Board,  before  giving  their  consent,  shall  take 
into  consideration  any  representation  made  by  any  ratepayers  or 
owner  of  property  rated  to  the  poor  rate. 

(2.)  Provided  that  where  the  total  debt  of  the  county  council, 
after  deducting  the  amount  of  any  sinking  fund,  and  of  any  debt 
or  capital  liability  incurred  on  account  of  lunatic  asylums  exceeds, 
or  if  the  proposed  loan  is  bori'owed,  will  exceed  the  amount  of 
one  tenth  of  the  annual  rateable  value  of  the  rateable  property  in 
the  county,  the  proposed  loan  shall  not  be  borrowed,  except  where 
it  is  for  the  purpose  of  a  lunatic  asylum,  or  except  in  pursuance 
of  a  provisional  order  made  by  the  Local  Government  Board  and 
confirmed  by  Parliament. 

(3.)  A  county  council  may  also  from  time  to  time,  without  any 
consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  during  the  period  which 
was  fixed  for  the  discharge  of  any  loan  raised  by  them  under  the 
Act  or  transferred  to  them  by  the  Act,  borrow  on  the  like 
security  such  amount  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  oif  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  loan,  or  if  any  part  of 
such  loan  has  been  repaid  otherwise  than  by  capital  money,  for 
re-borrowing  the  amount  so  repaid,  and  for  the  purpose  of  this 
Article  "capital  money"  includes  any  instalments,  annual  appro- 
priations, and  sinking  fund  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  land 
or  other  property,  but  does  not  include  money  previously  bor- 
rowed for  the  purpose  of  repaying  a  loan. 

(4.)  All  money  re-borrowed  shall  be  repaid  within  the  period 
fixed  for  the  discharge  of  the  original  loan,  and  every  loan  for  re- 
borrowing shall  for  the  purpose  of  the  ultimate  discharge  be 
deemed  to  form  part  of  tlie  same  loan  as  the  original  loan,  and 
the  obligations  of  the  council  with  respect  to  the  discharge  of  the 
original  loan  shall  not  be  in  any  way  affected  by  means  of  the 
re-borrowing. 

(5.)  The  foregoing  provisions  with  respect  to  the  discharge  of  a 
loan  transferred  to  the  council  by  the  Act  shall  extend  to  any 
capital  liability  transferred  to  them  by  the  Act  in  like  manner  as 
if  it  were  a  loan. 

(6.)  A  loan  tinder  this  Article  shall  be  repaid  within  such 
period,  not  exceeding  sixty  years,  as  the  county  council,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  determine  in  each 
case,  having  regard  to  the  duration  of  the  work  or  object  for 
which  the  loan  is  borrowed. 

(7.)  The  county  council  shall  pay  oif  every  loan  either  by  equal 
yeai'ly  or  half-yearly  instalments  of  principal,  or  of  principal  and 
interest   combined,   or  by  means  of   a  sinking  fund  set  apart,, 
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invested,  and  applied  in  accordance  with  regulations  made  by  the 
Local  Government  Boai-d. 

(8.)  Where  a  loan  is  raised  for  any  purpose,  the  cost  of  which 
is  not  a  county  at  large  charge,  the  council  shall  take  care  that 
the  sums  payable  in  respect  of  the  loan  are  charged  to  the  account 
to  which  the  expenditure  for  that  purpose  is  chargeable. 

(9.)  Where  the  county  council  are  authorised  to  borrow  any 
money  on  loan,  they  may  raise  such  money  either  as  one  loan  or 
several  loans,  and  either  by  stock  issued  under  the  Act,  or  if 
special  reasons  exist  for  so  boiTowing,  by  mortgage,  in  accordance 
with  sections  two  hundred  and  forty  and  two  hundred  and  forty- 
one  of  the  Public  Health  (Ireland)  Act,  1878.  41*42  Vict. 

(10.)  Provided  that  where  a  county  council  have  borrowed  by  ^'  ^"' 
means  of  stock  they  shall  not  borrow  by  way  of  mortgage  except 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  j^ears. 

(11.)  A  joint  committee  of  the  councils  of  counties  comprised 
in  a  lunatic  asylum  district  may,  in  accordance  with  regulations 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  exercise  jointly  for  the  purpose 
of  a  lunatic  asylum  the  powers  of  those  councils  relating  to 
borrowing. 

(12.)  This  Article  shall  not  apply  to  county  boroughs  when 
acting  otherwise  than  in  their  capacity  as  a  county  council,  and 
shall  not  authorise  the  council  of  a  county  borough  to  I'aise  any 
loan  by  stock  issued  under  the  Act.

funds,  rates,  and  revenues  of  the  authority  and  any  such  sum 
may  be  borrowed  without  the  consent  of  any  authority,  so  that  it 
be  repaid  within  such  period  as  the  Local  Government  Board  may 
sanction. 

(5.)  Any  capital  sum  paid  to  any  authority  for  the  purpose  of 
any  adjustment  under  the  Act  shall  be  treated  as  capital,  and  ap- 
plied, with  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  either 
in  the  repayment  of  debt  or  for  any  other  purpose  for  which 
capital  money  may  be  applied. 

Division  of  Borough  into  Wards,  or  alteration  of  Wards. 

31. — (1.)  If  the  council  of  a  borough  upon  a  resolution  passed 
by  a  majority  of  the  whole  council  agree  to  petition,  and  the 
council  thereupon  petition,  the  Lord  Lieutenant  for  the  division 
of  the  borough  into  wards,  or  for  the  alteration  of  the  number 
and  boundaries  of  its  wards,  or  for  the  alteration  of  the  boun- 
daries of  the  wards  of  the  borough  without  any  alteration  of  their 
number,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Lord  Lieutenant  from  time  to 
time,  by  Order  in  Council,  to  fix  the  number  of  wards  into  which 
the  borough  shall  be  divided,  or  to  order  the  boundaries  of  the 
wards  to  be  altered  as  the  case  may  be  ;  and  the  borough  shall  be 
divided  into  that  number  of  wards,  or  the  boundaries  of  the  wards 
shall  be  altered  as  the  case  may  be. 

(2.)  Notice  of  the  petition,  and  of  the  time  when  it  pleases  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  to  order  that  the  same  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion by  the  Pri\'y  Council,  shall  be  published  in  the  Dublin, 
Gazette  one  month  at  least  before  the  petition  is  so  considered. 
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(3.)  Where  an  Order  in  Council  has  been  so  made,  the  Chief 
Secretary  shall  appoint  a  commissioner  to  prepare  a  scheme  for 
determining  the  boundaries  of  the  wards  and  apportioning  the 
councillors  and  aldermen  amone:  them. 

(4.)  In  case  of  division  into  wards,  the  commissioner  shall  sCp- 
portion  all  the  councillors  and  aldermen  among  the  wards. 

(5.)  In  case  of  alteration  of  wards,  he  shall  so  apportion  among 
the  altered  wards  the  councillors  and  aldermen  for  those  wards  as 
to  provide  for  their  continuing  to  represent  as  large  a  number  as 
possible  of  their  former  constituents. 

(6.)  In  either  case  each  councillor  or  alderman  shall  hold  his 
office  in  the  ward  to  which  he  is  assigned  for  the  same  time  that 
he  would  have  held  it  had  the  borough  remained  undivided  or  the 
wards  unaltered. 

(7.)  If  by  reason  of  any  division  or  alteration  under  this  Ar- 
ticle any  doubt  arises  as  to  which  councillor  or  alderman  should 
go  out  of  office,  the  doubt  may  be  determined  by  the  council. 

(8.)  The  number  of  councillors  assigned  to  each  ward  shall  be  a 
number  divisible  by  three  ;  and  in  fixing  their  number  the  com- 
missioner shall,  as  far  as  he  deems  it  practicable,  have  regard  as 
well  to  the  number  of  persons  rated  in  the  ward  as  to  the  a^firre- 
g.ate  rating  or  the  ward. 

(9.)  The  commissioner  shall  make  the  scheme  in  duplicate,  and 
shall  deliver  one  of  the  duplicatas  to  the  town  clerk,  and  shall 
send  the  other  to  the  Chief  Secretary,  to  be  submitted  by  him  to 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  in  council  for  approval. 

(10.)  The  scheme  shall  be  published  in  the  Dublin  Gazette,  and 
shall  come  into  operation  at  the  date  of  that  publication,  and 
thenceforth  the  boundaries  of  wards  and  apportionment  of  coun- 
cillors and  aldermen  determined  and  made  by  the  scheme  shall  be 
observed  and  be  in  force. 

(11.)  If  the  Lord  Lieutenant  in  Council  does  not  approve  tlie 
scheme  as  originally  prepared  by  the  commissioner,  it  shall  never- 
theless be  published  in  the  Dublin  Gazette,  and  shall  be  in  force 
for  the  purposes  of  any  municipal  election  until  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant in  Council,  on  further  information  and  report  from  the 
commissioner,  definitely  approves  a  scheme  in  that  behalf. 

(12.)  The  commissioner  may  administer  oaths,  and  may  require 
any  perstm  having  the  custody  of  any  book  containiii;;-  a  pt)or 
rate  made  for  the  borough  <ir  any  part  thereof  to  produce  the 
book  for  his  inspection ;  and  every  person  required  by  the  com- 
missioner  to  answer  a-ny  question  put  to  him  for  the  purposes  of 
this  section  shall  answer  it. 

(13.)  The  commissioner  shall  have  remuneration  at  the  rate  of 
five  guineas  for  every  day  he  is  employed  over  and  above  his 
travelling  and  other  expenses,  and  that  remuneration  .and  alsf> 
the  expenses  of  and  incidental  to  the  division  of  the  borough  into 
wards,  or  the  alteration  of  wards  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  borough 
fund. 
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(14.)  When  the  powers  conferred  by  this  Article  have  been 
exercised  in  pui'suance  of  a  petition  by  the  council  of  any  borough, 
a  further  petition  from  the  council  of  the  same  borough  shall  not 
be  presented  before  the  expiration  of  seven  years  from  tlie  date 
of  the  previous  Order  in  Council  under  this  Article.

council  may  forthwith,  on  that  rafusal,  call  a  meeting.  If 
the  chairman  (without  so  refusing)  does  not  within  seven 
days  after  such  presentation  call  a  meeting,  any  five  members 
of  the  council  may,  on  the  expiration  of  those  seven  days, 
call  a  meeting. 

(V.)  Three  clear  days  at  least  before  any  meeting  of  the

Cadogan  : 

Whereas  it  is  enacted  by  section  one  hundred  and  six  of  6i  &  02  vict. 
the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  that  the  Lord  ^'  ^'' 
Lieutenant  by  Order  in  Council  may  (among  other  matters) 
make  such  transitory  provisions  as  appear  to  him  necessaiy 
or  expedient  for  bringing  the  said  Act  into  operation,  and 
in  particular  for  the  various  matters  in  the  said  section 
mentioned. 

And  whereas  it  appears  to  Us  necessary  or  expedient  for 
the  above  purposes  that  the  provisions  herein-after  con- 
tained should  have  full  effect ; 

Now,  therefore,  We,  the  Lord  Lieut enant-General  and 
General  Governor  of  Ireland,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  vested 
in  Us  for  that  purpose  as  aforesaid,  and  of  all  other  powers 
enabling  Us  in  that  behalf,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her 
Majesty's  Privy  Council  in  Ireland,  do  order  and  it  is  hereby 
ordered  as  follows : — 

Short  Title  and  Interpretation. 

1.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  Local  Government   (Trail-  Short ']i tie. 
.sitory  Provisions)  (No.  2)  Order,  1898. 

2. — (1.)  In  this  Order,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires-    Definitums. 

(a)  Tlic  expression  "tlie  Act"  shall  mean  the  Local 
Goveriuuent  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  includes  any  Order 
made  under  Part  Six  thereof,  and  expressions  referring  to 
the  Act  or  to  enactments  in  the  Act  or  to  the  passing  of  the 
Act  shall  be  construed  to  include  a  reference  to  any  such 
Order,  or  to  the  pi-ovisions  of  any  such  Order,  or  to  the 
making  of  any  such  Order.

Action  of  Grand  Juries,  Presentment  Sessions,  Guardians, 
Councils,  Authorities,  and  Officers  affected  by  the  Act. 

3. — (1.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  grand  jury  and  present- 
ment sessions  to  provide  for  liquidating  so  far  aa  practicable, 
before  the  appointed  day,  all  current  debts  and  liabilities  incurred 
in  respect  of  their  county  or  barony. 

(2.)  The  grand  jury  of  each  county  at  the  spring  assizes  next 
after  the  date  of  this  Order  and  the  presentment  sessions  held 
next  after  the  sixteenth  day  of  August  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-eight  shall  proceed  in  like  manner  as  if  the 
Act  had  not  passed,  subject  as  follows  : 

(a)  they  shall  not  take  into  account  possible  receipts  from 
the  agricultural  grant ;  and 

(b)  they  shall  not  make  a  presentment  for  any  new  work 
unless  it  was  certified  by  the  foreman  of  the  grand  jury  at 
the  previous  assizes,  but  they  shall  make  such  presentments 
in  respect  of  works  to  be  executed,  salaries  to  be  paid,  and 
matters  to  be  done  subsequent  to  the  spring  assizes  as  will 
meet  everything  required  up  to  the  last  day  of  September 
next  following,  and  as  appear  necessary  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Order  with  respect  to  the  liquidation  of 
current  debts  and  liabilities;  and 

(c)  they  may  arrange  for  the  continuance  up  to  the  said 
last  day  of  September  of  contracts  expiring  before  that  day, 
and  for  any  other  matter  required  up  to  that  day  for  the 
maintenance  of  works  ;  and 

{(H)  they  may  make  presentments  provisional  upon  a 
certificate  by  the  county  surveyor  before  the  assizes,  and  if 
such  certificate  is  given,  such  provisional  presentment  shall 
have  the  efiect  of  a  presentment. 

(3.)  The  grand  jury  shall,  notwithstanding  the  absence  of  a 
presentment  by  presentment  sessions,  or  any  disallowance  by 
presentment  sessions,  make  such  presentments  and  arrangements 
as  appear  to  them  necessary  or  proper  for  carrying  into  effect 
this  Article,  and  for  that  purpose  may  vary  any  presentment  by 
presentment  sessions. 

(4.)  Every  grand  jury  may  at  the  said  spring  assizes  re-appoint 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  three  months  any  high  constable  and 
collector,  or  collector  of  a  barony,  or  deputy-collector  under 
section  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  the  Grand  Juries  Act, 
1836,  who  was  appointed  at  the  summer  assizes  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  may  also  re-present 
any  arrears  of  cotmty  cess  applotted  at  any  assizes  before  the  said 
spring  assizes. 

(5.)  Receipts  in  respect  of  the  county  cess  applotted  before  the 
said  spring  assizes  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Article, 
be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  in  like  manner  as  if  the  Act  had 
not  passed.

15. — (1)  The  councillors  of  a  council  for  a  county  at  large  or 
a  rural  district  who  are  elected  at  the  first  election  under  the 
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Act,  shall  retire  from  office  on  the  ordinary  day  of  retirement  of 
such  councillors  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  and  the 
guardians  of  a  union  elected  for  electoral  divisions  in  a  county 
borough  or  urban  county  district  shall  retire  from  office  on  the 
ordinary  day  of  retirement  of  rural  district  councillors  in  such 
union. 

(2.)  In  the  case  of  a  county  borough  and  every  urban  county 
district  and  every  town  not  an  urban  district,  the  councillors, 
aldermen,-  and  commissioners  elected  at  the  first  election  under 
the  Act  shall,  save  as  hereafter  mentioned,  retire  as  follows,  that 
is  to  say  : — 

(a)  One-third,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  of  the  councillors  or 
commissioners  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  ordinar}"-  day 
of  retirement  of  such  councillors  or  commissioners  in  the  year 
one  thousand  nine  hundred,  and  shall  then  retire. 

(b)  One-third,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  said  day  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
one,  and  shall  then  retire.

In  the  case  of  a  county  borough  or  an  urban  county  district 
or  a  town  not  an  urban  district  divided  into  wards,  the  foregoing 
provisions  with  i-espect  to  the  retirement  of  councillors  or  com- 
missioners shall  apply  separately  to  each  ward. 

(4.)  Where  the  councillors  of  an  urban  county  district  or  com- 
niissioners  of  a  town  not  an  urbaii  county  district  serve  for  three 
yiuirs  and  then  rc^tire  togetlier,  the  first  councillors  elected  under 
die  Act  shall  retire  on  tlie  ordinary  day  of  retirement  of  council- 
lors in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two.

Remimeration  17. — (1.)  There  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  fund  to  any 
officers.'"^  county  or  union  officer  such  reasonable  remuneration,  not  exceed-

necessary,  that  question  shall  be  referred  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.

levied  off  any  area,  or  of  any  transfer  of  business  by  or  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  Act,  or  otherwise  by  reason  of  an3^thing  contained  in 
the  Act,  any  change  is  caused  in  the  area  which  is  to  bear  any 
particular  charge  or  expense,  or  where  any  matter  is  declared  by 
the  Act  to  be  the  subject  or  a  matter  of  adjustment,  the  Local 
Government  Board,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  passing  of  the 
Act,  or  the  making  of  such  order  or  the  doing  of  such  thing,  but 
after  due  inquiry  and  communication  with  the  various  authorities 
concerned,  shall  by  an  order  or  orders  apportion  and  adjust  any 
property,  income,  debts,  liabilities,  and  expenses  of  any  area  or 
local  authority  affected  by  such  alteration. 

(2.)  Any  such  order  may  be  varied  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  if  satisfied  that  any  error  has  been  made  therein,  but 
unless  so  varied  shall  be  final,  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
respecting  adjustments  and  sums  payable  therefor  and  matters 
which  may  be  done  by  such  adjustment  or  by  an  order  altering 
boundaries  shall  apply  for  the  purposes  of  this  Article. 

(3.)  Where  a  barony  or  any  other  area  liable  under  any 
guarantee  or  other  liability  is  divided  between  two  or  more 
counties  or  county  districts  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  apply 
to  the  adjustment  of  any  guarantee,  or  other  liability  between 
the  divided  parts  of  the  barony  or  ai-ea  affected  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  such  adjustment  may  be  made  to  vary  in  any  manner  in 
which  the  amcmnt  of  the  guarantee  or  liability  may  vary.

19.  In  any  union  in  which  by  reason  of  the  adjustment  made  Ati^iustment  of 
by  an   order   under  the   preceding  Article   in  relation    to  the  eieru.'ifu " 
balances,  whether  to  debit  or  credit,  as  between  electoral  divisions  divisions. 
and  the  union,  any  suiii  appears  to  the  Local  Govennnent  Board 
to  be  due  from  any  e^ctoral  division  to  the  union,  or  from  the 
union   to  any  electoral  division,   the  Local   Gov(>rnment  Board 
shall,  by  the  adjustment  order  or  any  other  order,   make   such 
provisions  as  appear  to  them  necessary,  on  the  next  practicable 
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levy  of  poor  rate,  to  obtain  such  balance  from  the  electoral 
division,  or  to  give  to  the  electoral  division  the  benefit  of  the 
balance  due  to  it ;  and  may  for  that  purpose  suspend  or  adapt 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  with  respect  to  union  rating,  and  the 
agricultural  grant  in  such  manner,  and  make  such  supplemental 
provisions  respecting  the  demands  made  by  the  guardians  on  the 
county  council,  or  by  the  county  council  on  urban  district 
councils,  or  otherwise  as  may  appear  to  them  necessary  for  carry- 
ing into  effect  this  Article.

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THE   LOCAL   GOVEKNMENT   (PROCEDURE 
OF  COUNCILS)  ORDER,   1899. 


By  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Privy  Council  of  Ireland. 
Cadogan, 

Whereas  it  is  enacted  by  section  one  hundred  and  six  of 
the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  that  the  Lord  60  &  ei  vkt. 
Lieutenant  by  Order  in  Council  may  regulate  the  procedure  *^'  ^''' 
of  county  and  district  councils  in  connexion  with  the  business 
transferred  to  them  by  that  or  any  other  Act  from  present- 
ment sessions  and  gi'and  juries. 

Now,  therefore,  We,  the  Lord  Lieutenant-General  and 
General  Governor  of  Ireland,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  vested 
in  us  for  that  purpose  as  aforesaid,  and  of  all  other  powers 
enabling  us  on  that  behalf,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her 
Majesty's  Privy  Council  in  Ireland,  do  order,  and  it  is 
hereby  ordered  as  follows : — 

Short  Title  and  Interpretation. 

1 .  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  Local  Government  (Pro-  Short  Title, 
cedure  of  Councils)  Order,  1899. 

2. — (1.)  The  Interpretation  Act,  1889,  applies  for  the  purpose  interpretation, 
of  the  interj)retation  of  this  Order,  as  it  applies  for  the  purpose 
of  tlie  interpretation  of  an  Act  of  ParUamcnt. 

(2.)  In  this  Order,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the 
expression  "the  Act"  means  the  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898,  and  other  expressions  have  the  same  meaning  as  in  the 
Act.

The  district  council  and  the  proposal  committee,  on 
the  consideration  of  applications  at  each  quarterly  meeting,  may 
reject  any  application  or  adopt  it,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  or 
subject  to  any  limit  of  expenditure,  or  other  conditions  or  modifi- 
cations, as  they  may  think  fit. 
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(2.)  Where  at  any  such  meeting  the  rural  district  council  or 
proposal  committee  decide  to  adopt  any  application,  either  in 
whole  or  in  part,  they  shall  cause  a  proposal  to  be  formulated  in 
accordance  with  their  decision,  and  if  the  proposal  is  for  the 
execution  of  a  public  work — 

(a)  shall  decide  wdiether  the  expense  of  executing  the 
work  should  be  defrayed  by  means  of  borrowing,  and,  if  it 
is  so  decided,  the  number  of  years  within  which  the  mone}^ 
borrowed  should  be  paid  off,  and  shall  cause  their  decision 
to  be  embodied  as  part  of  the  formulated  proposal ;  and 

(b)  shall  cause  the  county  surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and 
specifications,  expi-essing  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work, 
the  time  within  which  the  work  is  to  be  completed,  and  if 
the  council  or  committee  think  fit  the  quantity  and  descrip- 
tion of  materials  proper  to  be  employed  upon  it,  and  such 
other  particulars  as  the  council  or  committee  direct. 

14. — (1.)  Where    any    proposal     formulated     by    the    rural  Provisional 
district   council   or  proposal   committee  is  for  the  execution  of  f'Jr  new  works 
any  new  public  work,  the  probable   expense  of   which,   in   the  where  expense 
opinion  of  the  county  surveyor,  will  exceed  fifty  pounds,   that  pounds!      ^ 
council    or   committee    shall    adjourn    the   consideration   of    the 
proposal  to  a  quarterly  meeting  held  in  the  next  quarter. 

(2.)  Any  proposal,  the  consideration  of  which  is  so  adjourned, 
is  in  this  Order  referred  to  as  a  provisional  proposal. 

(3.)  The  rural  district  council  and  the  proposal  committee,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall,  at  the  meeting  to  which  the  consideration 
of  any  such  pi-ovisional  proposal  has  been  adjoui'ned,  consider  the 
plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  the  county  surveyor,  and 
also  any  other  plans  and  specifications  submitted  to  them  for 
carrying  out  the  work  with  regard  to  which  the  proposal  is 
made,  and  may  adopt  any  of  those  plans  and  specifications  with 
such  modifications  as  they  think  fit.

15. — (1.)  In  the  first  quarter  of  every  local  financial  year,  the  Provision 
county  surveyor  shall  add  to  his  report  to  each  district  council  an  et-,^„rt"tI,VMin 
estimate  of  the  current  road  expenditure  of  the  year — that  is  to  roads, 
say,  of  the  amount  which  will  be  required  during  the  year  for 
the  maiutenance  of  the  roads  in  the  district  in  good  condition 
and  repair,  including  any  amount  to  be  levied  oil'  the  district  in 
respect  of  main  roads,  or  in  respect  of  any  road  the  cost  of  which 
is  levied  paitly  off  any  other  district. 

(2.)  The  rural  district  council  shall,  at  their  (luarterly  meeting 
in  the  first  quarter  of  the  local  financial  3"ear,  consider  such 
estimate,  and  cause  their  own  estimate  of  such  current  road 
expenditure,  to  bo  made  out  and  subniittod  to  the  county 
council  together  with  their  list  of  proposals. 
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(3.)  The  county  council,  before  approving  any  proposals  made 
in  respect  of  roads  by  a  rural  district  council,  shall  compai^e  the 
cost,  as  estimated  by  the  county  surveyor,  of  carrying  into 
effect  such  proposals  with  the  estimate  so  submitted  by  the 
rural  district  council,  with  the  object  of  ascertaining  that 
the  approval  of  such  proposals  will  not,  having  regard  to  the 
estimate,  cause  any  excess  of  expenditure  on  roads  above  the 
limit  allowed  by  section  twenty-seven  of  the  Act. 

(4.)  The  county  council,  before  approving  a  proposal  by  the 
rural  district  council  for  any  new  road,  shall  be  satisfied  by  the 
certificate  of  the  county  surveyor  that  the  estimate  submitted  by 
the  rural  district  council  is  reasonably  sufficient  to  maintain  the 
roads  in  the  district  in  good  condition  and  repair,  and  that  the 
probable  cost  of  such  new  road  will  not,  when  added  to  the  cost 
of  the  said  maintenance,  cause  any  excess  of  expenditure  on  roads- 
above  the  limit  allowed  by  section  twenty-seven  of  the  Act. 

(5.)  For  the  purpose  of  this  article,  a  new  road  includes  any 
new  bridge  pipe,  arch,  gullet,  fence,  railing,  or  wall  forming  part 
of  a  road.

16. — (1.)  Where  a  proposal  (other  than  a  provisional 
proposal)  is  formulated  by  a  rural  district  council  or  a 
proposal  committee  for  the  execution  of  any  public  work, 
that  council  or  committee  shall  take  steps  for  obtaining 
tenders  for  the  work,  and  shall  adjourn  their  meeting  for  the 
purpose  to  a  day  fixed  by  them,  not  being  more  than  thirty  or 
less  than  seven  days  after  the  day  on  which  the  adjournment 
is  made. 

(2.)  The  rural  district  council,  so  far  as  regards  proposals 
formulated  by  them,  and  the  county  council,  so  far  as  regards 
proposals  formulated  by  the  proposal  committee,  shall,  as  soon  as 
may  be,  cause  notice  to  be  published  within  their  district  or 
county  of  their  readiness  to  receive  tenders,  and  also  of  the 
manner  in  which  tenders  must  be  made,  and  of  the  day  by  which 
they  must  be  received,  that  day  being  some  day  previous  to  the 
day  fixed  for  the  adjourned  quarterly  meeting. 

(3.)  The  rural  district  council  or  the  county  council,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  cause  forms  of  tender  to  be  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  county 
surveyor,  and  kept  at  the  offices  of  the  council  for  delivery  to 
any  person  wishing  to  send  in  a  tender,  and  shall  also  cause  the 
plans,  specifications,  and  particulars  prepared  by  the  county  sur- 
veyor with  regard  to  the  work  to  be  open  for  inspection  gratis  at 
all  reasonable  hours  at  the  offices^  of  the  council. 

17. — (1.)  Every  tender  must  be  signed  by  the  person  making

in  tenders'.'^'*      the  tender,  and  enclosed  in  a  sealed  envelope,  and  must  state 

{a)  the   lowest    sum   for  which   the  person  tendering 

willing  to  contract  for  the  performance  of  the  work ;  and 
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{f>)  the  description  and  address  of  the  person  tendering; 
and 

(c)  the  name  of  the  guarantor  for  the  performance  of  the 
contract. 

(2.)  The  guarantor  sliall  be  some  sufficient  company  or  society- 
wining  to  guarantee  the  performance  of  the  contract,  or  if  it  is  a 
case  in  which  the  council  or  proposal  committee  have  in  their 
notice  of  tender  stated  that  sureties  may  be  accepted,  then  either 
such  compan}^  or  society  or  two  sufficient  persons  who  are  willing 
to  be  bound  as  sureties  for  the  performance  of  the  contract. 

18. — (1.)  The  rural  district  council  or  the  proposal  committee  Opening  of 
shall,  at  their  adjourned  quarterly  meeting,  open  and   consider  •^*^'"'6'**- 
the  tenders  received  in  respect  of  proposals  formulated  by  them. 

(2.)  The  council  or  committee  shall  not  accept  any  tender, 
unless — 

(o)  the  person  tendering  appears  and  satisfies  the  council 
or  committee  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  guarantor  and  the 
willingness  of  the  guarantor  to  give  the  guarantee ;  and 

(6)  the  person  tendei'ing  satisfies  the  council  or  committee 
that  the  tender  lias  not  been  made  for  any  unfair  or 
fraudulent  purpose ;  and 

(c)  the  person  tendering  and  the  guarantor  enter  into 
security  in  accordance  witli  this  Order  for  the  due  per- 
formance of  the  contract ; 

(3.)  The  security  for  the  due  performance  of  the  contract 
shall  be — 

(a)  Where  the  guarantor  is  a  company  or  society,  an 
instrument  executed  b}''  the  person  tendering  and  by 
the  company  or  society,  securing  in  case  of  non-pei-form- 
ance  of  the  contract  payment  to  the  county  council  of  such 
sum  as  the  county  council  direct,  not  being  less  than  the 
total  sum  payable  under  the  contract ;  and 

(b)  In  a  case  where  sureties  are  accepted,  the  joint  and 
several  bond  of  the  person  tendering  and  his  sureties,  con- 
ditioned in  a  penalty  of  double  the  sum  mentioned  in  the 
tender  as  the  sum  for  which  the  person  tendering  is 
willing  to  contract,  or,  if  that  sum  exceeds  one  thousand 
pounds,  of  the  sum  so  mentioned  in  the  tender,  with  an 
addition  of  one  thousand  pounds. 

(4.)  Subject  to  compliance  with  the  provi.sions  of  this  article 
the  council  or  committee  may,  at  their  discretion,  accept  the 
lowest  or  any  other  tender,  or  reject  every  tender. 

(5.)  The  acceptance  of  any  tender  shall  be  provisional  on  the 
approval  by  the  county  council  of  the  tender,  as  herein-after 
mentioned.

(ii)  where  a  tender  has  not  been  accepted,  respecting 
the  reason  for  no  tender  being  accepted. 

3.)  Proposals  for  new  works,  proposals  for  the  maintenance  of 
works,  proposals  for  pajmient,  and  provisional  proposals  shall  be 
placed  in  separate  parts  in  the  list  of  proposals  ;  and  proposals  re- 
lating to  roads  or  payments  in  respect  of  roads  shall  be  distin- 
guished from  proposals  relating  to  other  works  or  payments. 

(Consideration         20. — (1.)  The  county  council  shall  at  each  quarterly  meeting 
i-fimityemmdh   consider  all  proposals  (other  than  provisional  proposals)  which 
have  been  formulated  either  by  the  rural  district  council  or  by  a 
proposal  committee,   but  shall  not   formally  consider  any  pro- 
visional proposals.

such  other  places  (if  any)  as  the  council  direct,  and  if  the 
council  think  fit  also  by  advertising  it  in  any  newspaper

(b)  that  notice  or  document  shall  be  open  for  inspection 
gratis,  at  all  reasonable  hours,  at  the  office  of  the  council. 

35. — (1.)  This  Order  shall  not  apply  to  any  business  of  the  Savings,

2.  Where  the  payment  of  a  sum  l)y  any  county  council,  or  by 
the  treasurer  of  such  council  or  other  officer  of  a  council  on  behalf 
of  the  council,  is  ordered  by  a  judge  of  assize,  or  is  required  either  to 
complv  with  any  enactment,  or  to  meet  either  a  judgment  or  decree 
of  any  competent  court,  or  an  order  for  the  payment  or  collection 
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of  any  money  made  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  in  pursuance  of  any 
Act,  nothing  in  this  Order  shall  prevent  the  county  council,  if 
they  think  lit,  from  passing  a  resolution  and  ordering  the  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  of  money  at  any  meeting  not  a  quarterly 
meeting,  and  without  any  proposal  of  a  district  council  or 
proposal  committee.

"forming  the  urban  sanitary  district  of  Carrickfergus,  and  to 
"every  town  having  Commissioners  under  the  Lighting  of  Towns 
"  (Ireland)  Act,  1828,  and  shall  so  apply  in  like  manner  as  if  it 
"  had  been  in  whole  adopted  in  the  town,  and  the  boundaries  of 
"each  such  town  at  the  passing  of  this  Act  were  the  boundaries

"  (2.)  In  each  such  town  the  number  of  Councillors  or  Com-

County  and  Eural  District  Councillors. 
Rules  as  to  Nomination  and  Election. 


To   the   County   Council    of    every   Administrative    County    in 
Ireland,   and  to  the  Clerk   of  every  such   Council. 


To  the  District  Council  of  every  Rural  District  in  Ireland  and 
to  the  Clerk  of  every  such  Council,  and  to  all  others  whom 
it  may  concern  :  — 

WHEREAS,  by  an  Order  made  the  Twenty-second  day  of 
December,  1898,  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant-General  and  General 
Governor  of  Ireland,  in  pursuance  of  the  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898,  sec.  104,  it  is  amongst  other  things  ordered 
that  the  election  of  County  and  Rural  District  Councils  in 
Ireland  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  be  conducted 
according  to  rules  framed  under  the  said  Order  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  Ireland,  and  that  the  rules  provide  for 
the  matters  and  things  in  the  said  Order  mentioned. 

Now  We,  the  Local  Government  lioard  for  Ireland,  do  hereby 
order  that,  subject  to  any  directions  which  may  be  given  by 
us  and  until  we  otherwise  order,  the  following  rul^s  shall  be 
observed  in  connection  with  the  election  of  County  and  Rural 
District  Councils  in  Ireland. 

Returniny    Officer. 

1.  (1.)  The  Returning  OfScer  for  the  election  of  County 
Councillors  for  every  County  Electoral  Division  in  the  County 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  County  Council. 

(2.)  The  person  appointed  under  Sub-Section  (1)  shall  also 
be  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  elction  of  Rural  District 
Councillors  in  every  Rural  District  of  the  County  and  in  every 
District  Electoral  Division  of  such  Rural  District. 

(3.)  If  the  person  so  appointed  from  illness  or  other  caiise 
is  unable  or  unwilling  to  pcnform  or  to  complete  tlie  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  specified  in  Sub-Sections  (1)  and  (2)  the 
Council  shall  appoint  some  other  person  to  act  as  Returning 
Officer  under  the  said  sub-sections,  or  to  pei-form  such  of  the 
duties  of  the  Retuiiiing  Officer  as  then  remain  to  be  performed, 
as  the  case  may  be. 
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(4.)  The  Retui'ning  Oificer  shall  appoint  some  place  or  places 
within  the  administrative  County  as  an  office  or  offices  for  the 
purpose  of  the  election  of  County  Councillors,  and  some  place 
or  places  within  each  Rural  District  as  an  office  or  offices  for 
the  election  of  Rural  District  Councillors. 

(5.)  The  Returning  Officer  may,  in  writing,  appoint  a  fit 
person  or  persons  to  be  his  Deputy  or  Deputies  for  all  or  any 
of  the  purposes  relating  to  the  election  of  County  or  Rural  Dis- 
trict Councillors,  provided  that,  so  far  as  regards  the  carrying 
out  of  Rules  3  to  10  of  this  Order  in  respect  of  the  election  of 
Rui'al  District  Councillors  in  Rural  Districts,  he  shall  in  every 
case  appoint  a  Deputy,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Rural  District 
Councir  shall  be  the  Deputy  so  appointed. 

(6.)  If  the  Clerk  of  the  Rural  District  Council  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  unable  to  perform  the 
duties  referred  to  in  Sub-Section  (5)  of  this  Rule,  or  if  such 
Clerk  becomes  unable  to  complete  the  performance  of  the  said 
duties,  or  if  the  office  of  Clerk  is  vacant,  the  Returning  Officer 
shall  appoint  some  other  fit  person  to  perform  the  said  duties, 
or  to  complete  the  performance  of  the  said  duties,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

(7.)  A  Deputy  Returning  Officer  shall-  have  all  the  powers, 
duties,  and  liabilities  of  the  Returning  Officer  in  relation  to  the 
matters  in  respect  of  which  he  is  appointed  as  Deputy. 

Day    of   Election. 

2.  The  Day  of  Election  of  County  and  Rural  District  Coun- 
cillors shall  be  that  fixed  for  the  purpose  by  the  County  Council 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  94  (7)  of  the  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898. 

Notice    of    EIectio7i. 

3.  Not  later  than  the  day  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  the 
First  Schedule  to  this  Order,  the  Returning  Officer  or  his 
Deputy  shall  prepare  and  sign  Notices  of  the  Election  of  County 
and  Rural  District  Councillors,  and  shall  cause  public  Notice 
to  be  given  of  the  same  in  accordance  with  Rule  30  of  this 
Order  in  each  County  Electoral  Division  and  in  each  District 
Electoral  Division  respectively.  The  notice  shall  be  in  the 
Form  No.  1  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a  form 
to  the  like  effect. 

Nomination  of  Candidates. 

4.  (1.)  Each  candidate  for  election  as  a  County  or  Rural 
District  Councillor  shall  be  nominated  in  writing. 
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(2.)  The  nomination  paper  shall  state  the  name  of  the  County- 
Electoral  Division  or  District  Electoral  Division  for  which  the 
candidate  is  nominated,  the  surname  and  other  name  or  names 
in  full  of  the  candidate,  and  his  place  of  abode  and  description, 
and  if  he  is  qualified  as  a  Local  Government  Elector  for  the 
County,  or  for  the  Rural  District  as  the  case  may  be,  or  in  the 
case  of  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Eural  District  Councillor 
by  having,  during  the  whole  of  the  twelve  months  preceding 
the  election,  resided,  and  continuing  to  reside,  in  the  District. 
It  shall  be  signed  in  the  case  of  a  candidate  for  the  office  of 
County  Councillor  hj  two  Local  Government  Electors  of  the 
County  Electoral  .Division,  and  in  the  case  of  a  candidate  for 
the  office  of  Rural  District  Councillor,  by  two  Local  Govern- 
ment Electors  of  the  District  Electoral  Division  as  proposer 
and  seconder,  and  no  more,  and  shall  state  their  respective 
places  of  abode.  It  should  be  in  the  form  set  out  in  the  notice 
in  Form  No.  1  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a 
form  to  the  like  effect. 

{'■i.)  The  name  of  more  than  one  candidate  shall  not  be  in- 
serted in  any  one  nomination  paper. 

(4.)  A  Local  Government  Elector  shall  not  sign  more  nomi- 
nation papers  than  there  are  County  or  Rural  District  Coun- 
cillors to  be  elected  for  the  Countv  Electoral  Division  or  Dis- 
trict  Electoral  Division  respectively;  nor  shall  he  sign  a  nomi- 
nation paper  for  any  County  Electoral  Division  or  District 
Electoral  Division  other  than  one  in  respect  of  which  he  is 
registered  as  a  Local  Government  Elector.  N^either  shall  he 
sign  nomination  papers  for  more  than  one  County  Electoral 
Division  or  for  more  than  one  District  Electoral  Division. 

(5.)  If  any  Local  Government  Elector  shall  sign  nomination 
papers  for  more  tlian  one  County  Electoral  Division  or  District 
illectoral  Division,  the  nomination  paper  signed  by  him  relating 
to  the  first  County  Electoral  Division  or  District  Electoral 
Division  as  the  case  may  be,  for  which  a  nomination  paper 
signed  by  him  is  received  by  the  Returning  Officer  shall  alone 
be  valid,  and  of  the  nomination  papers  signed  by  him  which 
ri'late  to  that  County  Electoral  Division  or  District  Electoral 
Division  such  as  are  first  received  by  the  Returning  Officer  up 
to  the  numbei-  of  County  or  Rural  District  Councillors  to  be 
elected  for  such  County  Electoral  Division  or  Distiict  Electoral 
Division  sliall  al()n(>  b(>  valid.  Provided  that  for  the  purposes 
of  this  paragrapli  nomination  papers  not  properly  filled  up  and 
signed  shall  be  excluded. 

Noiuiudtiou    Pdpcvs    to    be    Provided. 

5.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  provide  nomination  papers. 
Any  Local  Governmenl  Electcn-  may  obtain  nomination  papers 
from  either  the  returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  free  of  charge.

Time  for  sending  in  Nomination  Papers. 

6.  Every  nomination  paper  shall  be  sent  to  the  Returning 
Officer  or  his  Deputy  so  that  it  shall  be  received  at  his  office 
within  the  time  prescribed  for  that  pm-pose  by  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Order.  A  nomination  paper  received  after  that 
time  shall  not  be  valid.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  note  on 
each  nomination  paper  whether  it  was  received  before  or  after 
that  time. 

Dealing  with  Nominations  hy  Returning   Officer. 

7.  (\.)  The  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  shall  number 
the  nomination  papers  in  tlie  order  in  which  they  are  received 
by  liim ;  and  the  first  valid  nomination  paper  received  for  a 
candidate  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  nomination  of  that  candi- 
date. 

(2.)  The  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  shall,  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  receipt  of  any  nomination  paper,  examine 
and  decide  vfhether  it  has  or  has  not  been  properly  filled  up  and 
signed  by  two  Local  Grovernment  Electors,  and  whether  it  is  or 
is  not  invalid  under  Rule  4  (5)  or  Rule  6.  His  decision  that  a 
nomination  paper  has  been  so  filled  up  and  signed,  and  is  not 
invalid  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  final,  and  shall  not  be  questioned  in 
any  proceeding  whatever. 

(3.)  If  the  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  shall  decide  that  a 
nomination  paper  is  invalid,  he  shall  put  a  note  on  it  to  this 
effect,  stating  the  grounds  of  his  decision,  and  he  shall  sign 
such  note. 

(4.)  After  deciding  that  the  nomination  of  any  candidate  is 
valid,  or  (except  where  some  other  nomination  of  the  candidate 
has  been  decided  to  be  valid)  that  a  nomination  paper  for  any 
candidate  is  invalid,  the  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  shall, 
not  later  than  the  day  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Order,  send,  by  post  or  otherwise,  notice  of  his 
decision  to  the  candidate. 

{Statement   as   to   Persons   Nominated. 

8.  Not  later  than  the  day  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  the 
First  Schedule  to  this  Order,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  make 
out  a  Statement  in  the  Form  No.  2  in  the  »Second  Schedule  to 
this  Order,  or  in  a  form  to  the  like  effect,  containing  the  names, 
places  of  abode,  and  descriptions  of  the  persons  nominated  for 
election  as  CoTinty  Councillors  for  the  several  County  Electoral 
Divisions,  and  his  Deputy  appointed  under  'Rule  1  (5)  shall 
make  out  a  similar  statement  containing  the  names,  places  of 
abode,  and  descriptions  of  the  persons  nominated  for  election  as 
Rural  District  Councillors  for  the  several  District  Electoral 
Divisions  of  the  District,  or  of  each  of  the  Districts,  in  respect 
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of  which  he  is  appointed  Deputy.  Every  such  statement, 
whether  it  refer  to  nominations  for  election  to  the  office  of 
County  Councillor,  or  to  that  of  Rural  District  Councillor,  shall 
contain  a  notice  of  the  decision  of  the  Returning  Officer  or  his 
Deputy,  as  the  case  may  be,  with  respect  to  each  candidate  as 
to  whether  he  has  been  nominated  by  a  valid  nomination  paper 
or  not.  He  shall  forthwith  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  suspended 
in  the  Court  House  or  Room  in  which  the  meetings  of  the 
County  Council,  or  the  Rural  District  Council,  as  the  case  may 
be,  are  held,  and  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Guardians  of  the 
Union,  in  which  any  of  the  County  or  District  Electoral  Divi- 
sions affected  by  the  statement  are  situate,  and  also  a  copy  to 
be  affixed  on  the  principal  external  gate  or  door  of  the  Work- 
house of  every  such  Union,  and  on  that  of  the  Court  House  or 
other  office  of  the  Countv  Council. 


Withdraival  of  Candidate. 

9.  Any  candidate  may  withdraw  his  candidature  by  deliver- 
ing, or  causing  to  be  delivered,  within  the  time  prescribed  for 
that  purpose  by  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order,  at  the  office  of 
the  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  at  which  his  nomination 
was  delivered,  a  notice  in  wi-iting  of  sucli  withdrawal,  signed 
by  him. 

Relation  of  Nomination  to  Election. 

10.  Section  56  of  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1882,  shall 
be  altered  and  adapted  in  its  application  to  the  election  of 
County  and  Rural  District  Councillors  so  as  to  be  read  as  fol- 
lows :  — 

(1.)  If  the  number  of  candidates  who  receive  valid  nomi- 
nations for  election  to  the  office  of  County  or  Rural 
District  Councillor  for  any  County  Electoral  Divi- 
sion or  District  Electoral  Division  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  who  do  not  withdraw  their  candidature  under 
Rule  9,  exceeds  the  number  of  County  or  Rural 
District  Councilhirs  respectively  to  Ix^  elected  for 
the  County  Electoral  Division  or  District  Electoral 
Division,  the  County  or  Rural  District  Councillor  or 
Councillors,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  elected 
from  among  the  persons  in  each  case  respectively  so 
nominated. 

(2.)  If  the  number  of  candidates  wlio  receive  valid  nomina- 
tions is  in  any  case  equal  to,  or  is,  by  the  with- 
drawal of  any  candidate  as  provided  by  Rule  9  or 
otherwise  in  any  case  reduced  to  a  number  equal 
to  the  number  of  vacancies,  the  Returning  Officer 
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or  his  Deputy  shall,  as  early  as  practicable,  give 
public  notice,  in  accordance  with  Rule  oO  of  this 
Order,  that  no  poll  will  be  taken  and  that  the 
candidate  or  candidates  so  nominated  will  be  de- 
clared to  be  elected. 

(3.)  If  the  number  of  candidates  at  any  election  of  County 
or  Rural  District  Councillors  for  a  County  Electoral 
Division  or  District  Electoral  Division,  respectively, 
who  receive  valid  nominations  is  less  than,  or  is, 
by  the  withdrawal  of  any  candidate,  as  provided 
by  Rule  9,  or  otherwise,  reduced  to  a  number  less 
than  the  number  of  vacancies,  the  Retui'ning  Officer 
or  his  Deputy  shall  give  public  notice,  in  accord- 
ance with  Rule  30  of  this  Order,  that  no  poll  will 
be  taken,  and  that  the  candidate  or  candidates  so 
nominated  will  be  declared  to  be  elected ;  and  also 
that  such  of  any  retiring  County  or  Rural  District 
Councillors  for  the  County  Electoral  Division  or 
District  Electoral  Division,  respectively,  as  were 
highest  on  the  poll  at  their  election,  or  if  the  poll 
was  equal  or  there  was  no  poll,  as  shall  have  been 
selected  by  the  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  by 
lot  to  make  up  the  required  number  will  be  declared 
to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected. 

(4.)  If  after  due  notice  has  been  given  of  an  ordinary 
election  to  fill  the  office  of  County  or  Rui'al  District 
Councillor  for  a  County  Electoral  Division  or  Dis- 
trict ,  Electoral  Division,  respectively,  no  candidate 
receives  a  valid  nomination,  the  Returning  Officer 
or  his  Deputy  shall  give  public  notice  in  such  County 
or  District  Electoral  Division,  in  accordance  with 
Rule  30  of  this  Order,  that  the  retiring  County 
Councillor  or  Councillors,  or  the  retiring  Rural 
District  Councillors  as  the  case  may  be,  will  be 
declared  to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected. 

(5.)  The  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  shall  forthwith 
send,  by  post  or  otherwise,  a  copy  of  any  notice 
under  this  Rule  to  each  of  the  persons  who  will  be 
declared  to  be  elected  or  to  be  deemed  to  be  re- 
elected. 

(6.)  The  notice  shall  be  in  the  Form  No.  3  or  the  Form  | 
No.  4,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  Second  Schedule  rj 
to  this  Order,  or  in  a  fonai  to  the  like  effect. 

Day    and    Hours    of    Poll. 

11.  (1.)  The  poll,  if  any,  shall  be  held  on  the  day  of  election 
as  fixed  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  section  94  (7)  of  the  Locoi  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  ^^ 
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1898,  and  tlie  liours  during  which  the  poll  shall  be  open  shall 
be  snch  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  County  Council  by  any  general 
or  special  order,  or  if  no  such  order  is  in  force  in  the  County 
Electoral  Division  or  District  Electoral  Division,  then  such 
hours  as  were  applicable  at  the  last  ordinary  election  of  County 
or  Kural  District  Councillors  in  the  County  Electoral  Division 
or  District  Electoral  Division,  respectively,  so,  however,  that  the 
poll  shall  always  be  open  between  the  hours  of  six  and  eight 
m  the  evening. 

(2.)  Provided  that  in  any  Urban  District  forming  a  separate 
County  Electoral  Division  the  hours  during  which  the  poll 
shall  be  taken  for  the  election  of  County  Councillors  shall  be 
between  8  a.m.   and  8  p.m. 

12.  Whenever  polls  have  to  be  taken  both  for  the  election  of 
Rural  District  Councillors,  for  a  District  Electoral  Division, 
and  for  that  of  a  County  Councillor  for  the  County  Electoral 
Division  in  which  such  District  Electoral  Division  is  situated, 
the  polls  for  these  elections  shall  be  taken  together. 

13.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  determine  the  number  and 
situation  of  the  polling  places  and  stations. 

Provided  as  follows :  — 

(a)  No  premises  licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor 

shall  be  used  for  a  polling  station. 
(h)  The  polling   stations  for   the   election   of   County   and 

Rural  District  Councillors  in  any  District  Electoral 

Division  when  the  polls  for  the  tAvo  elections  are 

taken  tosrether  shall  be  the  same. 
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Notice   of   PoU. 

14.  (1.)  If  a  poll  has  to  be  taken,  the  Returning  Officer  shall, 
Avithin  the  time  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  the  First 
SchedTilo  to  this  Order,  give  public  notice  thereof  in  accordance 
with  Rule  30  of  this  Order.     The  notice  shall  specify:  — 

{a)  The  day  and  hours  fixed  for  the  poll ; 

[h)  The  names,  place  of  abode,  and  description  of  each 
candidate  for  the  County  Electoral  Division  or  Dis- 
trict Electoral  Division  whom  he  has  decided  to 
have  b(Hm  nominated  by  a  valid  nomination  paper, 
and  Avlio  has  not  withdrawn  his  candidature ;

(e)  The  situation  and  allotment  of  the  ])olling  ]»laces  and 
polling  stations,  and  the  descri])tion  of  the  persons 
entitled  to  vote  thereat. 

2  A 
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(2.)  The  notice  sliall  be  in  the  Eorm  No.  5,  or  in  the  Form 
No.  6,  as  the  case  requires,  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order, 
or  in  a  form  to  the  like  effect. 


Presiding    Officers. 

15.  The  Returning  Officer,  or  some  person  appointed  by  him 
for  the  purpose,  shall  preside  at  each  polling  station.  The 
person  presiding  at  any  polling  station  shall  be  called  the 
Presiding  Officer. 

ComjJartments  of  Polling  Stations — Ballot  Papers. 

16.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  furnish  every  polling  station 
with  a  sufficient  number  of  compartments  in  which  ihe  voters 
can  mark  their  votes  screened  from  observation,  and  shall  fur- 
nish each  Presiding  Officer  with  such  number  of  ballot  papers 
as  may  be  necessary  for  effectually  taking  the  poll  at  the  elec- 
tion. 

Polling  Agents. 

17.  Polling  agents,  either  paid  or  unpaid,  may  be  appointed 
for  each  polling  station,  subject  to  the  following  conditions : 

(1.)  The  nimiber  appointed  shall  in  no  case  exceed  four. 

(2.)  When  the  number  of  candidates  does  not  exceed  four, 
each  candidate  may,  in  writing,  appoint  a  polling 
agent. 

(3.)  When  the  number  of  candidates  exceeds  four,  any 
number  of  siich  candidates  being  not  less  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  whole  number,  may  jointly  appoint  in 
writing  a  polling  agent.  Any  such  appointment 
shall  be  delivered  at  the  office  of  the  Returning 
Officer  not  less  than  two  clear  days  before  the  day 
of  the  poll.  Except  as  aforesaid,  no  polling  or  per- 
sonation agent,  whether  paid  or  unpaid,  shall  be 
appointed  for  the  purposes  of  the  election. 

Prohibition  of   Voting  in  more  than  one   County  or  District 
Electoral   Division — Questions   to   Elector. 

18.  (1.)  A  Local  Government  Elector  shall  not  in  the  case  of 
an  Election  of  County  Councillors  vote  in  more  than  one  County: 
Electoral  Division  in  the  County,  nor  in  the  case  of  an  Election , 
of  Rural  District  Councillors  in  more  than  one  District  Elec- 
toral Division  in  the  Rural  District. 

(2.)  The  Presiding  Officer  may,  and  if  required  by  any  poll- 
ing agent  appointed  under  Rule  17,  shall,  pvit  to  any  elector  atj 
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tlie  time  of  liis  applying  for  a  ballot  paper,  but  not  afterwards, 
ilie  following  questions,  or  one  of 'tliem,  and  no  otlier :  — 

(a.)  Are  you  tlie  person  entered  in  the  register  for  this 
County  [or  District]  Electoral  Division  as  follows 
(read  the  whole  entry  from  the  register)  ? 
(b.)  Have  you  already  voted  at  the  present  election  of 
County  [or  Rural  District]  Councillors  in  this  or 
any  other  County  [or  District]  Electoral  Division  of 
the  County? 

(•3.)  A  person  required  to  answer  either  of  these  questions 
shall  not  receive  a  ballot  paper  or  be  permitted  to  vote  until  he 
has  answered  it,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  effect  prescribed  in 
Eule  27  of  the  First  Schedule  to  the  Ballot  Act,  1872,  as 
adapted  and  printed  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  this  Order,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  no  person  has  already  voted  as  there- 
in mentioned. 

Forioarding  of  Ballot  Bo.ves,  ^-c,  after  the  Poll. 

19.  Immediately  on  the  close  of  the  Poll  the  Presiding  Officer 
-at  every  Polling  Station  shall  forward  with  all  possible  despatch 
the  Ballot  lioxes,  together  with  the  several  other  sealed  packets 
referred  to  in  lule  29  of.  the  Fiist  Schedule  of  the  Ballot  Act, 
1872,  as  adapted  in  the  Third  Schedide  to  this  Order  as  follows, 
namely,  those  relating  to  the  election  of  County  Councillors  to 
the  County  Court  House  or  such  other  place  as  the  Returning 
Officer  may  direct,  and  those  relating  to  the  election  of  Rural 
District  Councillors  to  the  Offices  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Counting   the    Votes. 

20.  (1.)  If  the  Returning  Officer  appoints  a  p(>rson  to  act  as 
Deputy  Returning  (Jfficer  for  the  County  Electoral  Division  or 
District  Electoral  Division,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  respect  of  the 
custody  and  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes,  the  counting  and  re- 
cording of  the  votes,  and  the  declaration  of  the  number  of  votes 
given  for  each  candidate,  and  of  the  election  of  the  candidate 
or  candidates  to  wliom  the  largest  number  of  votes  has  been 
given,  the  person  so  appointed  sliall,  in  addition  to  his  other 
j)owers  and  dutiivs,  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Return- 
ing Officer  in  relation  to  the  decision  of  any  question  as  to  any 
ballot  paper  and  otherwise  as  to  the  ballot  papers. 

(2.)  The  votes  shall  be  counted  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  close  of  the  ])oll :  those  for  the  Election  of  County  Coun- 
cillors at  the  County  Court  House  or  some  other  convenient  place 
appointed  by  the  Returning  Officer,  and  those  for  the  Election 
of  Rural  District  Councilors  at  the  Offices  of  the  Rural  District 
Council. 
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Equality   of    Votes. 

21.  If  an  equality  of  votes  is  found  to  exist  between  any 
candidates,  and  the  addition  of  a  vote  would  entitle  any  of  sucli 
candidates  to  be  declared  elected,  tlie  E/cturning  Officer  or 
Deputy  E<eturning  Officer,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  determine 
by  lot  which  of  the  candidates  whose  votes  are  equal  shall  be 
elected. 

Declaration  of  Result  of  Poll. 

22.  (1.)  The  declaration  of  the  result  of  the  poll  shall  be  in 
the  Form  No.  7  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a 
form  to  the  like  effect. 

(2.)  The  Returning  Officer  or  Deputy  Returning  Officer,  as 
the  case  may  be,  making  the  declaration  shall  forthwith  cause 
a  copy  of  it  to  be  affixed  to  the  front  of  the  building  in  which 
the  votes  have  been  counted.  If  the  declaration  is  made  by  a 
Deputy  Returning  Officer,  he  shall  forthwith  send  it  to  the 
Returning  Officer. 

Publication   of  Result  of  Elections. 

23.  (1.)  The  Returning  Officer  shall  prepare  and  sign  notices 
of  the  result  of  the  elections  in  all  the  County  Electoral  Divi- 
sions in  the  Administrative  County  and  in  all  the  District  Elec- 
toral Divisions  of  the  Rural  District,  and  shall  \)j  such  notices 
declare  to  be  elected  or  to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected  the  persons 
who,  under  Rule  10,  are  to  be  declared  to  be  elected  or  to  be 
deemed  to  be  re-elected  without  a  poll  being  taken.  The  notices 
shall  be  in  the  Form  No.  8  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order, 
or  in  a  form  to  the  like  eftect. 

(2.)  The  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  Returning  Officer  as  early 
as  practicable,  in  the  case  of  an  Election  of  County  Councillors, 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council,  and  in  the  case  of  an  Elec- 
tion of  Rural  District  Councillors  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Rural 
District  Council,  and  copies  of  the  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the 
Returning  Officer  to  the  persons  elected  or  deemed  to  be  re- 
elected. 

Ajyplicafion  and  Adaptation  of  Ballot  Act,  1872. 

24.  The  provisions  of  the  Ballot  Act,  1872,  which,  with 
adaptations  and  alterations,  are  set  out  in  the  Third  Schedule 
to  this  Order,  and  only  such  provisions  of  that  Act  shall, 
subject  to  such  adaptations  and  alterations,  apply  to  the  election 
of  County  Councillors. 

Provided  as  follows  :  — 

{a)  For  every  Rural  District  Electoral  Division  for  which 
a  poll  has  to  be  taken  there  shall  be  provided 
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separate  polling  station,  and  the  Presiding  Officer 
at  such  polling  station  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Returning  Officer. 

(b)  At  eveiy  polling  station  for  a  Rural  District  Electoral 

Division  there  shall  be  provided  a  ballot  box  for  the 
reception  of  ballot  papers  for  the  election  of  Rural 
District  Councillors  for  such  District  Electoral 
Division. 

(c)  Every   polling   station   for   a   Rural   District   Electoral 

Division  shall  also  be  a  polling  station  if  a  poll  has 
to  be  taken  for  the  election  of  a  County  Councillor 
for  the  County  Electoral  Division  in  which  such 
District  Electoral  Division  is  situated,  and  a  separate 
ballot  box  shall  be  provided  for  the  reception  of 
ballot  papers  for  such  election  of  a  County  Councillor 

{(I)  Where  there  are  polls  to  be  taken  both  for  the  election 
of  Rural  District  Councillors  for  a  District  Electoral 
Division  and  for  the  election  of  a  County  Councillor 
for  the  County  Electoral  Division  in  which  such 
District  Electoral  Division  is  situated,  these  polls 
shall  be  taken  together  by  means  of  ballot  papers 
differently  coloured,  and  the  ballot  boxes  mentioned 
in  sub-sections  (h)  and  (c)  of  this  Rule  shall  be 
coloured  respectively  to  correspond  with  the  colour 
of  the  ballot-  papers  for  the  reception  of  which  each 
such  ballot  box  is  provided,  and  the  coloTirs  sliall 
be  fixed  by  the  Returning  Officer,  and  shall  be  the 
same  for  every  election  throughout  the  county. 

(e)  Where  polls  are  taken  together  in  accordance  with 
sub-section  (d)  of  this  Rule  the  same  person  shall 
act  as  Presiding  Officer  in  respect  of  the  polling 
for  both  elections. 

Adajytation    of    Municipal    Corporations    Act,    1S82. 

25.  (1.)  The  provisions  of  Sections  74  and  75  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Corporations  Act,  1882,  which  with  adaptations  and 
alterations  are  set  out  in  the  Foui-th  Schedule  to  this  Order, 
shall,  subject  to  such  ada])tatio7is  and  alterations,  apply  to  the 
election  of  County  and  Rural  District  Coimcillors,  and  to  the 
persons  elected  or  deemed  to  be  re-elected  thereat. 

(2.)  In  the  a])plication  of  Part  lY.  of  the  Municipal  Corpor- 
ations Act,  1882  (i(da<iiig  to  Coriupt  l^ractices  and  I'^k^ction 
Petitions),  as  anuMided  by  the  Municipal  Inflections  (Corrupt  and 
Illegal  Practic(^s)  Act,  1884,  the  following  adaptations  and 
alterations  shall  have  effect :  — 

(a)  vSuch  a]iplication  sliall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordtr. 
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(6)  All  references  to  a,  municipal  election  or  to  an  election 
to  a  corporate  office  shall  be  construed  as  referring 
to  the  election  of  County  or  liural  District  Coun- 
cillors, and  in  Section  93  (2)  "  County,"  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  substituted  for  "  Borough  "  ;  "  County 
Electoral  Division  or  District  Electoral  Division " 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  substituted  for  "  Borough  or 
Ward "  or  "  Borough  or  Ward  of  a  Borough " ; 
"  Poor  E-ate  "  shall  be  deemed  to  be  substituted  for 
"  Borough  Fund  or  Borough  Rate."  The  "  Eeturn- 
ing  Officer "  shall  be  substituted  for  the  "  Town 
Clerk,"  and 

(c)  In  all  cases  "  Voter "  shall  mean  a  Local  Government 

Elector  or  a  person  who  votes  or  claims  to  vote  at  an 
election  of  County  or  E-ural  District  Councillors  as 
the  case  may  be. 

(d)  In  the  application   of  Sub-section   (2)    of   Section   89 

such  Sub-section  shall  be  adapted  and  altered  so  as 

to  read  as  follows  :  — 

"  (2.)  The  security  shall  be  to  the  amount  of 
"  Fifty  Pounds,  unless  in  any  case  the  High 
"  Court  of  Justice  in  Ireland,  or  a  Judge 
"  thereof,  on  summons,  order  that  the  same 
"  shall  be  to  a  lesser  amount,  or  to  a  larger 
"  amount  not  exceeding  Three  Hundred 
"Pounds,  and  shall  be  given  in  the  pre- 
"  scribed  manner,  either  by  a  deposit  of 
"  money  or  by  a  recognizance  entered  into 
"  by  not  more  than  four  sureties,  or  partly 
"  in  one  way  and  partly  in  the  other." 

Adaptation  of  Municipal  Elections  (Corrujyt  and  Illegal 

Practices)  Act,  1884. 

26.  In  the  application  of  the  Municipal  Elections  (Corrupt 
and  Illegal  Practices)  Act,  1884,  the  following  adaptations  and 
alterations  shall  have  effect:  — 

(1.)  Such  application  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 

this  Order. 
(2.)  The  expressions  "  County  Electoral  Division  or  District 
Electoral  Division,"  "  Returning  Officer  of  County 
or  Rural  District  Councillors,"  and  "  Poor  Rate," 
ghall  be  deemed  to  be  substituted  in  the  Act  for 
•*  Borough,"  "  Town  Clerk,"  and  "  Borough  Fund  or 
Rate,"  respectively. 
(3.)  The  expression  "Corporate  Office"  in  the  Act  shall 
mean  the  office  of  County  or  Rural  District  Coun- 
cillor, and  a  "  Mimicipal  Election "  shall  mean  an 
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Election  of  one  or  more  County  or  Eural  District 
Councillors,  and  the  expressions  "  Municipal  Elec- 
tion Court,"  "  Municipal  Election  List,"  and  "  Muni- 
cipal Election  Petition  "  shall  be  construed  accord- 
ingly. 

(4.)  So  much  of  Section  13  of  the  Act  as  permits  one  poll- 
ing agent  to  be  employed  in  each  polling  station 
shall  not  apply  except  so  far  as  the  employment  of 
polling  agents  is  permitted  by  Rule  17  of  this  Order. 

(5.)  An  election  petition  complaining  of  the  Election  on 
the  ground  of  an  illegal  practice,  may  be  presented 
at  any  time  within  six  weeks  after  the  Day  of  Elec- 
tion. 

(G.)  In  Section  34  of  the  Act  "  Burgess  Roll '  'shall  mean 
the  Register  of  Local  Government  Electors. 

(7.)  Section  37  of  the  Act  shall  be  read  as  if  a  reference  to 
an  Election  of  Countj^  or  Rural  District  Councillors 
was  substituted  for  a  reference  to  any  of  the  Elec- 
tions mentioned  in  the  First  Schedule  to  the  Act. 

27.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the  words  "  High  Court 
and  Judge  of  the  High  T^ourt"  in  the  Municipal  Corporations 
Act,  18(S2,  and  the  Municipal  Corporations  (Corrupt  and  Illegal 
Practices)  Act,  1(S(S4,  shall  mean  the  High  Court  of  Justice  in 
Ireland  and  a  Judge  of  the  said  Court  respectively,  and  the 
words  "  Director  of  Piiblic  Prosecutions "  shall  mean  the 
Attornev-General  for  Ireland. 


Non-acceptance   of    Office. 

28.  Non-acceptance  of  office  by  a  person  elected  or  deemed  to 
be  re-elected  shall  in  every  case  create  a  Casual  Vacancy,  which 
shall  be  filhnl  as  directed  bv  Section  94  (4)  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment (Ireland)  Act,  1898." 


Expenses. 

29.  Any  sum  which  may  Ix^  payable  to  the  Returning  Officer 
in  respect  of  his  services  in  taking  a  poll  in  the  County  I'jlectoral 
Division  or  District  Electoral  Division,  or  in  respect  of  expenses 
incurred  in  relation  to  such  poll,  and  any  other  sum  which  may 
be  payable  to  such  Returning  Officer  in  respect  of  his  services 
in  the  conduct  of  the  Election,  or  in  respect  of  expenses  incurred 
in  relation  to  the  Election,  shall  be  paid  as  directed  by  Section  6 
(2)  of  the  Schedule  to  the  Local  Government  (Application  of 
Enactments)  Order,  1898. 
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PuhJication   of  Notices. 


30.  Any  public  notice  required  by  this  Order  shall  be  given 
by  posting  copies  of  the  same  at,  on,  or  near  the  principal  en- 
trance of  every  Cliurcli  and  other  House  of  Worship,  and  at 
every  Court  House,  Police  Station,  Market  House,  and  other 
usual  place  for  posting  public  notices  within  the  County  Elec- 
toral Division  or  District  Electoral  Division  as  the  case  may 
require. 

Marh  instead  of  Signature. 

31.  In  place  of  any  signature  required  by  this  Order  it  shall 
be  suiBcient  for  the  signatory  to  affix  his  mark  if  the  same  is 
witnessed  by  two  electors. 

Misnomer — Inaccurate  Descriptions. 

32.  No  misnomer  or  inaccurate  description  of  any  person  or 
place  named  in  any  notice  or  nomination  paper  under  this  Order 
shall  hinder  the  full  operation  of  such  notice  or  paper  with 
respect  to  that  person  or  place,  provided  the  description  of  that 
person  or  place  is  such  as  to  be  commonly  understood. 

Definition  of  "  Ordinary  Election." 

33.  In  this  Order  the  expression  "  Ordinary  Election  "  means 
the  triennial  election  of  County  and  Rural  District  Councillors. 

34.  This  Order  may  Be  cited  as  the  "  County  and  Rtjeal 
District  Councillors  (Ireland)  Election  Order,  1899."

Provisions  of  the  Ballot  Act,  1872,  as  adapted  and  altered' 
IN  THEIR  Application  to  the  Election  op  County  and 
Rural  District  Councillors. 


Procedure  at  Elections  of  County  and  Rural  District 

Councillors. 

Poll  at  Elections. 

2.  The  ballot  of  each  voter  shall  consist  of  a  paper  (in  this  Act 
called  a  ballot  paper)  showing  the  names  and  description  of  the 
candidates.  Each  ballot  paper  shall  have  a  number  printed  on  the 
back,  and  shall  have  attached  a  counterfoil  with  the  same  number 
printed  on  the  face.  At  the  time  of  voting,  the  ballot  paper  shall 
be  marked  on  both  sides  with  an  official  mark,  and  delivered  to  the 
voter  within  the  polling  station,  and  the  number  of  such  voter  on 
the  register  of  voters  shall  be  marked  on  the  counterfoil,  and  the 
voter  having  secretly  marked  his  vote  on  the  paper,  and  folded  it 
up  so  as  to  conceal  his  vote,  shall  place  it  in  a  closed  box  in  the 
presence  of  the  officer  presiding  at  the  polling  station  (in  this 
Act  called  "  the  presiding  officer  ")  after  having  shown  to  him  the 
official  mark  at  the  back. 

If  in  the  register  of  electors  for  a  County  Electoral  Division 
the  same  number  is  placed  opposite  to  the  name  of  more  than 
one  elector,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  put  a  distinguishing 
mark  on  each  part  of  the  register  which  contains  numbers  used 
in  other  parts  of  the  register,  and  when  the  number  of  any  voter 
on  any  part  of  the  register  is  entered  on  the  counterfoil  of  a 
ballot  paper,  the  mark  on  that  part  shall  also  be  entered  thereon. 

Any  ballot  paper  which  has  not  on  its  back  the  official  mark, 
or  on  which  votes  are  given  to  more  candidates  than  the  voter  is 
entitled  to  vote  for,  or  on  which  anything,  except  the  said  number 
on  the  back,  is  written  or-^narked  by  which  the  voter  can  be 
identified,  shall  be  void  and  /ot  counted. 

After  the  close  of  the  poll  the  ballot  boxes  shall  be  sealed  up, 
so  as  to  prevent  the  inti'oduction  of  additional  ballot  papers,  and 
shall  be  taken  charge  of  by  the  Ret\irning  Officer,  and  that  officer 
shall,  in  the  presence  of  such  agents,  if  any,  of  the  candidates  as 
may  be  in  attendance,  open  the  ballot  boxes,  and  ascertain  the 
result  of  the  poll  by  counting  the  votes  given  to  each  candidate, 
and  shall  forthwith  declare  to  be  elected  the  candidate  to  whom 
the  majority  of  votes  have  been  given.  The  decision  of  the 
Returning  Officer  as  to  any  question  arising  in  respect  of  any 
ballot  paper  shall  be  final,  subject  to  reversal  on  petition  question- 
ing the  election  or  return. 
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Offe;nces. 

Offences  in  respect  of  Ballot  Papers  and  Ballot  Boxes. 

3.  Every  person  who — 

(1.)  Forges  and  counterfeits  or  fraudulently  defaces  or  fraudu- 
lently destroys  any  ballot  paper,  or  the  official  mark  on 
any  ballot  paper  ;  or 

(2.)  Without  due  authority  supplies  any  ballot  paper  to  any 
person  ;  or 

(3.)  Fraudulently  puts  into  any  ballot  box  any  paper  other 
than  the  ballot  paper  which  he  is  authorised  by  law  to  put 
in ;  or 

(4.)  Fraudulently  takes  out  of  the  polling  station  any  ballot 
paper;  or 

(5.)  Without  due  authority  destroys,  takes,  opens,  or  otherwise 
interferes  with  any  ballot  box  or  packet  of  ballot  papers 
then  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  the  election ; 

shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  liable,  if  he  is  a  return- 
ing officer,  or  an  officer  or  clerk  in  attendance  at  a  polling  station, 
to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  two  years,  with  or 
without  hard  laboui-,  and  if  he  is  any  other  person  to  imprison- 
ment for  any  term  not  exceeding  six  months,  with  or  without 
hard  labour. 

Any  allempt  to  commit  any  offence  specified  in  this  section 
shall  be  punishable  in  the  manner  in  which  the  offence  itself  is 
punishable. 

Tn  any  indictment  or  other  prosecution  for  an  offence  in 
relation  to  the  ballot  boxes,  ballot  papers,  and  marking  instru- 
ments at  an  election,  the  property  in  such  papers,  boxes,  and 
instruments  may  be  s^^ated  to  be  in  the  returning  officer  at  such 
election,  as  well  as  the  property  in  the  counterfoils. 

Infringement  of  Secrecy. 

4.  Every  officer,  clerk,  and  agent  in  attendance  at  a  polling 
station  shall  maintain  and  aid  in  maintaining  the  secrecy  of  the 
voting  in  such  station,  and  shall  not  conmmnicate,  except  for 
some  purpose  authorised  by  law,  before  the  poll  is  closed,  to 
any  person  any  information  as  to  the  name  or  number  on  tiie 
register  of  electors  of  any  elector  who  has  or  has  not  ajjplied  for 
a  ballot  paper  or  voted  at  that  station,  or  as  to  the  official  mark, 
and  no  such  oilicer,  clerk  or  agent,  and  no  person  whosoever, 
shall  interfere  with  or  attempt  to  interfere  with  a  voter  when 
marking  his  vote,  or  otherwise  attempt  to  obtain  in  the  polling 
station  information  as  to  the  candidate  for  whom  any  voter  in 
such  station  is  about  to  vote  or  has  voted,  or  communicate  at  aiiy 
time  to  any  person  any  information  obtained  in  a  polling  station 
as  to  the  candidate  for  whom  any  voter  in  such  station  is  about 
to  vote  or  has  voted,  or  as  to  tlu^  number  on  the  back  of  the 
ballot  paper  given  to  any  voter  at  such  station.     Every  officer, 
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clerk,  agent,  and  person  in  attendance  at  the  counting  of  the 
votes  shall  maintain  and  aid  in  maintaining  the  secrecy  of 
the  voting,  and  shall  not  attempt  to  ascertain  at  such  counting 
the  number  on  the  back  of  any  ballot  paper,  or  communicate  any 
information  obtained  at  such  counting  as  to  the  candidate  for 
whom  any  vote  is  given  in  any  particular  ballot  paper.  No 
person  shall  directly  or  indirectly  induce  any  voter  to  display  his 
ballot  paper  after  he  shall  have  marked  the  same,  so  as  to  make 
known  to  any  person  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  or  against 
whom  he  has  so  marked  his  vote. 

Every  person  who  acts  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction  before  two 
justices  of  the  peace,  to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding 
six  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour. 

Use  of  School  and  Public  Room  for  Poll.

room  the  .expense  of  maintaining  which  is  payable  out  of 
any  local  rate,  but  he  shall  make  good  any  damage  done 
to  such  room,  and  defray  any  expense  incurred  by  the  person 
or  body  of  persons,  corporate  or  unincorporate,  having  control 
over  the  same  on  account  of  its  being  used  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  the  poll  or  for  counting  the  votes  as  aforesaid.  This 
section  shall  not  apply  to  any  school  adjoining  or  adjacent  to 
any  church  or  other  place  of  worship,  nor  to  a  school  connected 
with  a  convent  or  other  religious  establishment. 

The  use  of  any  room  in  an  unoccupied  house  for  taking  the 
poll  shall  not  render  any  person  liable  to  be  rated  or  to  pay  any 
rate  for  such  house. 

Duties  of  Returning  and  Election  Officers. 
General  Powers  and  Duties  of  Returning  Officer. 

8.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  every  returning 
officer  shall  provide  such  nomination  papers,  polling  stations, 
ballot  boxes,  ballot  papers,  stamping  instruments,  copies  of 
register  of  electors,  and  other  things,  appoint  and  pay  such 
officers,  and  do  such  other  acts  and  things  as  may  be  necessary 
for  effectually  conducting  the  election. 

Every  deputy  returning  officer  shall,  in  so  far  as  he  acts  as  re- 
turning officer,  be  deemed  to  be  included  in  the  term  returning 
officer. 

Keeping   of  Order   in    Station. 

9.  If  any  person  misconducts  himself  in  the  polling  station,  or 
fails   to  obey  the  lawful  orders  of  the  presiding  officer,  he  may 
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immediately,  by  order  of  the  presiding  officer,  be  removed  from 
the  polling  station  by  any  constable  in  or  near  that  station,  or 
any  other  person  authorised  in  writing  by  the  returning  officer 
to  remove  him ;  and  the  person  so  removed  shall  not,  unless  with 
the  permission  of  the  presiding  officer,  again  be  allowed  to  enter 
the  polling  station  during  the  day. 

Any  person  so  removed  as  aforesaid,  if  charged  with  the 
commission  in  such  station  of  any  offence,  may  be  kept  in  custody 
until  he  can  be  brought  before  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

Provided  that  the  powers  conferred  by  this  section  shall  not 
be  exercised  so  as  to  prevent  any  elector  who  is  otherwise  entitled 
to  vote  at  any  polling  station  from  having  an  opportunity  of 
voting  at  such  station. 

Powers  of  Presiding  Officer  and  Administration  of  Oaths,  dtc. 

10.  For  the  purpose  of  the  adjournment  of  the  poll,  a  presiding 
officer  shall  have  the  power  by  law  belonging  to  a  deputy  return- 
ing officer  in  a  parliamentary  election ;  and  any  presiding  officer 
and  any  clerk  appointed  by  the  returning  officer  to  attend  at  a 
polling  station  shall  have  the  power  of  asking  the  questions  and 
administering  the  oath  authorised  by  law  to  be  asked  of  and 
administered  to  voters,  and  any  justice  of  the  peace  and  any 
returning  officer  may  take  and  receive  any  declaration  authorised 
by  this  Act  to  be  taken  before  him. 

Liability  of  Officers  for  Misconduct. 

11.  Every  returning  officer,  presiding  officer,  and  clerk  who  is 
guilty  of  any  wilful  misfeasance  or  any  wilful  act  or  omission  in 
contravention  of  this  Act  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  penalty 
or  liability  to  which  he  may  be  subject,  forfeit  to  any  person 
aggrieved  by  such  misfeasance,  act,  or  omission  a  penal  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  pounds.

Miscellaneous. 
Prohibition  of  Disclosure  of  Vote. 

12.  No  person  wlio  has  voted  at  an  election  sliall,  in  any  legal 
proceeding  to  (luestion  the  election  or  return,  be  required  to  state 
for  whom  he  has  voted.

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Non-compliance  with  Rules. 

13.  No  election  shall  be  declared  invalid  by  reason  of  a  defect 
in  the  title  or  appointment  of  the  returning  officer  or  deputy 
returning  officer  or  of  a  non-compliance  with  the  rules  contained 
in  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Act  or  in  the  County  and  Rural 
District  Councillors  (Ireland)  Election  Order,  1899,  or  any  mistake 
in  the  use  of  the  forms  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act  or  in 
the  said  Order,  if  it  appears  to  the  tribunal  having  cognizance 
of  the  question  that  the  election  was  conducted  in  accordance 
with  the  principles  laid  down  in  the  body  of  this  Act  and  in 
the  Local  Goverment  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  that  such  non- 
compliance or  mistake  did  not  affect  the  result  of  the  election. 

Personatiox. 
Definition  and  Punishment  of  Personation.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  returning  officer  to  institute  a 
prosecution  against  any  person  whom  he  may  believe  to  have 
been  guilty  of  personation,  or  of  aiding,  abetting,  counselling,  or 
procuring  the  commission  of  the  offence  of  personation  by  any 
person,  at  the  election  for  which  he  is  returning  officer,  and  the 
costs  and  expenses  of  the  prosecutor  and  the  witnesses  in  such 
case,  together  with  compensation  for  their  trouble  and  loss  of 
time,  shall  be  allowed  by  the  court  in  the  same  manner  in  which 
courts  are  empowered  to  allow  the  same  in  cases  of  felony. 

Sections  93  to  96,  both  inclusive,  of  the  Representation  of  the

as  aforesaid  "  or  for  any  reference  to  any  such  agent,  and  of  "  the 
presiding  officer"  for  "the  returning  officer  or  his  respective 
deputy." 

Effect  of  Schedules. 

28.  The  schedules  to  this  Act,  and  the  notes  thereto,  and  direc- 
tions therein  shall  be  construed  and  have  effect  as  part  of  this 
Act. 
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SCHEDULES  TO  ACT. 


First  Schedule  to  Act, 


Rules   for   Elections   op   County  and   Rural  District 

Councillors. 

The  Poll. 

15.  At  every  polling  place  the  returning  officer  shall,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  County  and  Rural  District  Councillors 
(Ireland)  Election  Order,  1899,  provide  a  sufficient  number  of 
polling  stations  for  the  accommodation  of  the  electors  entitled  to 
vote  at  such  polling  place  and  shall  distribute  the  polling 
stations  amongst  those  electors  in  such  manner  as  he  thinks 
most  convenient. 

17.  A  separate  room  or  separate  booth  may  contain  a  separate 
polling  station,  or  several  polling  stations  may  be  constructed  in 
the  same  room  or  booth. 

18.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  vote  at  any  polling  station 
-except  the  one  allotted  to  him. 

20.  The  returning  officer  shall  provide  each  polling  station  with 
materials  for  voters  to  mark  the  ballot  papers,  with  instruments 
for  stamping  thereon  the  official  mark,  and  with  copies  of  the 
register  of  voters,  or  sucli  part  thereof  as  contains  the  names  of 
the  voters  allotted  to  vote  at  such  station.  He  shall  keep  the 
official  mark  secret. 

2 1 .  The  presiding  officer  appointed  to  preside  at  each  station  shall 
keep  order  at  liis  station,  shall  regulate  the  number  of  electors  to  be 
admitted  at  a  time,  and  shall  exclude  all  other  persons  except  the 
clerks,  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  and  the  constables  on  duty. 

22.  Every  ballot  paper  shall  contain  a  list  of  the  candidates 
described  as  in  their  respective  nomination  papers,  and  ai'ranged 
alphabetically  in  the  order  of  their  surnames,  and  (if  there  are 
two  or  more  candidates  with  the  same  surname)  of  tlieir  other 
names  ;  it  shall  be  in  the  form  set  forth  in  the  Second  Schedule  to 
this  Act  or  as  near  thereto  as  circumstances  admit,  and  shall  be 
<;apable  of  being  folded  up. 

23.  Every  ballot  box  shall  be  so  constructed  that  the  ballot 
papers  can  be  introduced  therein,  but  cannot  be  withdrawn  tliere- 
from,  without  the  box  being  unlocked.  The  presiding  officer  at 
any  polling  station,  just  before  the  commencement  of  the  poll, 
shall  show  the  ballot  box  empty  to  such  persons,  if  any,  as  may 
be  present  in  such  station,  so  that  they  may  see  that  it  is  empty, 
and  shall  then  lock  it  up,  and  place  his  seal  upon  it  in  such 
manner  as  to  prevent  its  being  opened  without  breaking  such  seal, 
and  shall  place  it  in  his  view  for  the  receipt  of  ballot  papers,  and 
keep  it  so  locked  and  sealed. 
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24.  Immediately  before  a  ballot  paper  is  delivered  to  an  elector^ 
it  shall  be  marked  on  both  sides  with  the  official  mark  either 
stamped  or  perforated,  and  the  number,  name,  and  description  of 
the  elector  as  stated  in  the  copy  of  the  register  shall  be  called 
out,  and  the  number  of  such  elector,  together  with  the  dis- 
tinguishing mark,  if  any,  of  the  part  of  the  register  in  wliich  the 
number  occurs,  shall,  as  required  by  Section  2  of  this  Act  as 
adapted,  be  marked  on  the  counterfoil,  and  a  mark  shall  be 
placed  in  the  register  against  the  number  of  the  elector,  to  denote 
that  he  has  received  a  ballot  paper,  but  without  showing  the  par- 
ticular ballot  paper  wliich  he  has  received. 

25.  The  elector,  on  receiving  the  ballot  paper,  shall  forthwith 
proceed  into  one  of  the  compartments  in  the  polling  station,  and 
there  mark  his  paper,  and  fold  it  up  so  as  to  conceal  his  vote,  and 
shall  then  put  his  ballot  paper,  so  folded  up,  into  the  ballot  box  ; 
he  shall  vote  without  undue  delay,  and  shall  quit  the  polling 
station  as  soon  as  he  has  put  his  ballot  paper  into  the  ballot  box. 

26.  The  presiding  officer,  on  the  application  of  any  voter  who 
is  incapacitated  by  blindness  or  other  physical  cause  from  voting 
in  manner  prescribed  by  this  Act,  or  (if  the  poll  be  taken  on 
Saturday)  of  any  voter  who  declares  that  he  is  of  the  Jewish 
persuasion,  and  objects  on  religious  grounds  to  vote  in  manner 
prescribed  by  this  Act,  or  of  any  voter  who  makes  such  a  declara- 
tion as  hereinafter  mentioned  that  he  is  unable  to  read,  shall,  in 
the  presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  cause  the  vote  of 
such  voter  to  be  marked  on  a  ballot  paper  in  manner  directed  by 
such  voter,  and  the  ballot  paper  to  be  placed  in  the  ballot  box, 
and  the  name  and  number  on  the  register  of  voters  of  every  voter 
whose  vote  is  marked  in  pursuance  of  this  rule,  and  the  reason 
why  it  is  so  marked  shall  be  entered  on  a  list,  in  this  Act  called 
"  the  list  of  votes  marked  by  the  presiding  officer." 

The  said  declaration,  in  this  Act  referred  to  as  "  the  declara- 
tion of  inability  to  read,"  shall  be  made  by  the  voter  at  the  time 
of  polling,  before  the  presiding  officer,  who  shall  attest  it  in  the 
form  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  no  fee,  stamp,  or  other  payment 
shall  be  charged  in  respect  of  such  declaration,  and  the  said 
declaration  shall  be  given  to  the  presiding  officer  at  the  time  of 


voting. 


27.  If  a  person,  representing  himself  to  be  a  particular  elector 
named  on  the  register,  applies  for  a  ballot  paper  after  another 
person  has  voted  as  such  elector,  the  applicant  shall,  upon  duly 
answering  the  questions  permitted  by  the  County  Councillors 
(Ireland)  Election  Order,  1899,  to  be  asked  of  voters 
at  the  time  of  polling,  and  upon  taking  an  oath  in 
the  form  hereinafter  set  out,  which  the  presiding  officer  shall 
administer,  be  entitled  to  mark  a  ballot  paper  in  the  same 
manner  as  any  other  voter,  but  the  ballot  paper  (in  this  Act 
called  a  tendered  ballot  paper)  shall  be  of  a  colour  diffi^ring  from 
the  other  ballot  papers,  and,  instead  of  being  put  into  the  ballot 
box,  shall  be  given  to  the  presiding  officer  and  endorsed  by  him 
with  the  name  of  the  voter  and  his  number  in  the  register  of  voters,. 
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and  set  aside  in  a  separate  packet,  and  shall  not  be  counted  by  the 
returning  officer.  And  the  name  of  the  voter  and  his  number  on  the 
register  shall  be  entered  on  a  list,  in  this  Act  called  "the  tendered 
votes  list." 

The  oath  shall  be  administered  in  the  following  form  : —

Provided  that  any  person  entitled  to  affirm  in  lieu  of  taking  an  oath 
may  affirm  in  the  following  form  : — 

"  I,  A.B.,  do  solemnly,  sincerely,  and  truly  declare  and  affirm  that 
"I  am  the  same  person  whose  name  appears  as   A.B.   on  the 

"Register  of  Local  Government  Electors  for  the  (^"^'r-^t} 

"  Electoral  Division  of  and  that  I  have  not 

"already   voted  at  the  present  election   for   such/^^'*"*?^  | 

"Electoral  Division." 

28.  A  voter  who  has  inadvertently  dealt  with  his  ballot  paper  in  such 
manner  that  it  cannot  be  conveniently  used  as  a  ballot  paper,  may,  on 
delivering  to  the  presiding  officer  the  ballot  paper  so  inadvertently  dealt 
with  and  proving  the  factof  the  inadvertence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
presiding  officer,  obtain  another  ballot  paper  in  the  place  of  the  ballot 
paper  so  delivered  up  (in  this  Act  called  a  spoilt  ballot  paper)  and  the 
spoilt  ballot  paper  shall  be  immediately  cancelled. 

29.  The  presiding  officer  of  each  station,  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  close  of  the  poll,  shall  make  up  into  separate  packets  sealed  with 
his  seal, — 

(1.)  Each  ballot  box  in  use  at  his  station,  unopened  but  with  the  key 

attached  ;  and 
(2.)  The  unused  and  spoilt  ballot  papei's,  placed  together;  and 
(3.)  The  tendered  ballot  papers;  and 
(4.)  The  marked  copies  of  the  register  of  electors,  and  the  counterfoils 

of  the  ballot  papers  ;  and 
(5.)     The  tendered  votes  list,  and  the  list  of  votes   marked  by  the 
presiding  officer,  and  a  statement  of  the  numbei-  of  the  voters 
whose  Aotes  are  so  marked  by  the  presiding  oHicer  under  the 
heads  " physical  incapacity,"  " Jews,"  and  "unable  to  read," 
and  the  declarations  of  inability  to  read ; 
and  shall  deliver  such  packets  to  the   returning  ofluor,  or  deputy  re- 
turning otlicer  by  whom  the  votes  are  to  be  counted,   unless  he  is  him- 
self such  officer. 

30.  The  packets  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  made  by  such 
presiding  officer,  sho^v•ing  the  number  of  ballot  papers  entrusted  to  him 
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and  accounting  for  them  under  the  heads  of  ballot  papers  in  the  ballot 
box,  unused,  spoilt,  and  tendered  ballot  papers,  which  statement  is  in 
this  Act  referred  to  as  the  ballot  paper  account. 

Counting  Votes. 

31.  Each  candidate  may  appoint  an  agent  to  attend  the  counting  of 
the  "votes. 

32.  The  returning  officer  shall  make  arrangements  for  counting  the 
votes  in  the  presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable after  the  close  of  the  poll,  and  shall  give  to  the  agents  of 
the  candidates  appointed  to  attend  at  the  counting  of  the  votes  notice 
in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  he  will  begin  to  count  the 
same. 

33.  The  returning  officer,  his  assistants  and  clerks,  the  agents  of  the 
candidates,  and  any  person  to  whom  Rule  51  of  this  Schedule  applies, 
and  no  other  person,  except  with  the  sanction  of  the  returning  officer, 
may  be  present  at  the  counting  of  the  votes. 

34.  Before  the  returning  officer  pi'oceeds  to  count  the  votes,  he  shall, 
in  the  presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  open  each  ballot  box, 
and  taking  out  the  papers  therein,  shall  count  and  record  the  number 
thereof,  and  then  mix  together  the  whole  of  the  ballot  papers  contained 
in  the  ballot  boxes.       He  shall  then  proceed  to  count  the  votes. 

The  returning  officer,  while  counting  and  recording  the  number 
of  ballot  papers  and  counting  the  votes,  shall  keep  the  ballot  papers 
wdth  their  faces  upwards,  and  take  all  proper  precautions  for  prevent- 
ing any  person  from  seeing  the  niimbers  printed  on  the  backs  of  such 
papers. 

35.  The  returning  officer  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  proceed  con- 
tinuously with  counting  the  votes,  allowing  only  time  for  refreshment, 
and  excluding,  if  and  so  far  as  he  thinks  it  necessary,  the  hours  between 
the  close  of  the  poll  and  nine  o'clock  on  the  succeeding  morning. 
During  the  excluded  time  the  returning  officer  shall  place  the  ballot 
papers  and  other  documents  relating  to  the  election  under  his  own  seal 
and  the  seals  of  such  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates  as  desire  to  affix 
their  seals,  and  shall  otherwise  take  proper  precautions  for  the  security 
of  such  papers  and  documents. 

36.  The  returning  officer  shall  endorse  "  rejected  "  on  any  ballot  paper 
which  he  may  reject  as  invalid,  and  shall  add  to  the  endorsement 
"  rejection  objected  to,"  if  an  objection  be  in  fact  made  by  any  agent 
to  his  decision.  The  returning  officer  shall  draw  up  a  statement  showing 
the  number  of  ballot  papers  rejected  and  not  counted  by  him  under  the 
several  heads  of — 

1 .  Want  of  official  mark  ; 

2.  "Voting  for  more  candidates  than  entitled  to ; 

3.  "Writing  or  mark  by  which  voter  could  be  identified  ; 

4.  Unmarked  or  void  for  uncertainty  ; 

and  shall  on  request  allow  any  agents  of  the  candidates  to  copy  such 
statement.  If  the  votes  are  counted  by  a  deputy  returning  officer  he 
shall,  with  the  declaration  of  the  result  of  the  poll,  report  to  the  re- 
turning officer  the  number  of  ballot  papers  rejected  and  not  counted  by 
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him,  under  the  above  heads,  and  no  such  statement  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  drawn  up  by  the  returning  officer.  The  deputy  returning  officer 
shall,  on  request,  allow  any  agents  of  the  candidates,  before  such  report 
is  sent  in,  to  copy  it. 

37.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  counting,  the  returning  officer  shall 
seal  up  in  separate  packets  the  counted  and  rejected  ballot  papers.  He 
shall  not  open  the  sealed  jiacket  of  tendered  ballot  papers  or  marked 
copy  of  the  register  of  voters  and  counterfoils,  but  shall  proceed,  in  the- 
presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  to  verify  the  ballot  paper 
account  given  by  each  presiding  officer  by  comparing  it  with  the  number 
of  ballot  papers  recorded  by  him  as  aforesaid,  and  the  unused  and  spoilt 
ballot  papers  in  his  possession  and  the  tendered  votes  list,  and  shall 
reseal  each  sealed  packet  after  examination.  The  returning  officer 
shall  draw  up  a  statement  as  to  the  result  of  such  verification,  and  shall, 
on  request,  allow  any  agents  of  the  candidates  to  copy  it. 

If  the  votes  are  counted  by  a  deputy  returning  officer,  he  shall  report 
to  the  returning  officer  the  result  of  the  verification,  and  no  such  state- 
ment as  aforesaid  shall  be  drawn  up  by  the  returning  officer.  The 
deputy  returning  officer  shall,  on  request,  allow  any  agents  of  the  candi- 
dates, before  such  report  is  sent  in,  to  copy  it.  He  shall  with  his  report 
send  to  the  returning  officer  the  sealed  packets  of  counted  and  rejected 
ballot  papers,  and  the  unopened  sealed  packets  which  he  has  received 
from  any  presiding  officer. 

38.  Lastly,  the  returning  officer  shall  carefully  preserve  for  the  period 
hereinafter  mentioned  all  the  packets  of  ballot  papers  in  his  possession, 
togeth.er  with  the  said  reports,  the  ballot  paper  accounts,  tendered  votes 
list,  list  of  votes  marked  by  the  presiding  officer,  statements  relating 
thereto,  declarations  of  inability  to  read,  and  packets  of  counterfoils, 
and  marked  copies  of  registers,  endorsing  on  each  packet  a  description 
of  its  contents  and  the  date  of  the  election  to  which  they  relate,  and 
the  name  of  the  district  for  which  such  election  was  held. 

39.  The  returning  officer  shall  retain  for  six  months  all  documents 
relating  to  an  election  of  '.j.       ,  ^.A  ..  ,  >  Councillors,  and  then,  un- 
less otherwise  directed  l)y  an  order  of  a  court  having  jurisdiction  in  the 
matter,  or  of  any  tribunal   in  which  the   election  is   questioned,  shall  ■ 
cause  them  to  be  destroyed. 

40.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  inspect  any  rejected  ballot  papers 
in  the  custody  of  the  returning  officer,  except  under  the  order  of  the 
court  or  tribunal  aforesaid,  to  be  granted  by  such  court  or  tribunal 
on  being  satisfied  by  evidence  on  oath  that  the  inspection  or  pro- 
duction of  such  ballot  papers  is  required  for  the  purpose  of  instituting 
or  maintaining  a  prosecution  for  an  offence  in  relation  to  ballot  papers, 
or  for  the  purpose  of  a  petition  questioning  an  election  or  return  ;  and 
any  such  order  for  the  inspection  or  production  of  ballot  papers  may 
be  made  subject  to  such  conditions  as  to  persons,  time,  place,  and  mode 
of  inspection  or  protluction  as  the  court  or  tribunal  making  the  same 
may  think  expedient,  and  shall  be  obeyed  by  the  returning  officer. 

41.  No  person  shall,  except  by  order  of  a  court,  or  of  any 
tribunal    having   cognizance   of    any   question    relating    to   the   elec- 
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tion,  open  the  sealed  packet  of  counterfoils  after  the  same  has 
been  once  sealed  up,  or  be  allowed  to  inspect  any  counted  ballot 
papers  in  the  custody  of  the  returning  officer.  Such  order  may 
be  made  subject  to  such  conditions  as  to  persons,  time,  place,  and 
mode  of  opening  or  inspection  as  the  court  or  tribunal  making  the 
order  may  think  expedient :  Provided  that  on  making  and  carry- 
ing into  effect  any  such  order,  care  shall  be  taken  that  the  mode 
in  which  any  particular  elector  has  voted  shall  not  be  discovered 
until  he  has  been  proved  to  have  voted,  and  his  vote  has  been 
declared  by  a  competent  court  to  be  invalid. 

42.  All  documents  in  the  custody  of  a  returning  officer  in  pur- 
suance of  this  Act,  other  than  ballot  papers  and  counterfoils,  shall 
be  open  to  public  inspection  at  such  time  and  under  such  regula- 
tions as  may  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the 

Council  of  the  County  in  which  the  |ys?^/*.^,| Electoral  Division 

is  situate,  and  the  returning  officer  shall  supply  copies  of  or 
extracts  from  the  said  documents  to  any  person  demanding  the 
same,  on  payment  of  such  fees  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as 
mayhavebeen  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  County  Council. 

43.  Where  an  order  is  made  for  the  production  by  the  return- 
ing officer  of  any  document  in  his  possession  relating  to  any 

specified  election  <^*{j^urar District)  ^^^^cillors,  the  production 
by  such  officer  or  his  agent  of  the  document  ordered,  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  directed  by  such  order,  or  by  an  order  of  the 
court  having  power  to  make  such  first-mentioned  order,  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  that  such  document  relates  to  the  specified 
election;  and  any  endorsement  appearing  on  any  packet  of 
ballot  papers  produced  by  such  returning  officer  or  his  agent 
shall  be  evidence  of  such  papers  being  what  they  are  stated 
to  be  by  the  endorsement.  The  production  from  proper  custody 
of  a  ballot  paper  purporting  to  have  been  used  at  any  election, 
and  of  a  counterfoil  marked  with  the  same  printed  number  and 
having  a  number  marked  thereon  in  writing,  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  that  the  person  who  voted  by  such  ballot  paper 
was  the  person  who  at  the  time  of  such  election  had  affixed  to 
his  name  in  the  register  of  voters  at  such  election  the  same 
number  as  the  number  written  on  such  counterfoil. 

General  Provisions. 

47.  If  the  returning  officer  presides  at  aay  polling  station,  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  relating  to  a  presiding  officer  shall  apply  to 
such  returning  officer,  with  the  necessary  modifications  as  to 
things  to  be  done  by  the  returning  officer  to  the  presiding  officer, 
or  the  presiding  officer  to  the  returning  officer. 

48.  The  returning  officer  may,  in  addition  to  any  clerks,  appoint 
ompetent  persons  to  assist  him  in  counting  the  votes. 

49.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  by  a  returning  officer  for  the 
purposes  of  an  election  who  has  been  employed  by  any  other 
person  in  or  about  the  election. 
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50.  The  presicJing  officer  may  do,  by  the  clerks  appointed  to 
assist  him,  any  act  which  he  is  required  or  authorised  to  do  by 
this  Act  at  a  polling  station,  except  ordering  the  arrest,  exclusion, 
or  ejection  from  the  polling  station  of  any  person. 

51.  A  candidate  may  himself  undertake  the  duties  which  any 
agent  of  his,  if  appointed  under  Rule  31  of  this  Schedule,  might 
have  undertaken,  and  may,  if  he  does  not  appoint  such  an  agent, 
be  present  at  the  counting  of  the  votes,  or  may  himself  take  the 
place  of  such  agent :  Provided  that  any  persons  acting  under  this 
Rule  may,  at  any  time  before  so  acting,  make  the  statutory 
declaration  as  to  secrecy  required  by  Rule  54  of  this  Schedule,  but 
he  shall  not  so  act  until  he  has  made  such  declaration. 

52.  The  name  and  address  of  every  agent  of  a  candidate 
appointed  to  attend  the  counting  of  the  votes  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  returning  officer  one  clear  day  at  the  least  before 
the  opening  of  the  poll ;  and  the  returning  officer  may  refuse  to 
■admit  to  the  place  where  the  votes  are  counted  any  agent  whose 
name  and  address  has  not  been  so  transmitted,  notwithstanding 
that  his  appointment  may  be  otherwise  valid,  and  any  notice 
required  to  be  given  to  an  agent  by  the  returning  officer  may  be 
delivered  at  or  sent  by  post  to  such  address. 

53.  If  any  person  appointed  an  agent  for  the  purposes  of 
attending  a  polling  station,  or  at  the  counting  of  the  votes,  dies, 
or  becomes  incapable  of  acting  during  the  time  of  the  election, 
another  agent  may  be  appointed  in  his  place,  and  notice  shall 
forthwith  be  given  to  the  returning  officer  in  writing  of  the  name 
and  address  of  any  agent  so  appointed. 

54.  Every  returning  officer,  and  every  officer,  clerk,  or  agent 
authorised  to  attend  at  a  polling  station,  and  also  every  officer, 
clerk,  or  agent  authorised  to  attend  at  the  counting  of  the  votes, 
shall,  before  the  opening  of  the  poll,  make  a  statutory  declaration 
of  secrecy,  in  the  presence,  if  he  is  the  returning  officer,  of  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  and  if  he  is  any  other  officer  or  an  agent,  of 
a  justice  of  the  peace  or  of  the  returning  (officer ;  but  no  such 
returning  officer,  clerk,  or  agent  as  aforesaid  shall,  saA'e  as  afore- 
said, be  required,  as  such,  to  make  any  declaration  or  take  any 
oath  on  the  occasion  of  any  election. 

55.  Wliere  in  this  Act  any  expressions  are  used  i-equiring  or 
authorising  or  inferring  that  any  act  or  thing  is  to  be  done  in  the 
presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  such  expressions  shall  bo 
deemed  to  refer  to  the  presence  of  such  agents  of  the  candidates 
as  may  be  authorised  to  attend,  and  as  have  in  fact  attended,  at 
the  time  and  place  where  such  act  or  thing  is  being  done,  and  the 
non-attendance  of  any  agents  or  agent  at  such  time  and  place 
shall  not,  if  such  act  or  thing  be  otherwise  duly  done,  iu  anywise 
invalidate  the  act  or  thing  done. 
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Second  Schedule  to  Act. 

Note. — The  forms  contained  in  this  schedule,  or  forms  as  nearly 
resembling  the  same  as  circumstances  will  admit  shall  be  used 
in  all  cases  to  which  they  refer  and  are  applicable,  and  when  so 
used  shall  be  sufficient  in  law.

after  the  passing  of  tlie  said  Act,  or  on  such  day  within  fourteen 
days  before  or  after  that  day  as  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  Ireland  may  appoint : 

AND  WHEREAS  by  Section  5  of  the  Schedule  to  an  Order 
made  the  twenty-second  day  of  December,  1898,  by  His  Excel- 
lency the  Lord  Lieutenant  in  Council,  under  Section  104  of  the 
said  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  it  is  ordered  that  the 
Election  of  County  and  Rural  District  Councillors  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  accordance  with  Rules  framed  under  the  said  Order 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland  : 

AND  WHEREAS,  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
Ireland,  acting  in  pursuance  of  the  ])owers  given  us  by  the  said 
Order  in  Council  have  made  and  issued  a  General  Order  for  the 
regulation  of  the  Ordinary  Elections  of  such  County  and  Rural 
District  Councillors: 

NOW,  THERi: FORE,  We  do  further  order  and  direct  with 
respect  to  the  First  J^jlections  of  such  County  and  Rural  District 
Councillors  as  is  hereinafter  set  forth  :  — - 

1.  The  First  Elections  of  County  Councillors  for  every  County 
Electoral  Division,  and  the  First  Elections  of  Rural  District 
Councillors  for  every  District  Electoral  Division  in  Ireland  shall 
tal\(>  ])lace  on  tlie  sixth  day  of  April  in  the  year  One  Thousand

to  such  First  I'lh'ctions  sliall  be  taken  at  or  within  the  times 
prescribed  in  the  Table  contained  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Order. 

2.  (1.)  The  Under-Sheriif  of  each  County  provided  he  signify 

to  the  Local  Goveinment  Board  within  Seven  days 
of  the  date  of  this  Order  that  he  is  willing  so  to  acr, 
shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  First  Election 
of  County  Councillors  undei-  the  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898,  for  such  County  and  for  every 
Countv  Electoral   Divisi(m  of  such  Countv. 
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(2.)  Sucli  Fncler-Sheriff  of  each.  County  shall  also  be  the 
Returning  Officer  for  the  First  Election  of  Rural 
District  Councillors  under  the  said  Act  for  each 
Rural  District  of  the  County  and  for  each  District 
Electoral  Division  of  every  such  Rural  District. 

(3.)  Provided  that  no  such  Under-Sheriff  or  other  person 
appointed  under  any  provisions  of  this  Order  shall 
act  under  Sub-Section  (1)  of  the  present  Rule  who 
does  not  also  act  under  Sub-Section  (2)  of  the  said 
Rule,  nor  shall  any  Under-Sheriff  or  other  person 
appointed  as  aforesaid  act  under  Sub-Section  (2) 
who  does  not  also  act  under  Sub-Section  (1). 

3.  In  the  case  of  any  County  the  Under-Sheriff  of  which  has 
not  signified  within  the  time  prescribed  that  he  is  willing  to 
act  as  Returning  Officer  under  the  foregoing  Rule,  the  Return- 
ing Officer  shall  be  a  person  appointed  by  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

4.  (1.)  In  every  County  Electoral  Division  comprised  by  or 

containing  an  Urban  District,  the  Returning  Officer 
shall  appoint  as  his  Deputy  for  all  purposes  relating 
to  the  Election  of  a  County  Councillor  or  Council- 
lors for  such  County  Electoral  Division  if  such 
Urban  District  is  a  Borough,  the  Town  Clerk,  and 
if  such  Urban  District  is  not  a  Borough  the  Clerk 
of  the  Urban  District  Council. 
(2.)  If  the  office  of  Town  Clerk  or  Clerk  of  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict Council  is  vacant,  or  if  the  Town  Clerk  or  Clerk 
of  the  Urban  District  Council  is  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland  unable  to

(2.)  If  the  Clerk  of  the  Union  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  unable  to  perform  the  duties

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Clerk  becomes  vmable  to  complete  the  performance 
of  the  said  duties,  or  if  the  office  of  Clerk  is  vacant, 
the  Returning  Officer  shall  appoint  some  other  fit 
person  to  perform  the  said  duties,  or  to  complete  the 
performance  of  the  said  duties,  as  the  case  may  be. 

6.  Every  Deputy  Returning  Officer  appointed  for  a  County 
Electoral  Division  shall  be  also  Deputy  lieturning  Officer  in 
respect  of  giving  notice  of  arranging  for,  and  declaring  the 
result  of  the  poll  or  polls,  for  the  Election  of  Rural  District 
Councillors  in  eveiy  Rural  District  Electoral- Division  contained 
in  the  said  County  Electoral  Division,  in  which  the  Clerk  of 
Union  or  other  person  acting  as  the  Deputy  of  the  Returning 
Officer  under  Rule  5  of  this  Order  has  certified  that  a  poll  must 
be  taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Rule  10,  sub- 
section (1)  of  the  above-mentioned  County  and  Rural  District 
Councillors  (Ireland)  Election  Order,  1899. 

7.  At  every  first  Election  of  County  and  Rural  District  Coun- 
cillors under  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898,  the  poll,  if  any,  shall  be  open  between  the  hours  of 
10  a.m.  and  8  p.m.,  provided  that  in  any  Urban  District  forniing 
a  separate  County  Electoral  Division  the  hours  during  which 
the  poll  shall  be  open  shall  be  from  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m. 

8.  In  the  case  of  the  First  Election  of  Rural  District  Coun- 
cillors for  a  Rural  District  the  ballot  boxes,  together  with  the 
several  other  sealed  packets  referred  to  in  Rule  29  of  the  First 
Schedule  to  the  Ballot  Act,  1872,  as  adapted  in  the  Third 
Schedule  to  the  County  and  Rural  Districts  (Ireland)  Election 
Order,  1899,  shall  be  foi'warded  to  the  Workhouse  of  the  Union 
in  which  the  Rural  District  to  which  they  relate  is  comprised 
or  sitiiated,  or  to  such  other  convenient  place  as  the  Returning 
Officer  may  direct,  and  the  Votes  shall  be  counted  at  the  said 
Workhouse  or  at  the  said  other  place,  as  the  case  may  be.

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GENERAL    ORDER. 


Guardians  in  Urban  Districts. 
Rules    as    to    Nomination    and    Election. 


WHEREAS  by  an  Order  made  the  twenty-second  day  of 
December,  1898,  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant-General  and  General 
Governor  of  Ireland,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Her 
Majesty's  Privy  Council  in  Ireland,  in  pursuance  of  the  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  Section  104,  it,  is  ordered  that 
the  election  of  Guardians  in  Urban  Districts  shall,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  be  conducted  according  to  Rules 
framed  under  the  said  Order  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  Ireland,  and  that  the  Rules  so  framed  should  notwithstand- 
ing any  other  Act,  provide  for  the  matters  mentioned  in  the  said 
Order. 

Now,  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  do  hereby 
order  that,  subject  to  any  directions  which  may  be  given  by  us 
and  until  we  otherwise  order,  the  following  Rules  shall  be 
observed  in  connection  with  the  election  of  Guardians  in  Urban 
Districts  in  Ireland  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  that  is  to  say — 

{a)  The  ordinary  election  to  fill  ordinary  vacancies. 

(&)  The  first  election  of  Guardians  for  any  Urban  District 
which  may  hereafter  be  constituted. 

Returning    Officer. 

1.  (1.)  The  Town  Clerk  of  tlie  Borough,  or  in  Urban  Districts 
which  are  not  Boroughs,  the  Clerk  to  the  Urban  District  Council 
shall  be  the  Returning  Ofhcer. 

(2.)  If  the  office  of  Town  Clerk  or  Clerk  is  vacant  at  the  time 
when  any  duty  relative  to  the  Election  has  to  be  perfonned  by 
tho  Returning  Officer,  or  if  the  Town  Clerk  or  Clerk  from  illness 
or  other  sufficient  cause  is  unable  to  perform  such  duty,  or  fails

Nomination    of    Candidates. 

4.  (1.)  Each  candidate  for  election  as  Guardian  in  an  Urban 
District  shall  be  nominated  in  writing. 

{'^.)  The  nomination  paper  shall  state  the  name  of  the  District 
Electoral  Division  for  which  the  candidate  is  nominated,  the 
surname  and  other  name  or  names  in  full,  the  place  of  abode, 
and  description  of  the  candidate,  who  must  be  qualified  as  a 
Local  Government  elector  for  the  Urban  District,  or  by  having 
during  the  whole  of  the  twelve  months  preceding  the  election 
resided  and  continuing  to  reside  in  such  Urban  District.  It 
shall  be  signed  by  two  Local  Government  electors  of  the  District 
Electoral  Division  as  proposer  and  seconder,  and  no  more,  and 
shall  state  their  respective  places  of  abode.

A  Local  Government  elector  shall  not  sign  more  nomina- 
tion papers  than  there  are  Guardians  to  be  elected  for  the 
District  Electoral  Division  for  which  the  election  is  to  be  held, 
nor  shall  he  sign  a  nomination  paper  for  the  District  Electoral 
Division  unless  he  is  registered  as  a  Local  Government  elector 
in  respect  of  a  qualification  therein.  Neither  shall  he  sign 
nomination  papers  for  more  than  one  District  Electoral  Divi- 
sion in  the  same  Union,  nor  shall  he  sign  any  nomination  paper 
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at  an  Election  of  Guardians  if  he  lias  already  signed  one  or

(5.)  If  any  Local  Government  elector  shall  sign  nomination 
papers  for  more  than  one  District  Electoral  Division  in  the 
Urban  District,  or  shall  sign  a  number  of  nomination  papers 
larger  than  the  number  of  Guardians  to  be  elected  for  the  Dis- 
trict Electoral  Division,  such  of  the  nomination  papers  signed 
by  him  as  relate  to  the  first  District  Electoral  Division  for 
which  a  nomination  paper  signed  by  him  is  received  by  the 
Heturning  Officer  shall  alone  be  valid,  and  of  the  nomination 
papers  signed  by  him  which  relate  to  such  District  Electoral 
Division  such  as  are  first  received  by  the  Returning  Ofiicer  up 
to  the  number  of  Guardians  to  be  elected,  shall  alone  be  valid.

Transitory  Provisions  for  Eirst  Elections  under  the  Local 

Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898, 

of 

Guardians  in  Urban  Districts. 


WHEREAS  by  Section  24,  Sub-Section  (6)  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  it  is  enacted  that  in  an  Urban  District 
tbe  Guardians  for  any  District  Electoral  Division  therein  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Local  Government  Electors  for  that  Division, 
subject  to  the  like  provisions  in  the  like  manner  and  at  the 
like  time  as  District  Councillors  for  a  Rural  District : 

AND  WHEREAS  by  Section  5  of  the  Schedule  to  an  Order, 
made  the  twenty-second  day  of  December,  1898,  by  His  Ex- 
cellency the  Lord  Lieutenant  in  Council,  under  Section  104 
of  the.  said  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  it  is  ordered  that 
the  Election  of  Guardians  in  Boroughs  and  Urban  County 
Districts  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  be  con- 
ducted according  to  rules  framed  under  the  above-cited  Order 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland  : 

AND  WHEREAS  We,  the  said  Local  Government  Board  for 
Ireland,  acting  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  given  us  by  the  said 
Order,  have  made  and  issued  General  Orders  regulating  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  at  the  Eirst  Election  of  Rural  District 
Councillors  under  the  said  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act, 
1898,  and  also  a  General  Order  regulating  in  like  manner  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  at  the  ordinary  Election  of  Guardians 
in  Urban  Districts : 

AND  WHEREAS  We,  the  said  Local  Government  Board  for 
Ireland,  acting  in  pursuance  of  powers  given  to  us  by  Section 
111,  Sub-Section  (1)  of  the  said  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898,  did,  by  Section  1  of  the  County  and  Rural  District 
Councillors  (Ireland)  Eirst  Elections  Order,  1899,  being  one  of 
the  General  Orders  above  mentioned,  direct  that  the  First 
Election  of  Rural  District  Councillors  in  every  County  of 
Ireland  should  take  place  on  the  sixth  day  of  April,  in  the  year 
One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety-nine,  and  by  the 
same  Order  did  also  fix  certain  dates  for  the  various  proceedings 
required  bv  said  General  Orders  to  be  taken : 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  We  do  further  order  and  direct  with 
respect  to  the  First  Election  of  Guardians  in  Urban  Districts 
as  is  hereinafter  set  forth — 
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1.  The  First  Election  of  Guardians  in  Boroughs  and  other 
Urban  Districts  for  every  District  Electoral  Division  contained 
in  or  comprised  by  any  such  Borough  or  other  Urban  District 
shall  take  place  on  the  sixth  day  of  April,  in  the  year  On& 
Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety-nine,  and  all  proceedings 
relating  to  such  First  Election  shall  be  taken  at  or  within  the 
times  prescribed  in  the  Table  contained  in  the  Schedule  to  this 
Order. 

2.  (1.)  If  the  Town  Clerk  of  any  Borough  or  the  Clerk  to  the 

Council  of  any  Urban  District  other  than  a  Borough 
is  either  unwilling,  or,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  unable  to  perform  the  duties  of 
Returning  Officer  under  Rule  1  of  the  Guardians 
(Ireland)  Election  Order,  1899,  or  if  the  office  of 
Town  Clerk  or  Clerk  to  the  Urban  District  Council 
is  vacant,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  be  a  person 
appointed  by  the  Local  Government  Board.

GENERAL   ORDER. 


Transitory   Provisions   (No.   2)   for  First   Elections   under  the 

Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  of  County  and 

Rural  District  Councillors. 


WHEREAS  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland, 
did,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  January,  1899,  in  virtue  of 
powers  given  to  Us  by  Section  111,  Sub-section  (1),  of  the 
Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  by  Section  5  of 
the  Schedule  to  an  Order  in  Council  made  the  twenty-second 
day  of  December,  1898,  by  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
in  Council,  make  and  issue  a  General  Order  entitled  the  County 
and  Rural  District  Councillors  (Ireland)  First  Elections  Order, 
1899: 

AND  WHEREAS  We  do  now  deem  it  expedient  to  supple- 
ment the  said  General  Order  in  some  particulars :

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NOW,  THEREFOEE,  We,  in  further  pursuance  of  the 
powers  given  to  Us  by  the  said  Act  and  Order  in  Council,  do 
hereby  order  and  direct  with  respect  to  the  First  Elections  of 
County  and  Rural  District  Councillors  in  Ireland  as  is  herein- 
after set  forth :  — 

1.  If  any  doubt  arises  as  to  the  person  entitled  as  Under- 
Sheriff  to  act  as  Returning  Officer,  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
be  a  person  appointed  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

2.  In  any  County  Electoral  Division  containing,  but  not 
co-extensive  with,  an  Urban  District  or  Districts,  the  Return- 
ing Officer  may,  if  in  his  judgment  such  a  course  is  necessary 
for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Election  of  County  and  Rural 
District  Councillors  within  such  County  Electoral  Division, 
appoint  a  person  in  addition  to  any  Town  Clerk  or  Clerk  of  an 
Urban  District  Council  to  be  his  Deputy  therein,  and  he  shall 
apportion  between  any  such  Town  Clerk  or  Clerk  and  the  person 
so  appointed  the  various  duties  imposed  by  any  Order  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  upon  a  Deputy  Retui'ning  Officer 
for  a  County  Electoral  Division. 

3.  Where  a  Union  extends  into  two  or  more  Counties  the 
Returning  Officer  in  any  such  County  other  than  that  in  which 
the  Workhouse  of  the  said  Union  is  situated  may,  if  he  thinks 
fit,  appoint  some  person  to  act  as  Assistant  Deputy  to  the  Clerk 
of  Union  in  the  Rural  District  formed  by  the  part  of  the  Union 
within  the  said  County  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  Rules 
3 — 10  of  the  County  and  Rural  District  Councillors  (Ireland), 
(No.  2)  Election  Order,  1899. 

4.  Where  a  County  Electoral  Division  does  not  contain,  or 
is  not  comprised  by  an  Urban  ])i strict,  but  includes  ten  or 
more  than  ten  District  Electoral  Divisions,  the  Returning 
Officer  may,  if  in  his  judgment  such  a  course  is  necessaiy  for 
the  proper  conduct  of  the  election  of  County  and  Rural  District 
Councillors  within  such  County  Electoral  Division,  ap])oint 
two  persons  as  his  De[)uties  therein,  and  may  ap])ortion  between 
them  the  various  duties  connected  with  the  Elections  in  respect 
of  which  they  are  appointed  as  Deputies. 

5.  Where  the  County  Court  House  or  Sherif1^"s  Office  of  any 
administrative  County  is  situated  within  a  County  Borough, 
such  Court  House  or  Office  shall  be  deemed  for  the  purposes 
of  these  niles  to  be  within  such  administrative  County. 

6.  The  Notices  of  the  result  of  the  Elections  referred  to  in 
Rule  23  of  the  County  and  Rural  District  Councillors  (Ireland), 
(No.  2)  Election  Order,  1899,  shall  be  sent,  in  the  case  of  an 
Election  of  County  Councillors  to  the  Local  Government  Board, 
and  in  the  case  of  an  Election  of  Rural  District  Councillors  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Union  in  which  the  Rural  District  for  which 
the  Election  has  been  held  is  situated. 
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7.  References  contained  in  the  County  and  Rural  District 
Councillors  (Ireland)  First  Elections  Order,  1899,  to  the 
County  and  Rural  District  Councillors  (Ireland)  Election  Order, 
1899,  shall  be  construed  as  referring  to  the  County  and  Rural 
District  Councillors  (Ireland),  (No.  2)  Election  Order,  1899. 

8.  Subject  as  aforesaid,  the  County  and  Rural  District  Coun- 
cillors (Ireland)  First  Elections  Order,  1899,  shall  apply  to  all 
such  First  Elections,  and  the  County  and  Rural  District  Coun- 
cillors (Ireland),  (No.  2)  Election  Order,  1899,  shall  apply  as  if 
the  First  Elections  were  the  Elections  therein  referred  to. 

9.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  "  County  and  Rural  Dis- 
trict Councillors  (Ireland)  (No.  2)  First  Elections  Order,  1899."
